A SHORT HISTORY 


OF 


EAST AFRICA. 


INTRODUCTION. 


The history of the four administrative territories, Kenya, 
‘Uganda, Tanganyika and Zanzibar is most conveniently written as one 
story until the reign of Sultan Barghash of Zanzibar towards the 
close of the nineteenth century. This account is therefcre called 
** A History of East Africa.’’ During the reign of Sultan Barghash, 
the European Powers began the scramble for East Africa which has 
resulted in the four Territories becoming administrative entities and 
their history from that time forward can be written separately. 
Up to that relatively recent period, the history of East Africa is a 
history of the coast and there is throughout the centuries a curious 
<<oherence in the narrative in that from the very earliest times to the 
present day East Africa has derived its vitality, its importance and its 
prosperity from South Arabia. 


Ik this factor is borne in mind the story of East Africa is a 
comparatively simple one to follow and though so sweeping a premiss 
as that given may require explanation, it will be found that its 
uniformity is broken rather in appearance than in reality by those 
factors which at first seem to modify it. The first of these factors 
is the supremacy of the Portuguese which lasted for almost exactly 
two hundred years. This domination by a European nation has 
generally been unduly emphasised as its effect was only temporary. 
The Portuguese did not oust the Arab influence or government, they’ 
merely superimposed their own domination on the local administration. 
In point of time, moreover, their ascendancy on the portion of the 
Kast African coast with which we are concerned, was so short, that 
it is no abuse of language to term it an episode—an episode of which 
“the lasting memorial is Mozambique. 


This territory, however, lies outside the geographical limits of 
the parts of East Africa which were affected by the second factor 
modifying the main premiss given above. This second factor is the 
‘British domination which began to exert an influence in East Africa 
in the second half of the nineteenth century. Though it is from 
‘this point that it becomes convenient to tell the story of each province 
‘separately, it is no reflection on the British administration to note that 
our Government still maintains to a large extent the principle we have 
noted running through the centuries, The Sultan of Zanzibar, who 
‘Is the ruler of the coast, still maintaing under the direction of His 
“Majesty’s representative many of the Arab institutions and customs 
rwhich his ancestors brought from South Arabia. It will therefore 
4e shown that if a long view backward is taken the History of East 
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Africa revolves round the enterprise of the Semitic races of South 
Arabia, and that throughout Arab influence has preponderated with 
Portuguese and British supremacy super-imposed upon it during two 
short periods. It should be added that the interior—the Highlands. 
of Kenya and Uganda—have practically no history till the latter half 
of the last century and that we are nearing the twentieth century. 
before its history becomes more than a.record of intrepid exploration 
and missionary effort. '

1. PREHISTORIC AND PRE-CHRISTIAN ERAS. 


Much light has been recently shed on the volcanic origin of Hast 
Africa by Professor Gregory, in his work, ‘‘ The Great Rift Valleys.’’ 
The whole of the Continent of Africa was at one time in a primeval 
past part of a larger continent known to Geologists as Gondwana-land, 
which stretched from Australia across what is now the Indian Ocean 
and the South Atlantic to the Argentine. Later, when the bed of 
the Indian Ocean sank to its present level, a large mound of lava 
was ejected all over the central portion of Africa. Mounts Kenya,. 
Kilimanjaro and Elgon were formed at this time, the first being the 
oldest of the three. A large depression «t one side of this mound of lava 
became what is now Lake Victoria Nyanza. Movements on the 
flanks of this mound resulted in the formation of the Rift Valley in 
just the same way as the keystone of a bridge will sink if the buttresses. 
give way, while the pressure caused by the subsidence formed the 
voleanoes which are now found between Lakes Rudolph and Victoria 
Nyanza. Some of these are still active. 


Since the formation of the lava mound, the sea has not been 
over Kenya and all the rocks found in the Highlands are of volcanic: 
origin. Thus through vast periods of geological time was evolved the 
rich fertile soileof the land whose history we ave about to give. 


As has been pointed out, the key to the History of Hast Africa 
is to be found in its ‘association with South Arabia and there is little 
doubt that this association began long before the times of which we- 
have any record. 


A brief notice is therefore necessary of the powerful kingdoms 
of Himyar, Saba and Oman in South Arabia whose origin is mentioned 
in Genesis X, 26, 22 and 29. ‘‘ Joktan begat. . . . Hazamaveth 
and Terah . . . . and Sheba and Ophir and Havilah.’’ These 
descendants of Joktan conquered South Arabia in about 1600 B.C. 
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Hazarmaveth founded the Kingdom of Hadramaut while Sada, 
grandson of Terah, established the great lkngdom of Saba with its 
capital at Mareb or Seba. Most authorities now agree that Seba is 
the Sheba of the Bible. Later, inhabitants of these kingdoms moved 
eastward and founded the kingdom of Oman. A picturesque detail 
of the link between these mighty kingdoms of the past and East Africa 
of to-day, lies in the claim of the present Sultan of Zanzibar to 
descent from Joktan. It is known that these peoples of South 
Arabia became the great commercial carriers of the East and that 
they amassed enormous wealth. Reference is made to their prosperity 
in Assyrian records 700 B.C., and later by the Greeks—Artemidorus 120 
B.C. and Agathar'des—Cirea 100 B.C. Better known confirmation 
comes from the Bible where we hear that Hiram King of Tyre sent 
ships *‘ to Ophir and fetched from ‘thence gold 420 t:Jents and 
brought it to King Solomon ’’ and again ‘‘ Jehosaphat made. ships of 
Tarshish to go to Ophir for gold but they went not; for the ships 
were broken at Eziongeber.’’ It is now estiblished that these great 
commercial nations extended their trading activities al] down the 
coast of East Africa, and as it is not possible to give all th» scanty 
references in history which confirm the theory of Arab trading centres 
on the East African coast in the certturies before the Christian era. we 
will quote the conclusions of two established authorities. After 
pointing out that the Great Empires of the Ancient World derived a! 
the luxuries of the East from the trading centres of South Arabia, 
Major Pearce, in his fine book on *Zanzibar, says: ‘* It is inconceivable 
that the Sabeaan merchants and sailcvs did not extend their 
commercial enterprises and trade down the East Coast of Africa to 
Zanzibar long before the Christian era.’’ In another place his 
exhaustive review ‘of the authorities leads him to the’ following 
conclusion. ‘It can justly be asserted that the past histcries of 
those hoary principalities cf Saba and Oman are in a measure the 
history of Zanz:bar.’’ The eminent Archacclogist Grandidier+ says: 
‘’ We know that from the very carliest times the Arabs of Yemen had 
frequented the East African se:.board, at least as far as Sofala.’’ 


Thcough details are lacking, so much may be regarded as certain 
but there are more picturesque views which do not eommand the 
support of all the authorities, though further excavations may ccnfirm 
them. If Professor Keane’s theory that Zimbabwe is ‘‘ the land of 
Havilah where there is gold ’’ igs established, we shall have further 
confirmation of the association of the Kast Coast of Africa with South 
Arabia a thousand years at least before Christ. Prcefessor Kane 
supports the now generally accepted view that Ophir was the g:ld 
emporium cf the ancient World and that it was situated in.South 
Arabia. He contends that Tarshish was Sofala and that when Hiram 
sent ships of Tarshish to bring gold from Ophir, the Phoenccian king 
arranged for ships to bring gold from Zimbabwe througa the port 
of Sofala to the great market at Ophir. If this was the case we 
can be certa'n that trading stations were established all down the Kost 
African coast to supply water, food, and no doubt Ivory and slaves to 
the ships during their long voyage down the coast to ‘‘ Havi'ah.”’

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2. THE BEGINNING OF THE CHRISTIAN ERA 
TO THE RISE OF ISLAM. 


The heading of this section constitutes a very arbitrary break 
in the story of East Africa for it cannot be said that the rise of 
Christianity had any effect on the African coast fcr a long time to 
come. The break, however, is convenient, as with the beginning of 
the Christian Era we get written records giving direct evidence of 
the establishment of trading stations along the East African littoral. 


The Records sre scanty, but still they are enough to afford us 
definite glimpses of the coast and to show that the conditions which 
no doubt existed in the earlier period continued for several centuries. 
The first of these records is by an unknown author who wrote about 
60 A.D. He is believed to have been an Egyptian, and his book is 
- called ‘‘ The Periplus of the Erythraean Sea ’’—a sort ef Pilot’s 
Guide to the Indian Ocean, Red Sea and Persian Gulf. The author 
calls East Africa by the name Azania, which by some is believed to 
be the Latinized form cf the Arab word, Ajem—meaning “‘ non-Arab ”’ 
or ‘‘ foreign.’’ The author of ‘‘ The Periplus ’’ gives a full acccunt 
of the coast of Azania, and after describing or mentioning places which 
are identified as Cape Guradafui, Ras Binna and Ras Hafun he thus 
continues—‘‘ Then come the small and great beach for another six 
days’ course, and after that in order the Courses of Azania, the 
first being called Serapion and next Nicsn ’’; (identified as Mozdishu 
and Brawa respectively) ‘‘ and afte> that severa] rivers and other 
anchorages one after the other, separately a rest and a run for each 
day, seven in all until the Pyralaae Islands (Patta, Manda and Lamu), 
and what is called the ‘*‘ channel ’’ beyond which a little to the sovth 
of south-west after two courses of a day and night along the Ausanitic 
‘coast, is the Inland of Menouthias ’’ (almost universally identified as 
Zanzibar, but by scme es Penda) :*‘ about 800 stadia from the 
mainland, low and woodcd, in which there are rivers and many 
’ kinds of birds and the mountain tortoise. Thero are no wild beasts 
except the croccdiles: but there they do not attack men. In this 
place there are sewed boets and canoes hollowed from single logs 
which they use for fishing and catching tortoises. In this island 
they also catch them in a peculiar way in wicker baskets, which thcy 
fasten across the channel opening between the breakers. Along this 
ccast live men of piratical habits, very great of stature and under 
separate chiefs for each place. The Mapharitic Chief governs it under 
some ancient right, that subjects it (the coast) to the sev-reigaty of 
the State that is become first in Arabia (the kingdom of Himyayr) and . 
the pecple of Muza now hold it under his authority and send thither 
many large ships, using Arab captains and agents who are familiar 
with the natives and inter-marry with them and who know the wh-le 
coast and understand the language. 


There are imported into these markets the lances made at Muza 
(Mocha in Arabia), especially for this trade, and hatchets and daggers

Major Pear-e’s book on ‘‘ Zanzibar,’’ to whom the author, like all future historians 
of East Africa, must be indebted for much of their information 
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and awls and various kinds of glass: and et some places a little wine 
and wheat. not for trade, but to serve for getting the goodwill of the 
savages. There are exported from these places a great quantity of 
ivory—but inferior to that of Adulis (Massowah) and rhinoceros horn 
and tortoise shell (which is in best demand after that from India) and 
a little palm oil. 


And these markets of Azania arc the very last of the continent 
that stretches down on the right hand from Berenice; for beycnd 
these places the unexplored occan curves round towards the west and 
running along by the regions to the South of Aethiopia and Libya and 
Africa it mingles with the western sea.”’ 


Those familiar with modern Zanzibar will recognise certain 
features which have not changed in 1900 years, e.g., “* the sewed 
boats,’’—-mtepe—“‘ the crocodiles which do nct attack men,’’ or the 
great lizards, the local fish trap or dema. It is perhaps unnecessary 
to draw attention to ‘‘ the Arab Captains and agenis who are familiar 
with the natives and inter-marry with them ”’ as the progenitors of the 
Swahili race. 


The reference to the Mapharitic Chief is very important, when 
taken in conjunction with a later statement in the Periplus ‘‘ Azania 
ig subject to Charibael and the Chief of Mapharitis.’’ Charibael was 
king of Himya:, and Mapharitis (Ma’afir) we: a province of his 
kingdom. Azania was under the control of the Head of this Province 
who had made some arrangement for its government with the merchants 
of Muza. The reference to the “‘ Ancient right ’’ by the author of 
the Perplus in A.D. 60 is further evidence that this organised 
colonization by the inhabitants of the South Arabian kingdoms had 
existed long before the Christian Era. 


The next record we have of East Africa is in the map of 
Claudius Ptolemy compiled about the year 150 A.D., which was hardly 
improved upon for nearly a thousand years. Ptolemy has a map 
of the East African coast as far South as the island of Menouthias. 
He shows the ‘‘ Mountains of the Moon,’’ -the Cape of Spices 
(Guardafui) and Zinj. Zinj or Zenj is the Arabic for negro and is 
probably derived from the Persian word Zangh. Bara is the Arabic 
for coast and the conjunction of the two words gives us Zanzibar. 


From the time cf Ptolemy until the Rise of Mohammed in the 
seventh century our knowledge of Azania is very limited. During 
this long interval the great South Arabian kingdoms declined in 
power and prosperity owing to various causes, the chief of which was 
the rise cf the power of Rome. 


The Romans embarked on their own commercial enterprises 
and thus rendered redundant the carrying trade cf South Arabia, while 
the destruction of the irrigation works which stored the water for the 
Arab Cities was a catastrophe from which they never recovered. 
Though the effect of these two factors no doubt diminished the 
vitality of the Arabian commerce on the East African coast, there is 
little doubt it increased the number of emigrants to the already 
established trdding centres of Azania, and we pass to the next period 
leaving the East African coast still fringed with colonies of Arabs and 
still associated with’ the fortunes of Southern Arabia. 
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3. THE RISE OF ISLAM TO THE PORTUGUESE SUPREMACY. 


It was not so much the spread of Mchammed’s great gmpire 
which affected East Africa as the schism and persecutions which 
followed the death of the Caliph Othman. During the Jong periud 
covered by this section, however, there is almost a uniformity of 
action and reaction; as each conqueror arose in the Mohammedan 
world, successive waves of fugitives emigrated to the settlements down 
the Azanian coast and consolidated the Arab towns which we know 
to-day. The process continued slowly during the eight hundred 
years which succeeded the Persian secession from orthodox Islam. in 
the eighth century and very gradually through the centuries were 
established the petty sultanates and small principalities which the 
Portuguese found at the close of the 16th century. As in a short 
summary like the present it is not possible td follow the individual 
history of each sultanate, it will be convenient to record here the 
names of the more important. They are:—Zanzibar, Kilwa, 
Mombasa, Mogdishu, Pate, Pemba, Mafia, Lamu, Brawa, Malindi, 
Mandu, Kismayu, Faza, Kilifi, Siu and Otondu. The earliest recorded 
immigration is from Oman and we shall see that the latest also 
came from the same kingdom. ‘Two brothers, Suleiman and Said, 
Chiefs of Oman, were attacked and defeated by the Governor of 
Irak in 684 A.D. They fled with their followers to East Africa and 
settled there. Soon after, the revolt of the Shia and Persian Moslems 
caused the centre of Islam to shift from Arabia to Bagdad and this, 
no doubt, resulted in an important wave of immigration to East Africa. 


Azania is mentioned by the Arabian traveller Masudi, who died 
in A.D. 956. He states ‘‘ that Zendjes or negroes lived on the coast 
as far south as Sofala, which is the most remote frontier of the 
region and the limit of the navigation of the vessels of Oman and 
Seraf in the sea of Zendj.’’ He says also that the coast at this 
point was the country of Sofala which produces gold, and that it 
was inhabited by ‘ bushmen.’ Major Pearce (to whom also we are 
indebted for the above reference) says: ‘‘ The territory of the Zendj 
he (Masudi) tells us abounds in elephants, which are not used by the 
natives for war, but-simply killed for the ivory, and adds that ‘ the 
ivory so obtained ordinarily goes to Oman and is forwarded therefrom 
to China and India.’ This is a very interesting statement for it 
shows that the ivory used in such enormous quantities in the Kast 
came from Azania and that the transport was by Omani vessels. 
It further indicates that a regular trade existed on the East Coast of 
Africa and tends to substantiate the supposition that the trading 
stations or market towns which existed in East Africa and Zanzibar 
(Menouthias) during the first century were still thriving at the time 
of Masudi’s visit.’’ 


Just at this time was founded the best known of the 
principalities on the coast, the Persian Sultanate of Kilwa of which, 
in the ‘‘ Chronicles of Kilwa,’’ we have a full account from the 10th 
to the 15th centuries. This principality may probably be taken as 
typical cf the other settlements down the coast and its history has 
therefore more than a local interest. 


A Sultan of Shiraz named Hasan emigrated with his family from 
the Persian Gulf in seven ships. These ships became separated and 
of six nothing is known. One, however, reached Kilwa and the crew 
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found there a ‘‘ Muslim and a Mosque.’’ Ali, one of tha sons of 
‘Sultan Hasan, bought Kilwa from a neighbouring native chief and 
founded the State of Kilwa with himself as Sultan. His son, 
Mahomed became ruler of Mombasa. During the reign of Hasan’s 
grandson, Kilwa was taken by negroes and the Sultan fled with some 
of his subjects to Zanzibar, where he seems to have founded a new 
Colony on the site of a previous one afj Tumbatu. Later, the 
negroes were expelled from Kilwa and the Sultan returned. The 
** Chronicles ’’ give a long list of the Sultans of Kilwa and the State 
reached a state of great prosperity and influence in the 11th, 12th and 
13th centuries. The Sultans extended their jurisdiction to Sofala and 
regulated the shipment of gold from Zimbabwe. Many ruins showing 
a high standard of architecture are still to be seen and Persian coins 
with the superscription of the Sultans have been found on the coast. 
During the thirteenth century a Pretender to the throne sought the 
assistance of another Sultan in Azania—the ruler of Zanzibar—while 
in a dynastic difficulty the mediation of a later Sultan was requested 
by Kilwa in 1497. ‘‘The Chronicles of Kilwa ’’ therefore show us 
‘that the East Coast of Africa was under separate but well-established 
governments at the close of this period and for some centuries 
‘before. 


Mention should be made here of the map of Edrisi, an Arab 
geographer, in the 12th century, as he shows Sofala and a place called 
‘Zinj near the latitude of Zanzibar. 


The 13th century witnessed the conquests of Western Asia 
by the Mongol Hordes under Hulagu when further Mohammedan 
fugitives fled to Azania, and in the same century two other geographers 
took note of the East Coast of Africa. Marco Polo referred to 
Zanzibar as an island with a compass of 2,000 miles inhabited by 
hideous negroes; while Yakut, an Arab traveller, noticed the coast 
in his geagraphical dictionary. The latter observes that the island 
‘of Tumbat (Tumbatu) was inhabited by Moslems and that the people 
of Lenguja (Unguja is the Swahili name for Zanzibar) sought refuge 
from their enemies there. It should be remembered that on this 
island the ruins of an extensive tuwn may be seen to-day. In 1324, 
Ibn Batuta visitd East Africa on his return from a pilgrimage to 
Mecca. .He says Mogdishu was an “ exceedingly large city,’’ and 
‘decribes the entertainment he received from the local Sheikh. He 
gave a minute account of the remarkable menu provided and endg 
by saying: “‘The people of Mogdishu are very corpulent; they are 
enormous eaters, one of them eating as much as a congregation ought 
‘to do.’’

Mombasa was ‘‘ a large place inhabited by a chaste, honest 
‘and religious race of the sect of Shaffia.’’ Kilwa was also “‘ large 
and composed of wocden houses.”’ 


In the 14th century, Islam was overrun by the armies of 
Tamerlane, giving a further impetus to Mohammedan emigration while 
the trade in ivory, gold and slaves encouraged commercial enterprise 
along the East African coast. As slavery will later be found to be 
‘the main reason which, led to the opening up of the interior, it may 
‘be mentioned that in the 8th century negro slaves played an important 
part in the South Arabian wars and that a revolt of them in the ninth 
paralysed Arabia for some time. 
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The history of the coast of East Africa during this period is: 
not a detailed march of events for the records are spasmiodic, but 
the glimpses we have, show the steady colonization of the coasts. 
by Arab and Persian immigrants. These carried on an export trade 
in the great natural resources of the country and maintained the high 
standard of luxury and civilization which enabled them later to treat - 
with contempt the paltry presents of the Portuguese. 


This section would be incomplete without mention of the fact 
that in Fra Mario’s Chart of the World dated 1459 the islands of 
** Chancibar ’’ and Maabase (Mombaga) are shown. 


A further example off the commercial importance of Hast 
Africa may be noted in the fact that Chinese traders visited the 
coast. That their visits were frequent may be inferred by the 
number of fragments of Chinese porcelain and coins which have been 
found dating from 843 A.D. to 1163 A.D. From Chinese sources we 
learn that a Chinese fleet came to trade with the citizens of Mogdishu 
in A.D. 14380. ; 


4. PORTUGUESE SUPREMACY, 


. As in ancient times, so in the 15th century, Europe required 
the luxuries of the East and the carrying trade of the West had 
been captured by the Portuguese, who, under the influence of Prince 
Henry the Navigator had become the chief commercial nation of 
Europe. Bartholomew Diaz had rounded the Cape in 1486, and in 
the same year Pero de Covilhao had reached India via the Red Sea, 
returning the same way, but visiting Sofala en route. His report of 
Fast Africa led to Vasco da Gama’s famous expedition, but it should 
always be remembered that the Portuguese goal was the Indies and 
that the primary reason for their establishment of settlements on the 
African coast was not a desire to colonize but to séecure.the trade 
route to the Kast. 


Vasco da Gama, with a fleet of four ships left Portuga! on 
July 8th, 1497, rounded the Cape on November 22nd and reached 
Mozambique. Major Pearce thus summarises the significance 
of their arrival: ‘‘ This Mozabmique was the frontier town of that 
long series of wealthy and prosperous settlements which lay scattered 
along the African coast as far northward as Mogdishu. These 
powerful Arab and Persian Sultanates with their extensive and 
well-built stone cities filled the Portuguese with amazement. They 
no doubt expected to meet the wild negro as they know him on 
the West coast. Instead of this they found civilized communities 
possessing settled and organized trade connections with India and the: 
East, which had been established for a thousand years or more.’’ 
‘A member of da Gama’s expedition has left an account of the journey 
and his entry about the ruler of Mozambique indicates their 
astonishment at what they found. ‘‘ The Sheikh,’’ he says, ‘‘ was. 
so proud that he treated all we gave him with contempt.’’ While 
proceeding northwards one of the ships of the fleet, ‘‘ The Sao Rafael,’* 
ran aground on the Karange Reef and da Gama named the Usambara 
Mountains opposite, the Serros de Sao Rafael in! consequence. On 
April 7th the fleet anchored off Mombasa. The city is described as 
large and seated on an eminence washed by the sea, with a pillar and 
a low-lying fortress at the entrance to the port. After narrowly 
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escaping shipwreck in attempting to enter the harbour the Portuguese: 
sailed to Malindi where they were hospitably received. This town is 
described as “‘ lying in a bay and extends along the shore. Its houses 
are lofty and well whitewashed and have many windows. On the 
land side are palm groves and all around it maize and vegetables 
are being cultivated.’” Da Gama remained nine days and then 
sailed for India. On his return journey he again stopped at Malindi 
and erected a stone pillar to the south of the town which is dedicated 
to the holy Ghost. This pillar cr a similar one erected on the same 
site at a later date, igs still in existence. On the morning of January 
28th, the Expedition ‘‘ came to a large island called Jamgiber which 

is peopled by Moors and is quite ten leagues from the mainland.’’ 


Gama reached Lisbon a few months later and his reports 
resulted in a succession of other expeditions political, commercial and 
missionary. The history of the next few years is the story of the 
gradual subjection of the Kast African coast to Portuguese domination 
punctuated by the unsuccessful rebellions of individual Sultanates. 
The chief principalities soon fell before the invader—Zanzibar, Kilwa, 
Pemba, Brawa and Sofala—while in August, 1505, a Portuguese fleet 
of sixteen sail, under Dom Francisco d’Almeida (afterwards Viceroy 
of India) stormed and sacked Mombasa. Zanzibar was at this period 
one of the less important Sultanates. It was attacked by Ruy 
Lourenco Ravasco and made to pay an annual tribute of £57 to the 
king of Portugal. The amounts levied cn each state give some idea 
of their relative importance. Kilwa paid about £1,100, Brawa £223, 
while when Mombasa was sacked a second time in 1528 the citizens 
were made to pay about £800. In 1506 the Sultan of Lamu 
surrendered to the Portuguese and agreed to pay £800 annually. It 
is not within the scope of this brief outline to describe the gradual 
conquest of the Azanian Coast by the Portuguese. Each individual 
principality received the invader in its own way—with violent opposition 
—surrender—or with a friendly welcome as in the case of Malindi. 
It is sufficient for our purpose to note that by 1509 the Portuguese 
sovereign considered his new possessions consolidated enough to 
appoint a Governor of Aethicpia who resided at Malindi, but in 
the same year two principalities made unsuccessful attempts to shake 
off the shackles of the foreigner. Zanzibar declined to pay her 
tribute and was plundered by Duarte de Lemos, while the Sultan of 
Kilwa,. Haji Husein, was punished for his revolt by being deported 
to Mombasa with a number: of his subjects. Two years later the 
Portuguese occupied Muscat, the capital of Oman. They thus 
rounded off their conquest of the whole of the loosely-knit Arab 
“ Empire’ or rather ‘‘ sphere of influence,’’ as we mizht call it 
to-day, by the capture of the capital of the Kingdom cf its origin. The 
ortuguese’ evidently found it costly and exhausting to keep in 
subjection large hostile populations, for about this time they became 
much more conciliatory to the inhabitants of the coastal cities. 


It is interesting to read the description of the East African 
coast given at this time (1512) by a Portuguese—Duarti Barbosa. 
Unlike previous writers he has a move accurate idea of the various 
islands and refers to Manfia, Zanzibar and Penda. Of these he says: 
‘These islands have their Kings . . . . they are very feeble 
people with very few and despicable weapons. In these islands they 
ve in great luxury and abundance. They dress in very good clothes 
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sof silk and cotton, which they buy in Mombasa of the merchants from 
-Cambay (Gujerat) who reside there.”’ Kilwa'was a great’ Kingdom. 
Barbosa says: ‘‘ It is composed of handsome houses of stone and 
lime and very lofty, and their windows are like those of Christians 
a. dee ot it has streets and these houses have their terraces and 
the wood worked into the massonry with plenty of gardens. This 
island has got a king over it and from hence is trade with Sofala with 
ships which carry much gold which is dispensed there through all 
Arabia Felix. When the king of Portugal discovered this land, the 
-Moors of Sofala, Zuama (Zambesi) and Angochi and Mozambique were 
all under obedience to the king of Kilwa who was a great king among 
‘them. ‘These people are Moors of a dusky colour and some of them are 
black and some white, they are very well dressed with rich cloths of 
gold and silk and cotton.”’ 


The same authority describes the prosperity of Mombasa: ‘‘ A 
city of the Moors very large and beautiful and built of high and 
-handsome houses of stone and whitewash and with very good streets 
like those of Kilwa. It is a town of great trade in goods and has 
‘a good port where there are always many ships, both of those which 
sail for Sofala and these that come from Cambay and Malindi and 
-others which sail to the islands of Zanzibar, Manfia and Penda.’’ 


In 1522 the Sultan of Zanzibar was so far reconciled to subjection 

.to the Portuguese that he invited and received their support in reducing 
his own tributaries in the Kerimba Islands who had rebelled against him. 

In 1528 Zanzibar again sought assistance from the Portuguese against 

Mombasa, the citizens of which had showed more hostility to the 

-foreign domination and more spirit in opposing it than any of the other 
petty states. It happened that the new Viceroy of India, Nunho da 
Cunha was on his way to take up his appointment and he stopped to 

-teach Mombasa a lesson. With the assistance of the Sultan of Malindi 
he stormed and burnt the town. Nunho da Cunha remained in 

possession till March 1529 when after more than half his men had died 

‘of disease he withdrew the garrison. His occupation had not been 
without effect, however, for the power, if not the spirit of Mombasa was 

ibroken for the time being and the Portuguese held undisputed sway 
along the whole East African coast from Brawa to Cape Corrientes, and 

enjoyed a period of peace in Kast Africa for the next fifty years which 

enabled them to consolidate their new Colonial Empire. It must not, 
however, be supposed that they took the administration of these coastal 

principalities from the Arabs and Persians. Indeed in 1571 we have an 

‘example of the relationship in which the dominant power stood to these 
tributary settlements. In that year Francisco Barreto was appointed 

Governor General of Mozambique and he assisted the Sultan of 

Zanzibar to quell a revolt among his subjects. In return for this the 

Sultan permitted the Portuguese to export certain produce from his 

island and Barreto was so impressed with this favour that he reported. 

‘the matter officially to his Government at home. Barreto has left a 
description. of the fertility of Zanzibar in which he noted the remarkable 

‘gucession of crops throughout the year. In view of the fact that 
Zanzibar is to-day the centre of the clove trade, it is interesting to 

‘compare the produce Barreto mentions at that time—sugar, coconuts, 

gum copal and timber. 


Fully to understand the events of the next few years we must 
‘remember that from 1580 to 1640 Portugal came under the domination 
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of Spain and. that her hold on her overseas Empire was thereby 
‘weakened to a great extent. 


In 1585 a Turkish corsair named Ali Bey visited the East African 
‘coast and claimed the sovereignty of it for his Sultan. Being a: Moslem 
his co-religionists on the coast hailed hinj as a deliverer from their 
subjection to the hated Portuguese and the inhabitants of all the 
Settlements except Malindi and possibly Zanzibar, rosa in rebellion 
against the Europeans. Ali Bey was well received by the local Sultans 
‘of Jumbo (Kismayu), Faza, Lamu and Mombasa and after assisting the 
inhabitanta to drive the Portuguese from those places and indeed from 
nearly all the Sultanates on the coast, he returned in 1586 to the Red 
Sea taking with him plunder to the value of £600,000 and 50 Portuguese 
prisoners. In the following year a punitive expeditiom from Goa of 
eighteen vessels was sent to bring the rebellious states once 
more under Portuguese authority. Though Malindi threw in her lot 
again with the Portuguese, this expedition met with a success of short 
duration only, for in 1588 Ali Bey returned with a fleet of 5 vessels. 
He touched at several ports, exacted tribute and proceeded to Mombasa. 
There he landed, ‘built a fort and prepared to subjugate the renegade 
Malindi. It is at this point we must take note of the activities of the 
Wazumba tribe—a race of cannibals hailing from south of the 
Zambesi. They had in 1586 captured Kilwa and had massacred 3000 
-of its inhabitants. After this success they overran all East Africa and 
in 1589 reached Mombasa which they besieged with Ali Bey and his 
supporters within it. At this juncture Thomas dq Souza Coutinho 
arrived with a further fleet of 20 ships to punish the citizens of 
Mombasa and drive out their Turkish supporters. Mombasa was thus 
between two fireg and the garrison made an unfortunate move to 
‘extricate themselves. They parleyed with the Wazumba who promised 
- to help them against the Portuguese, but no sooner were the Wazumba 
admitted into the town than they massacred the inhabitants. Those 
who escaped the Wazumba were shot or taken prisoners by the 
Portuguese, among the latter being Ali Bey, who died later a Christian 
in Lisbon. The Island of Pemba was always in close sympathy with 
Mombasa and in 1587 also rebelled, and though quickly brought into 
subjection, the inhabitants made a second attempt, which was half 
successful for it at least resulted in the removal of their unpopular pro- 
Portuguese Sultan. 


This close association in sympathy and action between Pemba 
and Mombasa during a very long period, is noted by the Viceroy of 
India, Francisco da Gamasin a letter written in 1598 to Ruy Soares de 
Mello on his appointment as Commandant of the Fort of Mombasa. 
He says :—'‘ I order you to put down the insurrection in Pemba, as 
it is from this island that all movements are made against this fortress 
(Mombasa). You must arrange that the new King is placed on the 
‘throne and supported in every thing. This I expect from you.’’ 


To return to de Souza Coutinho. After his success at Mombasa 
he moved on and brought the sultans of Kilifi, Lamu, Manda, Pate, 
Siu and Faza once more under Portuguese authority. He also drove 
the Wazumbas from Malindi with the help of another native tribe— 
the Wasegeju—who had come from the interior in 1571. Though the 
Wazumba power was completely broken by this stroke some 
smouldering embers of discontent in Kilifi and Mombasa still needed 
‘Coutinho’s attention. Both towns were sacked by him and his strange 
allies, the Wasegeju, and Kilifi never recovered from this attack. It 
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says muca for the spirit of Mombasa that, ever persistent in rebelling, 
she is still to be heard of again, though as a result of their difficulty in 
capturing the town the Portuguese recognised its important position. 
and decided to make it the capital of their Kast African possessions. 
hey appointed the friendly ruler of Malindi Sultan of Mombasa. and 
commenced to build a Fort in 1593. It was dedicated to our Lord and. 
an inscription inside the Porch recording this event may still be read. 


In the meantime—in 1591—an event of great importance, in 
the ight of subsequent developments, took place—the arrival in East, 
African waters of the first English ship ‘‘ Edward Bonadventure ”’ 
(Capt. J. Lancaster). This expedition wes initiated a3 a result of 
Candish’s voyage round the world in 1586. He had returned 
from India via the Cape of Good Hope, and his reports inspired 
London merchants to try and capture the Indiaa trade. On 
November ‘7th. 1591 Lancaster after many adventures reached 
Zanzibar. In Hakluyt’s account of this expedition there is the 
following description of Zanzibar—‘‘ This place for the goodness of its 
harborough and watering and plentiful refreshing of fish, whereof we 
took great store with our nets, and for sundry sorts of fruits of the 
country as cocos and others which were brought us by the Moors, as 
also for oxen and hennes is carefully to be sought for by such of our 
ships as shall hereafter pass that way.’’ 


At this time Zanzibar was rising in importance, but there appears 
to have been no fort or garrison there. The Portuguese merely had a 
trade depot on the island, leaving its administrat‘on to the local Sultan 
or ‘‘ King’’ is they called him. Asa direct consequence of Lancasters. 
Expedition the East India Company was formed im 1600. 


In 1608 Captain Sharpleigh in command of ‘‘ The Ascension ’” 
visited Pemba where the natives would have been friendly had not the. 
Portuguese, jealous of the advent of another Europeén nation into. 
their preserve, induced them to attack a party who came ashore for 
water. In the following! year the crew of ‘‘ The Union ’’ (Captain. 
Rowles) received simuar treatment at Zanzibar. However, owing ta. 
troubles at home the Portuguese hold on East Africa was weakening 
considerably at this period and we find a tendency towards concentration. 
of forces at'a few places only—at Mozambique, Pate and particularly: 
at Mombasa. The defences henceforth of the latter became clearly an 
important item in their policy. In 1608 we find them building 
blockhouses at Makupa to keep the Wanyika from raiding the town. 
Vhese precautions, however, did not save the Portuguese from further: 
trouble and even the friendly Sultan of Malindi whom we have seen. 
tney had made ruler of Mombasa seems to have become infected with, 
the truculent hostility of the inhabitants of his new domain. 


In 1612 the reigning Sultan of Mombasa, Hasan bin Ahmed-el-. 
Malindi, quarrelled with the Portuguese Governor who bombarded his. 
palace. The Sultan returned to K‘hfi, but was re-instated after eight. 
months. <A year later this potentate was accused of high treason and 
tled to Kabar, where later he was murdered by the natives. Sultan 
Hasan’s son was then taken in hand by the Portuguese and every effort. 
was made to bring him up a loyal adherent of their regiment. His 
name was Yusuf. He was educated at Goa, baptized and married to a 
Portuguese lady. He became Sultan of Mombasa in 1680 and very 
soon after was imbued with the traditional sprit off his principality. 
On August 16th, 1631, all the Portuguese in Mombasa were murdered 
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at his instigation, and he himself took up his residence in the Fort. 
As soon as the newe of the massacre reached India a fleet under Don 
Francisco de Moura was despatched from Goa to punish' the rebel. 
Sultan Yusuf captured two of the vessels, dismantled the fort, 
destroyed the town and fled to Arabia from whence he continued to 
harass the Portuguese settlements for some years. He was killed at 
Jeddah in 1638, and Mombasa has had no local Sultan since. ‘The 
massacre of Portuguese roused the spirit of rebellion again along the 
Kast African coast and the new Portuguese Governor Francisco de 
Seixas de Cabreira spent several years in bringing the rebels into 
‘ubjection. The inscription which is now to be seen over the gateway 
at Mombasa Fort shortly describes his activities :— 


‘* In 1638 Captain Major Fraincisco de Seixas de Babreira was 
Commander of this fortress for four years, he being twenty-seven, 
years of age: he rebuilt it and constructed this guard house. He 
again subdued to His Majesty the coast of Malindi which had 
rebelled in favour ot the tyrant (i.e. Sultan Yusuf) and he made 
the kings of Otondo, Mandra, Lusiva and Jaca tributary: he 
personally inflicted on Patta and Siu a punishment hitheto 
unknown in India even to the razing of their walls; he punished the 
the Muzungulos, chastised Pemba and its rebellious people putting 
to death on his own responsibility the rebel kings and all the 
principal chiefs: he caused to be paid the tribute which all had 
refused to H's Majesty. For all these services he was 
made Gentleman of the Royal Houschold having already been 
rewarded for former services by the decoration of the Order of 
Christ with a pension of 50,000 reis, six yes government of 
Jafampatao and four years of Biligao with authority of being 
empowered to fill all the posts during his life time.’’ 


Pedro da Silva was Viceroy, A.D. 1639. 


Lhis enterprising official put the Portuguese ‘‘ house in order ”’ 
and gave their dominion a fresh start. It should however be 
remembered thst the hold of the Portuguese was never again so firm 
as it had been in the 16th century, and that already their Eastern 
Empire had begun that contraction by the loss of Oman in 1622, which 
was gradually toi spread from east-south-westwards and leave them 
‘by the beginning of the eighteenth century their two extreme limits 
only—Goa and Mozambique. This weakening of their hold is brought 
out in the account wr:tten in 1635 by Barrete de Rezende, Secretary 
to the Viceroy of Indias, in which he points out that Zanzibar was 
independent and,had ceased to pay tribute, although the Sultan* was 
quite friendly with the Portuguese. Indeed many Portuguese lived on 
the island and the Governor of Mozambique had an agent there for 
commercial purposes. The island, Barrete says, was noted for its 
timber. He also informs us that Pemba was thickly populated and 
could provide 5000 fight'ng men. There were fourteen villages 
inhabited by Moors and natives, who paid tribute in rice annually. 
‘Other produce was sims'm, fruit, vegetables, cattle and pigs. 





* The local Sultan or King of Zanzibar must not be confused with the later Albusaid 
Sultans. The successors of the former continued to rule in Zanzibar down to 
1873, although their Suzerain had taken up his residence on the Island many 
-yéars before. 
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‘Ihe Portuguese were not colonists, and their presence on the 
Hast Coast of Africa was primarily to secure the trade routes to India. 
In the 17th century their vassalage to Spain and the strain on the 
man-power of a small nation with large imperial commitments was. 
making itself felt. The mantle of Colonial commerce was slipping 
from. their shoulders and the process was being eased by the Dutch. 
Colonial history for another hundred years is the story of the struggle 
between England and the Netherlands for that mantle punctuated by 
the attempts of the original owner to keep it for herself. This struggle 
had dts echo in the west of the Indian Ocean where Portuguese dominion 
was soon to be gradually undermined by forces emanating from South 
Arabia, the traditional quarter from which East Africa had received 
her stimulus since the very earliest times. 


It is necessary to make a short digression and to describe what. 
had been taking place in the kingdom of Oman during the supremacy 
of the Portuguese on the East African Coast, more particularly as on 
the throne of Zanzibar to-day there sits a Prince who is descended from 
the dynasty which revived the prosperity of that ancient kingdom. 


We have noted the founding of the South Arabian Kingdoms in 
an earlier section. Oman is in South East Arabia and its capital is 
Muscat. Its inhabitants who originally migrated from Yemen have 
always been remarkable for a singularly independent spirit. Situated 
in a position which commanded the ancient trade routes to the East 
they early became extremely prosperous. In 754 B.C: we know they 
were ruled by Yarub as part of a larger kingdom which included all 
South Arabia and Yemen. This Yarub it is interesting to note was 
descended from, the Joktan of Genesis, from whom also as we have 
said the present Sultan of Zanzibar claims descent. It is not possible 
to follow in detail the viciss.tudes of Oman from the time of Yarub to 
Seyyid Said. It is sufficient here to remark that though for a per'od 
Oman formed part of the great Empire of Cyrus the Great, she obtained 
her independence again shortly after his death. Oman is mentioned - 
by Pliny and by the author of the Periplus; itis marked on the map of 
Ptolemy and Masude mentions it as a port of call for traders to Sofala 
and Madagascar. Her independent spirit 1s shown particularly by her 
attitude towards Islam. The Omani are of the Ibathi sect, whose 
adherents have been happily described as the ‘‘ Puritans of Islam.’’ 
‘hey claim the right of electing their own “ Caliphs ”’ and have in 
consequence of their heterodoxy been subjected to much persecution. 
As early as 751 A.D. they elected the first of these rulers Julanda-bin- 
Masud, as Imam of Oman. When the Turks over-ray all the rest of 
Arabia they failed to bring the kingdom of Oman into subjection. 
However, where the Turks failed, the Portuguese succeeded later, for 
in 1511. they captured Muscat and though leaving the administration 
of the kingdom to the local Imams the commercial activities of the 
capital came under their control. It must not be thought that South 
Arabia was cut off from East Africa during the period of Portuguese 
dominion. There is no doubt that trading and commercial intercourse 
continued much as before the Portuguese arrival, but towards the close 
of the seventeenth century, South Arabia ‘becomes again essentially 
associated with East Africa; and though wq sha!l have to. remark 
certain domestic developments in-Oman the history of that kingdom 
and of East Africa can be regarded as one until Lord Canning’s 
arbitration in 1857. 
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The first action towards political alliance came from East Africa.. 
In 1649 the inhabitante of several of the principal towns sent a 
deputation to the Imam of Oman Sultan bin Seif-el-Yorabi, praying for 
_assistance to drive the Portuguese from Zanzibar and Pate, but this. 
remarkable man was occupied on a more important enterprise at home 
as in the following year he captured his capital of Muscat and drove the. 
Portuguese from his kingdom. Ten years later when he had built a 
navy the Imam was prepared to take action to assert the traditional 
claim of South Arabia to the East African Coast. In compliance with. 
a request from the citizens of Mombasa he _ attacked and 
captured that town, Faza and Malindi. An inscription now built into 
the walls of the Law Courts at Mombasa is believed to refer to this 
exploit. The Imam was unable to retain his hold on the coast and the 
Portuguese gradually resumed an unstable sway. Imam Sultan died 
in 1668 and was succeeded by his son the Imam Seif, who carried on 
his father’s East African policy. In 1678 the Portuguese undertook 
a punitive expedition against Pate, Siu, Lamu and Manda all of which 
Sultanates had aspired to shake off their yoke. The people of Faza 
assisted them and the local Sultans of all four towns were taken prisoner 
and executed. Forts were built at Pate and Faza, the ruins of which 
can still be seen. This flickering effort of a waning power, however, 
had results of short duration as the Arabian assistance from Oman in 
the following year made the Portuguese retire to Mombasa and 
Mozambique. Again a few years later, in August 1687 the Portuguese 
struggled to regain the lost. ground and Pate surrendered to them and 
their Somali mercenaries with the assistance once more of Faza: but 
with the appearance of an Arab fleet in the following December, the 
Portuguese once more withdrew to Mombasa. The Imam Seif in 1696 
felt strong enough to attack this stronghold of the Portuguese and on 
March 15th of that year began the great siege of Mombasa “which lasted 
for 38 months. On that day an Arab ficet of seven sail entered 
Kilind:ni Harbour and bombarded Fort St. Joseph. The entire 
population of the island consisting of 50 Europeans and 2,500 natives. 
took refuge in and around Fort Jesus whilst the Arabs occupied the town 
itself, Makupa, Fort St. Joseph and the Chapel Nossa Senhora das 
Merces. A native tribe, the Wanyika attacked the besieging Arabs: 
without resu't from time to time and the ruler of Zanzibar then 
a woman, with Portuguese sympéthies, also endeavoured to raise the 
siege, but her forces were beaten off with heavy losses. The besieging 
force on the other hand not only secured reinforcements and supplies 
from Muse:t and Pate but was able to prevent the Portuguese relief 
ships (which arrived from Goa on Christmas Day) from entering the 
harbour. On January 14th, 1697, bubon‘'c plague broke out among the 
beleaguered garrison and by July 23rd there remained alive only the 
Commandant, two Portuguese children, the Sultay of Faza, a few 
Wagunya, nine Swahilis and fifty native warriors. The Commandant, 
Antonio Mollo de Mello, died on August 24th, after which the Sultan 
of Faza kept the ‘Arabs at bay until relief from Mozambique arrived in. 
September. ‘lhe reinforcements consisted of 150 Portuguese and two 
or three hundred Indians and natives. The siege was continued for 
another 15 months and on December 12th, 1698, the Arabs captured 
the fort and put to death the worn out remnants of the garrison—e!even 
men and two native women. ‘Two days later a Portuguese fleet from 
Goa arrived and finding the Arab flag lying from the citadel retired 
without attacking. 
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Mombasa was the key to the Portuguese position and with its fall 
‘their power collapsed. 

The Arabs pursued their success down the coast and occupied 
Kilwa, Zanzibar and Pemba. Valis or Governors were appointed and 
the East Coast of Africa, garrisoned by Omani troops, passed under the ~ 
.administration of Muscat. | 


THE ALBUSAID DYNASTY FROM OMAN. 


The Portuguese did not accept the loss of their East African 
‘possessions with resignation; on the contrary, they made several bids 
for their recovery. Expeditions were organized in 1699, 1703 and 
again in 1710 to retake Mombasa, but no succegs attended these 
attempts. In 1727, however, a good opportunity presented itself. 
In that year the Valis of Mombasa and Zanzibar quarrelled and the 
latter sought assistance in person from Pate. The Sultan of Pate, 
had no wish to mix himself up in such matters and sent a 
messenger to Goa, offering to place himself under the protection of 
Portugal. This offer encouraged the aspirations of the Portuguese and 
on, December 24th a fleet of six sail, under General Luiz de Mello 
Sampayo, set out from Goa to reconquer East Africa. The Arab 
garrisons at Pate and Sui made very slight resistance and retired ta 
Haza. General Sampayo then sailed for Mombasa and on March 11th 
he bombarded Fort Joseph and entered Kilindini Harbour. On the 
following day the Arab Governor capitulated and the Portuguese flag 
once again flew from the Citadel. Mombasa was the key to the 
position and within a few weeks the East African coast from Brawa 
to Cape Corrientes was once more under Portuguese rule. This success. 
‘however, was episodical. The Portuguese, like the Bourbons, had 
‘learnt nothing and} had forgotten nothing.’’ The local Governors 
were corrupt and incapable; their one idea was to become rich at the 
expense of their subjects, by levying tribute and taxes, while they were 
also brutal and arrogant in their behaviour towards the natives. In 
these circumstances, the people of Mombasa, once more took the lead 
and asked Oman for assistanes against the tyrants. This assistance 
‘was sent and on August 14th of the same year the Portuguese were 
driven from Pate. By November 29th, Mombasa had fallen into the 
‘hands of the Arabs and the Portuguese were driven from the remainder 
of the East African coast very shortly after. The Portuguese did not 
quite give up hope of re-establishing themselves for the Viceroy of 
India made a final attempt to recover their lost empire. General 
Sampayo, with five ships and 1,200 men, was sent the next year to 
renew his former conquests, but fortune was against him. A violent 
‘storm. was encountered in the Indian Ocean; the ships foundered and 
all on board were drowned. The Portuguese made no further bd for 
‘this part of their Colonial dominions, though an expedition was actually 
titted out for the purpose as late as 1769, but it never sailed; only 
“Mozambique is left as a reminder of the supremacy of Portugal in 
‘** Azania ’’ which had lasted for two hundred years. 


Before finally leaving the Portuguese, an interesting reference 
"may be made to Zanzibar where the local ‘‘ Queen ’’ had strong 
Portuguese sympathies. This sovereign’s name was Fatima, and she 
was the ancestress of the Mwenye Dun or Lords of Dunga. There has 
‘always been some difficulty in understanding who these rather 
mysterious persons were. They were known to foreigners «s ‘‘ The 
‘kings of Zanzibar ’’: and. there seems litt!e dovbt now that the Lords 
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of: Dunga were merely the local Sultans of Zanzibar. They, were 
allowed to maintain many of their administrative functions long after 
their suzerain the actual ruler of the Arab ‘‘ Empire’’ had made 
Zanzibar his capital. We know that Queen Fatima who had married 
the Sultan of Otondo wrote to the Portuguese at Goa in 1697, and by 
1709 her sympathies were so well knowm that she was removed to 
Muscat. She was allowed to return the following year, but 
was closely guarded to prevent any further communications with the 
enemy. The whole incident, however, is an indication of how. little 
unity either of sentiment or effort there was in these individual Arab 
principalities. 

It is necessary to go back a few years and see what was 
happening in Oman, the heart of this loosely-knit Arab Empire. In the 
last section we have seen that Imam Seif attacked Mombasa in 1698. 
He died in 1711 and was succeeded by his son who was in his turn, 
succeeded by his som Seif, then only a child. During the latter’s 
minority civil war broke out between his supporters and those of a rival 
claimant to the throne, and it was this source of weakness of which the 
Portuguese had taken advantage in their several attempts to re-capture 
East Africa. On coming of age in 1728 Seif II took the imprudent step 
of inviting the Persians to help him regain his throne. The Persians 
accepted the invitation in a way which the Imam had not expected. 
They took the whole country, and ravaged it with every form of excess, 
both massacring and enslaving the inhabitants. In his extremity Seif 
found aid in an unexpected quarter. A leader arose in the person of 
Ahmed bin Said, who so stimulated the power of resistance of the Omani 
thet in 1741 he had defeated the Persians and driven them from the 
country after a massacre brought about by very dovbtful methods. In 
the meantime the Imam Seif II died and the Omani elected their 
deliverer to be their sovereign. 


The Valis in Kast Africa had not been slow to take advantage of 
the troubles of their mother country, and with the exception of 
Zanzibar and Kilwa had revolted and declared themselves independent. 
‘he two exceptions alone recognised the overlordship of Oman. As we 
have seen the Imams were too much concerned with consolidating their 
immediate dominions to interfere in East Africa to any great extent and 
though they never recognised the independence of the Jocal Sultans, it 
was not till the reign of the great Seyyid Said that Kast Africa was 
brought to subjection. 

The history therefore of these revolts on the coast during this 
interval can be briefily told. 

In 1729, Mahomed-bin-Athman of the *Mazrui family, Governor 
of Mombasa, declared himself an independent Sultan and ruled from 
Malindi to Pangani, including Pemba. His example was followed 
by the Govemors of other coasta] towns. In 1753 hiz succes or 
determined to add Zanzibar to his dominions. but though h> oscuv ed 
the town, he failed to capture the citadel owing to quarrels among 
his commanders. Zanzibar was Joya! threughout to the Oman’ Tram 
and had received a member of the reiging family; Abdulla-bin-Djad 
as Vali as well as a garzison from Oman. 


* The Mazrui were an Omani tribe who had settled in Mombasa before the arrival 
of the Portuguese and they had been given the Governorship of Mombesa by the 
Imam Seif when he captured the place in 1698. They ruled Mombasa for over 
130 years. 
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The Sultan of Pate—a member of the Nabahan family, whose 
ancestors had ruled the adjacent coast for centuries before. the arrival 
of the Portuguese, also declared his independence and until 1822 East 
Africa has little history beyond the struggle between these two families 
—the Nabahans and, Mazruis—for supremacy. In 1785, however, 
the Imam Hamed-bin-Said made an expedition to East Africa and 
temporarily revived: recognition of his over-lordship. 

A brief account of Mombasa at this time has been left by 

‘Lieut. Bissell, one of the officers of H.M.S. ‘‘ Lecpard,’’ who visited 
the town in 1799. ‘* The town is composed of some few houses, and 
the rest are huts of straw mat which are very neat.’’ The fort was 
repaired by ome of the Valismamed Yakuti in 1800. 
i ‘he Imam Sultan-bin Ahmed was killed in a sea fight and was 
succeeded by his two sons, Salim-bin-Sultan and Said-bin-Sultan, 
who ruled jointly. The elder brother made no mark on the history 
of his kingdom and left the direction of affairs to his brother Seyyid 
Said. The latter was a man of remarkable strength of will, striking 
personality and inexhaustible energy. He was the first ruler of 
South Arabia who during the many centuries of its association with 
East Africa, formed his possessions into something like an ‘‘ Empire ”’ 
or administrative entity. He was the founder of modern Zanzibar and 
his successor, the present Sultan of Zanzibar, still rules over a portion 
of the dominions he consolidated. At an early age, Seyyid Said 
personally assassinated his uncle, Seyyid Bedi, who under pretence 
of Regency, was attempting to usurp the throne. For the first 
twenty years of his long reign Seyyid Said was occupied in bringing 
the turbulent tribes cf Oman and its frontiers into subjection. Among 
the most troublesome of these were the Wahabis, the followers of 
Muhammad-bin-Abdul Wahab, who practised a doctrine of purification 
of Islam. The religious fanaticism cf this sect which he found could 
not be quelled by the sword, responded, however, to money and the 
great Imam, purchased peace by paying periodical tribute to the 
‘‘ purifiers.’’ Seyyid Said throughcut his reign was on friendly terms 
with England, and the Government of India on more than one 
occasion assisted him in h's punitive expeditions. 

In 1822 Scyyid Said was able to give his attention to 
re-annexing his East. African possessions... At the request of the 
people of Pate who had been defeated by the Mezrui ruler. of Mombasa,, 
Soyvid Said seized Pate and Pemba and threatened Mombasa itself. 
The Mazrui Chief, Suliman-bin-Ali invoked the protection of. Great. 
Britain through Capt. Vidal of H.M.S. ‘‘ Barrocouta ’’’ who was 
cruising in East African waters towards the end of 1828. Capt. Vidal 
refused, but notwithstanding this, the Mazrui Chief ho'sted thé’ 
British flag on his own autho-ity and Capt. Owen of H.M.S. 
“* Teven,’’ who found it flying in February, 1824, e=tablished a 
provisional Protectorate over Mombasa subject to the approval of the 
British Government. Lieutenant Reitz, R.N. (after whom Port 
Reitz was named) was appointed Resident, and on his death shortly 
efterwards he was succeeded in the position by a midshipmen nam-d 
Phillips. The British Government, however, later, repudiated the 
Protectorate. Undaunted by this set-back in the taking of the key of 
the position, Seyvid Said still determined to recapture his Easi Afvican 
dominions, and in 1828 again set sail f-om Muscat with a large flect. 
After some fighting at Mombasa a treaty was made and the citadel 
wis handed over to Seyyid Said by the Mazrui Chief, Salim-bin-Ahmed 
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dwho had deposed Suliman-bin-Ali shortly before). By this treaty 
it was agreed that Salim should be retained as hereditary Governor 
Of the tewn and'receive half its revenue. This peace with the Mazrui 
was, however, of short duration, for the re-instated Governor of 
Mombasa twice subsequently tried unsuccessfully to throw off the 
Oman yoke. In 1837 Seyyid Said finally brought this turbulent 
ponopely into subjection. He took Mombasa and sent the reigning 

azrui, Rashid bin Salim with twenty-four adherents to Oman, whera 
they died in prison. The Mazrui power which had been the source, 
of so much trouble was thus completely broken. The elder Branch 
migrated to Gazi and the younger to Takaungu, where they governed 
as petty chiefs and were formally recognised as such in 1895. 


In 1832 Seyyid Said, who had been well received in Zanzibar 
when he had visited the town four years earlier, transferred h's capital 
there from Muscat and after the final fall of the Mazrui, was supreme 
«aver the coast from Cape Guardafui to Mozambique. 


East Africa from that time began a new era of prosperity and 
Zanzibar, Mombasa and Lamu developed into impiortant ‘seaport 
towns. In spite of his success everywhere else Seyyid Said was 
never able to take Sui. This Sultanate in the 17th century suffered 
considerably from the aggression of the Nabahan Sultans of Pate and 
in order to protect themselves, the inhabitants had appealed for help 
to the Somalis who lived on the mainland opposite, offering them an 
equal share in the Government of the town if they were successful in 
driving out their enemies. The Somalis agreed and the town was 
saved. A curious dual administration was then established, consisting 
of a Famao (a descendant of the Asiatie Colonists) and a Somali 
Sheikh. This system lasted till 1812 when the Famao Sheikh 
concentrated all the power in his own hands. The Somalis applied 
to Seyyid Said who unsuccessfully attempted to take Sui both in 
1843 and 1844. : 

Seyyid Said, however, increased his empire in a direction which 
his predecessors never seem to have contemplated. Right into the 
interior of Africa he pushed his trade routes and small Arab sultanates 
were established at each trading centre, owning allegiance to the 
sovereign at Zanzibar. Besides Oman, some islands in the Persian 
Gulf and the East African littoral, Sultan Said claimed dominion over 
the interior as far as the great Lakes and his dreams of future empire 
‘seem to have reached as far as the Atlantic. 7 
| The Arab traders carried the religion of Islam wherever they 
went, and opened up the country for the slave trade. Zanzibar 
hhad been used by the French, Spaniards, and Portuguese as a base of 
operations for this traffic since the 18th century, From there slaves 
were shipped to Muscat, India, Mauritius and South America. In 
1811 it was estimated by Captain Smee of the East India Company’s 
ship ‘‘ Ternate ’’ that the export of slaves from Zanzibar numbered 
‘6,000 to 10,000 annually while the import was 15,000.  England’s 
chief reason for coming to East Africa was to suppress this trade, and 
though she was eighty years* actually reaching the goal of final 
«xtermination, she made an agreement on the question with Seyyid 
Said as early as 1882. This agreement arranged for “‘ the perpetual 





* In the year 1859 the number of slaves imported into Zanzibar was 19,000 and tke 
prices varied between 25/- for a boy or girl and 135/- for an adult of either sex. 
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abolition of the slave trade between the dominions of His Highness and 
all Christian nations,’’ and was followed by another restricting the 
zone in which vessels flying His Highness’ flag could with impunity, 
carry slaves without risk of capture. Two more agreements were 
made with Seyyid Said—one by which the zone was further restricted 
and a more formal one in 1845 ‘‘ providing for the suppression of the 
export of slaves from His Highness’ African dominions and for the 
prohibition of the importation of slaves from Africa into Oman.’ 
Though Seyyid Said must have disliked these agreements intensely, ha 
realised that he could not afford to offend England. It must have 
appeared to him a very expensive form of sentimentalism and 
undoubtedly did not increase his popularity with his subjects. 
However, Seyyid Said, once having put his hand to the plough, did 
not look back and abided faithfully by his agreements. He even 
declined the monetary compensation offered by the English 
Government. Hindered by European Powers, thwarted- by local 
machinations, and often misjudged by the world, England pursued a 
single- minded purpose for the cause of humanity which cost her untold 
wealth. To-day the prospurity of Zanzibar depends on quite another 
form of commerce, for she has seven-eighths of the trade of the world 
in cloves. ‘This is entirely due to Seyyid Said, who saw the 
possibilities of this crop, and in spite of conflicting opinions, carried 
through his project. It is interesting to note that “Burton considered 
the Sultan’s scheme a great mistake. 

The Western world soon began to look towards Zanzibar, which. 
the great Sultan was fast makng into a metropolis of the Indian 
Ocean. The Americans were curiously enough the first nation to. 
make a commercial treaty (1833) ensuring their subjects rights in the 
new Empire. Their whalers were constantly in the Southern part 
of the Indian Ocean and amicable acrangements with the ruler of 
_ Zanzibar proved a great convenience to those engaged in this industry. 
A Treaty with France was made in 1844. Other nations followed 
suit in the reigns of Seyyid Said’s successors. England had confined 
her treaties to the one object of suppressing slavery, but in 1842 it 
was felt British interests should be adequately safeguarded, and 
Captain Hamerton, of the Indian Army, was appointed as Her 


Majesty’s Consul and Agent of the East India Company at the Ccurt 
of Zanzikar. 


Seyyid Said died at sea in 1856. Though all his dreams of 
wide African dominions had not been realised, he had in faet created 
an ‘‘ Empire ’’ which was to excite the envy of the Kuropean Powers 
in the reigns of his successors. We cannot do better than close this 
brief record of a remarkably shrewd and able personality with mee 
description Captain Guillain gives of him—" It is rare,’’ he says, 
find combined in so high a degree as in the Sultan Said, such ee 
of figure, such nobleness of countenance and such perfect grace of 
gesture.’’ 

Burton says: ‘“‘ Shrewd and sensible, highly religious, though 
untainted with fanaticism, affable and courteous, he was as eee in 
sentiments as distinguished in presence and demeanour ’ 

An epitaph may be borrowed for him—* First in war, first in peace, 
and first in the hearts of his fellow country men. Peace be with 
his manes.’ 


By his will Seyyid Said left his eldest, son Seyyid Thuwaini the 
kingdom of Oman, whilst his second son, Seyyid Majid, became Sultam 
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«of Zanzibar and the East African Coast. The former was dissatisfied 
-with his heritage and in 1859 threatened to attack Zanzibar. He was 
prevented by English cruisers from carrying his intention into effect, 
and a compromise was agreed upon. The dispute between the two 
brothers was referred to Lord Canning, the Viceroy of India, whe 
confirmed the dispositions made by the will of Seyyid Said. Thus 
Zanzibar became finally separated from Oman. Sultan Majid’s reign 
was uneventful except for family intrigues against him. Though for 
the first few years he was constantly compelled to take action against 
the disaffection of the Harthe tribe, led by his brother Barghash, he 
succeeded in maintaining himself on the throne and sent Barghash 
and his leading supporters to exile in India. Germany at this time 
began to look towards East Africa, and we find the Hanseatic League 
making a treaty with the Sultan in 1859. England did not allow her 
interests to be forgotten at tha Court of Sultan Majid—and it was 
during his reign that (Sir) John Kirk first came to Zanzibar. His 
Highness paid a state visit to India in 1866 and died in 1870. In the 


reign of his successor, Sultan Barghash, the disemberment of the 
Albusaid Empire began. 


THE SCRAMBLE OF THE EUROPEAN POWERS. 


The Great Powers of Europe now turned their attention towards 
East Africa and international jealousies led to a struggle for the 
acquisation of definite portions of the Zanzibar Empire. These 
aspirations were stimulated by a recognition of the potentialities of 
East Africa resulting from the enterprise of the great explorers in the 
middle of the nineteenth century. As has been stated the Arab 
subjects of the Sultan had penetrated far inta the interior and had 
established trading stations on the main routes. European explorers 
followed in their wake. Rebmann and Krapf discovered Mounts 
Kilimanjaro and Kenya in 1848, Burton and Speke sailed on Lake 
Tanganyika in 1857. The latter reached Lake Victoria in 1858. Speke 
and Grant visited King Mtesa in Uganda and descended the Nile on the 
banks of which they met Sir Samuel Baker in 1862. Cameron and 
Stanley crossed Africa by different routes in the seventies; Fisher and 
Thomson penetrated into the Masai country in 1882 and 1883 while 
Count Teleki discovered Lakes Rudolf and Stephanie in 1887. Stanley 
and Livingstone gave accounts of Africa which roused considerable 
popular interest in England; while the horrors of the Slave Trade 
further rivetted attention on the Sultan’s dominions. The Church 
Missionary Society which had established a Branch in Mombasa as 
early as 1844 sent a party of missionaries to Uganda in 1877. They 
were soon followed by the Catholic White Fathers. 


Other events contributed to the interest which the Western 
world began to take in East Africa. . In 1869 the opening of the Suez 
Canal brought this part of the world much nearer to Europe, while the 
Khedive of Egypt, Ismail Pasha, whose activities were a source of 
anxiety to the statesmen and financiers of most powers also drew 
attention to East Africa by his ambitious schemes. He had annexed 
part of Somaljland but finding he could not incorporate Abyssinia into 
his kingdom sought consolation in East Africa. In 1875, he sent a small 
fleet urider McKillop Pasha and attempted to seize the mainland ports. 
This force landed at Kismayu and were in occupation of the mouth of 
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the Juba until December 22nd, when according to a proclamation of 
Sultan Barghaéh ‘It pleased the Almighty to bring about their 
Saal The British Government had made representations to the:

In 1876, King Leopold of Belgium} convened a conference at 
Brussels to encourage the ex ploration and civilization of Africa’ om 
international lines, and as a result the International African 
‘Association was formed. The Congo Free State under Belgiam 
administration was established shortly after and the high-minded 
aspirations of the Great Powers thence forward degenerated into a 
scramble for the possession of East Africa. 


About 1880. Germany entered the field in earnest and babween 
that year and 1885 her agents were very active on the coast. They 
repeatedly visited the ports and made treaties. with various chiefs in 
the interior. By 1884 the British Government had grown anxious, but 
our Ambassador in Berlin was informed by Prince Bismarck “‘ that 
Germany was not attempting to obtain a Protectorate over Zanzibar.’ 
Meanwhile the German Agents of which Dr. Carl Peters is best known 
were far from idle and after making many treaties with local chiefs, 
returned to Germany and formed an Association called the German 
East Africa Company to exploit the territories comprehended by these 
agreements. The whole transaction was kept secret until the German 
Government by granting the Company a Charter in 1885 demonstrated 
that Prince Bismarck’s statemen\ was disingenuous. Sultan Barghash 
protested violently. On April 25th, the German Government 
announced the annexation of 60,000 square miles of the Sultan’s 
mainland dominions. Sultan Barghash would not recognize this 
annexation, until a German squadron appeared off Zanzibar in August 
and delivered an ultimatum. The Sultan then reluctantly consented, 
but it cannot be said that this conclusion redounded to the credit of 
British prestige. It was time for East African affairs to be put upon 
a definite basis. An International Agreement mads in 1886 defined 
the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar, and decided that his 
possessions should include the Islands of Zanzibar, Pemba and the 
Lamu Archipelago, in addition to a ten mile strip along the coast from 
Tunghi Bay to Kipini, at the mouth of the Tana River, with the ports 
of Kismayu, Brawa, Merka, Mogadishu and Warsheikh. The territory 
behind this ten mile strip was divided into two parts: the northern halt 
was assigned to England and the southern to Germany. Thus Seyyid 
Said’s former claims to nebulous dominions’. behind the 
Jittoral were finally frustrated. In the following year Sultan Barghash 
 oaelate a concession of his mainland possessions lying between the 

ba River and Kipini to the British East Africa Association and it 
will be possible therefore ‘to give the history of those parts of the Sultan’s 
former Empire separately under the Histories of Kenya and Uganda. 


Sultan Barghash died a disappointed man in 1888 and was 
succeeded by his brother, Sultan Khalifa I. One of the first acts of the 
latter was to grant a lease of the ten mile coast strip from the Rovuma 
to the Umba Rivers to the German Company. This gave the Germans 
control of the trade routes in the interior and of the coast as well. 
They took over the administration of the eountry on August 16th, 1888, 
and from this point the history of these territories will be given in the 
section devoted to Tanganyika Territory. 
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ZANZIBAR IN RECENT TIMES. 


Of the remaining years there is little to tell. Sultan Khalifa- 
bin-Said died in 1890 and the first year of the reign of his successor 
Ali-bin-Said saw the consolidation of the political tendencies 
of the previous thirty years. On July Ist, 1890 an 
agreement was concluded between Great Britain and Germany of the 
most comprehensive character, defining their respective spheres of 
influence in East West and South West Africa. In East Africa, 
Germany recognized a Protectorate of Great Britain over the dominions 
of the Sultan of Zanzibar (excluding the territory leased to Germany 
as related in the preceding section and sold later to them for four 
million. marks). She withdrew her own claim to a Protectorate over 
Witu—a claim which had already. been a source of increasing friction— 
over the adjoining coast up to Kismayu and over territory north of the 
River Tana, in favour of Great Britain. In return far ‘these 
concessions Germany was rewarded with Heligoland. In the oe: 
month reciprocal arrangements between France and England 
resulted in French recognition of Great Britain’s new Protectorate. 
ove: Zanzibar, which was afterwards ‘formally proclaimed. The 
remaining or northern portion of the ten mile coast strip was leased 
to the Kast Afircan Protetrcoate for £11,000 a year, and as it was not. 
sold the Sultan’s flag still flies over the fort at Mombasa. _ 

In 1891 and the following year a new system of Government 
was framed. The British Representative became first minister and 
responsible officers were placed in charge of regular departments, 
The finances of the Sultanate were administered by the 
British ‘Foreign Office; acting through the local representative. 
In 1892 Zanzibar was declared a free port. Sultan Ali died 
in March 1893 and was succeeded by Hamed-bin-Thuwaini- 
bin-Said a grandson of Seyy¥id Said. Sultan Hamed’s death, which 
took place in August, 1896, was the signal for a palace intrigue, 
resulting in the usurpation of the throne by his’ cousin 
Seyyid Khaled, son of Sultan Barghash. But the days were 
over when members of the Albusaid family could settle the question 
of succession by intrigue, conspiracy or murder. Seyyid Khaled was 
an ambitious man and undoubtedly received encouragement from 
the Germans in heading what was in fact a Nationalist movement. 
He was further supported by the Arab guards of the deceased sovereign 
and with their assistance seized the palace and proclaimed himself 
Sultan, in spite cf the protests of the British representative. In a 
few hours his adherents had increased to thousands and the palace 
was put in a state of defence with a considerable amount of 
artillery. . The British fleet, under the command of Admiral Sir Harry 
Rawson, at this juncture sailed into Zanzibar Harbour and anchored 
within point blank range of the palace. Major Pearce thus describes 
what followed :— 

_ ** An intimation requiring complete submission and disarmament 
of the usurper and his forces before 9 a.m. cn the following day was 
delivered to Seyyid Khalid who defiantly ignored it. 
? “ Although the inhabitants of Zanzibaz had frequently seen 
British and German men-of-war they had little idea of the power of 
modern artillery or what a bombardment meant and up to the last 
moment the Arabs had no conception of what their truculency would 
dead to.. Their soothsayers proclaimed that the English guns would 
be innocuous and would only spout out water. At nine o’clock on 
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the morning of August :27th, 1896, the Zanzibar -Arab and Swahili 
learnt his lesson, and he has never forgotten it. A hail of shell from 
Her Majesty’s ships made the town rock and the two adjoining 
palaces, crammed with adherents of the usurper, crumbled visibly 
away, whilst the defenders, with their guns and muskets, were swept 
away-in one bleeding and distorted mass of wreckage. After 
twenty-five minutes, the rebels hauled down their flag and Seyyid 
Khaled, terrified at the destruction he had caused, fled to the German 
Consulate—a very significant fact. He eventually embarked on a 
German gunboat and was taken to Dar-es-Salaam where, until] his 
capture in ‘‘ German ”’ East Africa by the British in 1917, he lived as a 
pensioner cof the German Government, using his influence with both 
Arab and native alike to injure British interests in East Africa and 
Zanzibar.”’ , | 

| Hamed-bin-Mahomed, brother of Sultan Ali, was installed on 
the throne of Zanzibar. This sovereign had pronounced British 
sympathies and it is said that it was during his reign that Zanzibar 
really changed from an Oriental State to its present condition. He 
died in 1902 and was succeeded by his son Ali-bin-Hamoud, who had 
been. educated at Harrow. 

During his reign the Imperial Government assumed more 
control over both the internal and external affairs of the Protectorate 
and a new Council was created. In 1909 the duty on imports was’ 
raised to 74 per cent.* 

In 1907 the local army was disbanded and two companies of 
the King’s African Rifles garrisonedj Zanzibar in its stead, while in 
the same year the consular jurisdiction exercised by other European 
powers was abolished. Three years later direct steamship 
commun:cation with London was established. 

In the meantime by assum'ng thig Protectorate Great Britain 
found she was the ruler of one of tha few remaining strongholds of 
slavery—an ironical state of affairs to which she immediately began 
to direct her attention. 

In 1890 Sulfan Ali had tissued an edict which resulted in the 
liberation of many slaves, but “‘ it was not until 1897 that the legal 
status of slavery was abolished and all slaves in the Protectorate could 
claim, their freedom if and when they liked. A more direct and 
instant «bolition of slavery would have entailed consequences 
disastrous to the peace and economic stability o the Protectorate. 
As it is emancipation has proceeded gradually and smoothly without 
exciting resentment among the Arabs or seriously disturbing economic 
conditions. Those who voluntarily remained slaves enjoyed all the 
better treatment at the hands of masters who know that otherwise 
they could not hope to retain the slave’s services. Up to the end of 
1907, however, 11,000 slaves had claimed their freedom and 6,000 had 
been liberated voluntarily by ‘the masters.’’ In December 1911 
Sultan-bin-Mamoud while on a visit to Europe to attend King Geroge’s 
coronation decided to abdicate. -He died in Paris in 1918. He was 
succeeded by the reigning Sultan Khalifa-bin-Harub. 

The Sultan of Zanzibar is now virtually a crown pensioner with 
a civil list of 120,000 rupees, but this fact does not detract from the 
great influence which he personally and as a representative of his 





* In 1899, it was found that the proclamation of Zanzibar as a free port had worked 
badly and a 59 duty on imports was imposed. 
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-distinguished house, still exercises over East Africa. Visitors to 
Zanzibar will, however, appreciate the contrast which the British 
Protectorate has established by the suppression of the slave market 
and of slavery itself and the enforcement of sanitation, between the 
‘eity to-day and the same city as deseribed by Professor Henry 
Drummond in 1888—‘‘ A cesspool of. wickedness, Oriental in its 
-appearance, Mahommedan in its religion, Arabian in its morals. 
a Bs, te Me a A fit capital for the Dark Continent.’’ 


TANGANYIKA TERRITORY. 


As has already been seen by the agreement made between 
‘Germany and England in 1890 the German sphere of influence which 
had been established in the previous yearg was formally recognized 
while later on in the same year the Sultan of Zanzibar ceded to the 
‘German Government in return for four million marks the territory he 
had leased to the German East Africa Company. Thus what was 
from that time known as German East Africa and is now called 
Tanganyika Territory, became definitely a separate entity. 

Before giving the history of the subsequent years, some mention 
must be made of the explorers who have made the development of the 
‘country a possibility. The interior of this region is assomated with 
the names of Rebmann, Krapf, Burton, Speke, Grant, C«meron, 
‘'homson, von der Decken, Livingstone and Stanley. At Ujiji on 
Lake Tanganyika the famous ‘‘ finding ’’ of Livingstone by the last 
named took place and Stanley’s house at Tabora may still be seen. 
It should be added that after the German occupation other German 
explorers opened up the country in the wake of these more celebrated 
pioneers. 


It is necessary to go back a year or two before the final 
-establishment of German dominion took place. While the negotiations 
leading Company took over the administration, but their 
‘companies were beginning to exploit the country. In August 1888 the 
leading Company took over the administration from the Arabs but their 
truculence towards the former rulers led almost immediately to a 
‘revolt of all the coastal Arabs. The company was quite unable to deal 
with the situation and Bismarck sent out as Imperial Commissioner 
Major Hermann von Wissmann with a small force of Sudanese under 
‘German officers and a naval contingent. Wissmann soon quelled the 
rebellion and to his energy and enterprise the development of the 
Protectorate was largely due. Incidentally he should be remembered 
also for having launched the first steamer on Lake Nyasa. He 
remained as Commissioner till 1891 and returned as Governor of the 
Colony in 1895 for eighteen months. Though he took part in the 
suppression of many insurrections he adopted a conciliatory «ttitude 
to the natives, a policy which was not always followed by his colleagues, 
for in 1891 and the following year the tribes round Mount Kilimanjaro 
‘gave a great deal of trouble and Dr. Peters resorted to barbarous 
‘methods, such as the execution of women, to put it down. In the same 
year the Wahilis ambushed and almost anihilated a force of 8350 men 
under Baron von Zelewski. Though it was necessary to send ‘several 
‘small punitive expeditions in the antervening years the Germans had 
established their rule over the whole hinterland by 1898. Dr. Peters 
was in 1896 condemned to lose his commission by a disciplinary Court 
“for misuse of official power. The development of the country, 
‘however, was slow and this was largely due to the disinclination of the 
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Reichstag to vote money enough for railways to opem up the more- 
fertile regions. During this period the Colony was directly under the- 
administration of the Imperial Chancellor, who ruled through the 

Governor assisted by an advisory Council. In lccal administration the 

Germans ueilized the existing system introduced earlier by the Arabs, 

and Count von Gotzen who was Governor trom 1901 to 1906 pursued 

the policy by maintaining the authority of the native rulers. Over the- 
greater part of the Colony, however, no such organization existed. 

The native rulers or chiefs who were called Akidas “‘ were paid native. 
(usually Arab or Swahili) officials: each of whom had restricted 

magisterial jurisdiction over natives (including powers of inflicting 

corporal punishment) and were responsible for the collection of taxes. 
in a given area.’’ ‘The headmen of the villages culled ‘‘ Jumbis ’’ were 

generally speaking responsible to the Akidas. To supervise this rather 
primitive organization there were but 79 European officials, with the 

result that in the words of Count von Gotzen, the Akidas “‘ resort to. 
oppression and fraud which makes our administration detested by the. 
people.’’ This state of affairs inflamed by compulsory labour - 
provoked :in August 1905 a serious rebellion in the Southern districts of 

the Colony. Nearly all the tribes, Mohammedan ind Pagan took part 
in it. Officials, missionaries (in particular a Roman Catholic Bishop - 
and four nuns), planters and traders were murdered. The Germans. 
who were taken completely by surprise, raised levies of Masai and. 
Soudanese and even brought natives from New Guinea to put down the 

inssurrection, while naval and military contingents arrived later from 

Germany. By March 1906 the coast regions were quiet and in July the 

last rebel tribe the Wangoni, were defeated. The death roll in this: 
struggle was estimated at 120,000 nativs, but this number was almost 

doubled by the results of the suffering consequent on the rebellion. and 

the restricted food supplies. In 1907 the direction of the Colony came 

under. the German Colonial Office and. the Colonial Secretary, Herr 

Dernburg, paid it a visit. From that date onwards the Colony 

was comparatively peaceful; its resources were developed and more 

humane methods were introduced into the treatment of the natives. 

‘'he German control became more firmly established with the increase 

of settlers, and the natives gradually lost their warlike habits, while the 

terrible lesson they had learnt in the 1905 rebellion was not calculated 

to encourage further rebellion. In fact, the history of Tanganyika was 

relat.vely uneventful till the outbreak of the Great War, the course 

of which in East Africa is described in a later Section. 


Before passing to later events some mention should be made 
of the German policy on slavery. The Government report on the 
Colony thus reviews the position :— 

‘Asa signatory to the General Act of the Anti-Slavery 
Conference of Brussels, 1890, and other International Treat-es relating 
to the suppression of the institution of slavery, Germany took steps to. 
prohibit slave-trading in her East African Protectorate, but permitted 
the existence of domestic slavery. Whereas Great Britain abolished 
the legal status of slavery in Zanzibar in 1897 and in the East African . 
Protectorate in 1907, Giermany contented herself with introducing 
legislation to ametiorate the conditions of the slaves’ existence and to.. 
make it easier for them to obtain their liberty than it was formerly. 
For some years before the Great War Germany had contemplated the 
possibility of emancipating all slaves by one stroke of the pen, but. 
she shrank from the great expense which might have to be incurred | 
in compensating slave owners, and she feared the serious political 
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disturbances which might ensue. The most important step taken was. 
to decree that all slaves born after 1905 should be frec; and it was 
thus thought that even if the extreme step of abolishing slavery were 
never taken, slavery would in due course die a natural death and would 
cease to exist after 1930 or 1940. | 

There ‘is something repugnant tc the European mind in the very 
idea of slavery, but the European mind does not always differentiate 
between slave-raiding or slave-trading and slive-owning. The former 
cannot be too strongly condemned or too rigorously suppressed; but 
the latter, though sometimes accompanied by harsh conditions, is not 
generally regarded with marked aversion by those whom it most nearly 
aifects, i.e., by the slaves themselves, who show -no_ universal 
enthusiasm towards obtaining their freedom. Although slavery 
condemns large numbers of human beings to spend their lives in 
conditions which may be hard and are always unfair, yet it is only just 
to say that the form of slavery in existence in what was German Hast 
Afrida is of a mild kind, which might be described as domestic 
servitude rather than domestic slavery. It had consequently been 
customary since 1899 for the Germans to refer to slaves as retainers, 
and to owners as masters. Slave-raiding and slave-trading, with their 
attendant horrors, are things of the past, and under the German law 
no slave might be sold without consenting to the transaction himeelf. 
Married couples might not be separated, and children under twelve 
years of age might not be taken from their parents. A slave. hag 
various privileges, e.g., religious freedom must be accorded him; 
marriage may. not be denied him; he can claim from his master food, 
board, and lodging, and every .week two days free; he may own 
property (but as the master has the right to inherit from his slave, he 
can claim to supervise the management of the property); he has a 
certain limited right of inheritance from his master; and his master 
must support him when he is too old to work. 

Under the German law a slave might obtain his freedom in the 
following ways :—ransom; manumission; official grant of letters of 
freedom (e.g., in the case of ill-treatment); passipg five years without 
working as a slave; and failure of heirs on the death of an owner. A 
female slave also became free if she married a free-man and the latter 
paid the bridal price to the owner, and when an owner acknowledged a 
child by his slave as his offspring. 

he Mandate to Great Britain requires by Article 5 ‘' The 
eventual emancipation of all slaves and as speedy an elimination of 
domestic and other slavery as social conditions will allow.’’ | 

Since the outbreak of War the course of events is chiefly 
marked by arrangements of an official and administrative character 
and can be summarised by quoting from the admirable report on the 
Colony issued by the Imperial Government in July 1921 :— 

‘* After the unsuccessful attack on Tanga in November, 1914, 
No attempt was made by the British troops to occupy German East 
Africa till early in 1916, when Lieut.-General J. C. Smuts attacked and 
defeated the German forces at the foot of Kilimanjaro, and occupied 
Moshi on March 138th of that year. By the end of the year all the 
country north of the Central Railway was effectively occupied either 
by His Majesty’s forces or by the Belgian troops, and, Political Officers 
having been appointed to the several districts, Lieut.-General Smuts, 
by virtue of the powers vested in him as General Officer Commanding- 
in-Chief, delegated to Mr. (now Sir H. A.) Byatt, who had been 
appointed Administrator by His Majesty’s Government, the exeraise of 
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-all powers vested in him under martial or other law (save only 
authority or jurisdiction over members of His Majesty’s Forces and 
matters affecting military operations) within the area bounded: in the 
nurth by the Uganda and East Africa Protectorates, on the east by 
‘the Indian Ocean, on the south by the Central Railway, and on the 
west by the Tabora-Mwanza Road to the southern boundary of the 
‘Mwanza District, thence to the Uganda frontier, including the distriet 
‘of Bukoba, but excluding the area of Biaramulu, which was occupied 
‘by the Belgians. 

On March 1, 1918, the area placed under the jurisdiction of the 
Administrator wag extended to include those portions of the districts 
of Morogoro and Dodoma which lay south of the Central Railway, the 
remaining part of the Tabora district, the districts of Kilwa, Rufigi and 
Dar-es-Salaam (exclusive of the township of Dar-es-Salaam), and four 

‘of the districts (Irmga, Mahengem, Langenburg and part of 
‘Bismarckberg) which had hitherto been administered under Major- 
General (now Sir KE.) Northey by a Chief Political Officer, Mr. (now 
Sir H. L.) Duff. 


After the surrender of General von Lettow, in accordance with 
the terms of the armistice, the remaining districts administred by the 
military authorities (Lindi and Songea) and the township of Dar-es- 
Salaam were placed under the Administrator on January 1, and the 
railways on April 1, 1919. The district of Ujiji, together with the 
northern part of Ufipa (Bismarckburg) and the southern part of 
Bukoba (referred to previously as the area of Biaramulu) though 
‘within the British sphere are being temporarily administered by the 
Belgians. | 

On January 31st, 1919, a Royal Commission was issued 
appcinting Sir H. A. Byatt, K.C.M.G., to be Administraton of that 
portion of German East Africa which was occupied by His Majesty’s 
Forces. 

By Article 119 of the Treaty of Peace with Germany, signed at 
Versailles on June 28, 1919, Germany renounced in favour of the 
Principal Allies and Associated Powers all her rights over her overseas 
possessions, including German East Africa; and the Principal Allied 
and Associated Powers, in virtue of their nghts of sovereignty over the 
territories which formerly constituted German East Africa, have agreed 
that His Britannic Majesty shall exercise, in conformity with Article 
22, Part I (Covenant of the League of Nations) of the above-mentioned 
‘Treaty of Peace, a mandate to administer a portion of the said 
territories. This portion of the former German East Africa Colony is 
known, as the Tanganyika Territory. 


His Majesty issued on July 22nd, 1920, an Order-in-Counal 
known as the Tanganyika Order-in-Council, 1920, which was read and 
proclaimed in Dar-es-Salaam on September 25th, 1920, constituting 
the office of Governor and Commander-in-Chief; and by a Royal 
Commission, dated August 5th, 1920, Sir H. A. Byatt, K.C.M.G., 
Was appointed Governor and Commander-in-Chief. The Governor is 
assisted by an Executive Council. 

By appointing an adequate staff of administrative officers (108 
for the 22 districts), by careful selection of the officers so appointed, 
land by weeding out all those who have shown that they are lacking in 
sympathy, tact, imagination, and patience, a good start has been made 
in the difficult task of building up an administration on the ruined 
system inherited from the Germans. 
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‘he policy which is being followed is to develop the people so far aa 
ts possible, on their own lines and in accordance with their-own ideas 
and customs, purified where necessary. No sweeping measures have 
been taken to dispense with the Akidas, but though they remain their 
status has been radically altered. Their privileges have been curtailed; 
their powers of punishment have been taken away and they are being 
closely supervised. When vacancies occur, the wishes of the people 
as to a successor are ascertained, and, if possible a local man of 
influence is selected in preference to an alien. Every endeavour is 
being made to restore the old tribal organisations, and it is hoped that 
in course of time the German conception of the Akida system will cease 
to exist, even though the name may remain.’’ A military garrison of 
three battalions of the King’s African Rifles are stationed in the 
Ternitory, and a separate department of the Government has been 
established to deal with German property. 


KENYA COLONY. 


A brief account has already been given in a previous Section of. 
the struggle between England and Germany for ascendancy over the 
dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar and we have seen that in May 1887 
Sultan Barghash granted to an association formed by Sir William 
Mackinnon, a concession for the administration of that portion of bis. 
mainland possessions which had not been included in the terr:tory 
recognised by Great Britain as within the German sphere of influence. 
hig association which was formed to open up the hinterland as well 
as the ten-mile coast strip received a Royal Charter in September 1888 
as the Imperial British East Africa Company with a capital of £240,000. 
At the same time the German East Africa Company definitely entered 
the field and consolidated the position which individual enterprise, 
backed by Government support, had been gradually establishing further 
South. 

The period intervening between the formation of these two 
Companies and the international settlement of 1890 was punctusted by 
disputes over their respective spheres of activity. 

The English Company received scant support from the British 
Foreign Office, and accordingly was seriously handicapped in these 
contests as the German Company was strongly backed by the German 
Chancellor. These disputes involved a considerable strain on the 
resources of the English Company although it was throughout sustained. 
by a desire to maintain Imperial rather than commergial interests. 

We have described some of the activities of Dr. Karl Peters in 
the hinterland together with his attempt to forestall British influence 
in Uganda and it is therefore only necessary to emphasize that the 
difficulties so created were settled by the Anglo-German Agreement of 
July 1st, 1890. This Agreement finally established the boundaries 
between the spheres allocated to each Power. 

in the same month an International Conference at Brussels 
decided on a joint effort to suppress the slave trade and with this 
intention the British East Africa Company sought financial asxstance 
from the (tovernment for the construction of a railway from Mombasa 
to Lake Victoria Nyanza. Though approved in principle by Lord 
Salisbury, this scheme was not carried through Par¥ament. Tha 
Company therefore soon found that its resources were not adcquate for 
the maintenance of its interests of Uganda. It accordingly withdrew 
from the future Protectorate in August 1891, but in the same year 
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found compensation by obtaining from the Sultan of Zanzibar the 
whole coast line: from the Umba to the Juba rivers. The Company, 
whose path from its inception had been beset with difficulties, might 
now have hoped. to prosper, buti the British Government which we 
have ‘seen. had established a Protectorate over Zanziban in 1890, 
declared the dominions of the Sultan a free zone two years later. With 
the establishment of free trade all along the coast, the Company’s 
agreements for tariffs and duties with foreign powers were automatically 
cancelled, and it found itself in consequence in a more serious position 
than ever. 

Jt had, in fact, heavy commitments in rent and administration. 
while the dues on which it had relied to maintain them were suddenly 
extinguished. In other respects the Company’s projects had not 
turned out well; much money had been spent in military assistance to 
the Germans in suppressing rebellions while Plantations at the coast 
proved unprofitable. Affairs were going from bad to worse and in June 
1893 Sir William Mackinnon, the moving spin‘t of the whole under- 
taking, died. In the following year the shareholders decided to 
surrender their Charter, and two years later the Imperial Government 
purchased the property, rights and assets of the Company for £250,000. 
‘he total deficit was £193,757. Though the reccrd of the Company 
may appear to be one of complete failure it had in fact done for East 
Africa what the old East India Company had done for India. ‘“‘ It 
had brought under British sway not only the head waters of the Upper 
Nile but a rich and healthy upland region, admirably adapted for 
European Colonization. To the judgment, foresight and patriotism of 
Sir William Mackinnon, British Hast Africa practically owes its 
foundation.’”’ | 

The Company was largely animated by humanitarian motives— 
‘and a desire to suppress slavery. It started industrial missions, built 
roads and administered justice. Sir Charles Eliot goes so far as to say 
that the work of the Company and their immediate-successors was the 
greatest philanthropic achievement of the latter half of the nineteenth 
‘century. | 
On July Ist the formal transfer of the territory hitherto known 
as I.B.E.A. (a name derived from the init:als of the Company) took 
‘place at Mombasa and became the East Africa Protectorate under the 
direction of the Foreign Office with (Sir) A. Hardinge as H.M. 
Commissioner and Consul General. —_ 

The transfer took place during the last Arab rebellion. In 
February 1895 while the Company was still responsble for the 
administration a somewhat serious outbreak occurred at Takaungu, in 
which the Mazrui were again coneerned. On the death of the Vali 
Salim-bin-Hamis, his son Rashid-brn-Salim was elected by the 
Company to succsed. There was, however, another claimant who. 
according to Mohammedan Taw had a. better right to the 
Governorship, but as he wss not well disposed towards the British his 
claim was disregarded. He thereupon withdrew to Gonjoro and 
threatened armed res‘stanece. A naval brigade was despatched against 
the rebel who was defeated in an engagement and fled to Gazi. In 
August the elder branch of the Mazrui decided to throw in their lot 
with their kinsmen, and the rebel forces were swelled by the natives of 
most of the coast towns from Kipini to Vanga. Mbaruk bin Rashid, 
the chiefta‘n of Gazi had already on three occasions rebelled against 
the Sultan of Zanzibar and as he had never been properly punished, 
‘he thought he could now defy the Brit'sh authorities with impunity. 
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After some hard fighting the rebels found their position was hopeless 
and on April 20th. 1896, crossed into German East Africa, where they 
were interned. Sir Charles Eliot makes this significant comment 
“* Before the rebellion the coast was a protected Arab State: since its 
suppression it has been growing into a British Colony.”’ 

‘In 1896 the construction of the Uganda Railway was started 
and for the next few years the administration was occupied with this 
great work and establishing control over the native tribes, particularly 
over the Masai and Somali. 

In 1900 Sir Chas. Elliot succecded Sir A. Hardinge as 
Commissioner. The close of the South African War brought large 
numbers of applications for land.. In April 1902 the East Africa 
Synd:cate applied for s very large grant, while a scheme for making 
East Africa the goal of the Zionist movement was put forward. 

In 1902 the Naivasha and Kisumu provinces were transferred 
from Uganda to the East African Protectcrate 


In 1903 hundreds of prospective settlers arrived and the Planters 
and Farmers Association was formed. This organization represented 
all the settlers who had at that time no voice tin the administration. 
It was, shortly afterwards, styled the Colonists’ Association. At this 
time the Foreign Office began to display anxiety for the welfare of 
the natives and decided to receive no more applications for land on a 
jarge scale. The following year the interpretation of this principle 
caused a rupture between the Foreign Secretary, Lord Lansdowne and 
Sir Charles Eliot. Lord Lansdowne considered he was pledged to 
make the large grant to the Fast African Syndicate but prohibited the 
Commissioner from making two smaller grants to South Africans. to 
which he himself was pledged. In resigning his post Sir Charles Eliot 
sent a public telegram to the Prime Minister which in addition to 
containing the gist of the matter must remain for ever a landmark of 
oficial irregularity, straightforwardness and _ courage. ‘* Lord 
Lansdowne ordered me to refuse grants of land to certain private 
persons while giving a monopoly of land on unduly advantageous terms 
to the East Africa Syndicate. J have refused to execute these 
instructions which I cons'der impolitic and unjust.”’ 

~ -» On April Ist. 1905 the admfnistration of the Protectorate was 
transferred from the Foreign Office to the Colonial Office, and 
settlement slowly progressed. 


Sir Donald Stewart was ; ppointed Commissioner in sudzession 
to Sir Charles Eliot, and his short administration was marked by his 
settlement of the land difficulty and his inducement of the Masai to 
move to another district. In this year also the Zionist Association 
decided not to accept the offer of territory for colonization by Jews. 
The Commissioner died in October and was succeeded by Sir J. Hayes 
Sad'er. By the close of the year over a million geres had been leased 
or sold by the authorities and two years later a Legislative Council was 
constituted on which the settlers were represented by nomination. The 
Commissioner was henceforth styled Governor. In the same year a 
scheme was initiated td ass'st the immfegration of British Indians to the 
Coast and to Lake Victoria Nvyanza—districts not svitable for 
Europeans. No serious attempt had been made up to this time to 
administer the northern regions and the nat've tribes were frequently 
raided by the Abyssinians who in the absence of any defined boundary 
had pushed their frontier to Lake Rudolf. An agreement on the 
boundary between the Lake and the River Juba was signed at Adis 
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Ababa. in December 1907. During the following year a Commission 
definitily delineated the whole frontier. 

The relations between the Europeans and the natives may be 
briefly noticed. The Somali in Jubaland have given considerable 
trouble, but largely owing to plague among their cattle and the 
consequent weakening of the tribe, the Masai, the most warlike, have 
settled down comparatively peacebly. The Nandi who occupied the 
Southern end of the Plateau repeatedly raided their neighbours and the 
railway line. In September 1905 a punitive expedition reduced them 
finally to submission, and there has been relatively little trouble since. 
Meanwhile the settlers experienced considerable difficulty in getting 
labour for their farms as the natives being unaccustomed to work were 
averse from accepting employment in adequate numbers under the 
white farmers. The Government regulations on the subject caused 
much f:iction between the settlers and the administration, though this. 
was probably inevitable in a rapidly developing country. 

In 1908 there was an influx of Boers from South Africa who took 
up farms in the Uasin Gishu plateau, and in 1909 the number of 
Europeans in the Protectorate had risen to 1,800. 

It was found that, with representation of the settlers’ interests 
on the Legislative Council, the need for the Colonists Association was 
fast passing away; numeroug local associations had sprung up and 
though all recognised the invaluable work accomplished in the past by 
the older body, it gradually ceased to be really effective. Apcordingly 
in 1910 Lord Delamere and others formed another parliament called 
the Convention of Associations. This body, to which all local 
associations send delegates, meets twice a year. 

In the same year the Union Castle Steamship Company started 
a regular service of steamships to East Africa and Sir J. Hayes Sadler: 
was succeeded as Governor by Sir Percy Girouard. During his 
Governorship the labour difficulty was to a large extent solved, and’ 
communications were improved. Sir Percy Girouard’s brief tenure of 
office ig remembered as the starting point of the prosperity of the 
Colony. In 1912: Sir Henry Belfield became Governor and his 
administration carried the Protectorate over much of the difficult 
period of the War, during which Martial Law was proclaimed and 
Defence forces formed at Mombasa, Nairobi and Kisumu. The actual 
course of the hostilities is deseribed in a later Section, and here we. 
need only draw attention to the many restrictions which were imposed 
on the Colonists of the Protectorate culminating in the Compulsory 
Service Ordinance of 1916. 

The period of the War naturally produced few events which were 
not related to the War itself while it resulted inevitably an a 
considerable set-back to farming. The period, however, is noteworthy 
for the valuable reports of various’ Commissions among which the 
recommendations of the Economic Commission and Land Settlement: 
Commission have proved of lasting benefit to the community. 

The conclusion of the Armistice, in November 1918, was the 
starting point of a new era of re-ronstruction and on January 21st., 
191¥, the Convention of Associations met for the first time since 1914 
to discuss an Agenda of many and varied subjects. 

Sir Charles Bowring became Acting Governor on Sir Henry 
Beltields departure and to him fell the task of dealing with the 
ditticulty which had arisen over currency. From the time of the 
foundation of the Colony ‘its currency hed been based on the Ind‘an 
Rupee and considerable dislocation of commercial and other interests:

was’ caused by the appreciation of the lattcr owing to the rise 
of silver. In 1920 the value of the rupee in Eust Africa was fixed at 
2/- (Lwo Shillings) Sterling. : 

In January 1919 Sir Charles Bowring handed over the reins of 
Government to Major General Sir Edward Northey, who had earned 
great distinction in the East African Campaign. 

‘Lhe settlers had asked for a Military Governor and in response 
to this request this well-known soldier who was already familizr with 
East Africa was appointed. The same yexr saw the inception of the 
soldier settlement scheme under which large numbers of ex-so!ldiers 
have been established on their own farms on the Plateau and other 
parts of the Colony. 

In 1920 the Highland Area was proclaimed a Colony and 
the coastal region alone remained of the old Protectorate. The ofrcial . 
designation of the whole territory became ‘‘ Kenya Colcny and 
Protectorate.’’ The Royal Geographical Society has intimated that 
the ‘‘e’’ in Kenya should be short and pronounced as in the word 
** ten.”’ The settlers of the new Cclony were granted elective 
representation and now have eleven members on the Legislative 
Council. This year aleo saw the beginning of the financiil depression, 
which the Colony in common with the rest of the wur'd has received 
as a heritage from the War. The year 1921 save a change of the 
currency from rupees to Florins fixed in definite relation to sterling at 
10 Florins to the Pound—and a revival of the claims of the Indians in 
Kenya to political equality with the Europeans. 1922 opened w:th a 
further change of the standard cvin from tne Florin to the Shi!ling and 
the New Year finds the Colony cutting its losses and determined to face 
the pressing problems of the future with courage, imagination and 
icommon-sense. 


UGANDA. 


As has been already pointed out, Uganda did not come into 
contact with the rest of East Africa in a historical sense much before 
the last century, but the Protectorate has a history of its own which is 
almost unique among the native races of Africa. 

Native tradition must be relied upon for the history of the 
various countries comprised in the Uganda Protectorate prior to the 
advent of the first Europeans. So far as the most important Bantu 
tribes ave concerned, native tradition is anything but negligib'e in 
quantity—in fact, the present dynasty of the Baganda can be traced 
back to the times of our own King, Henry IV., circa 1400. 

At some period in the fairly remote past—say 3.000 or 4,000 
years ago—the countries lying to the north and west of Lake Victoria 
Nyanza were invaded by a Hamitic people, the Bahima, a kindred 
race to the forerunners uf the ancient Egyptians, Gallas and Somalis, 
who came from the north-east, and established a dominion over the 
countries of Bunycro, Buganda, Toro and Ankole. It is said that 
originally the King of Bunyoro ruled over all these territories. The 
immigrants brought with them a measure of Egyptian civilization, and 
cultivated the arts of metallurgy, pottery, etc. After their advent 
their was probably no direct intercourse with Egypt by way of the 
Nile owing to the Lake marshes, but there may have been an ov-:rland 
traffic with Aethiopia. In time this intercourse with the non-negro 
world died away, and the powerful Kingdom of the Bugands with an 
aristocracy of Galla descent was gradually built up. The other 
Kingdoms broke away in the course of time, but the periods when this 
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disintegration of the Bunyoro Empire occurred have not been 
definitely ascertained. 

It will be convenient to give here a brief account of the 
traditional history of these separate kingdoms before the Buganda 


became the dominant race, round which the history of the Protectorate - 


ultimately radiated. 

In each the Hamitic, or Hima type of native is frequent, this 
being especially the case in Bunycoro and Ankole, where the 
preponderating caste approaches the pure Hamitic type. This type 
is not nearly so marked in Buganda, and even in the reigning 
family, which traces its descent from the mythical founder of the 
conquering dynasty, it has been partially lost owing to the frequent 
inter-marriages with’ the conquered peoples which the immigrants 
found in possession on their arrival. 

Bugandaz.—The Buganda traditions, of which at present 
more is known than those of the other countries, state that the present 
Kabaka (king) is 32nd in direct descent from the founder of the 
dynasty, named Kintu, who is believed to have been an immortal 
being. This chief gave dominions to each of his children; Lukedi 
rece.ving Bukedi and Wunyi Bunyoro. Tradition on this point is 
scmmewhat confusing, as elsewhere Wunyi is mentioned as succeeding 
Lukedi cn the throne of Bunyoro: It is also stated that the former 
partitioned the neighbouring kingdoms among his children, and that 
to one he gave Busoga and to another Buganda. 

My. Wallis thus summarises the mythical origin of the present 
dynasty of Kabakas :— 

“When Kintu died or rather, as the story goes, disappeared, 
he was succeeded by his son Chwa who again had a son Kalemera. 
As a consequence of false information prompted by jealousy, Kalemera 
was banished to the Court of Wunyi, king of Bunycro, and while he 
was theze a son was born to him by the wife of Wunyi and was named 
Kimera. Kalemera, frightened, fled to Buganda but died on the 
road. After some years Chwa disappeared as his father had ‘done, 

and, there being no heir, an interrugnum followed. Subsequently 
the Chiefs heved the stor y of Kimera and sent to ask him to take the 
kingdom of Buganda. To this he consented and from that date there 
is snid to have been :n unbroken ne of 82 Kabakas in Buganda, 
extending over perhaps 400 years.”’ | 

From this it seems probable that Kintu was a prince of a dynasty 

stabliished some time previously in Bunyoro. The history of these 
pes e; during this long period is an almost continuous record of 
inter-tribal wars and internal rebellions, at one time the Bunyoro 
power boing in the ascendant and at another the Baganda. 

Penvoro.—The earliest dynasty is the Bachwezi (Sorcerers) 
a'so beheved to have had a supernatural origin. These seem to have 
been Bahima and the dynasty lasted several generations. They were 
succecded by the Babito, whose first King was Lukedi. There is in 
the triditions of Bunyoro a | pscturesque story of Ndahura, who kills his 
er ndfather Bukuku, king of Bunyoro, and reigns /n his stead as the 
lest of the original dynasty of Bachwezti. 

Ankole.—The Ankole chief traces his deseent through 31 
k'nes to the earicst of whom Ruhanga are attributed ‘supernatural 
auuities. The fourth king was Ishimbwa ‘who was succeeded by 
Nd: hura, butas the traditions of the Bunyoro contain the same names, 
it is difficult to ascertain truth from myth. 
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Buddu.—Buddu maintained a precarious independence and 
‘was a chronic victim of raids from the Kabakas of Buganda, until the 
eign of Jinja who definitely annexed it to his kingdom. 

Buwekula.—Buwekula was annexed by the Kabaka Kamanya 
at the beginning of the nineteenth century. 


Koki.—Koki was subject to the Chief of Kiziba in what we now 
-eall Tanganyika Territory. Sansa Gabigogo, Mukama of Bunyoro and 
grandson of Lukedi was succeeded by his son Luhaga. This king > 
showed a pronounced dislike for his brothers, and in consequence one of 
these, Bwawe, left the kingdom and after some years of exile raided 
Koki, where he established a semi-independent principality paying 
tribute to his brother, Luhaga, and throwing off the yoke of Kiziba. 

Bwawe was succeeded by his son Kiteimbwa, who so successfully 
resisted an attack by the Buganda that his overlord and uncle Luhaga 
became frightened at his increasing power and had him put to death. 
Kiteimbwa was succeeded by his son Mujuga who tranferred his 
dangerous allegiance from Bunyoro to Buganda and since then seven 

_ kings of his house have occupied the throne. The last, Ndaula, in 
1894 agreed to his territory becoming an integral part of the Buganda 
kingdom, with h:mseif as local chief. Ndaula’s son still occupies that 
position. 

Busoga.—Busoga has never been 2n ‘independent state and 
has always been divided into provinces under the rule of local chiefs, 
‘those in the north owning a secre of allegiance to the kings of Bunyoro 
and those in the south to the kings of Buganda. 

Yoro.—Toro did not become an independent kingdom until the 
* beginning of the nineteenth eentury, when Kaboyo, son cf the Mukama 
Kyebambe, of Bunyoro, Was sent by his fether to collect tribute from 
‘oro and decided to stay there and make himself independent. He 
successfully resisted his’father and the present Mukama Kisagama is 
the eighth representative of his line to oecupy the throne of Toro. The 
B:kama have tried from time to time to regain the allegiance of Toro, 
and Kabarega, father of the present Mukama, met with considerable 
‘success, for when Nyaika was ruler of Toro he over-ran the country. 
Nyaika’s successor Mukabirere met with even greater disaster for he 
was captured and carned off to Bunyoro. Mukalusa, a younger 
member of the family then set himself up as king, and met with the 
Same fate. Another member of this persistent family, Namuyenjo, 
obtained the support of Mtesa of Uganda, but Kabarega drove him 
from his kingdom and he died in exile at Mtesa’s court. 

Some young princes of the house who had escaped to Ankole at 
the time of the reid in Mukalusa’s reign were murdered, but one 
Kasagama escaped une Was restored to the throne of Toro by Captain 
Lugard. 

This sdpciude: the history of the moxt important peoples but a 
brief notice should be given of the tribes in the outlying districts where 
dwelt a vast number of different races with marked ch: aracteristies both 
physical and linguistic. It seems probable that various incursions of 
Bantu, Nilotic and Hamitic tribes have left the present settlements of 
mixed races and the largest of these immigretions was that of the 
Bagishu, who inhabit the slopes of Mount El gon. It is thought that 
these came very early from the Congo prior to the Hamitic invasions 
already mentioned, and their successors’ are now called the Lango, 
Acholi, Teso, Miro and Kumam. 

The following quotation from Mr. Wallis (to whose book on 
‘Uganda the author of this history is much indebted) probably accurately 
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summarises the truth underlying the conflicting traditions of all these 
kingdoms. 

‘““ It would appear fairly certain that Bunyoro, Buganda, Toro 
and Busoga—and possibly Ankole and some districts now included in 
German East Africa—were ruled by one family and that the capital 
was frequently moved, as has always been the custom among these 
peoples, and was at one time in Bunyoro and at another in one of the 
other countries. Districts were no doubt either given to or taken by. 
members of the Royal Family who were in some cases strong enough. 
to assert and maintain their independence. Traditions of the time 
when the country formed one kingdom would be preserved among the 
various sub-divisions but would be altered with the passage of time and 
localised and perhaps coloured, more or less unconsciously, so as to lay 
stress on the predominant position of one tribe or another.”’ 

The whole story shows the gradual rise to predominance of the 
Bagandas who were ruled by a succession of powerful Kabakas. 
Kyabagu (1770 c), Jinja, Semakokiro, Kamanya, Suna, Mtesa 
(1860—1884). ‘he power of these chiefs increased at the expense of 
the neighbouring tribes, and from this point it will be possible to make 
the history of the Protectorate hinge on the destinies of this leading: 
Native State. 

According to native tradition Kyabaga was the first Kabaka to 
have cups and plates; his son Semakokiro bought cotton cloth. Suna 
learnt of the existence of white men, and it was during his reign 
that Arab traders penetrated Uganda, travelling from the south. 
They returned to the coast with definite news of the great lakes, and, 
also highly coloured reports of the civilisation and power of Uganda. 

| The first approach of Europeans to Uganda was in 1858, whem: 
Speke reached the south end of the lake, which he named Victoria. 
In 1860 Speke, who with Burton, had already discovered Lake 
‘Tanganyika, was sent with Grant to explore the Victoria Nyanza, and 
settle the question of the source of the Nile. They arrived at Mtesa’s. . 
Court, in 1862, and) Speke writes with admiration of the remarkable 
sem civilised political and sogial system which he found established’ 
in the country. After a stay of some six months they travelled home 
through Bunyoro and the Egyptian Soudan, discovering in 1862 the 
source of the Nile at the Ripon Falls, and following the course of the 
river as closely as possible. They did not visit Lake Albert, of which, 
however, they had heard reports from the natives. At Gondokoro they 
met Baker, who was proceeding south and was the first European to 
reach Lake Albert. Speke writes of Bunyoro, at that time ruled by 
king Kamrasi, as being far behind Uganda in civilisation. Both he 
and Baker suffered much from exaction there. 

Kamrasi, king of Bunyoro, was succeeded by Kabarega, shortly 
after Baker’s first visit. In 1876 Gordon, then Governor General of 
the Soudan, annexed the northern part of Bunyoro, and Egyptian 
garrisons were placed at various stations, one being located as far south 
as Masindi. The next European to visit Bunyoro was Emin Pasha 
who was sent by Gordon, and entered Uganda at abouf the same time 
as the first missionary party arrived. 

Kabarega like his father was anything but friendly to the white 
man, and Baker on his second visit in 1872 only left the country wth 
diticulty, though he declared Bunyoro a province of the Sudan. 
Shortly after owing to the death of Gordon and the growth of the 
Mahdis Power, Uganda w:s for many years cut cff from Egypt, and 
continued in a disturbed state until 1899. 
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In 1875, Stanley, coming from the south, was much struck with 
tha intelligence of Mtesa, (who had succeeded Suna as Kabaka), and 
with the commercial possibilities of the country. He sent a letter to 
the Daily Telegraph, calling for missionaries to come to Uganda, which 
was the first step towards bringing Uganda and the surrounding 
countries under British protection. This letter met with an 
enthusiastic response, and the first party of missionaries arrived in 
Uganda in June 1877, under the Rev. C. T. Wilson. He was joined 
later by Alexander Mackay, travelling by Zanzibar and the south end 
of the lake, while soon after another party who had made their way up 
the Nile arrived from Klhartoum. They were given ia favoprable 
reception by Mtesa and soon had gained a considerable following. In 
"1879 a party of French Roman Catholic missionaries arrived. During 
the establishment of these Christian Missions the Arab traders who 
had greatly increased in numbers had been zealously preaching 
Mohammedanism, and thus began the trials and disturbances of 
Uganda brought about by the aspirations of this triangular rivalry— 
Anglican and Roman Christianity and Islam. 

Mtesa who with many faults was an able and vigorous ruier 
seized the advantages which the Europeans were bringing to his 
country. He died in 1884 and was succeeded by Mwanga, a weak man 
of vicious and debauched tastes, whose conduct was such that his 
Christian and Mohammedan subjects alike took offence in spite of the 
reverence which the Baganda had always given to their lings. 


Various events had caused Mwanga and the pagan advisers with 
whom he surrounded himself to fear that the white man was coming to 
take their country from them. They had heard of British and German 
annexations on the coast as welll as of Gordon’s annexations in the 
north. In 1883 Joseph Thompson had approached Buganda from the 
east, and though he had ndt entered the country he had brought to 
life again an ancient belief that Buganda would be conquered by 
invaders coming from the east. And so when Bishop Hannington, of 
the Cnourch Missionary Society, was passing through Busoga on his way 
to Buganda in 1885, Mwanga sent orders to the Busoga Chief, Luba, 
that the Bishop was to be put to death, and his orders were promptly 
carried out. In 1886 he started a systematic persecution of the - 
Christians. He was also hostile ta the Mohammedans. Matters 
reached a crisis. when it was discovered that Mwanga was plotting to 
have the leading men of both parties taken off in canoes and left to 
starve on an island in the lake. Christians and Mohammedans now 
joined hands and deposed Mwanga (1888), who fled without resistance 
to the south end of the lake, where he took refuge with some Roman 
Catholic missionaries. 

Kiwewa the eldest son of Mtesa, was put in his place, and a 
partition was made of the principal chieftainships between the leading 
men of both parties; but the Mohammedans were dissatisfied with 
their share, and attacked the Christians, killing a number of chiefs and 
sacking the mission. The European missionaries were for a week in 
imminent danger of their lives, but were in the end conducted to the 
Jake and placed in a boat with orders not to return. The party 
eventually reached the south end of the lake after suffering great 
hardships. The Baganda Christians had fled to Ntali, king of Ankole, 
_ who received them well, and they were joined there by a large following 
of Baganda peasants, who objected to the Mohammedan rule. The 
Mohammedans speedily tired of Kiwewa, who would not adopt their 
customs and also began to plot against them, and after he had been 
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on the throne a few months he was attacked in his palace and fled. . 
Kiwewa was soon afterwards caught and put to death, 
hig younger brother Kalema being proclaimed king in his place. 
Kalema professed himself a devout Mohammedan and_ enforced 
Mohammedan rites, including that of circumcision, on the peasantry, 
thereby causing a considerable exodus to join the Christians in Ankole. 
‘There had been some difference of opinion between the leaders 
of the two Christian factions during their stay in Ankole, but they 
at length agreed to invite Mwanga to return, promising to support him 
in regaining the throne. Owing to the friendship of the Sese islanders. 
Mwanga. was safe on the lake, and, with the help of Stokes, a trader 
who provided arms and ammunition, Mwanga started to return to 
Mengo, while the Christians, who had entered Buddu, after fighting 
several battles with varying success, finally inflicted a severe defeat on 
the Mohammedan army, and then marched rapidly to storm the 
capital. Mwanga: joined them at Entebbe and was again proclaimed 
king (October, 1889). Stokes. who had been with Mwanga till this 
time, now left, but wrote a letter to Mr. (now Sir Frederick 
Jackson), who was in Kavirondo, asking for help. Though Mwanga 
had been proclaimed king there was still some severe fighting before 
the Mohammedans were finally driven from the capital. They fled to 
Bunyoro, where they were kindly received by Kabarega. | 
Stokes’ letter to Mr. Jalckson did not reach the latter till 
November, and it was as a result of it that the first negotiations took © 
place between the British East Africa Company and Mwanga. At this 
time opposite views were held by the British and German Governments | 
as to various places on the coast, which, though granted by the Sultan 
of Zanzibar to the British East Africa Company, were claimed by the 
Germans ; and also as to the respective spheres of influence in the: 
hinterland, each country representing Uganda on its own maps as being 
within its own sphere of influence. The British East Africa Company 
sent an expedition in 1889 under Mr. Jackson to the lake, but instructed 
him not to enter Uganda. However, on receipt of Stokes’ letter, 
Jackson sent to Mwangs, one of the Company’s flags, and wrote to say 
that by accepting it Mwanga would place himself under the protection. 
of the Company, who would then give him help. The conditions were: 
accepted by Mwanga. | 
Jackson then continued his journey north, and returned to 
Kavirondo three months later to find that a German, Dr. Karl Peters, 
had visited his camp with an armed forge, and read his correspondence, 
from which he obtained information that decided him to enter Uganda. 
Immediately on his arrival he prepared a treaty which placed Uganda | 
under German protection, and persuaded Mwanga to sign it, though 
tthe leading men of the Protestant party—or English party as it was. 
ealled—would have nothing to do with it, considering that it was 
inconsistent with the promises made to Jackson. On receipt of this. 
mews Jackson advaniced at once into Uganda with 180 rifles, and 
arrived in April, 1890; Peters meanwhile had retired. Jackson made 
no treaty as feeling was high between the English and French factions, 
and soon after he returned to the coast, taking representatives of both 
parties, who were to bring back word as to what was to be the actual — 
position of the country. 
Meanwhile negotiations were proceeding at home between the | 
British and German Governments; Peters’ treaty was disavowed by 
the Germans, and by the Anglo-German Agreement of July, 1890,,. 
Uganda was definitely included in the British sphere. | 
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Shortly after this Captain (now Sir Frederick Lugard), 
who was engaged in building a series of forts from the coast, 
and had reached Kikuyu, vecelved instructions from the Company 
to proceed to Uganda to consolidate the Company’s position there. 
Fearing, from the news he had received, that the Europeans in Uganda 
were in danger of their lives, he marched with great speed, and 
breaking through the custom hitherto always observed of waiting for 
the king’s permission to enter the country, he reached the capital at 
Mengo on December 18th, 1890. On the next day ha presented to 
Mwanga for signature a treaty, -giving the British' a nght to intervene 
in the internal affairs of the.country. This was at first strenuously 
resisted by the French, or Roman Catholiq Party, but was finally 
signed on December 26th, though in the interval it had seemed almost. 
certain that the excited feeling prevalent would have resulted in a 
collision between the two parties. The signing of the treaty did not, 
however, produce quiet. Nobody appeared satisfied, and Lugard was 
assailed with complaints and objections from every quarter, while the 
French party openly threatened war if the'r demands were not 
granted. : 
It was found necessary, in April, 1891, to take severe measures 
against the Mohammedan party, in which cause the contending 
factions at the capital jommed hands. The king, Kalema, had died, 
and the Mohammedands had chosen Mbogo, a brother of Mtesa, es 
their king. They had become aggressive and had made continual 
raids into Buganda from Bunyoro. A large Baganda force, under the 
Katikiro, Apolo (now Sir Apolo) Kagwa, marched against them, 
accompanied by Lugard and Captain Williams with their force. 
After fruitless negotiations, the Mohammedan army, which was joined 
by Kabarega’s people was completly defeated, and the Baganda army, 
refusing to advance on Kabarega’s capital, returned to Mengo with 
Captain Williams while Lugard went south to Buddu. 

In view of the divided state of the country, Lugard now 
determined that he must, if possible. obtain a strong force on which 
he could rely in all circumstances. Such a force seemed available in 
‘l'oro, where there were the remnants of the force that had been with 
Emin Pasha, at the time of his rescue by Stanley. Lugard accordingly 
proceeded to Toro, taking with him Kasagama, the rightful king of 
‘Lloro, who had been in exile owing to Kabarega’s armies having 
overrun and occupied his country. Having installed him as king, 
Lugard went on and succeeded in persuading the Sudanese under Selim 
Bey to accompany him to Buganda and enlist in the Company’s 
service. One the return journey a number of forts were built and 
garrisoned on the Toro and Bunyoro boundary, to protect Toro from 
the aggressions of Kabarega, and the remaining troops, numbering 
some 300, went with Lugard to the capital. 

‘he jealousies between the Protestant and Roman Catholic 
factions, temporarily composed by fear of their common enemy, had 
in the meanwhile again become pronounced, and Wiiliams had with 
great difficulty prevented a resort to arms. On Lugard’s protesting to 
Mwanga against a particularly glaring case in which a member of the 
Catholic party had killed a Protestant, his protest was treated with 
contempt, and soon after the Catholics prepared to attack Kampala, on 
which was Lugard’s fort (January, 1892). The attack was repulsed 
with heavy loss, and the defeated army wes pursued to Munyonyo, 
where they embarked in canoes and took refuge on the Island of 
Bulinguge. From this they were soon driven by a force under Captain 
Williams, and Mwanga made his escape by water. 
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At th's time there started a concentration of all the Catholics 
towards Beddu, especially from Kiagwe, which had been a stronghold. 
of the Cacaclies. The Protestants also stasted to make their way from 
Buddu to Kiagwe, and the two parties, having with them crowds of 
~ women and children, passed on the way luckily without a_ collision. 
Mwanga, after being pursued by the canoes of the Protestant party, 
reached Bukoba, where he was given shelter by the Germans. 
Negotiations were now opened by Lugard with a. view to 
inducing Mwanga to return. The latter said that he wished to return. 
but that he was kept a prisoner; however, after some weeks he. 
managed to escape and returned to Mengo on March 30th, 1892. A 
new treaty was drawn up and signed, and agreements were slsc made 
with the Roman Cathoic party and the Mohammedans, the former 
being given the County cf Buddu to live in and some of the important 
‘chieftainships, while the latter obtained three small counties. The 
Mohammedans also gave up their king, Mbogo, who remained. at 
‘Kampala and were allotted three mmmor provinces in Uganda. 7 
Lhe British East Africa’ Company meanwhile began to find 
that the cost of maintaining its hold on Uganda was excessive, and 
Lugard had received letters ia December, 1891, ordering the immediate 
evacuation of the country. ‘This order was, however, cancelled, and it 
was decided to continue the hold upon the country till December, 1892. 
In June, 1892, Lugard handed over the charge of affairs to Captain 
Williams and proceeded to England to lay before the directors, the. 
exact state of affairs in Uganda; for he and Williams both felt that, if 
the conditions were propcriy understood, it would be seen to be 
impcss.ble to leave the country to certain anarchy and civil war after 
the promises that had beea made. 7 - 
He found on his arrival that the British Government had 
decided not help the Comp:ny to retain their hold on Uganda. 


The publication of this decision raised a strong protest in many 
quarters, and public opinicn, largely stimulated by the influence of the 
Church Missionary Society, proved so strong that the Government 
eventually determined to send Sir Gerald Portal on a_ special. 
mission to report on the country and the advisability of establishing a 
British Protectorate over it. In the interval Captain Macdonald, of 
the Uganda Railway Survey, was instructed to proceed to Uganda and 
enquire into the recent disturbances there, for the French Government 
had taken up the cause of the French missionaries, and advanced 
clams for compensation which were paid to the extent of £10,000, 
witho..t admittion of liability. Williams left soon after with the 
or'gina!' troops of the company but Selim Bey and the Sudanese 
remaincd behind. 

Sir Gerald Portal arrived in Uganda in March, 1898. On March 
3lst tie Company’s flag was hauled down; of the following day the 
British flag was hoisted and 4 provisional treaty made with Mwanga, 
pointing to the speedy establishment of a Protectorate. Meanwhile 
Owen, of the Commissioner’s staff, «nd Captain Raymond Portal, the 
Commissioner's brother, were despatched to enlist Sudanese troops 
from the South Bunyoro forts. Raymond! Portal was brought back 
to Kampala seriously i'l, and subsequently died. The death of his 
brother, added to the strain of more or less fruitless efforts to compose 
the differences of the rival factions in Uganda, and frequent attacks 
of fever combined to break down the health of Sir Gerald Portal, who 
returned to Kurone after a stay of only two-and-a-half months in the 
country He left Captain Macdonald as Acting Commissioner. 
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Before Portal’s departure there had been signs of snewaa 
‘discontent among the Mohammedan Baganda, who ‘clamoured for 
adu:tiona! provinces, and at the final Barazi, held on the day before he 
Neft, the; epenly threatened rebellion if their claims were not granted. 
The situation wag rendered more serious by the fact that Selim Bey, 
‘who had latterly adépted a discontented attitude tow ards the British. 
supporter their claims. 

Portal was no sooner on his way towards the coast when the 
situation became critical as the Mohammedans refused to obey the 
king’s orders and began to concentrate their forces, while Selim Bey 
prepared to help them by sending a detachment from Port Alice. 
Macdonald promptly disarmed all the Sudanese in the fort at 
Kampala, and the Christian Baganda went and defeated the 
Mohammedans. Macdonald then advanced to Port Alice, where the 
Sudanese laid down their arms without resistence. Selim was 
arrested and deported to the coast, as was also Mbogo, who, however, 
had taken no part in these latter disturbances. The trouble, 
however, was not yet over, for Owen was in great danger in South 
Buxyoro, where the Sudsne-e garrisons had deteriorated into a lawless 
tbody of depredators, and were also being inated to mutiny both by 
the news of the disturbance in Uganda and by letters from successful 
mutineers in the Congo. A plot was made to murder Owen, but he 
circumvented it and, being joined by the Baganda Chnistian army, 
which was marching north in pursuit of the Mohammedans, he severely 
defeated the latter. ‘he Sudanese garrisons were then withdrawn 
from Bunyoro und located at various stations in Buganda, where they 
would be more under the immediate control of the Government. 

Colonel Colvile arrived in November, 1893, to take 
charge as Commissioner, and immediately commenced hostilities 
already planned by Macdonald to break the power of Kabarega, who 
had lost no opportunity throughout his reign of causing trouble. By 
the middle of 1894 Kabarega’s forces hid been, thoroughly defeated 
in a number of engagerfients and the king himself had fled after very 
closely escaping capture. 

In August, 1894. Uganda was formally declared a British 
Protectorate. Colvile was invalided at the end of the year, and Mr. 
‘Jackson became Acting Commissioner pending the arrival of Mr. 
Berkeley, who had been appointed Commissioner, and who arrived in 
‘June, 1896. 

A period of peace now ensued and lasted for two years, during 
-which the material progress of the country was very marked. The 
Baganda showed themselves ready and quick to learn all that could 
‘be taught thern, and found ready teachers in tha various missions, 
whose work extended rapidly. The railway from the coast to the 
lake lake had been spoken of for some years, and the preliminary 
‘gurvey had been completed in 1892; work was begun in 1896, a vote of 
£3,000,000 having been granted by Parliament to cover the cost. The 
lake was reached in 1902, the cost proving to have been nearly twice 
‘the amount orginally voted. 

In 1896 the limits of the Protectorate were extended to include 
Bunyoro and Busoga. In the middle of 1897, when Mr. Berkeley 
“was at home on leave and Colonel Ternan was Acting Commisioner, 
-gigns of renewed trouble appeared, and a plot was discovered against 
the British administration. King Mwanga, had been  sulkily 
acquiescent in the new state of affairs in his country, but had secretly 
‘resented the checks upon his former absolute power, and was privy to 
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this plot. Some of the leading chiefs implicated were promptly- 
arrested, whereupon Mwanga fied to Buddu and raised the standard. 
of rebeilion, being joined by a large following. 

Colonel Ternan was absent on the east of the lake conducting 
an expedition against the Nandi. On hearing the news of Mwanga’s. 
rebellion he hastened back with bis Sudanese troops, and, joined by 
a large army of Baganda, defeated the rebeis in two actions in Buddu. 
Mwanga fled to German territory where he was made a prisoner and 
his infant son Daudi Chwa was proclaimed king at Kampala, the- 
native government of the country being put into the hands of a regency 
of three leading chiefs. 

Shortly before this Macdonald had returned to East Africa on. 
survey work and ‘lernan had received instructions to provide him 
with a force of 300 Sudanese. Unaware of any discontent among 
his troops Ternan undertook to supply the men, and selected them 
from among those who had been almost continuously fighting in 
Bunyoro, Nandi, and Buddu. The men started and joined Macdonald 
in East Africa, where they immediately stated their grievances. The 
men were told that they must accompany Macdonald and that their - 
grievances would be attended to on their return. On hearing this they 
broke into open revolt, and refusing to ground their arms when 
ordered, turned and marched back in a body towards Uganda, being~ 
followed by Macdonald and Jackson with the Zanzibar troops that 
they had with them. The object of the mutineers was to reach the. 
Sudanese garrison at Luba’s in Busoga. Major Thruston hurried on 
to Luba’s to try and persuade the men to return to their allegiance, 
relying on his great personal influence with them. He was made 
prisoner by the garrison, as were also Mr. Norman Wilson, who was 
in charge at Luba’s, and Mr. Scott, the engineer in charge of the 
Government steam-launch. On October 19th, 1897, the mutineers - 
attacked Colonel Macdonald’s force but were defeated. The same 
night the leaders, who were afraid that their men might submit, 
murdered the three Europeans, and immediately after sent messengers - 
tol incite their comrades throughout Uganda to revolt, at the same 
time attempting to secure the adhesion of the MohammedanBaganda - 
by offering the throne to Mbogo, who had returned to Buganda. 
Mbogo replied that he would remain loyal to the British and not give - 
the mutineers any assistance at all. 

A large Baganda army now left the capital and went to the: 
assistance of Macdonald. Until January 9th, 1898, the siege of the 
fort at Luba’s proceeded witb continual fighting, during which time 
a small reinforcement arrived from East Africa. In the course of this 
fighting Mr. Pilkington, of the Church Missionary Society, and Lieut. 
Macdonald, who had brought up afew Indian troops a short time. 
before, lost their lives. The situation was complicated by the fact that . 
Mwanga and Kabarega saw in the mutiny a chance of accomplishing 
their cherished desire of driving the British from their countries. The 
former escaped from the Germans early in 1898 and, declaring himself ' 
a Mohammedan, entered Buddu, where he was joined by a 
considerable following. Fearing that the Sudanese garrisons in: 
Buddu might be persuaded to mutiny, Macdonald hurr‘ed south with 
Swahili and Baganda troops and, after severely defeating Mwanga’s 
forces, he disarmed the Sudanese, whom he sent under escort to- 
Kampala. | 

‘he rebels at Luba’s escaped by water in January, 1898, and: 
began to march up the east bank of the Nile towards Bunyoro. It was.

feared that, if they reached Bunyoro, they would be joined by the- 
Sudanese garrisons there, which had hitherto remuined loyal. 
Macdonald accordingly marched with all speed to intercept them, at. 
the same time sending Lieut. Scott to disarm the Bunyoro garrison, a. 
dificult task which was successfully accomplished. Macdonald 
after getting into touch with the mutineers near Lake Kioga, and 
defeating them in several skirmishes, returned to Kampala, leaving 
Captain Harrison in command. The latter attacked the rebels in a 
strongly fortified position, which he captured. This action scattered 
the mutineers and really brought the crisis to an end, for a strong 
body of Indian troops reached Uganda in April, and though the 
mutineers continued to give trouble, the troops available were 
sufficient to deal with them. The remnant marched to North 
Bunyoro, and also were joined by a large force of Kabarega’s 
people, and also by Mwanga, who had eluded the force that had been 
keeping him in check during the previous operations. They were 
driven from Bunyoro into Bukedi; but in October they recrossed the 
river and surprised and captured a party under Lieut. Hannyngton in 
thick bush. Energetic measures were immediately taken against 
them, and they in turn were suprised and routed and driven back to 
Bukedi. In the middle of 1899 Mwanga and Kabzrega were captured 
by a force under Colonel Evatt, and deported first to the coast and 
subsequently to the Seychelles, where Mwanga died in 1908. 
Kabarega was succeeded by Kitamba who was later deposed by the 
British Government for incompetence. He was succeeded by the 
present Mukama Andereyva Duhaga. 


The capture and deportation of these two chiefs brought the 
troubles of the country to an end, and since 1899 it has enjoyed an 
almost unbroken peace. Mr. Berkeley, who had returned from leave 
in April, 1898, left the country towards the end of the year. and soon 
afterwards Sir H. H. Johnston was sent out as Special 
Commissioner to investigate the resources of the country and report on 
the possibility of meeting the cost of the Administration by local 
revenue; and at the same time toa place the Administration of the 
country on a more settled «nd permanent basis. 


Sir H. H. Johnson arrived in December, 1899, and, after 
studying the conditions for a few months, drew up the Uganda 
Agreement of 1900. By this agreement Buganda—the area of which 
was extended by the inclusion of certain districts previously considered 
to be part of Bunyoro—was divided into 20 counties, each county being 
administered by a native chief. The central native government was to 
consist of the Kabaka-—represented during his minority by three 
regents—and the Lukiko, or native parliament, the members of which 
were the 20 county chiefs, ov, in their absence form the capital, their 
Tepresentatives, and, 66 other members nominated by the Kabaka. 
The powers given to the Lukiko were both legislative and judicial, and 
in each case their decisions were final; in the former after ratification 
by Hig Majesty’s representative, and, in the latter, subject to a right 
of appeal in certain cases to the Principal Court of Justice. An 
annual Hut tax of 3 Rupees and Gun tax of similar amount were agreed 
upon together with an annual payment to the Kabaka and his family. 


The Kingdom of Uganda is estimated to have an area of 19,600 
sq. miles: 8,958 sq. miles, of this is allotted as the private property 
of the landowning class, 92 sq. miles, for missionaries, and the 
remainder belongs to the British Government. 
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The Agreement has remained the basis of native 
administration in the Kingdom of Uganda. It has been amplified and 
modified by the Uganda Agreement (Poll Tax) 1904, the Uganda 
Agreement (Judicial) 1905, the Uganda Memorandum of Agreement 
(forest) 1907, the Uganda (Payment to Chiefs) Agreement 1908, the 
Uganda Agreement (Poll Tax) 1909, and the Buganda Agreement 
(Allotment and Survey) 1913. , | 

By the Poll Tax Agreement the Kingdom of Uganda was 
brought, subject to certain conditions, under the Poll Tax Ordinance 
of 1909, which provides that every adult male native, over the age of 
18 years, shall pay an annual Poll Tax ot Rs 5b. 

Similar agreements were made with the Kabaka of Toro in 
1900, and with the Kabaka of Ankole in 1901; these countries and the 
other countries now included in the area of the Protectorate having 
been added by Sir H. H. Johnston in 1900-02. 

For purposes of British Administration the whole Protectorate 
was divided into six Provinces, the eastern boundary of the Protectorate 
being at that time a line drawn from Lake Rudolf along the edge of 
the Laikipia and Kikuyu escarpments to the frontier of late German 
Kast Africa. In 1908 the Eastern Province and part of the Central 
were transferred to the East Africa Protectorate, the new eastern 
boundary being the western shore of Lake Rudolf, the river Turkwel, 
the eastern flanks of Mount Elgon and the Sio River. 

Sir H. H. Johnston was succeeded in 1902 by Colonel Sir 
James Hayes Sadler, who was Commissioner until his transfer 
to British East Africa in 1905. In the early part of the latter vear, 
owing to the murder of Mr. Galt, Acting Sub-Commiussioner in the 
Western Province, it was found advisable to suspend the Ankole 
Agreement of 1901, because, in the terms of the proclamation, “* the 
circumstances connected therewith have made it appear that the 
Kabaka and the Chiefs of the districts of Ankole have failed in their 
duty to the Government of His Majesty the King under the Agreement 
of October 25th, 1901.’’ This was, however, restored in 1912. 


In 1905 Sir Henry Hesketh Bell succeeded Sir James 
Hayes Sadler as Commissioner, and in 1907 he was made the first 
Governor of the Protectorate. During hig administration energetic 
measures were taken to combat the ravages of sleeping sickness, 
which had worked its way from the Congo and been diagnosed in 1901 
by Dr. A. R. Cook, of the Church Missionary Society. Since that 
date an enormous pat of the population of Buganda and Busoga have 
been carried off by the disease, especially on the islands and aloug 
the lake shores. As a result of careful investigations by Dr. Castellani 
and Colonel Sir D. Bruce, and other members of Special Commissions 
organised by thé Roya) Society in conjunction with His Majesty’s 
Government, the cause and the carrier of the disease were discovered. 
It having been determined that the disease was carried by a species 
of tsetse fly, measures were taken to remove the entire population 
from neighbourhoods in which the fly was found, which involved the 
total depopulation of the islands and lake shores. This difficult 
measure was successfully carried out, and has been fully justified by 
the result. | 

The prolonged peace under a settled Administration caused a 
rapid advance in the prosperity of the country. The cultivation of 
various agricultural produce grew so fast that the question of 
transport became a problem requiring immediate action. Metalled 
roads were made connecting the important centres with the outlying 
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districts, and a motor transport service instituted. In 1910 Sir 
Hesketh Bell was succeeded as Governor by Captain Cordeaux, 
who was, however, prevented by ll-health from ever residing in the 
country. In that year a railway was commenced, connecting Jinja 
with Lake Kioga, forming part of a scheme for through communication 
between the Victoria and Albert Lakes, and tapping a very large and 
emniently fertile district. This railway was opened for traffic by Sir 
F. Jackson, who had returned to Ceanda as Governor, in 1911. 


In 1910, the frontier line between British, Belgian, and German 
territory in the extreme south-west of the Protectorate, which had 
been in dispute owing to the fact that the 30th meridian had been 
placed 25 miles west of its true position in the maps used when the 
frontier was agreed upon, was finally fixed at a meeting of British, 
Keigian, and German delegates in Brussels. In 1914 nearly ll 
Mumli and Gondokoro with part of Chwa were transferred to the 
administration of the Egyptian Sudan, while districts west of the 
Nile and north of Lake Albert were added to Uganda. 

The development of the native races is advancing apace. 
Education is at present entirely in the hands of the three Missionary 
bodies, and the Baganda especially are profiting by it in a marked 
degree. ‘hey are taking their place in Government offices and in the 
employ of private firms as clerks and interpreters, and they are also 
proving themselves capable carpenters, masons, and mechanics 
Many of the chiefs, too, have started to develop their estates on 
intelligent lines. 

The Busoga Railway was opened to traffic in 1912, and two 
years later the Kabaka, Daudi Chwa, came of age, and the 
Regent disappeared. His Highness was awarded the C.M.G. in 1918. 
On the declaration of war, the Baganda rendered ready assistance and 
local corps were formed. ‘The country continues to attract settlers 
who are establishing coffee, rubber and cocoa plantations. 

Sir Frederick Jackson was succeeded as Governor in February, 
1918, by Sir Robert Coryndon, K.C.M.G., who was formerly Resident 
Commissioner of Basutcland. 
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THE WAR. 


It is impossibla in a short history like the present to give a 
detailed account of the War in East Africa, but this history would be 
incomplete unless at least a brief summary of the course of this 
important campaign wés given. 

Like the rest of the British Empire, East Africa was unprepared 
for war on August 4th, 1914, the forces at that time being 700 Native 
Troops of the King’s Afriean Rifles with the addition of those British 
settlers who had previously been trained in volunteer corps. As, 
however, on the outbreak of war all classes of settlers in East Africa 
came foward to coffer their services to the local Government, a 
considerable increase was soon made in the number of military units 
available. 

The enemy’s forees appear to have been well organised and 
though it is impossible to ascertain their exact number. it hag been 
estimated that there were in German East Africa in 1914 9.000 trained 
Native Troops with 3,000 to 4,000 Europeans who, under the 
conscription laws of Germany, were nearly all trained soldiers. The 
Germans also had vast stores of munitions, 60 guns and 70 macliine 
guns. 
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| The Germans were not long in opening hostilities, for on the 
15th August they seized our outpost at Taveta while small German 
“columns overran the frontier in many places. The enemy however, 
had their hands full for it should be remembered, they had to resist 
attacks from all sides—from Nyasaland, Rhodesia and from the Belgian 
- Congo as well as from Kenya. The Home Government meanwhile had 
“arranged to send assistance to the Protectorate. and the First Indian 
Expeditionary Foree—C.—under the command of Brigadier-General 
Stewart, reached Mombasa on September 4th. The Second or Force 
B. under Major-General Aitken did not arrive until October 31st. 

Throughout September there were numerous small engagements 
along the frontier and the King’s African Rifles began to earn the great 
reputation which they added to month by month throughout the War. 
On September 6th a mixed force of the 29th Punjabis and the King’s 
African Rifles under command of Major Skinner, D.S.0., defeated the 
enemy in superior numbers at Tsarvo; on the 12th an invading force 
of Germans was driven back near Kisii; on the 25th the East African 
Mounted Rifles fought another small action against a longer enemy 
‘force, and on October 18th, an attack on Gazi was repulsed by a force 
of Punjabis and King’s African Rifles. As a result of these small 
engagements we lost casualties, which we could ill-afford and a certain 
amount of our territory passed into the hands of the enemy. | 

On November 38rd an illjudged attempt by Force B. to take 
Tanga resulted in the withdrawal of our forces, after very heavy 
casualties had been inflicted upon them. In the meantime a strong 
German column, based on Longido Mountain. had entered the 
Protectorate at a point some 90 miles South West of Nairobi. This 
invasion was resisted by an Indian and African Force under Colonel 
Drew, and though at the outset our t:cops met with considerable 
success they had to withdraw eventually through lack of water. The 
enemy, however, shortly afterwards evacuated the position. 

At the end of November General Aitken was succeeded by 
General Wapshare and during the following two months we assumed 
the offensive in the Umba. Valley, but a counter attack of the enemy 
at Jasin drove our troops back to their original position. 

A period of preparation followed as it was realised that the 
available troops were inadequate to invade German East Afrien. 
During this re-organisation our forees pursued defensive tactics and 
another change in the command was made, as in April Msjor General 
Lighe succeeded General Wapshare. The construction of a strategic 
railway from Voi towz.rds Taveta was beeun at this time. The iaterval 
had not been without fighting and while the Germans had met with 
severe reverses in encounters with our armed vesse!ls on Lake Victoria, 
they were frequently successful in their raids on the Uganda Railway. 
In February a blockade of the German Coast was announced, but the 
good effect cf this was immediately modified as thé enemy managed 
to salve the whole cargo of the blockade runner ‘‘ Rubens ’’ which 
had been sunk near the coast, and it is estimated that they obtained 
at least 10,000 modern rifles as a result of their operations. During 
the three months following the Germans were also busy re-organising 
and preparing plans of campaign, though at the same time they kept 
our troops continually occupied in defensive warfare. 

In June our forces assumed the offensive on a small seale, and 
captured and destroyed the German base Bukoba, on Lake Victoria. 
This suceess was followed, however, by another set-back. General 
Tighe in his desire to extend the new strategic railway which had then 
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reached Maktdu, decided to attack the enemy at Mbuyuni. This 
attack though successful at first, was beaten back and was followed by 
-other reverses as the enemy captured an important post on Kasigau, 
30 miles from Voi, and retired both with prisoners and loot. This 
period was probably the gloomiest in the East African campaign, and 
it has even been asserted that the enemy temporarily acquired an 
ascendancy over our patrols. It was then that the settlers of the 
Protectorate asked the Government to introduce conscription, while 
the appointment of General Northey to command the forces operating 
in Nyasaland encouraged the colonists to hope that the task of 
invading German East Africa would be undertaken in earnest. 

On November 24th, General Smith-Dorrien accepted the 
command of the force which was to drive the enemy out of this 
Colony, and Colonel Tombeur commanding the Belgians in the Congo, 
offered to co-operate in the offensive. It would seem that the enemy 
occupied this period in preparations for defence, as though there were 
numerous Minor engagements, they were very much less offensive. 
It was during these preparations on both sides that Captain Atkinson 
in command of a mixed force of European and Indian troops drove 
back the enemy from Maketau, while the Germans countered by 
capturing Kasigau for the third time in spite of a strong defence by 
40 King’s African Rifles under Lieutenant Kenyon-Slaney. They 
cecupied this position, with a fMrce of 900 men. Early in the new 
year the Germans established forward posts at Mkangoni and 
Mgurungani within 30 miles of Mombasa, and in the fierce resistance 
put up by our troops we Jost Major Wavell, the distinguished traveller, 
who was in command of the Arab Rifles. 

At the end of January, the enemy retired to a position on the 
Lumi River with an outpost on Salaita Hill and the railway was 
pushed forward to Mbuyuni. 

Sir Horace Smith Dorrien, who had not yet left Cape Town, 
resigned his command in February through illness, and his place was 
taken by General J. C. Smuts. 

On February 12th the white troops which had already arrived 
‘as reinforcements from South Africa attacked the enemy outpost at 
Salaita and met with a severe repulse. General Smuts arrived in the 
‘country <lmost immediately after and began his first offensive in 
March. H's plan was to capture the Kilimanjaro District and 
destroy the enemy forces operating there. It is estimated that in 
opposition to this advance the German forces did not number more 
than 5,000 rifles with 12 guns and 40 machine guns. General Stewart 
pushed forward from Long'do and General Van Deventer co-operating 
with General Tighe, enabled the latter to capture Salaita and Taveta; 
the enemy’s rear-guard took up a position at Latema—Reata Nek, 
just east of Taveta, and on March 11th put up a fine defence against 
the combined «ttacks of all our forces. The arrival of General 
‘Stewart’s column was delayed as it had been held up West of Moshi, 
and in consequence when we had driven in the enemv’s rearguard, there- 
were not enough troops to complete the encircling movement. The 
next ten days saw some very fierce fighting and at the battle of Soko- 
Nasai on the 21st March, the enemy were definitely dviven ove: the 
Ruwu River. | 

The rainy season which now set -in, gave boths sides an 
opportunity to re-organise their troops, and in ‘‘ reporting progress ”’ 
General Smuts could claim that the Kilimanjaro District had been 
occupied and the enemy driven from British soil.

Early in April General Smuts sent a force through Arusha to- 
attack the Central Railway. ‘The advance was so rapid that a: 
considerable number of the retiring enemy were captured and by the 
end cf the month, after a hesvy defeat of the German forces, the 2nd. 
Division was established at Kondoa Irangi, 80 miles North of the 
Railway. 

In the meantime another blockade runner, the ‘‘ Marie ”’ 
penetrated our cordon and brought in to the enemy a large consignment 
of equipment, rifles, machine guns, together with a certain number of 
trained personnel and some light howitzers. During the first: 
fortnight in May the enemy attacked the 2nd Division in force, but 
met with no success. By the 21st of the month our main forces, 
concentrated on the Ruwu, were advancing on Tanga in 3 columns :— 
1.—under the command of General Sheppard, down the Usumbara 
Railway; 2.—under the command of General Hannyngton, down the 
Pangani River; and 3..—under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Fitzgerald, through the Pari Hills. These three columns were known: 
as the First East African Division, and weve commanded by- 
Major-General Hoskins. The advance was at first very rapid, as: 
the enemy did not make a stand and eluded envelopment. 


On reaching Mombo and Wilhelmstal these columns proceeded . 
parallel with the coast towards the Central Railway. This advance 
rendered the German positions along the coast untenable, and a small. 
column was detached to take them one after the other in conjunction 
with assistance from the Fleet. The most important of these positions 
was Tanga, the capture of which redeemed our failure earlier in the- 
campaign. This southward advance of the First Division in which 
cur forces endured great privations, was punctuated by four small 
fiercely contested engagements, and’ at the end of June, over 50 per- 
cent. of the effectives had been lost. A new line of communications 
was opened through Tanga and a halt made for rest and organisation 
at Mshiha, which enabled the Third Division under Major-Generak ' 
Brits to take up a position in the rear of the First Division. 

At the end of June the Second Division resumed its advance on 
the Central Line, which they reached on July 29th, after overcoming 
a determined defence by the Germans at Mpapua. General Smuts in: 
command of the First and Third Divisions renewed his advance in: 
August and compelled the enemy to evacuate a strongly prepared 
position. 

The German Government had removed to Morogoro and both 
our forces now moved against this place, while at the same time- 
General Northey was advancing from Nyasaland, the Belgians from 
tlie North, and a detached column was occupying the towns on the- 
coast. The Germans put up a tremendous resistance, particularly on 
the 16th, when the First Division crossed the Wami and again on the 
21st at Kilossa. In both these actions we were successful and after- 
destroying everything of value or utility in the town, the Germans 
evacuated Morogoro. General Von Lettow Vorbach retired South and 
Dar-es-Salaam fell on September 4th. The Belgians were nearing 
‘labora. and General Northey was already in Iringa. 

‘he next position taken up by the enemy was at Kisaki and it 
was only after a three days’ action that the enemy were driven out of it, 
In the mcantime the privations endured by our forces then operating- 
in an unhealthy district and with indifferent rations, had reduced the- 
rumbatants by 70 per cent., while the coming of the rains prevented

a further advance. General Smuts therefore decided to concentrate 
where he was and Jand a force further south to outflank the enemy. 

| During October and November our efforts were directed to 
preventing as far as possible General Wahle and the German forces 
which had been expelled by the Belgians from Tabora from joining Von 
Lettow. The line through which these remnants had to pass was 
nearly 500 miles long, and it is estimated that as many as 1,500 or 
two-thirds of the total number successfully got through the net. 


In January a great effort was made to envelop Von Lettow and 
the forces remaining with him, but in spite of the successful crossing 
of the Rufigi, in the face of the enemy, it was impossible to pin the 
elusive German Commander down to a definite engagement. Four- 
fifths of German Kast Africa was new in our hands and ‘General 
Smuts, feeling that he had practically completed his- work, retired: to 
England and took with him his South African Army. ; 

General Hosking succeeded in the command. It is thought 
that there still remained 15,000 veteran soldiers under Von Lettow, 
and the task before General Hoskins, deprived as he was of the two | 
Divisions which had left the country with General Smuts, was a 
conspicuously difficult one. The new Commander-in-Chief spent the 
next 6 months mainly in raising fresh forces and reorganising his old 
units, and though a considerable amount of fighting took place, the 
brunt of it was borne by General Northey and General Hannyngton, 
the latter based on Kilwa. Sickness among the troops unhappily 
continued to increase. 

General Hoskins was succeeded in April by General Van 
Deventer, who assumed command on the completion. of General: 
Hoskins’ re-organisation. 

The German force was now in the south east corner of German 
East Africa, contined in an area of about 200 square miles. Two small 
forces had broken out, one had retired into Portuguese East Africa 
and the other, under Wintgens, northwards across the Central 
Railway. This latter contained a considerable number of our forces. 
The enemy was surrounded on all sides; on the south a Portuguese 
force held the line of the Rovuma River; on the west General Northey 
held a line from the northern extremity of Lake Nyasa to Malangali; 
the Belgians closed in from this point towards Mahenge and maintained 
touch with the Nigerian B-igade on the Rufigi. The remnants of the 
First Division under General Beves were to. make a general advance 
from the north and a force at Lindi struck at the centre of the German 
position. 

General Van Deventer decided to make his final attack in two 
stages, the first to contract the area occupied by the enemy, and the 
second, to make:a decisive assault. General Beves advanced to clear 
the country southwards and the enemy retired to an entrenched 
position at Mnindi. An attempt to cut off the German line of retreat 
was unsuccessful, but General Beves continued his pressure on the 
enemy rear-guards until he came up on July 19th with their main force 
strongly entrenched. In compliance with orders from General Head 
Quarters, General Beves attacked without delay—fighting was fierce 
on both sides, and our casualties were over 30 per cent of the troops 
engaged ; the battle raged all day with varying fortunes, but nightfall 
found our forces in possession of the enemy’s whole position. 

General Beves, whose force was now reduced by something like 
2,400 rifles, consolidated the position he had won, but General 
Northey and the Belgians continued their pressure. 
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General O’Grady in command of the force at Lindi, began an 
advance in August. At first, however, he was not successful, but a 
second attack on the 9th of the month drove the enemy to a prepared 
position at Nurunyu and it was found. necessary to pause for a while 
and wait for reinforcements. Our forces had suffered from fever, bad 
food and the unhealthy climate and badly needed support and rest. In 
the middle of September, General Hannyngton assumed command of 
the old First Division and General Beves took over the force based on 
Lindi. A supreme effort was then made to encircle Von Lettow and 
to compel Tafel and the Western German Army either to surrender 
or to attempt cut their way through to their Commander-in-Chief. 
‘he advance began on September 19th. General Hannyngton 
attacked the enemy’s main positions and drove them from it in the 
direction of Mawarenje, where the Nigerian Brigade lay across their 
line of retreat. Here an extremely bitter engagement took place. and 
nightfall of the 22nd, found the German companies scattered through 
the bush. Our combined forces made a rapid advance and seized 
Nahungu, which they occupied on the 29th. 

In the meantime on the 26th General Beves attacked the 
‘Nurunyu line and drove the enemy back to a well-prepared position. 
Our forces advanced and dug in and an artillery duel was maintained. 
General Van Deventer decided now to despatch the Nigerian brigade 
to join the forces operating from Lindi. While this Brigade made 
their long march to carry out this decision General Hannyngton 
attacked the enemy in front of him, but finding that they retired to 
fresh prepared positions each time he advanced he detached a smail 
number of troops to make a demonstration, and himself, by forced 
marches proceeded as far as Ruponda, and suceeded in driving an 
enemy detachment of 500 rifles from Fort Lukuledi. Von Lettow’s 
line of retreat was now almost cut off. The force based on Lindi had 
meanwhile experienced a month of fierce fighting. On September 
30th General Beves occupied Chirumaka Hill and continued slowly 
to advance. Von Lettow, who possibly knew of the approach of tha 
Nigerian Rifles to reinforee General Beves, brought some of his 
picked fighting men to support General Wahle who was confronting 
the latter. 

By the 11th October the troops under General Beves had driven 
the enemy as far as the neighbourhood of Mtame;: on ‘the 15th, the 
Nigerians were just north of the Massassi Road, and both these 
forces appear to have been under the impression that they had cut. 
the enemy’s main line of retreat. But all efforts to dislodge the 
enemy from his position failed, indeed, after what has been described 
as the fiercest fighting in this campaign, Von Lettow caused the 
withdrawal of our troops with a loss of over 50 per cent, and of many 
arms and much ammunition. 

The German Commander next tried to follow up his success by 
driving our troops from the Lukuledi Mission but was thrust back: 
meanwhile Nauman’s detached commando had been rounded up, and 
many valuable troops were thus released. 

In November the force from Lindi, now commanded by 
General Cunliffe, moved forward and General Hannyngton also 
advanced. Von Lettow contested every inch of the ground but the 
converging columns did not give him a moment’s rest. The enemy 
decreased in numbers day by day. General Northey on the West 
with the co-operation of the Belgians prevented Tafel fron joining 
Von Lettow. Tafel had advanced towards the Makonde plateau. 
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T'wo small bodies were sent to intercept him, and though 
‘unsuccessful themselves, by delaying the German Commander, 
they enabled General Hannyngton to cut him off. Colonel 
Orr received Tafel’s surrender on the 28th of November; on the 25th 
Von Lettow reached the Rovuma at Mjomano and passed over into 
Portuguese East Africa with 2,500 followers fully equipped with rifles 
and machine guns. The Portuguese forces holding the frontier were 
ineffective and he maintained his position in the country of our ally 
until after the Armistice was signed, when he surrendered with the 
remnants of his former army. | 

Lord Cranworth thus sumarizes the reasons for the enemy s 
comparative success :— 

(a) ‘The ability of General Von Lettow Vorbach, to whom all who 

fought in the campaign will gladly take off their hats. 

(b) ‘lhe enormous advantages in material and personnel with 
which the Germans started the campaign, and the effects of 
which continued to the end. 

(c) The fact that the fighting took place on ground of the 
Germans’ deliberate and most skilful choosing, and always on 
interior lines. 

‘(d) ‘The German unity of command. _ 

‘(e) The fact that all German forces were similar in composition 

4f) ‘The fact that during all the latter stage of the campaign the 

German askaris’ sole chance of getting their deferred pay lay 
in sticking to their officers. 
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GENERAL DESCRIPTION.

Kenya Colony and Protectorate, formerly known as the East 
Africa Protectorate, is an area some 250,000 square miles in extent, 
taking its name from its greatest mountain peak, which lies somewhat 
southwest of the geographical centre of the territory. 


Up to date only those portions of this vast area that lie. 
relatively contigucus to the main communications, i.e., the Railway 
and the Sea, have been the field of any effective development, although. 
in recent vears development has gone forward in areas more remote, 
in anticipation of extended railway facilities in the not distant future. 


The great Rift Valley scars the south-west of the territory in. 
a north tc south direction, and the railway from Mombasa ascends the. 
Eastern slope of this valley, until at some 350 miles from the Coast 
it reaches an altitude of 8,000 feet. Crossing the Valley—a distance 
of some 40 miles—it rises to an approximately equal height on the 
western side, descending thence very rapidly, falling some 4,000 feet 
in 100 miles. 

To the North and East of the partially developed zone accessible. 
from the railway lie vast tracts of little known and almost 
uninhabited territory, traversed successively by the Sabaki, Tana and 
Juba Rivers, the last named of which forms the boundary between the 
Colony and Italian Somaliland. Communication with the latter 
country and with Abyssinia, which forms the northern boundary of 
Kenya, is by sea. 

Tro the south at a distance of from 60 to 100 miles, from the 
Railway, lies Tanganyika Territory, the former German East Africa. 
This area is accessible only by road, by a military railway from Voi 
to Moshi, or across Lake Victoria. 


The main significance of the geographical position of Kenya has 
hitherto lain in -its situation with respect to its hinterland on the 
farther side of Lake Victoria. The Uganda Railway, with its spacious 
natural harbour of Kilindini, is the avenue along which almost the 
whole products of one cf the widest and richest undeveloped portions 
of the globe, comprising Uganda, the Nile Provinces, and a large 
portion of the Congo Basin, in addition to the rapidly developing 
output of Kenya itself, pass on their journey to the world’s markets, 
New branch lines under construction and in contemplation will make 
the ‘‘ Uganda ”’ Railway much more a line for the service of Kenya. 


The greater part of the country is administered as a Crown 
Colony under the Colonial Office, while the remainder, comprising the 
island of: Mombasa, and a strip 10 miles in depth, for a long distance 
down the coast, is rented from H.H. Sultan of Zanzibar, and forms 
the Protectorate of Kenya, under the same administration. 


Legislation for the entire area is controlled by a Legislative 
Council, a minority of the members of which are unofficials elected 
by the European residents of the Colony and Protectorate on a basis 
of constituencies, and an offer of Indian representation is now under 
consideration.

The cffices of the Governor, the Colonial Secretary, and the 
Heads of all the Government Departments except the Customs are 
situated, in Nairobi. 


The country, which was formerly divided into seven provinces, 
the administrative districts of which were in charge of District 
Commissioners working under Provincia] Commissioners who were in 
turn directly responsible to the Governor, has now been rearranged 
under Native, Non-Native and Mixed Areas. These areas are under 
District, Resident and Senior Commissioners who are directly 
responsible to the Governor.

OBJECT OF DEPARTMENT. 


Native administration and protection of natives. 


REGISTRATION SECTION. 


The principal object of the Native Registration Ordinance which 
came into force in November, 1919, is to place the Administration in- 
a position to identify natives and, where necessary, watch their 
movements by (1) the adoption of the Finger Print System which 
permits of the identity. of a native being established at any time and 
(2) a system of employers returns which keeps the Registration 
Department informed of the whereabouts of all natives im employment. 

The working arrangements consist of taking the full finger 
impressions of every adult male native and issuing to each a 
numbered certificate containing full tribal particulars (a copy being 


8t 


kept both in the District of Registration and at the Head Regisration 
Office, Nairobi) upon which space is provided for his employment to 
be entered by the employer. Employers then render the above 
referred to returns showing in the first place all natives in their employ, 
' and thereafter each month a return showing all new engagements, 
discharges, desertions or deaths. Al] such entries are received in 
the Office of the Chief Registrar of Natives, Nairobi, where they are 
recorded on the “‘ life card ’’ of each native. 

By this means deserters are promptly traced and brought to 
book; and the native quickly realises that he cannot abseond and 
remain long at large, consequently this hitherto common: practice is 
rapdly on the decrease and employers are experiencing @ sense of 
security with their labour never before known in the history of the 
Colony. The fact of t istration Department being j itio 


to trace natives is also of valuable assistance to the Police and the 
maintenance 0 ose wan or, or who aro 
under suspicion of committing other crimes can far more readily be 
Tollowed up. Novrestrictions are placed upon thS native hoon 
“getting his employer to endorse his certificate upon engagement anu 
again upon discharge. He is free to go where he wishes in search 

of employment or trade so long as he is in possession of his certificate, 
which, cf course, must be in order. An employer is not permitted to 
engage native whose certificate has an engagement endorsement but 
none of discharge. 

A feature of the scheme is its dependence for success upon 
information supplied by the Public. It could not be carried cn ~ 
without the monthly returns of changes of labour rendered by 
employers.

THE MAIN FUNCTIONS OF THE LABOUR SECTION, NATIVE 
AFFAIRS DEPARTMENT. 


(1) Inspection of the large Labour Camps throughout the 
country, and to see that the terms of the contracts between employers 
and native labourers are being carried out. 

(2) Provision of rest camps for natives travelling from their 
Reserves in search of work. 

(3) Repatriation of sick and indigent native labourers. 

(4) Recovery of arrears of wages due to native labourers and 
assessment of compensation in cases of injury. 

(5) Labour exchange for skilled African native artizans, clerks, 
etc. 

(6) Circulation among employers of information regarding 
labour saving methods.

Théd Treasurer is the chief Accounting Officer of the 
Government, and the financial and accounting operations of the 
Government are under his general management and supervision. 
He is responsible for the preparation of the Annual Estimates of the 
revenue and expenditure of the Protectorate for submission to the 
Governor, prior to their consideration by the Legislative Council and 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies. It is his duty inter alia 
to bring promptly to account all money paid into the Treasury or 
accounted for to him; promptly to charge in his accounts all 
disbursements of the Government; to see that proper provision is 
made for the safe custody of public money and stamps; to take 
precautions against fraud or carelessness in connection with the 
receipt or expenditure of public money; to render the accounts for 
audit ; and to prepare the Financial statements and Returns.

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The Supreme Court hag full jurisdiction over all persons and alk 
matters, and tries serious crime and civil cases where the subject matter 
tin dispute exceeds Fls. 750. Subordinate Courts are presided over by 
Magistrates of the 1st, 2nd and 8rd class of whom the first two have 
wide powers of punishment over natives, subject ta confirmation by 
the Supreme Court of sentences exceeding 6 months imprisonment. 
‘The 1st class courts at Mombasa and Nairobi are presided over by 
barristers who are known as Resident Magistrates. 

Subordinate Native Courts are held tin the Coast region by Arab 
Liwalis, Mudirs, and Kathis with jurisdiction’ over Coast Natives in 
most civil matters and with powers of punishment up to six months 
imprisonment. 

Native Tribunals are for the most part customary tribal courts 
which exercise jurisdiction over tribal natives in petty oivil and 
criminal matters within the Native Reserves. They are subject to the 
supervision of local Magistrates.

All documents relating to immoveable property other than 
Coast fand in respect of which a Certificate of Ownership has not yet 
been obtained from the Recorder of Titles must be registered at 
Nairobi. 

Documents (excepting Bills of Sale which must be registered 
at the Supreme Court at Nairobi) other than those described above 
may be registered with any District Commissioner under the 
provisions of the Registration of Documents Regulations, 1901. 


Certificates of Title issued by the Recorder of Titles, Mombasa, 
are now registered under the provisions of the Registration of Titles 
Ordinance 1919. 


The registration of documents affecting immoveable property is 
regulated by the provisions of Part XI of the Crown Lands Ordinance 
1915 and the Registration of Titles Ordinance 1919, which introduced 
a new system of registration based on the Australian Torrens System. 
The latter Ordinance covers compulsorily all Crown Grants made after 
January, 1920. There are also provisions for bringing old titles under 
this system which makes for greater simplicity and security in land 
transactions, but it has not yet been possible to apply this part of the 

All documents produced for registration under the Crown Lands 
Ordinance 1915 or Registration Regulations 1901 should engrossed by 
band or typewritten in record (non-copying) ink on stout paper and 
must be accompanied by a facsimile copy similarly prepared, for filing 
of record. Fees are assessed by the Registrars who also act as 
Collectors under the Indian Stamp Act, 1899, and assess and collect 
Stamp Duties under the Regist:ation of Titles Ordinance 1919. Most 
documents require to be signed in duplicate and particular care must 
be taken to see they are properly witnessed. The only persons 
competent to witness the execution of a document under this 
Ordinance are:—A Judge, Magistrate, Registrar of Titles, Notary 
Public, Advocate of the Supreme Court, or a Justice of the Peace. 


Documents for stamping only should be presented at the 
respective Registries where they are immediately stamped and 
returned to presentors. 


The functions of ‘‘ Chief Controlling Revenue Authority ’” 
under the Stamp Act are now vested in the Principal Registrar of 
Crown Lands.

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT.

From a small initial establishment the Department has 
-developed and continues to do so on lines in accordance with the 
requirements and interests of the agricultural community, with due 
regard to the financial position of the Colony and Protectorate. 

The following particulars must not be considered an attempt to 
review the whole work of the Department but are merely intended to 
indicate the skeleton of the organization. 

Research Laboratories.—The Colony possesses three laboratories 
for scientific research on any agricultural problems of general interest 
that may arise. 

Tbe Veterinary Pathological Laboratory, Kabete.—This 
laboratory deals with research in connection with the animal industries 
of the Colony. It is well equipped and staffed and the country has 
-benefitted by the work carried out to an extent hard to realise at the 
present but which in the future will be very apparent. , 

The Laboratory has also proved a boon to other African colonies : 
large quantities of serum being exported annually. 

The Laboratory of Agricultural Entomology, Kabete.—The 
time of the Entomologist and his two Assistants is fully occupied in 
working out the life histories of the various insect pests which attack 
the principal crops of the country, e.g., wheat, maize, flax, coffee, 
-coconuts and orchard trees, and advising Settlers on remedies and 
preventive measures. 

Laboratory of the Mycologist, Nairobi.—Situated at Ainsworth 
Bridge, a well equipped small laboratory for the investigation of 
fungoid diseases of crops. 

Mazeras Experimental Farm.—This station ig under the 
direction of the Chief of the Economic-Plants Division ; its object being 
the cultivation of experimental crops particularly Native Economic 
-and Food Crops and supply of seeds and plants suitable for attention 
in the tropical area at the Coast. 

Kabete Experimental Farm.—Under the Manager and his staff 
-gub-tropical and other crops are tried with a view to their introduction 
in the Highlands. Seeds and plants are supplied to Settlers at a 
_ moderate figure and advice given to enquirers. Experimental work 
‘on crops and. Plant Breeding is conducted. 

There are arrangements on this farm for the instruction of 
European and Native pupils. The principal pig breeding station of 
‘the Department is also under this management. - 

Naivasha. Stock Farm.—Since the institution of this farm the 
greater part of the pure bred stock (cattle and sheep) of the 
‘Colony has been reared and told together with useful grade animals 
to Settlers at an annual sale. A considerable number of pedigree 
cows of the Friesland and Shorthorn breeds have been imported. 

A: pure bred Irish stallion is kept for the service of Settlers’ 
mares at a moderate fee. : 

Iwo Catalonian jackasses have been imported; there are » 
‘number of native donkey mares and the progeny is also annually sold. 
Angora goats have proved a sucess at Naivasha. 

Kibos Experimental Farm.—This institution is principally 
‘devoted to the interests of Natives in the Lake area for whom there is 
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@ echool for Agricultural Instruction. The Agricultural Instructor 
also travels through the surrounding districts for this purpose. 

In addition, to this work the Instructor grows trial crops and 
issues seeds and plants at moderate cost to neighbouring European 
Settlers. 

‘he Department also possess a staff of trained officers who daal 
with such specialised crops as coffee, flax, tobacco and citrus; and 
the:e is a Tropical Agricultural Instructor for the Coastal Belt and a 
Plant Inspector at Mombasa. 

The administrative staff at the head office deal with the general 
organization, correspondence, issue of publications, meteorological 
organisation and statistics. — 

In the past a quarterly journal wag issued by the Department. 
Since the commencement of the war this publication has been 
suspended and it is not proposed to continue the issue as it is thought 
more advisable to publish bulletins and leaflets dealing with crops and 
other subjects separately. 

There ig an Agricultural Reference Library at the Head office 
which may be consulted by Settlers. The extensions to the office 
have provided better Library and musem accommodation which it is 
trusted will be taken advantage of by settlers when visiting Nairobi.

COMMUNICATION WITH COLONIAL OFFICE. 


: Procedure in addressing the Governor or the Secretary of 
State. | 

: The following extracts from the Colonial Office Regulations 
dealing with the procedure to be adopted in. addressing the Governor 
or the Secretary of State:-— 

* 211. Persons in a’ Colony, whether public functionaries or 
private individuals, who have any representations of a publie or 
private nature to make to the Government, should address them to 
the Governor through the Chief Secretary to the Government. The 
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duty of the Governor is to consider and act upon each such 
representation as public expediency or justica to the individual may 
appear to require, with the assistance in certain cases of his Executive 
Council; and if he doubts what steps to take thereupon, or if public 
advantage may appear to require it, he will refer the matter to the 
Secretary of State. ; 

| 212. Every individual has the right to address the Secretary 
of State, if he thinks proper; in which case he must transmit such 
communication, unsealed and in triplicate to the Governor. requesting 
him to forward it in due course to the Secretary of State. Every 
letter, memorial or other document which may be received by the 
Secretary of State from a Colony otherwise than through the 
Governor will be referred back to the Governor for h‘s report. 

213. The preceding rule requiring transmission of 
correspondence with the Secretary of State through the Governor is 
based on the strongest grounds of public convenience, in order that 
all communications may be duly verified, as well as reported on, 
before they reach the Secretary of State. It extends therefore to 
communications relating to public affairs as well as to the concerns 
of the writer, to those from all public functionaries of whatever rank, 
and to those from publi¢ bodies. . 

214. Petitions addressed to the King, or the King in Council, 
memonals to public officers or departments of His Mazjesty’s 
‘Government, must be in like manner sent to the Governor for 
transmission to the Secretary of State. 

215. The Governor is bound to transmit to the Secretary of 
State with all reasonable despatch every communication so received 
by him, accompanied by such report as its contents may appear to 
him to require. | | : 

II. It will be realised that neither the Governor, nor the 
Secretary of State, can be in a position to give a decision upon a 
question submitted to him until he has been placed in possession of 
all the facts, and the transaction of public business will be 
considerably expedited if thesa Regulations are adhered to. 


Instances have recently occurred in which faiiure to observe them 


has been productive of considerable delay. | | 

III. The practice of addressing communications .of an official 
nature to Heads of Departments by name, instead ‘of by office, is 
also open to objection as, in the event af ‘the officer’s temporary 
absence from his headquarters, communications addressed to him in 
the former manner are liable to be trested. as private correspondence 
and held over until his return.

EAST AFRICAN CURRENCY BOARD. 
OFFICES OF THE CURRENCY OFFICER, MOMBASA 
TREASURY BUILDINGS. 


In 1926 the East African Currency Board, London, was 
constituted to provide for and to control the supply of Currency to 
the Kenya Colony and Protectorate, the Uganda Protectorate, 
Tanganyika ‘Territory and other dependencies in East Africa 
which may be added by the Secretary of State to ensure that the 
Currency ‘is maintained in satisfactory condition and generally to 
watch over the interests of the said dependencies so far as Currency 
is concerned. 

The Board nace in accordance with Section 9 of the East 
Africa and Uganda (Currency) (No. 2) Order-in-Council 1920 taken 
over the powers, Hents, duties, assets and obligations of the old 
Currency Board. 

All necessary arrangements for the minting of coins and 
the printing of notes authorised for circulat.on and for the supply of 
such coins and notes are made by the Board in London, the Board 
being also responsible for all Currency policy and investments. 

Mombasa is the Currency centre for the Colony and 
Protectorate of Kenya and Uganda. _ 

The Board is represented at Mombasa by a Currency Officer, 
and an Assistant Currency Officer, viz :— 

Currency Officer, F. W. Major, C.M.G., 1.8.0. etc., Assistant 
Currency Officer, ex-officio Treasury ‘Officer, Mombasa. 

The Currency Officer and Assistant Currency Officer have 
the custody of all Currency notes and coins in Stock and all books 
and dccuments. in connection therewith. the Cu:rency Officer is 
responsible for their correctness. The transactions are entirely 
with the various local Banks for exchange of money of different 
denominations and the issue and receipt of Telegraphic transfers 
between the Banks and the Currency Board in London. 
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The Currency Officer acts entirely on the instructions from 
the Currency Board. 

The Board has taken over the powers, nights, duties, assets, 
and obligations of the Currency Board established for the purposes of 
the East Africa and Uganda (Currency) Order in Council 1905.

COAST AREA. 


HEADQUARTERS, MOMBASA. 


The Provinces of Sevidie and Tanaland were amalgamated 
under’ a new organisation scheme on January 1, 1921, with a view 
to economy. one Senior Coast Commissioner administering the two. 


The Coastal Province now embraces the Vanga District which 
adjoins Tanganvika Territory on the South, and is bounded bv the 
Uganda Railway on the North; the Kalifii district, commencing at the 
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Railway running North to the Malindi boundary; the Malindi district, 
Kipini or ‘lana River district embracing the Witu Sultanate and the 
Lamu district. 

Mombaga itself with its Northern boundary Mtwapa Creek is 
cut out of the old Province and ig administered by a Resident 
Commissioner, two Assistant Resident Commissioners, and other 
Kuropeans including Sanitary Inspectors, Market Master, etc. 

Inland, the Coastal Province reaches Mackinnon Road on the 
Uganda Railway—northwards to the junction of the Tana and 
Mackenzie rivers, thence to the Lorian swamp and the Jubaland 
boundary. The Coastal line, excluding Mombasa, extends from the 
Umba river to Dick’s Head. 

The Coast is dotted with small towns and villages, the 
principal being Vanga, Gazi, Takaungu, Malindi, Mambrui, Kipini, 
Lamu; whilst Faza, Siyu and Patte are the remnants of large cities 
on the island of Patte. Siyu in days gone by is said to have 
contained five thousand stone houses, many of them, as the ruins 
show, of palatial proportions. Patte, too, was a city of great 
importance, being the headquarters of the powerful Nabahan family. 

Lamu is famous for its buried city to the South East of the 
present town, and for so-called Lamu china, which, in fact, came 
from China and Persia.

Of the 3,018 Arabs 1,316 are in the Lamu-Kipini districts, 
which also contains Swahilis, Bajun, Pokomo, Somali, Galla, and 
Boni or hunters. Other Coastal people are Wadigua and Duruma in 
Vanga District: WaRabai, WaRibe, WaJibana, WaGiriama, in 
Kilifi District, with part of the Giriama, Wasania, Wasigua in 
Malindi District. : 

In both Kilifi and Malindi districts are hundreds of the old 
released slaves members of many inland tribes, most of them now 
past work. 

The Coastal helt enjovs two rainy seasons; the Msika usually 
commences in March-Apmil and continues till about August. The 
Mvuli or small raing occur in October-November. | 7 

The Coast and its immediate hinterland is. very fertile and has 
as ‘great, if not greater possibilities than any portion of Kenya Colony. 
There are numerous encoanut plantations, but one of the greatest 
assets is the ease by which the four rivers, the Tana, the Sabaki, the 
Kurumuji and the Umba could be used for irrigation purposes. os 

Sisal has been grown successfully. but cotton, dependent: 
solely on rain, has been a complete failure, as is evidenced bv 
abandoned plantations, houses and factories at Malind’. That cotton 
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will do well in some parts under irrigation is probable, and that rice 
and sugar could be grown successfully on the Tana river is certain, 
judging by the native crops produced under the most primitive 
conditions. At Malindi and elsewhere miles of country were planted 
with rubber, but owing to lack of sufficient rain and decline in prices 
the plantations were abandoned and have now become useless, 

The Giriama, a tribe closely allied to the Pokomo on the Tana 
River, and one of the finest peoples and probably the least known 
in Kenya Colony, inhabit the Kilifi and Malindi districts, They are 
altogether shy of leaving their own homes to work for wages, but have 
met the increased taxation without a murmur by selling their 
produce. If this tribe is ever taken in hand, money spent to educate 
the people in better methods of agriculture, and assistance given 
with seed, etc., there is every likelihood that the Coastal export 
trade will revive. 

Messrs. Cowasjee Dinshaw have been running two or three 
small but useful steamers fitted for passengers and cargo. These 
steamers visit Tangany:ka Ports, Zanzibar, Mombasa, and all ports 
to the North in Kenya Protectorate, 

During 1921 Messrs, Jiwanjee & Co. put on a number of yet 
smaller coastal steamers, suitable for general cargo, also taking 
passengers. As these run regularly to all ports they are likely to be 
very detrimental to the dhow trade, which for many years has been 
a prominent feature of the Coast. 

The chief exports are copra, ivory, borities, sim sim, maize, 
matting bags from Lamu, dried fish, goats, and a few cattle. 

Imports: General merchandise—Amerikani cloth, other finer 
cotton cloth, Kaniki, blankets, tobacco, kerosine, glassware, crockery, 
copper, brass and iron wire, nails, hoes, ete. ete. 

" The chief harbours are Vanga, Shimoni, Kilifi, Malindi, and 
amu.

In addition to the European Officials there is the Arab 
administration consisting of Liwalis, Kathis, and -Mudirs, the Hon. 
Ali bin Salim bin Khalfan, C.M.G., C.B.E., being the Senior Liwali 
invested with full powers as such over the entire Kenva Protectorate, 
including Mombasa. 


LAMU. 


Lamu is the principal town after Mombasa of the Coast Area, 
and is situated on the island of the same name. It is distant about 
140 iniles from Mombasa, and to which it igs connected by telegraph. 
The town is built upon the gentle sand-slopeg bordering the channel 
dividing Lamu and Manda Islands and presents an attractive picture 
to the newcomer, with its central group of white stone Arab-built 
Offices and residences, its extensive suburbs of mkuti and red earth 
native dwellings, and its backing of stately waving coconut palms 
that extend in continuous groves over the whole island. A sea front 
runs the whole length of the town, and thas been extended to the 
village of Shella, about two miles south of Lamu. 

Coastal steamers ply between the port and Mombasa and 
Zanzibar, the service being augmented bv occasional Bombay liners 
and home line cargo steamers. Steps are being made to improve the 
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facilities of the port. A fixed white light, visible for 15 miles, has 
been installed at the entrance to the harbour. The harbour is 
thoroughly protected from the swell of the Indian Ocean, thus 
enabling the handling of cargo to be carried out with safety and 
expedition. A large fleet of lighters are registered at the port. 

There is no hotel in Lamu, but stone Arab-built houses may 
be. readily rented in or adjacent to the business quarter. Local 
produce is cheap. In December, 1921, beef wag 4d. per lb., mutton 
od., eggs 3d. each, eto. Fish is ridiculously cheap and plentiful. 
Vegetables are mostly of the native varieties; potatoes and onions are 
readily obtainable, but European varieties of vegetables come up 
from ‘Mombasa. Numerous wells provide a plentiful supply of 
excellent drinking water. The island is remarkably healthy, and the 
constant sea breezes have the effect of keeping the temperature down 
even in the hottest seasons. There are no Anopheles mosquitoes. 

There are no churches in Lamu. There is a Government 
Native Civil ‘Hospital with a European doctor. Lamu does not 
possess a club. 

Lamu has a mixed population of Arabs, Swahilis, and Indians, 
totalling about 6.000. who occupy themselves mainly in coconut 
planting, copra making, coir and rope manufacture, mat bags, and 
cowries; there are also a few primitive oil presses. 

In addition to the above local industries, Lamu ig important 
as being practically the sole trading and collecting, distributing, and 
shipping centre for the whole Province. The principal imports are 
bags and sacks, cotton piece goods, grains, kerosine oil, soap, sugar, 
and tea. The chief articles exported are cattle, mangrove timber, 
copra, cowries, beans, sim-sim, hides, ivory, mat bags, and sim-sim 
eit. Contr to a somewhat general belief, there are no potteries 
at Lamu. The pottery sold as ‘. Lamu china ’’ was originally brought 
cover fron China and the East and was not made at Lamu itself. 
There is very little of it now left in the town, as nearly all of it has 
bee: bought up by European visitors. Lamu chairs are peculiar 
to Lamu. They are made by the Swahilis. The Lamu chair is made 
with a very straight back and is of rather a square design. The seat 
ig strung with twine and the back is closely inlaid with ivory or bone. 


JUBALAND PROVINCE. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE, KISMAYU. 


The country consists of extensive tracts of mimosa scrub 
about ten feat high. with occas onal large trees, and here and there 
open stretches of grass land. 

The capital ‘s Kismayu, about ten miles south of the mouth 
of ie Juba, but the military headquarters are at Yonte, 18 miles 
inlan 

There is very little water except during the rains, when the 

country ‘s sometimes flooded. During the rest of the year there 
are only a few waterho'es and wells much frequented by the Somalis, 
who move their cattle from one to another till fhey are exhausted, 
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when they are compelled to come down to the Juba tor water and 
pasturage. he Afmadu wells, which art of great deptn, and are 
‘supposed to have been dug by the Wallas, are cue best Known, gener- 
ally atfording a good supply of water when the others have failed, and 
in consequence Afmadu has been caled the cap.tal ot the Ogeden 
Somaii, a tribe of perhaps 12,000 sows. ‘They have no permanent 
dwelling there, as the Ogadens live a nomadic life; but the Coast 
Somal.s, who belong to toe Herti tr:be, are more civilised and live 
in houses. The latter are about 8,000 in number. The Somalis 
are very intelligent and cunning in warfare and capab’e of extraor- 
dinary feats of physical endurance. They detest manual labour 
and do not cultivate at all except at Afmadu a few fields of millet; 
but both Herti and Ogaden possess large herds of cattle on wh: ch 
they tive almost entirely. | 

* The area of the Province is approximately 46,740 square 


miles. The native population is composed of Somal's, Wagosha, 
Bajun, and Galla. The Somali trbes manly represented in ‘the 
Province are the Herti, Ogaden, and Marehan. The Wagosha 


occupy the distr:ct of the same name living along the banks of the 
Juba River, and the Bajun are found on the coast and the islands 
-between K'ismayu and Port Durnford. 

There is one part of the Province, however, which furnishes 
a strking contrast to the aridity of the rest: this is the district 
known as Gosha, lying along the banks of the river Juba, half in 
‘British and hatf in Italian territory. 
This river, like the Nile, has periodical floods, which, 
assisted ‘by rude attempts at irrigat'on and canals, fertilise its banks 
‘to a distance varying from three to four miles to a few hundred 


yards. ‘This narrow tract of country extends for over one hundred 
vviles and rich crops of Ind‘an corn, milet, etc., are cultivated 
there. ©The inhab'tants are mostly runaway slaves, and include 


representatives of nearly all the tribes of East and Central Africa; 
‘they are good cultivators, but. for the most part timorous and un- 
intelligent, and they live in great dread of the Ogaden, who do not, 
iowever, frequently mo'est them, as Gosha is infested by the tsetse 
fiv. which exists in the fringe of the forests surrounding it, making 
it almost impossible for the cattle to be taken through. 

The Juba river, which rises in Abyssinia, flows into the Ind‘an 
Ocean about ten miles north of Kismayu, and forms the boundary 
between Jubaland and Italian Somaliland. The river is navigable 
during certa'n seasons, the months of April and May and from 
September to November, for small river steamers from Gobwen, 
two mies from its mouth, to Serenl. 

The bar at the mouth of the Juba renders impossible the 
passage of anv boats but those of light draught, and at times even 
these are unable to cross it. 

There. exists an agreement between Great Brita'n and Italy 
concerning the navigation of the Juba. 

At the present time there is only one plantation in the Gosha 
district actively engaged in the production of cotton. This is 
situated o4 Halwalud on the Juba river, about 15 miles from 
[Kismayu. 

Behind the Ogaden country and separated from it by a 
waterless tract said bv the Somais to «xtend for several days’ 
Journey, lies the land of the Boran. : 
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In February, 1916, tne post of Serenli on the Juba river, 
some 300 miles from Kismayu, was attacked and taken by some 
of the Aulihan eection of the Ogaden Somalis under the leadership 
of their chief, Abdurrahman Mursaal, and Lieut. Elliott and a 
number of askaris were killed. 

The insurrect'on was confined to the Auihan only, and none 
of the other tribes joned them. 

Serenli was re-occupied by Col. Barrett and the 5th. King’s 
African Rifles in October, 1917. The Aulihan were severely 
punished: 28,000 camels were captured and the ringleaders of the 
insurrection — with the exception of Abdurrahman Mursaal, who 
escaped—were handed over. 

The town cf Ksmayu, which lies along the sea shore, has a 
population of about 4,000. There are, in addition to the Government 
officials and military officers stationed there, a fw other Europeans, 
and the remainder of the population consists of Somalis; Bajuns, and 
Indian and Arab traders. | 

There are s veral old Arab houses, some of them used as the 
residences of the Europeans at Kismayu, and an old fort which has 
been converted into a pri-on, while the native quarter of the town 
consists chiefly of mud houses with thatched roofs. | 

The means of communication with Kismayu have been improved 
by the recent completion of a wireless station there. 

Under the London Agreement, 1915, part of Jubaland will be 
oeded to Italy.

UKAMBA PROVINCE. 





ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: NAIROBI. 


The Ukamba Province obta'ns its name from the people who 
comprise the greater part of its population: the Akamba. 

The Province contains the Districts of Ulu (Machakos), Kitui, 
and Taita. 

Its area is approximately 29,256 square miles and ‘ts population 
about 264,100, comprised of 174 Europeans, 1,013 Asiatics and 
262,913 Africans. | 

The nat’ves of the Province are Akamba in Ulu and K'tui,’ and 
‘WaTaita in Tata District, which also includes the sub-D'strict of 
Taveta inhabited by the small tribe of that name. These tribes are 
principally agriculturist but the Akamba own large numbers of cattle 
and sheep and goats. 

The greater part of the Province consist- of Native Reserves 
which are generally mountainous, and, especially in Kitui, contain 
large areas of arid and barren land. The country is not wel] watered 
and suffers frequently from droughts. 

In part of Ulu D'str'ct there are European Farmers engaged in 
stock raising and agricultural pursuits. The prospects for wheat 
growing are considered good and some of the best Fruit in the Colony 
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comes from this area. Other crops grown are coffee, sisal, citrus, 
maize beans and vegetables. 

A small number of Sisal concessions has been granted in the 
neighbourhood of Voi, but) the country generally in Taita District offers 
few attractions to Europeans. 

A wide extenb of waterless desert, known as the Seringetta 
Plains, separates the edge of the Taita Reserve from Taveta.

ULU DISTRICT... 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: MACHAKOS. 


Machakos, the Headquarters of the District, is situated on the 
North of the Railway at a distance of 19 mites from Kapiti Plains Rail- 
way Station and 24 miles from Athi River Railway Station. 

There are roads from both stations, but the former is used 
mainly for cart traffic only owing to the prevalence of black cotton soil ; 
while the latter takes the motor vehicles. 

There is also a fair road from Nairobi via Athi River Station, 
the whole distance being approximately 45 miles. 

Machakos Townsh'p has an Indian Bazaar of 43 shops where 
in normal times a considerable trade is conducted with the natives: 
the chief articles of commerce are ghee, grain, hides, stock and the 
common imported trade goods. 

There are 11 Trade Centres in the Native Reserve of the district; 
while at most Railway Stations there are Indian shops established.

There are post and telegranh offices at Machakos and Makindu, 
while these farilities are also obtainable at every Railway Station and 
recently at Athi River Station, they have been extended to Registered 
letters. 

The sect’on of Railway line passing through the district extends 
from Athi Riven ‘o Tsavo River. 

The Mission Stat‘ons are six in number. 


KITU! DISTRICT. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KITUT. 


Kitui, the headquarters of the Kitui D‘strict, is situated some 
62 miles East of Machakos. It was originally bui't, and the district 
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‘occupied to check slaving caravans. The area of the district is 
approximately 18,280 sq. miles, of which the native reserve occupies 
5,010 square miles. At the time of the 1921 census there were 16 
adult Europeans with 5 children; 14 of the adults resid ng on farms 
at the extreme western edge of the district along the Athi and Thika 
Rivers, the remaining two at the African Inland Miss:on Station at 
Mulango. 

There is a post-office (Administrative); the nearest telegraph 
office is at Machakos. The district is extremely badly watered, but 
there is a fair amount of game in certain parts outeide the Native 
Reserve ; of big game, elephant and rhinoceros are the most numerous. 


TAITA DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: VOI. 


The Voi (Taita) district, including the sub-district of Taveta, 
comprises an area of hetween 5,000 and 6,000 square miles, extending 
from the Tsavo River down to Mackinnon Road Station and 
westwards to the Kenya-Tanganyika boundary. The greater part of 
this area, however, is uninhabited and waterless bush country. 

The WaTaita, numbering about 30,000, occupy the Sagalla and 
Dabida hill ranges. They are an agricultural people, owning a small 
amount of stock. | 

The WaTaveta occupy the forest area on the lower reaches of 
the Lumi River. They are a small agricultural and stock-owning tribe, 
numbering about 3,000 all told. 

The above two tribes form the bulk of the native population of 
the district. There are no native industries of importance, and little 
export of native produce. The WaTaita supply a very fair amount ot 
labour in proportion to their numbers. 

The sub-district of Taveta is at present administered from Ves. 

The township of Voi, the headquarters of the Taita district, is 
situated on the Railway 100 miles from Mombasa. The climate: is 
very dry and hot for the greater part of the year, the annual rainfall 
totalling about 20 inches. (In the hills the average fall would be 
about twice that amount). Voi is the junction for the Tanga-Mashi 
Railway, which runs also through the township of Taveta. 

European enterprises in the district include a tannery, a ceffee 
«state, and two sisal estates. Sisal planting is also about to comnunce 
at Faveta. 

No minerals of first-class importance have yet been found in 
the district. Mica and graphite exist. 

The Church Missionary Society have several stations in Taita, 
and one at Tavcta. The Roman Catholic Mission also have a 
station at Bura (Ta‘ta). A technical and industrial school is being 
instituted in 1922 at the Church Missionary Society at Wusi (Taita). 

The present number of European residents is 16 in Taita and 
6 in Taveta. 

The Asiatics number about 200. 
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KIKUYU PROVINCE. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: NYERI. 


This province formerly took its name from Mount Kenya, which 
was first seen by Dr. Ludwig Krapf, a Missionary of the C.M.S., in 
December, 1849. Mount Kenya—called in Kikuyu, Kilimara, the 
striped mountain—is 17,040 feet above sea level, the highest mountain 
in Kenya Colony. 

Its estimated area is 12,670 square, miles. The population of 
the Province is approximately as follows: HKuropeans and Americans, 
264; Asiatics, 869; natives, 776,900; total, 777,533. 

The Province has two main divisions; (1) the Chania-Maragua 
Area, occupied by white settlers; this division has an elevation of from 
4,500 to 5,000 feet; (2) the native reserve, which lies to the west ani 
north of this area, and extends up the eastern side of Mount Kenya is 
far north as to Uaso Nyiro; the elevation varies from 2,600 to 7,000 
feet. 

A third, the West and North Kenya Piston which consists of 
rolling tableland suitable for stock raising, was made a distinct district 
in 1921, being purely an European Area and put under the charge of 
a Resident Commissioner with headquarters at Nyeri. This area 
ranges from 5,500 to 6,500 feet. 

he north-east corner of the Province extends as far eastward 
as the Lorain Swamp, whose height above sea level is only 975 feet. 
This triangular area is far drier than the rest of the Province, and is 
mostly composed of black cotton soil much stewn with lava. | 
_, The principal Kuropean products are sisal and coffee, cattle 
and sheep, and the crops grown by the natives include maize, millet, 
beans, sweet potatoes, and sugar cane. 

The prevalent tribes ave Wakikuyu, probably the most docile 
labourers in East Africa. 

| The Province is wel] watered, the rivers Chania, Thika, 
Maragua, Mathioya, Gura, and Uaso Nyiro taking their rise from the 
southern and eastern slope of the Aberdare Range. From Mount 
Kenya itself the following rivers derive their source: Tana, Thiba, 
Kapingazi, and Rupingazi, and over thirty streams which are crossed 
_py the cart road between Fmbu and Meru. Other rivers issue from 
‘the north and western side of the mountain. 

Nyeri is the headquarters of the Province, which is divided into 
five districts: Nyeri, Fort Hall, Embu, Meru and Kyambu. 

There is'a hospital for natives at the headquarters of each 
district, and one room in the Medical Officer’s quarters at Fort Hall is 
maintained as a ward for Europeans. The police force in Kenys 
consists of several Huropean police officers and some 2CS African 
Police. There are the prisons in the Province, ‘but long-term 
prisoners are sent to Nairobi. 

The headquarters of the Military administration of the N.F.D. 
is at Meru, where the Military have a Contonment about 1 mile from 
the Civil station. | 

The Church Missionary Society has eight stations, the Church 
of Sectland one, the African Inland Mission two, the Italian Roman 
Catholic 15. the United Methodist Free Church Mission 1. The 
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Missions maintain schools under European and native teachers for the 
education of natives both in classroom and workshop. An average of 
over 2,000 pupils attend these schools. 

There are seven Post Offices and five telegraph Offices, the 
latter being Nyen, Fort Hall, West Kenya, Nanyuki and Meru; Chania 
Bridge is the post and telegraph office for residents in the Thika area 
‘There is a mail service three times a week both ways between Nyeri, 
Fort Hall and Nairobi. Embu, Chuka, Meru and Archers Post have 
bi-weekly services. 

Motor service twice a week between Nyeri and Nairobi, and 
once a week between Nyeri and Nanyuki. 

Thika Railhead is a station used by most residents, being the 
terminus of the Nairobi Thika Tramway. It is 28 miles from Fort 
Hall and 64 from Nyeti. Naivasha Station of the U.R. is only 
50 miles from Nyeri, but the route across the Aberdare mountains 
is merely a bridle path and not good travelling in wet weather. 

There is no railway station within the Kenya Province but a 
road suitable for motor cars circumvents round Kenya and there are 
over 600 miles of good cart roads in the Province. 

Fibre, Coffee and Maize are the principal products. 

There is a hunt club at Makayu about 12 miles from Thika and 
a Gymkhana Club at Nyeri, with polo ground about 6 miles from 
Nveri on the Rumuruti Road.

FORT HALL DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: FORT HALL. 


Elevation, 4,410 feet. Situation south of the Mathioya mnver.

The district is the source of large supplies of native labour, 
and the headquarters of important missions.

Elevation, 5,943 feet. Area Township 1,811 acres lying on 
both sides of the northern Chania ltiver. Headqua:ters of the 
Provincial Administration, Public Works, and Forest Departments. 
Hotel: White Rhino, Nyeri, and Silverbeck Hotel, Nanvuki. Shops: 
The Kenya Stores and a well stocked Indian Bazaar. Recreations: 
Golf Links, maintained by the Nyeri Sports Club; Trout fishing in 
the Bura River (Aberdare Mountains) and its tributaries, by liecnce 
obtainable at Nyeri.

ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: EMBU. 


Headquarter station Embu, 4,657 feet, situated East. of 
Rupingazi River on Fort Hall—Meru Road. Sub-Station Chuka, 
about midway between Embu and Meru on main road. Population: 
European, 13; Asiatic, 19; Natives, 107,000. 


MERU DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: MERU. 


Elevation, 6,200 feet. Situated on the North Eastern slopes 
of Kenya Mountain. Headquarters of District Commissioner and 
5th Battalion King’s African Rifles. Also Mechanical Transport 
Base for Northern Frontier District. An Indian Bazaar of eight 
shops exists and a daily Native Market of Cattle, Sheep and Goats 
and foodstuffs. Water supply pure and abundant; the Station is 
healthy, has an ample rainfall, and it lies in surroundings of 
considerable beauty. |

KYAMBU DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KYAMBU. 


The most fertile district in the Province, and the land of 
abundant promise from an agricultural point of view. The soil is 
rich and comparatively well watered, with a climate resembling more 
that of southern Europe than what is usually expected in Equatorial 
Africa. 

There are post and telegraph offices at Kyambu, Kijabe, Ruiru, 
Uplands, Kikuyu, Limoru and Chania Bridge. There are in the 
district, 13 different Mission Stations. 
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Practically the whole of the available land in this district has 
been taken up. Coffee, Wattle Bark and Fibre are the principal 
products. Others are fruit, vegetables and stock in settled areas. 

Uplands Bacon Factory exports bacon. 

Native produce consisting of Maize, Matama, Yams, Cassava, 
Potatoes and Hides, exported through trading centres at Thika, Ruiru, 
Kyambu, Kikuyu, Limoru, Escarpment and Kijabe. 

European children thrive well in this part, and their general 
look of health and well-being testify to the suitability of the country 
for white settlement. 

Cereals and vegetable grow excellently. 

Kyambu, the headquarters, is about 10 miles by road north 
from Nairobi, and is connected with the trunk road to Fort Hall at 
the Kamiti River. Road communication through the district is on 
the whole good, while the Uganda Railway and Thika Tramway both 
travel through it at nght angles to each other. 

Dagoretti is 8 miles north of Nairobi, but is no longer a 
Government Station. 

The road continues beyond Kikuyu Station and runs on to the 
Escarpment and Naivasha. 

The Government Experimental Farm and Veterinary 
Pathological Laboratory are situated at Kabete in this district about 
8 miles from Nairobi. 

Population: European, 1,092; Asiatic, 648; Native, 101,048. 

Rainfall: Average 41 inches per year. 


NYANZA PROVINCE. 





HEADQUARTERS: KISUMU. 


This area comprises the most westerly administrative division 
of Kenya Colony and Protectorate and up till 1902 formed part of the 
Uganda Protectorate. It is bounded on the west by the Victoria 
Nyanza, on the N.W. by the Uganda Protectorate, on the N.E. and 
E. by the Trans-Nzoia and Uasin Gishu Districts, on the east by 
Naivasha Province and the Masai Reserve, and on the south by 
Tanganyika Territory. The elevation of the Province ranges from 
Mau Summit (8,300 feet) to the level of the lake (8.726 feet) and the 
climate varies accordingly. 

For administrative purposes Nyanza is divided into seven 
distriete and Kisumu township, viz. :

The population at the last Census was 634 Europeans and 
Americans, 205 Goans, 2,376 Indians, and 882,051 Africans. 
The latter include the Nilotic people known ag Jaluo, the Kavirondo 
of Bantu origin, the natives whe inhabit the Kisii highlands, the 
border (Tanganyika Territory) tribes, the Nandi and the Lumbwa, 
whose proper name is the Kipsiki. There are settlements of 
Sudanese at Kibigori and Coast natives in Central Kavirondo and 
Kisumu. 
The relative numbers as regards African population are 
approximately as follows:

Owing to the impossibility of the Nilotic and Bantu Kavirondo 
living together in amity the whole of the former have been included 
in Central Kavirondo and the latter in North Kavirondo District. 

The Headquarters cf the Province are at Kisumu, which is 
the third largest township in the Colony and Protectorate. A 
nominated ‘lownships’ Board with the Resident Commissioner as 
Chairman, acts in @ consultative and advisory capacity. 

Kisumu is situated at the terminus of the Uganda Railway, 
587 miles from Mombasa and lies at the Eastern end of the Kavirondo 
Gulf. The harbour is known as Port Florence and is the gtarting 
point for all the Railway steamers which maintain a service to and 
from the Lake ports in Uganda and Tanganyika Territory. 
Commercially Kisumu forms the centre of the Kavirondo native 
produce trade. The extensive workshops and dry dock, wharves, 
warehouses, and pliers constructed by the Railway render the port 
capable of handling all the trade which is likely to pass ‘through 
Kisumu for some years. 

The advance of science, ag utilised by successive Medical 
Officers of Health and their staff, has transformed Kisumu from an 
unhealthy, plague-ridden spot, surrounded by: bush, to a clean and 
habitable town. Tennig Courts, Golf Links, and a Members’ Club 
represent the amenities of social life, and the Coronation Gardens 
are well kept and pleasantly s‘tuated. The train and steamer 
service to and from Kisumu is a good one, Nairobi being reached in 
12 and Entebbe in 22 hours. 

The altitude of the residential portion of the town is just over 

3.900 feet above sea level. 

CLIMATE.—This varies in the various Districts of the 
Province. The plateau forming the Nandi, North and South 
Tumbwa and Buret and Sotik areas lie at an elevation of over 6,000 
feet and represent the Highlands of Nyanza. Both Kakamega and 
Kisii stations are situated at elevations exceeding 5,000 feet, but 
these portions of the Native Reserve which lie around the Kavirondo 
Gulf and form the Eastern lake-board of the South Kavirondo District 
are hot and fly infected; the inhabitants have suffered heavily in the 
past. from sleeping sickness and are to day subject to malaria ‘and its 
sequelae. 
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PRODUCTS AND TRADE.--The low price of tropical products 
prevailing during the last two years has squandered the local trade 
of Nyanza, which was being laboriously built up prior to and during 
the opening years of the war. In order of importance the following 
produce is exported normally: Muize and maize fluur, sesame seed, 
hides, small grain and beans, ground nuts, skins, chicken and eggs. 
Coffee, flax and raw sugar are an increasing e port. 

Imports include ready-made elothing, unbleached calico, 
blankets, belts and knives, umbrellas, iron, enamelware, bicycles, 
machinery, European provisions, stationery, salt, cigarettes, petrol, 
and kerosene oJ. It will be some years before exports recover their 
former volume. 

The National Bank of India Ltd., and the Standard Bank of 
South Africa Ltd. both have branches here. 

COMMUNICATIONS.—The Uganda Luailway enters the 
Province on leaving Mau Summit, Mile 494, and runs for 93 miles 
lakewards through Nvanza, which it practically bisects in its course. 
The passenger Iuake Steamers are worked in connection with the 
Railway. | 

Nyanza possesses over 1,000 miles of roads available for 
wheel transport. In the case of communications in the Native 
Reserves the roads made and maintained by the loca] Administration 
are reserved for the use of automobiles only, but the main arterial 
routes between the Railway and District Stations and between 
Kisumu and the fatter were constructed and are maintained for 
wagon transport by the Public Works Department. 

Motor cars can be hired at Kisumu, from which place both 
Uganda and the Trans-Nzoia District can be reached by car. 

Automobiles have come through to the Lake from Nairobi bv 
way of the Rift Valley, Ravine, the Plateau, Hoey’s Bridge, and 
Mumias. 

The Government sailing boat maintains a bi-weekly service 
alternately to Kendu and Homa Bay, both ports in the Kavirondo 
Gulf. 

POSTAL FACILITIES.—There are 12 Post Offices in 
Nyanza, 10 of which are telegraph or telephone offices, Kukamega 
‘and Kisii being the only two townships which are not linked with 
Kisumu. The lines connect. Kisumu with Entebbe (281 miles), 


Lumbwa with Kericho (174 miles), and Kibigori with Nandi, Eldoret 
‘and Sergoit. 


Telegraph communication is lacking between the Southern 
Lake Ports in Tanganyika Territory and Nyanza, except through 
Kilindini and Dar-es-Salaam, 

A telephone exchange connects Government Offices in Kisumu 
Townsh:p.

NORTH KAVIRONDO. 
ADMINISTRATIVE) CENTRE: KAKAMEGA. 


The Kavirondo country, which comprises the major portion of 
the Nyanza Province, is peopled by two races, one of similar 
extraction to the Acholi and Lur tribes of the Nile Valley and known 
as the Nilotic Kavirondo; the other of Bantu origin speaking various. 
dialects of the great Bantu group of which Luganda and Ki-Swahili 
are the best known examples. The Nandi and Lumbwa belong to the 
Nilotic stock, but to a different section from the Kavironde Niloties. 
The Kisii or Kassova tribe are a Bantu people. The Nilotics call 
themselves Luo and are usually considered somewhat more intelligent 
than the Bantu, though their lack of extended perseverance renders. 
them the least reliable labourers of the two. The Bantu Kavirondo- 
are found in the Eastern and North-Eastern parts of North 
Kavirondo, the Nilotics to the North and South of Kavirondo Gulf. 
Until a few years ago the Kavirondo of both branches were 
considered the most primitive people in Hast Africa, their cult of 
the nude being in striking contrast to the surrounding tribes, who 
all found cloth'ng of some sort, at least for their women folk. They 
were also reported to be the most sexually moral tribe in the region 
of the Lake, but this arose from their strong tribal pride which 
prevented ther intermarrying with others not of their own people. 
During recent years the advent of civilisation has produced a 
remarkable’ change in the Kavirondo. Clothes are generally worn, 
the chief are building themselves better houses, primitive and wasteful 
customs of tillage are vielding to improved economic agricultural 
methods (probably largely due to contact with the Furopean farmer). 
A remarkable movement has taken place towards religious and 
secular knowledge and those who knew them well expect to find the 
Nilotic Kavirondo the leading tribe of East Africa in the course of 
a few years. The large number who have been recruited for carriers, 
K.A.R.’s, police. labourers.,house boys, etc., etc., estimated by some 
tn be nearly 100,000, show that thev are eagerly sought after by those 
in search of a tribe which: will work.

eluded al] the Bantu Kavirondo 


SOUTH KAVIRONDO. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KISTI. 
The population is 230,000. 


The inhabitants consist of Kavirondo, Kisii. Border tribes, and | 
a few natives from Uganda who have been absorbed into the’ 
Kavirondo in the N.W. corner of the district. 
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The Kavirondo of this area are Nilotic pecple; the Kisii, Border 
tribes, and the natives from Uganda, Bantu. 
2 The pursuits of these people are mainly agricultural, but they 
also own stock at considerable numbers. ; 
. Wimbi and matama are the principal crops, but maize, sweet 
potatoes, beans and ground nutg are also grown. 
Sim sim and a litthe wheat are grown for export. 
There is a pottery industry among the Kisii, for which a soap 
atone deposit is used; a fishing imdustry ie also carried by the 
Kavironde round the Lake. 


NANDI DISTRICT. 
AUMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KAPSABIT. 


The district is situated in the North-East of the Nyanza 
Province and is known also as Nandi Reserve. ‘The area is about 
700 square miles, of which one-third is forest. The population is 
approximately 36,000. 

The Nandi are a Nilotic tribe, founded about 150 years ago by 
one Kakapotch, who came from the country of Too, near Mount 
Elgon and settled at Kapkeban (the place of caves) in Aldai, His 
tomb is marked by a large tree. The principal clan, the Kakapotch, 
takes its name from him. The tribe was gradually built up by 
other settlers from Elgon, the Sikilai (the former inhabitants of the 
Uasin Gishu sinca absorbed by ‘the Masai), the Ndorobo, and in 
later years by the Nyangori, Tiriki, Maragoli, Kamassia, Elgeyu, 
and other surrounding tribes. 

, The tribe was scattered and occupied a wide tract of country 
up to the time of the last punitive expedition in 1906, when the 
scattered sections were settled in what is now the northern part. of 
the district known as ‘‘ Nandi Reserve.”’ 

The old Nandi inhabiting the portion of the district known as 
Aldai,- in the south, are mainly agricultural, but the formerly- 
scattered sections now settled in the north are mainly pastoral. 

Ag far as the tribal organisation is concerned, the trihe has 
a religious head known as the Orkoyot, through whom intercession 
is made to the ancesters in times of drought, sickness, etc. The 
office is hereditarv, through three lines of ancestors who originally 
eame from the Silikai clan of the Masai, and devolves upon whichever 
line has a son of an age to fill the office. The Orkovot deals with 
the Council of the clan through delegates known as Mautiots. 

The governing body is known as the Kirwaget-ap-Bcriet (the 
Council of the clan), having an elected president called the 
Kirwagindet and elected members called Kirwagik. In addition to 
the Executive Council there is a Judicial Council called the Kirwaget- 
ap-Omgoutiet (the Council of the Gift), composed of travelling elders, 
two in number, called Kirwagindet-ap-Omgoutiet, who must always 
be strangers from some other part of the country, who divide 
inheritances and settle disputes relating to property. This Council 
is strictly judicial and deals only with property. 

The warrior sections are divided into regiments, each under a 
Kiptayat-ap-Boriet (Captain of the clan). These are again gub- 
divided into District Companies (siritiets), each having a Kiptayat 
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as their commanding officer. The companies are organised at each 
circumcision fest:val, that is about every 13 years. 


The district is divided into 26 locations, each Snes the 
direction of a Government Headman. Locationg are sub-divided into 
parishes (Korets), family tenures (Kikwets), each deriving their name 
from an ancestral tree beneath which the family councils are held. 

Kach Kokwet has as its head an Elder known as the Boyot-ap- 
Kokwonoto. 

Members of Kokwets are bound together by a bond of 
brotherhood and const:tute the native family, though not necessarily 
related. 

The European industries are {principally coffee, flax, wheat, 
stock raising, and the native industries are stock raising and 
agriculture. Crops grown include wimbi, mtama, maize sweet and 
IKuropean potatoes, beans, and other vegetables. 


SOUTH LUMBWA DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KERICHO. 


The Lumbwa District includes Lumbwa, Fort Ternan, Sotik. 
and Kericho. The altitude varies from over 7,000 feet at Kericho 
down to 5,000 at Fort Ternan, amd lower still on the Kavirondo 
border. 

The population is approximately 65,000. 

lhe Lumopwa are of Miotic origin and were formerly almost 
purely pastoral The name Lumbwa is a term of reproach given 
them by the Masai as being a pastoral tribe that had taken to 
agriculture. Their proper name is Kipsikis. - Both males and 
females are c:rcumcised. The boys are generally done at intervals of 
apout five or six years and all who are done at the same time belong 
to the same Ibinda or circumcision age. Before circumcision the 
bos are known as Latoni, and afterwards they become Moran and - 
carn marry ‘The marriage price is said to be two cows, one bull, 
and 14 goats, but this price is rarely paid in full. Originally most 
offances, includ’ng homicide, were settled by payments of stock, the 
price for a mar he: ny nine cows and one bull, and for a woman three 
cows and three bul!s. The main food of the natives is wimbi, and 
nowadavs a considerable quantity of maize is grown, also a few 
beens and sweet potatoes. They also drink milk and blood.  Thev 
chtain the latter by ptere‘ng with an arrow a vein in the neck of 
the an’mal from which blood is t> be taken. When natives die the 
bodicvs of children and cld persens are buried, while those of young 
persons are thrown out for the hyenas to eat. 


The main ercvs grown by the European farmers are coffee. 
flax, and ma‘ve. C‘trus does extremely well, and in most parts of 
tre district. both trovicel and Euroncan fruit, vegetables and flowers 
cin be grown successfully side by side. 


: There are numerous flour mills in various parts of the district, 
belong'ng both to Europeans and Ind‘ans = There are also several 
saw mils and flax factories. 
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‘CENTRAL KAVIRONDO DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KISUMU. 


A mew boundary has been made between the North Kavirondo 
and Central Kavirondo Districts (Kisumu), so that all the Bantu 
Kavirondo except the Samia are now in the North Kavirondo District 
while the Central Kavirondo District, except for the Samia location 
(Sis Area) is exclus:vely Nilotic. 

Kisumu town and the settled area have been placed under the 
control of a Resident Commissioner, while the Central Kavirondo 
Reserve is under a Native Commissioner. 

Technical industries are progressing. Chair making is a new 
departure, and pottery is making progress. 

Kisumu, the capital of the Province and administrative centre 
ofthe district, is situated at the terminus of the Uganda Railway at 
the eastern end of the Kavirondo Gulf, Victona Nyanza. Kisumu 
is a well-laid: out town with a population of about 130 Europeans, 800 
As‘aties, and 5,000 natives. It is a considerable trade centre, having 
connections with all parts of Kavirondo, with the Lake ports and 
Uganda. Extensive wharfs and warehouses have been constructed 
by the Railway to deal with the Lake traffic. There also exists 
a dry dock and_ well-equipped Icco. works. Considerable 
improvements have been undertaken in the town of late years with 
the result that Kisumu. once notoriously unhealthy. can now compare 
‘with most towns in the Protectorate from a hea'th pont of view 
Water is pumped from the gulf and distributed to all parts of the 
town by means of hydrants. The white population, however, 
cepends almost entirely on rain water collected in tanks. Well 
laid-out public gardens were cpened in 1911. The altitude of the 
town 1s 3,879 feet. 

Central Kavirondo District comprises the area round the lake 
shore from the Sondu River cn the South to the Sio River on the 
North. 

There are approximately 280,000 natives cf the Nilotic 
Pees tribe and a few Nyangori who are closely allied with the 
Nandi, 

The town of Kisumu is not included in the District, but 
District Headquarters are located there. 

The greater part of the District is low lving and hot and not 
very healthy. 

Tho natives are keon agriculturists and large auantities of maize 
and sim-sim sre exported through trading eentres at Yala, Luanda, and 
Kisumy. 


NORTH LUMSWA DISTRICT. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: LONDIANT. 
_. Londian!.—Mile 500 cn the Uganda Railway (altitude, 7,410 
feet). 
The well-known Londiani-Eldoret road connects the Railway 
with the Uasin Gishu Plateau and Trans-Ngoia areas. 
Londiani district has proved itself for cattle and is producing 
excellent: flax The principal exports are timber and flax. 
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The average yearly rainfall ig about 45 inches. There is a 
comfortable hotel within three minutes’ walk of the station, a Post 
Office, one European shop and several Indian shops. Three miles 
from the station is a flax factory and a bacon factory. The chief 
export from the Station is timber from the saw. mills in the vicinity.

SUK KAMASIA AREA 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: RAVINE. 


Thig area is divided into five districts, one only of which is 
subject to European settlement and that on a small scale. The 
native population consists of Kamasia, Njemps, Usasin Gishu Masai, 
Suk, Elgeyo, and Maralkwet. 

The gross area controlled by the Officer-in-Charge is some 
10,567 square miles and the gross population 94,715. 

Officer in charge: HE. C. Crewe-Read. 


ELDAMA RAVINE. 


This station has become recently the Headquarters of the 
Kamasia Suk area and the Officer-in-Charge has taken up his 
residence here. 


The Official establishment is the Officer-in-Charge himself and 
one Assistant District Commissioner. 


The district covers an area of 1,800 square miles and has a 
gross white population of 119. 

The native population is composed of Kamasia, Njemps, und 
Uasin Gishu Masai, as well as the usual alien and floating population 
of traders such as Nubians, Swahilis, Somalis, etc. 


There is a large settlement of Nubians and a_ considerable 
number of alien natives of mixed stock resident in Ravine Township. 


The gross native population of the district at the end of 1921 
amounted to 19,692. 


The climate ag far as the settled area and the township are 
concerned is excellent, but the district itself includes the southern half 
of Baringo Lake, where the heat is excessive and fever plentiful. The 
district is, in parts, fairly well stocked with game, there being three 
herds of elephant fairly rich in quantity, but poor in quality in the 
neighbourhood of Baringo Lake. 

The inhabitants, in the main, are pastoralists, and the counlry 
very bad from the point cf view of agriculture. Grazing, too, is 
scant. 

There is further a large Indian Bazaar established within the 
Township. 
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KABARNET. 


This was originally a sub-district controlled by an Assistant 
District Commissioner in residence, who acted under the instructions 
of the District Commissioner, Ravine. Subsequently, however, it 
became a separate district and is such now, though controlled, 
together with the other Suk-Kamasia districts. by the Officer-in- 
Charge at Ravine. 

The official establishment is one Asst. District Commissioner 
in charge. 

The Native population ig composed of Kamasia and Suk with 
the usual alien element, Nubian, and SEwahili villages being 
established in the Township. 

The district covers an area of 2,967 square miles and extends 
to the Turkana borders and the Military Post at Karpeddo. 

There are 24,700 inhabitants. 

The station is very healthy, but the district itself, extending 
through the Suk plains, and to the eastwards, to the northern portion 


of Lake Baringo, is full of fever and very hot. There is a fairly 
plentiful stock of game. 


MARAKWET. 


This is a small district perched on the top of the Elgeyo 
escarpment, and controlled by an Assistant District Commissioner in 
charge. The population is composed of Marakwet and a people who 
are called sometimes Chebleng and sometimes Suk, and who seem 
to resemble Wanderobo more than any other race. 


There are few traders to be found there. 


The area of the district is 700 square miles and the gross 
population 15,667. 


TEMBACH. 


Recently Kamorin. This is a small district on the HElgeyo 
escarpment, bordering on the Uasin Gishu Plateau, inhabited by 
some 14,238 Elgeyo native, and controlled by an Assistant District 
Commissioner in charge. The area covered is 600 square miles. 


The neighbourhood of the station would appear to be 
becoming a favourite resort for sightseers and picnic parties from the 
Uasin Gishu Plateau. 


KACHELIBA. 


This is the largest district in the area and is controlled by one 
District Commissioner and one Assistant District Commissioner. 

The native population is composed of Suk, of which there are 
some 20,800 and a fairly large amount of alien natives employed in 
trading and as porters. 

The district covers an area of some 4,500 eauere miles and 
extends to the Uganda boundary.

MASAI RESERVE. 


ADMINISTRATIVE OENTRE: NAROK. 


The Masai Reserve lies between the Uganda Railway and the 
Tanganyika Border, and extends from the Kisii and Sotik Districts 
in the West to the northern slopes of Mt. Kilimanjaro in the East. 
It comprises an area of about 14,600 square miles, but much of it is 
barren and waterless, except in the rains. 

The Masai number about 40,000,. and are a& semi-nomadic, 
pastoral tribe. They possess large flocks and herds. and subsist 
mainly on milk and meat. They largely supply the Nairobi meat 
market, the bullocks, owing to Quarantine restrictions, being 
slaughtered at Mbagathi on the confines. of the Reserves under the 
supervision of the Nairobi Municipality. | 

The principal exports are sheep and hides. Imports consist of 
mealie meal, tobacco, cloth, wire, beads, etc. The Reserve ig 
divided into two districts, Narok in the West and Ngong in the Haat. 
There are two Sub-Stationa at Mara and Laitokitok under Narok and 
Ngong respectively. 

The ‘Magadi Soda Company’s works are situated in the Reserve 
at Lake Magadi, which is connected with the Uganda Railway at 
Magadi Junction by a branch line some 90 miles in length. 

The works are for the purpose of extracting, calcining and 
refining a natural deposit of carbonate of soda. 
| There is a township for the Company’s employees at Kajiado 
on the Magadi Railway. 

There have been gold discoveries in the Mara region. 

The Southern Game Reserve is included in the Masai Reserve 
and extends from a point on the Guaso Nyiro River in the West to 
the Rombo River in the East. This portion is a closed District. 

The rest of the Reserve abounds in Game of all kinds, and is 
a favourite hunting ground for sportsmen. 

The greater part of the Reserve is accessible by motor car 
from Nairobi. Distances: Ngong, 13 miles: Narok, 105 miles; Mara, 
161 miles. 

Narok is connected with Nakuru by a telephone line.

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NORTHERN FRONTIER DISTRICT. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: MERU. 


This district was formerly included in Naivasha Province, but 
owing to its distance from its administrative centre, it was considered’ 
necessary to make it a self-contained district in charge of the officer 
stationed at Archer’s Post on the Guaso Nyiro. The station 
commands the principal trade route to Abyssinia, which runs via 
Marsabit to Movale on the border. 
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The Headquarters are at Meru and not in the District itself, 
but from this point radiate the roads to the Tana River, Wajeir, Dawa 
River, Moyale, Lake Rudolph, and Leroji Mountains, which are all 
important stock areas. The main trade routes to Abyssinia are 
through Marsabit and Wajeir. The Northern Frontier District is 
administered by the 5th K.A.R. 

A further change in the administration of the District has 
recently taken place, and on October 22, 1921, the District was placed 
under Military Administ: ation. 

The Officer Commanding 5th Battalion King’s African Rifles, 
is now the Officer in Charge of the, District, and its administration is 
carried cut by the Officers of the 5th Battalion King’s African Rifles 
commanding detachments at the different centres in the District.

TURKANA. 
HEADQUARTERS: LODWAR. POST. 


Owing to the desert and barren nature of the country there 
is very little area under cultivation. Matama, beans and cther cereals 
are the staple foods of the tribes together with milk and blood. The 
Turkanas are tall and of fine physique, and are nomadic possessing 
large flocks and herds. 

They have sometimes given trouble to the Administration, but 
they suffer also at times from raids by the Abyssinians, when they 
lose large amount of cattle.

UASIN GISHU. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: ELDORET. 


Eldoret is the Government headquarters of the Uasin Gishu 
Plateau. area which was in comparatively recent t:mes inhabited bv 
the Uasin Gishu Masai tribe, but on the arrival of Europeans was 
found to be deserted. There are numerous traces of an_ older 
settlement, as stone bomas or pits in great numbers can b? fond 
anywhere where there is permanent water. | 
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About 1904 the Plateau was offered to the Zioniste but reported 

adversely cn for their purposes by a Commission under Major Gibbon. 

_ In 1906 the first South African settlerg arrived, ten thousand 
acres each being allotted to the Messrs. Breda Bros. _ 

In 1907 general settlement began which now covers the greater 
part of the workable lands. . : 

The major:ty of the settlers are from South Africa, especially 
those inhabiting the southern and middle portion of the plateau; 
while on the northern s‘de of Eldoret, farms are generally owned by 
‘settlers from England. There are approximately 20.000 acres under 
seultivation | : 

The chief crops grown are maize, wheat, flax, oats, barley, 
‘sisal, citrus, and coffee, all of which do well. | 

There are several flax factories, a sisal factory, flour mills, 
small water power flour mills, and saw mills. 
| The new railway from Nakuru to Mumias passes Eldoret. 

There are several European business houses in Eldoret 
Township, including branches of the Standard and National Banks of 
South Africa; one hotel, and a well laid-out Indian Bazaar. 

The European population of the Uasin Gishu Plateau is 1,140, 
including men, women, and children. : 

The average rainfall is about forty inches. 

The altitude varies considerably. The thighest point on the 
road from JLondiani to ‘Eldoret is near Lake Nairasha, 9,280 feet, 
Eldoret itself. 6.842 feet, descending at the Nzoia River near the 
main bridge to 5,880. | 


LAIKIPIA. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: RUMURUTI. 


Rumuruti, situated on the Guaso Narok river some 70 miles 
due north of Naivasha, 64 from Gilgil. 64 from Nyen, and at an 
altitude of 6,000 feet, was from 1906 to 1912 the headquarters of the 
Northern Masai District. After the removal of the Masai to the 
Southern Reserve the country was surveyed into farms to the extent 
of some 2.100 square miles; the whole district, including the 
uninhabited area south of the Northern Frontier District, is about 
4,000 square miles. It is now a Veterinary Quarantine station and 
a halting place as such for all stock coming from Jubaland. | 

This district has proved itself as a grazing area. A European 
requiring a stock farm cannot go wrong in acquiring land formerly 
occupled by Masai, who are experts in choosing grazing grounds. 

The climate is excellent, and the average yearly rainfall at 
Rumuruti is 28.77 inches. 


The district, which thas only recently been thrown open to 
Kuropean: settlement is in the main a stock country. Before the 
Masai were moved to the Southern Masai Reserve their stock did 
well, but in this connection it must be remembered that they had 
the run of the whole of Laikipia and could follow the grazing and 
water as they liked, while the settler is tied down to an area of two 
or three thousand acres The Northern. parts of the district as a 
whole would probably be more adapted for sheep than for cattle. 
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It is yet too early to say how the district will turn out as an 
Agricultural proposition. Small crops of flax, barley, wheat, mealies, 
etc., have been planted this year, but these: have been severely 
handicapped by, a shortage of rains. 

The two main routes to Rumuruti are from Nyeri and Gilgil. 
Cars have got through both places and with the building of bridges 
and general improvement of the roads which is now being undertaken, 
no great difficulty should be experienced in the near future, unless 
abnormal] weather conditions prevail. . 


NAIVASHA. 


Naivasha Government Station, altitude 6,400 feet, was opened 

in August, 1806, by Colonel Eric Smith. The position selected was 
probably never intended as the site of a town. The position of the 
walled boma is due to, the fact that the Masai (as they afterwards said 
by way of apology), owing to a misunderstanding, wiped out near 
Mount Margaret in the Kedong VaHey some nine hundred Akikuyu 
porters returning from Lake Victoria. These Masai, taking to the 
wooded ‘hills round Naivasha, were followed up by Colonel Smith, to 
whom, thowever, they never gave the slightest trouble. 
Naivasha then became the centre for the Northern sections of 
the Masai and remained so until a treaty was made with them in 
1905, whereby they left the Rift Valley and occupied the Laikipia 
Plateau. 

Naivasha’s chief attraction lies in itg beautiful lake, some 50 
miles in circumference, which reposes in a setting of mountains and 
to the fact that it is one of the healthiest spots in the Colony. 

There are two hotels. 

There is duck shooting on the Take in the season between May 
1 and October 15, and twenty-five miles to the East is trout fishing on 
the Aberdare range, in the River Gura. The country surrounding 
Naivasha is, with some exception, perhaps, the pick of the grazing 
area, of the Colony. 

Government Farm (temporarily closed), commencing a mile 


from the boma, as an example, shows to what perfection stock 
attains to. 


NAKURU. 


Altitude, 6,090 feet. A rising town on the Railway 449 miles 
from Mombasa situated at the foot of Menengai, said to be the largest 
crater in the world. 

It has two Banks, i.e., branches of the National Bank of India 
and the Standard Bank of South Africa. 

Nakuru has a great future, as some of the finest agricultural 
and pasture lands lie in the vicinity comprising the Molo River Valley 
and the Solai Valley which will produce to perfectiom such crops as 
maize, coffee and citrus. Flax is grown on the slopes of the Solai 
Hills and also at Njoro. Wheat and barley are also grown. 

The crops and quality of maize grown in these valleys compare 
favourably with those grown anywhere else in the world. The grazing 
areas include Lord Delamere’s and Mr. Chamberlain’s estates where 
large herds of fine cattle, pure-bred and graded can be seen. 
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The construction cf the new Railway which branches off from 
the main three miles west of Nakuru Station has already been 
. started, and is intended eventually to connect with the Cape-Cairo. 
line. It will cross a range 9,000 feet in height and will be the 
highest railway in the Empire. | 

The population of Nakuru District, which embraces an 
approximate area of 3,000 square miles is:—- 

Whites: Male, 533; Female, 298. Coloured, 6,000. As 
Nakuru is a white area the native population consists of labourers 
only, and, of course, is continually fluctuating. 


TRANS-NZOIA DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KITALE. 


The Trans-Nzoia: District, correctly speaking, commences on 
the North side of the Nzoia River and. is bounded on the West by 
the Kamakoiwa River from a point where it enters the Nzola 
Northward to the summit of Mourt Elgon, whose highest peak is. 
14,100 feet. 

The fine range cf the Charangani hills forms the main 
Eastern boundary whilst the Suam River which springs from the 
crater of Elgon and the Northern Escarpment forms the boundary 
with Uganda and the Northern territories. 

Unlike the Uasin Gishu Plateau the District consists of. 
undulating country of a general altitude of 6,000 ft. and covered with 
good grazing and in parts, woods. 

Kitale, situated on a watershed just South of the Northern 
plains, is a new Township. 


NAIROBI. 


a 


Nairobi, the capital of the Colony and Protectorate, is a town 
of some 8,000 Europeans, 8,000 Asiatics, and an indeterminate number 
of Africans. 

Lying at mile 327, cf the Uganda Railway, at an altitude 
of some 5,575 feet, it may be regarded as standing at the foot of 
the highlands proper, and on the edge cf the great plain-country that 
slopes gradually down to the sea. 

Formerly only the headquarters of the Uganda Railway, it 

became unden Sir James Hayes Sadler, the seat of the Governor and 
the Government Offices, and has developed with very great rapidity 
from a mere collection of wood and iron buildings to a town of © 
considerable dimensions ,mazked by gocd roads, along which stand 
a number of noble buildings, and which are well ht with electric 
light. The water supply is drawn from a reservoir about 13 miles 
N.W. and the electric power for the most part f:om 12 miles N.E. 

The leading trading firms and some important shops have their 
headquarters here. There are three banks, two English daily 
newspapers, a theatre, and several imposing Churches, these being 
_ Anglican, Presbyterian and Roman Catholic Churches; there is also - 
a Synagogue and a noble Khoja Jamat Khana.

The main thoroughfare is Government Road, leading from the- 
Station to one of the chief suburbs, Parklands. A less fully 
developed road running at right angles, is Sixth Avenue, leading to 
Government House, the Hospital, the School and the chief official 
residences. Along Sixth Avenue are the Anglican Church, the Pcst 
Office and the Treasury, all permanent stone Luildings. 


The main suburbs of the Capital are :— 


THE HILL, where the senior officials of the Capital reside, 
and also a few professional people and merchants. 

PARKLANDS, as the name implies, the garden suburb of the 
Capital,, especially occupied by the business residents of Nairobi. 
Here is a small English Church, St. Mark’s, in Kikuyu Road. 

RIVERDALE, a new suburb separating the Hill from 
Parklands, lies on each side of the Nairobi River valley. 

KILIMANI, situated behind the Hill, is ¢:pecially the 
headquarters of the K.A.R. 

GROGANVILLE, behind Riverdale, is at present but 
scantily occupied. 

There are also some native villages and the nucleus of a native 
location. 

EASTLEIGH TOWNSHIP, on the East, is a new Township 
mainly occupied by Asiatics, and under the direct control of the 
Government. 

MUTHAIGA, a pretty wooded suburb some four miles out of 
Nairobi, between the Kyambu and Limoru Roads. The suburb holds 
some extremely attractive residential sites, on many of which some 
charming bungalows have been erected, and the Muthaiga Country 
Club is a prominent feature in the social life of the Colony. 


MUTHAIGA MUNICIPALITY. 


Within the present year Muthaiga has been proclaimed a 
separate township, with a constitution comprising seven Councillors 
and a Town Clerk.

NAIROBI MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 


The history of municipal administration in Nairobi dates back 
to tke vear 1900, when regulations were issued empowering H's 
Majesty’s Sub-Commissioner for Ukamba Province to nominate 
annually four of the leading merchants or other residents to act with 
him as a Committee, whose functions were to assess and levy rates 
upon property in the township, and spend the rates so levied on 
policing, cleansing, and lighting. 

The Committee first met on the 24th July, 1900, at the Sub- 
Commissioners’ Office in Ngara Road, and its first work was to 
undertake the laying out of the Baz:ar in what is now River Road.

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In 1920 no official members were appointed as such and the 
distinction between official and ‘unofficial. members lapsed. The 
Council was composed of 15 Europeans and cone non-European (Gcan) 
_and this arrangement still continues (February 1922). 


Although the members are nominated by the Government, an 
arrangement was made in 1917, and is still in force, under which 
nomination of European members is made according to the result 
of elections. The Municipal Franchise is on a very liberal basis and 
includes women. 

It will be noted that Asiatics were represented til] 1919 since 
when no Astatic candidate has come forward (with the exception of 
the Goan member). | 

In 1919 the town was granted a Corporation: but the process 
of transference of control from the Government is as yet by no 
means complete. | 

The revenue of the Municipality inthe last financial year 
amounted to about £25,000 the main, items being Conservancy 
(£10,000), Licences of trades, vehicles, etc., Street Lighting fees, 
and Slaughter-house fees. A rate on unimproved site values has 
recently been imposed. . 

The Council owns a large Conservancy Depot with living 
quarters for staff of some 350 Africans, carpenter’s and blacksmith’s 
shops, stables, three large incinerators, an establishment of carts. 
and oxen, and two motor cars, a fire station with fire escape, hose, 
etc.,; slaughter-houses, two sounds, stockyards, public petrcleum 
stcre, living quarters and a common wasli-house, etc., for licenced 
washermen. The nett value of assets is estimated at £27,682. 


he Corporation purchased the town water supply from the 
Railway early in 1921 for £20,000: but it is not yet responsible for 
construction and maintenance of roads and drains. It does not own. 
the electric street-lighting system, though it pays for the current 
supplied by means of a fee charged on every plot in the township 
(Sh. 2 in the commercial area, and Sh. 1 outside). Its powers of 
action are still, generally speaking, restricted to the management of 
its own property, conservancy and scavenging, meat inspection, 
adjudication on building plans and inspection of) buildings, and the 
exercise of general sanitary control, with the advice and co-operation 
of a Medical Officer of Health and staff, who, however, are not paid 
by or responsible to the Municipality. Sanitary services are 
rendered nightly a charge of Sh. 8 per month per unit. 


Probably the heavier part of the Council’s work cons'sts of 
advising Government upon those municipal matters, the control of 
which is, still in Government hands, such, as, for instance, roads, 
dra‘ns, the leasing and sub-division of plots, and town-planning 
generally, and in particular the framing of legislation affecting 
Nairobi Township. In East Africa, unlike Great Britain where public: 
statutes of universal application cover almost every sphere of 
municipal activity, the body of municipal legislation has had to be 
built up gradually in the light of local experience. Up till 1917, 
when Nairobi Township rules were consolidated, some 90 sets of 
rules had been issued from time to time, most of which, though 
issued under the authority of the Government, were framed in the 
tirst instance by the Committee. These now have been consolidated’ 
in the Nairobi Township Rules of 1917, containing some 600 rules,. 
copies of which are on sa'e at the Municipal Offices at Sh. 1/60 each.

The town is a terminus of the Uganda Railway and is 
connected with the mainland by the Salisbury or Makupa Railway 

Bridge. 

: In Mombasa the Court House and the old Fort Jesus are the 
principal buildings. The Church of England of a somewhat heavy 
oriental tyge is on the main road. The new Catholic Church will 
be a fine edifice when completed, which is expected during the 
present year. . The ‘internal decorations however, will ‘take some 
time, as special expert artists are being brought from France to 
paint the Frescoes. 

A small public garden lies in front of the Railway Station and 
contains the statue of Sir William Mackinnon, one of the founders of 
the old Imperial British East Africa Company.

- Two harbour schemes are in progress, the Government Pier, 
Kilindini, and a private Port and Pier at M’Baraki, both are mak'ng 
rapid progress. The latter is expected to be in operition before the 
end of the year, the Government Scheme will take cons‘derably 
longer to complete. |

PRODUCTS OF KENYA. 


Coffee. 


The rich soil and cool climate of the Highlands, resulting in 
a comparatively high degree of resistance to insect and fungoid pests, 
make the country peculiarly favourable to coffee. = Kenya 
coffee fetches very high prices on the London market and is a proved 
success. Only about a third of the trees in the country are as 
yet in bearing. 

Sisal. 

Sisal hemp, which is a fibre of considerable industrial 
irnportance, is obtained principally from the leaves of the Agava 
Rigida Sisalana. 

It is possible to grow sisal successfully in almost any part of 
the Colony under 6,000 feet above sea level, but production 
has only taken place in localities where some facilities for carriage 
by rail, road, or water exist, the greater part coming from the areai 
lying between Nairobi and Mount Kenia, which is served by road and 
railway. The balance comes chiefly from the coast. The industry 
is one which requires a considerable amount of capital, and absorbs. 
much labour, which might be largely dispensed with by labour saving 

machinery. Unlimited quantities of sisal could be grown on the 
Coast if communications were provided. . 


Fa) 


The first experiment in growing flax for fire was made at 
Gilgil some six years ago, and Mnerorore is perhaps the youngest 


industry in the country. 
Flax grows best at the bishiay altitudes, between 6,000 and 


7,500 feet above sea level, flax grown on lower levels being generally 
coarser in texture and less valuable. 

There is quite enough land suitable for flax in the Highlands 
of Kenya to satisfy the entire demands of the British market 
for this article. There is not an unlimited market for flax. The 
imports into the United Kingdom average £80,000, equivalent to the 
value of the yield of 320,000 acres. 


Copza. 


Copra is manufactured on the coast by natives, and shipped 
chiefly to France and Italy. It is a pyoduct of the cocoanut and 
forms the basis of cocoanut oil. . The cocoanut palm is indigenous 
to East Africa. 
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The land capable of growing cocoanuts consists practically of 
the whole Coast belt as far north as a line about 60 miles north of 
Lamu. The length of the area is about 260 miles, while in depth 
it averages a total acreage of over 1,600,000 acres. 

Cocoanut oil is a commodity for which there is a staple 
and assured demand and an export trade of over £1,000,000 in copra 
by-products in, the form of coin and rope can also be manufactured 
from the husks of the cocoanuts, which at present are being wasted. 


There is no limit to the quantity of maize which can be 
produced in Kenya, and it at present, so far as bulk is 
concerned, the principal product of the country. The local 
consumption of maize is very considerable, as it forms the staple 
food of most native tribes. As grown by Europeans, maize is 
almost as remunerative as a crop of wheat. 


Wheat. 


There are enormous areas suitable for wheat in the Highlands. 
It is being grown with great success upon the Uasin Gishu Plateau. 
Wheat breeding and testing was started several years ago on a 
scientific scale on Lord Delamere’s Njoro estate, as a result of which 
a suitable wheat for the climate of Kenya, having the characteristics 
necessary for a staple farm crop, was obtained. Wheat requires less 
labour than coffee, sisal, flax, or even maize. 


The Tanaland Province is at present the principal rice producing 
district of the Colony, the crop being cultivated by the natives. 

Rice is a valuable crop, yielding a heavy return per acre, and it 
is certain that there are sufficient areas adapted for its cultivation in the 
Vanga district, Tanaland, Jubaland, and also on the lower reaches of 
the Sabaki River, to supply the needs of the Colony, with a large 
margin for export. 

‘he importance of rice production lies in the fact that it is one 
of the staple foods of the country, which, instead of being imported 
could be grown here. 


Beans and Peas. 


Beans and peas planted from English seed produce much better 
results in Kenya than at home and that there is consequently a 
great demand for selected beans and peas for sowing, both in Europea 
and South Africa. Beans are a favourite catch crop with settlers and 
are also largely grown by natives for their own consumption. 


Sugar. 


Kenya is an excellent sugar country and only a number of 
extracting factories are required to establish a most important 
industry. The area which is regarded as offering the greatest 
possibilities is the flat country around Kibos and Kibigori. The 
valleys of the Tana, Sabaki and Juba Rivers are also considered 
suitable for growing sugar cane.

Native Ppemots. 


The stitplé food cf the netive of Kenya is grain of various kinds 
which are produced in the country, the principal erop beitg mdaze. 
The latest estimates show that in normal tinmes about 250,008 tons of 
maize are produced annually. Other native crops such ae matama, 
wimbi, native beans, and so on, are produced ang consumed in the 
Colony to the extent of at least 100,000 tons per year. Bananas, 
sweet potatoes and sugar cane are extensively cultivated by the 
natives, and in maby districts form the chief constituents of native 
diet, but no figures are available as to the precise quantities grown. 
Other products exported by the matives are sim-sim- mainly from the 
Nyanza Province, and copra from the Coast. Rice, which is largely 
consumed by natives, has to be Neported. 


Liven. : 


The following is a rough estimate of the livestock in the 
Colony, but a reliable one: 


Cattle: Native, 1,450,000 head; European, 137 head; 
tétal, 1,660,000 head. : ’ i ; 


Sheep, etc.: Native, 2,500,000 head; European, 100,000 bead: 
total, 2,600,000 head. 

In addition to supplyimg local demande for milk and meat and, 
skine for weering apparel, native cattle and sheep yield a large export 
of hides amd skins. The following were the figures for 1919-20: 

Skins: 750 tote—value £56,000. 

Hides: 1,600 tons—value £43,000. 


Large herds and flocks are owned by the natives, particularly 
the Masai, and the value of these has been set down, as £6,000,000. 
It eoniparison those owned by Europeans valued at exactly half the 
hative gure. 

Hides are a by-product of the cattle industry. They are 
totighly cored in Kenya and exported untanned. Almost all the 
sking exported represent goat skins. 


Wool. 


The output of wool is the result of a systematic grading up by a 
limited number of settlers. 


Beeswax. 


Beeswax being at present purely a native product is not properly 
prepared for the European market. Conditions, however, are 
favourable and the industry is capable of considerable development. 


Carbonate of Soda. 


This commodity is derived exclusively from the Magadi Lake: 
Tt ia forecasted that when the Magadi Soda Company, which is 
exploiting the lake, begin manufacturing the export will amount to 
80,000 t6ns per annum.

Minerals. 


As practically no prospecting has been done, and no'attempt 
has so far been made to carry out a geological survey, nothing definite 
can be staged regarding the presence of valuable minerals in Kenya. 


LAND. 


With the exception of certain lands within the 10-mile Coastal 
strip privately held under old Arab titles, the disposal or alienation 
of the whole of the land in Kenya available for settlement rests with 
the Crown. 

7 The method of alienation and the conditions under which 
‘alienated lands are held are defined in two main Ordinances called the 
Crown Lands Ordinance, 1902, and the Crown Lands Ordinance, 1915, 
Pi aa and in the Discharged Soldiers’ Settlement Ordinance, 

The main differences between the two Crown Landg Ordinances 
are as follows: 

The C.L.O., 1962, permitted Freeehold Grants, the C.L.O., 
1915, does not, except under specia] circumstances. © Under Crown 
Lands Ordinance, 1902, farm leases are for 99 years as against 999 
years in the Crown Lands Ordinance, 1915. 

Under the C.L.O., 1902, in the great majority of agricultural 
leases, the rents remain fixed for the whole period of the lease, and 
vary from 3 cents to 12 cents per acre per annum according to 
locality. Under the C.L.O., 1915, all agricultural rents commence at 
10 cents per acre per annum and are subject to revaluation in the 
year 1945, and every thirtieth year thereafter. 

As all Crown Lands will in future be alienated under the 
conditiong defined in the C.L.0., 1915, this article will be confined 
to the main points in that Ordinance only, but intending purchasers 
of land should always make a point of ascertaining under which of the 
two Ordinances the land they intend purchasing is held. 

The Crown Lands Ordinance, 1915, came into operation on 
June 1, 1915. | 

Under Section 6, the Governor is empowered to accept the 
surrender of any lease granted under the C.L.0., 1902, and in 
exchange grant a lease under the C.L.0., 1915, of the area 
surrendered. | 

‘Thig enables the holder of a 99 years’ leage to obtain a 999 
years’ lease, but it has to be borne in mind that the rent will be 10 
cents per acre as against 3 cents, ard further that the new lease will 
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provide ‘for the new rent being re-assessed in 1945 and in thirty- 
‘year pericds thereafter. 

The same Section 6 also gives the Governor the right to fix a 
timelimit, after which’ no further surrenders will be accepted. This 
time limit has not yet been notified. | 

Land to be alienated is divided into two classes, namely, 
Township Plots and Agricultura] Farms, e4! 

Township Plots, which are leased for 99 years only, are again 
sub-divided into two classes, viz., Hesidential and Businesg Plots. 

Residential Plots are generally alienated in areas varying from 
4 acre to two acres per plot. mee 

Business Plots almost invariably have a frontage of 50 feet and 
a depth varying from 100 to 150 feet. 

The rents of Townsh p Plots vary according to locality and area 
from about Shs. 60 per annum per plot in out townships to about 
Shs. 3,000 per annum per plot in Nairobi. 

The leases of plots are put up to public auction from time to 
time under the system explained later. 

Agricultural farms are leased for 999 years at a rental of 10 
cents per acre per annum until 1945 in areas varying from 160 acres 
to 5,000 acres, the average urea at present surveyed for a farm being 
about 2,500 acres. 

The leases of farms are put up to public auction from time to 
time. The principal condition attached to all agricultural leases is 
an obligation to carry out developments varying in amount according 
to the acreage of the farm. 

A certain portion of the development has to. be completed 
within five years and thereafter the specified amount of development 
hag to be maintained. 

The minimum amount of development required is so moderate 
‘that it is almost safe to say that nearly every settler will have no 
.dificulty in completing more thun the whole amount of the 
Government requirements within the first two years of his lease. 

Development is divided into two heads, ‘‘ Permanent ”’ and 
‘‘ Non-Permanent.’’ ‘‘ Permanent,’’ as its name implies, embraces 
all such fixed improvements as houses, buildings, permanent crops 
(e.g., coffee and citrus), irrigation scheines, roads, fixed machinery, 
etc. ‘‘ Non-Permanent ’’ embraces stock, and agricultural and 
dairying appliances. 

The following table gives examples of the development required 
on various sized farms:

1921 was 110. 

The Staff consists of a Hurspaani Headmaster, an Assistant 
Master, an Arab Master, and a number of Arab and Native Assistant 
teachers. 

Curriculum. 


Education begins in the Swahili Language and is carried on 
from the second standard in English. 

The School has provided a number of clerks for Government 
and business Offices and acts as a training College for teachers. 


Coast Schools. 


Schools for Arabs and Natives have been opened at Gazi, 
Lamu, Vanga, and Takaungu, and there are Schools for Police at 
Mombasa and Lamu. 


The Ali bin Salim School Malindi. 


The Hon’ble Sheikh Ali bin Salim C.M.G., O.B.E., very 
generously provided a School building at Malindi and endowed it. 

The attendance at this School which has only heen opencd 
about two years, is 57. Attached to it are out-Schools at Ganda, 
Mkau Moto, and Mambrui. The attendance at these schools is 200 
boys. 

The Malindi Schools are in charge of a European Headmaster 
agsisted by Arab and Native Teachers. 


The curriculum at Malindi is the same ag at Mombasa. 
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Technical Schools. 


There are two Technical Schools for natives, one at Machakos, 
and one at Waa. 


The Machakos School was established for the training of 
earpenters, masons, and bricklayers. A certain number of teachers 
and technical instructors are also trained. 


There were 120 apprentices at Machakos in November 1921. 


The Staff consists of a Headmaster, an Assistant Master, a 
Chief Technical Instructor, Carpentry Instructor, and a Masonry 
Tnstructor. 


The Headmaster is also in charge of the Ukamba Village 
Schools which have been opened in Native villages or on European 
Farms. 


The Waa Technical School was opened in May 1920 and igs 
conducted on the lines of the Machakos School. 


The number of boys attending in November 1921 was 90. 


Lhe Staff provided for 1922 consists of a Chief Technical 
instructor, a Carpentry and a Masonry Instructor assisted by native 
teachers and instructors. 


There are assisted Mission Technical Schools situated at 
Maseno, Kaloleni, Kakamega, Kikuyu, and Tumu Tumu, with an 
attendance of about 50G apprentices. 

There are Normal Schools at Kikuyu, Mombasa, and Maseno. 


In addition to the Government and assisted Mission Schools it 
is estimated that there are 80,000 children attending unassisted 
Mission Schools. 





THE NATIVE TRIBES. 


As a preliminary statement the easiest way te. describe the 
ethnology of Kenya is to divide the African population into three 
main groups, viz.: the Bantu, the Nilotic and the Hamitic. 

Amongst these groups there are undoubtedly certain tribes who 
are hybrids, for example, the Swahilis sre the result of a mixture of 
Arab and native blood, while the Bajuns or Wagunya, who also form 
part of the Swahili section, and who speak the most archaic form of 
Swahili, are said to be the result of a mixture between Persians and 
Africans. The Masai are probably a mixture of Hamitic and Nilotic ; 
while the Nandi, Lumbwa, Sotik, Kamasia and Elgeyo are believed to 
be a mixture of Hamitic-Nilotic-Bantu. The Suk are possibly Nilotic- 
Bantu. 

Of the groups named the Bantu is by far the largest and the 
more important, the Nilotic the next, and the Hamitic third. 

Apart from the groups mentioned there exists in certain areas 
small numbers of hunting tribes usually known* to Kuropeans” 8S 
“ Dorobs.*’ These peopie appear to have no independent tribal 
existence. They formerly lived amongst, yet distinct from their more 


N 
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powerful neighbours on friendly terms but on a footing of recognised 
inferiority. Of 1ate years many of these people have taken to living 
by themselves hidden away in forests. Uther natives in a similar 
category are the Kunono, who worked for the Masai as smiths. These 
peopie possibly represent types of the original aborigines of the 
country. ‘their present numbers are very few and render them of no 
particular accounv, 


On the Juba River there exists a community known ag the Wa- 
Gosha, consist'ng of representatives of several African tribus. These 
people were once slaves of the Somalis, fom whom they raa away and 
banded themselves together for protection against their i1ormer 
masters. They are poss.bly representatives of all the groups. Their 
nuinbers are not iunportant. 


The Bantu Group. 


The following come within tlis yroup: 

The Swahilis end Bajuns, the Pokomo, the Wany’ka, the Teita 
and Taveta, the Akamba, the Embu, Chuka and Alckuyu (Many of 
the Southern Akikuyu have a cons derable «dmixture of Masai snd. 
Dorobo blcod, main!y from the female s:dé), the tribes on the 
Southern border of the Protectorate, near the Victor'a Nyanza, the 
Kisii, the people of Kavirondo living in the Highlands west ot Nandi 
and on part of the plains of North Kavirondo extending from just south 
of Mumias to the slopes of Elgon and to Kenya Colony-Uganda 
boundary, also in the north-western part of the South Kavirondo 
district, and on the Islands of Rusinga and Mfwangano (Victoria 
Nyanza). 


The Merv, who include the Igembi and Tigan‘a, and inhabit 
the north-eastern part of the Kikuyu Province, are probably a mixture 
of Bantu and Hamitic-Nilotic. Mixture slight, should call them 
Bartu. 


The Nilotic Group. 


This group is mainly represented by the Nilot’c Kavirondo of 
the Nyanza Province. The Wami‘a, who live to the south-west of 
Mount E!gon, probably form another but much smaller section. The 
pure ‘lurkana also come within this group. 


I'he following tribes may be classed as N‘lotic-Ham'tic: The 
Masai and the Samburu, while certein of the Turkana, through an 
admixture of Rendle blood, are included. 


The followri¢ probably come within the category of Nilotic- 
Bantu-Hamitiec: The Nandi, Lumbwa, Sot*k, Suk, Kamasija, and 
Elgcyo. 


The Hamitic Group. 


This group is mainly represented bv the Somalis of Jubaland: 
other trhes are the Borana and Gallas, the Rendile. the Gurre, and 
the small remnants of a peop'e known as the Segeju, who are 
probably descended from the Somalis. _

Generally speaking, the Bantu and Nilotic and a number of the 
Bantu-Hamitic-Nilotic are agricultural tribes. The Hamitic-Nilofic¢ 
and the Hamitic are largely pastoral. 

Of the above populations it js estimated that 1,310,454 are 
males of varying ages, and 1,477,746 are fémales of varying ages. 

It must be understood that the figures given are est.mated only 
and cannot be accepted as accurate. ‘They «re, however, fairly 
approximate in so far as the more closely adininistered provinces are 
eoncerned. 

The Hamitics and the mixed tribes of Jubaland are mostly 
_ profess:ng Mohomedans, as are numbers of the inhab:tants of Tanaland 
aud Seyidie. The Boran of the Northero Frontier District appear to 
adhere in some way to a debased form of Mohomedanism. The 
remainder of the populations are, generally speaking, Pagans. 


General, Political, & Domestic Conditions Amongst the Tribes. 

The essence of the system of governance amongst the tribes in 
thig Protectorate is patriarchal. Ali land is heid in common by the 
tribe occupying it. 

Each tribe consists of a number of clans and sub-clans, eaeh 
having a share of the tribal lands. A village constitutes the unit of a 
-clan or sub-clan. The head of a village ig au elder of the clan The 
elders form the clan council. 

Amongst certuin of the tribes the head of the clan is either an 
hereditary or elected chief of headman who may or may not be the 
President or head of the Council, while amongst other tribeg there 
exists no recognised Chief or Headman and the village elders manage 
the general affairs, in one case we have a paramount Chief, who 
exercises contre] cver several clans; such paramountcy is hereditary, | 
but does not necessarily descend to the e!dest son. 

The Chief, Headman, or Council has authority only over the 
members of the clan, or. in the case of a Paramount Chief, over the 
members of the tribe who live under such paramountcy. This 
authority is recognised, defined and limited by the Native Authority 
Ordinance 1912. 

‘I'he Native Tribunals exercise jur'sdiction in accordance with 
native law subject to certain restrictions imposed by the Native 
Tribunal Rules, 1913. All Native Tribunals are under the control of 
the officers of the Admin'stration. 
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Decisions of the Native Tribunals can be appealed against to 
the British Courts and power is given to remove any particular case 
from the jurisdiction of such tribunals. 

The Chiefs and Native Councils maintain a number of Tribal | 
Retainers or messengers to carry out their orders. 


For offences within a clan the family or village of the offender 
may be joined in liability. Originally by native law ali offences were 
compoundable. Therefore, so long as the offender compensated the 
injured party, 1.¢., if he patd the relatives for his having killed one of 
their people, a case did not go before the Native Tribunal. Cases 
were only heard when the offender or his family refused to pay 
compensation. If the family refused to pay, as sometimes happened 
for a 2nd or 3rd offence, the person of the offender was handed, over, 
and he was usually put t> deatk 


Any member of a clan has a right to a share of the tribal land 
for purposes of residence or cultivation. The claim can only be 
maintained by continuance of occupation. No person who is not a 
member of the tribe can occupy tribal land except such person, by 
permission of the Chiefs and Elders, be accepted as a member of the 
tribe. 

Any member of a tribe can at any time, after absence from the 
tribe, return thereto and claim any tribal privileges. All grazing lands 
are used in common. 

Family cattle are, subject to certain conditional control of the 
head of the family, held to be the joint property of the male members 
of the family. 

A woman cannot, under native law, possess property; she never 
eomes of age; to a considerable extent she is deemed to be a chattel. 
At the same time, however, she has considerable influence in certain 
matters, particularly so in regard to such things as domestic and 
economic development inside the tribal areas. She is extremely 
conservative in her ideas and ‘s very often responsible for some of the 
backwardness found in the native areas. She is invariably a great 
stickier for custom and tradition, and the older and more conservative 
it is the better she seems to like it. : 

Amongst all the trbes polygamy is both permitted and 
practised. Custom, superstition, and tradition influence almost every: 
aspect of tribal life. Many customs are common to all the tribes; 
there are, however, several which vary according to the environment 
ot the people. 

‘he laws amongst the tribes have very much jn conmmon one 
with another. The old tribal custom was to regard a member of any 
other tribe as an enemy; therefore, to kill him or to steal from him 
wag not an offence. The advent of a civilised administration has, of 
course, altered this position; intcr-tribal offences are now dealt with 
by tha British Courts. 

A native community living under tribal conditions is normally a 
great respecter of the laws and customs of the tribe. Within their 
light and reasoning the people are usually law-abiding. Serious 
offences are not common. The tetcms of a clan or tribe have at 
times an influence on the life and intercourse of the people. 

All Chiefs snd Headmen, also all Native Tribunals and Locat 
Councils are subordinate to the. District Commissioner to whom they 
are directly responsible. 
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KENYA ORDINANCES. 


The public life of the Colony and Protectorate is governed by a 
series of Ordinances enacted by the Government.

Tue DiskasEs oF ANIMALS (IMPORTATION OF DoGs) AMENDMENT?

All dogs imported from Tanganyika Territory, the Union of 
South Africa, €waziland, Bechuanaland, or Basutoland shall be 
accompanied by a certificate of health from a Veterinary Surgeon. 


All dogs imported without the certificate required by the last 
preceding Rule, cr from any country (except Australasia and those areas 
of the United Kingdom not subject to restrictions on account of ! abies) 
other than the above-mentioned shall be subjected on arrival to four 
months’ quarantine at the risk and expense of the importer. Provided 
that the Chief Veterinary Officer may reduce the perio! of quarantine 
if he ig satisfied by a certificate from a Veterinary Surgeon, that the 
animals have been quarantined immediately prior to embarkation and, 
by a certificate from the Captain of the Ship on which the dogs 
arrived, that they have been strictly isolated from all dogs during the 
voyage. 

No cattle or swine shall be moved from or on to any farm or 
from or into any native reserve, public road, Crown Land, without 
a permit granted and signed by an Issuer of Pe:mits. (See Index). 

‘Kivery person having in his possession or charge an animal 
affected or suspected of being affected with diseases shall keep such 
animal separated from the other animals and give immediate notice 
of the fact to the nearest Officer. 

A refund will be made by the Government on any bona fide 
telegraphic message sent to the Chief Veterinary Officer reporting the 
existence of stock disease. All claims must be made through the 
Chief Veterinary and a copy of the telegram should accompany the 
claim. 
| The Governor may at any time by proclamation declare any 
area within the Colony or Protectorate to be an infected area. No 
stock or other animal shall be moved from any such area without 
written permission. 
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Auction. 


Tue SALes By Auction Orpinanceg, 1912. 
(No. 312 Official: Gazette, November 1, 1912, p. 747). 

Every person who sells or offers for ‘sale any moveable or 
immovable property or any interest therein shall be deemed to carry 
on the business of an Auctioneer, and shall be provided with a licence. 
All application for licences shall be made in writing to the Senior 
Commissioner and the fixed amount for it must be paid for.

Any person desirous of becoming an official broker must find two 
sureties approved by the Senior Commissioner, who will enter into a 
bond to the extent of 2,000 shillings each for his good behaviour. 


Coconuts. 


Tar Coconut PRESERVATION ORDINANCE, 1915.

The owner or person in charge of every coconut tree which is 
dead or dying or attacked by any insect shall uproot the tree or take 
such order therewith as an inspector may direct.

damage from fire.

The Commissioner of Land has charge of the alministration of 
the Crown Land O-dinance, and may execute conveyances and leases 
for and on behalf of the Governor. 

Every lease shall be granted for a te:m of G99 years, and for 
the purpose of rent the term is divided into three periods. 

The Commissioner of Land may cause land available for leasing.

(e) Any prostitute, and any person living on or receiving or 
who may have lived on or received any part of the proceeds 
of the prostitution of others. 

(f) Any person deemed by the Immigration Officer to be an 
undersirable immigrant in consequence of information or 
advice received from any Secretary of State or Colonial 
Minister, or through diplomatic channels or any Minister 
of a Foreign Country, or from any other trusted source.

(g) Any person who has been ordered to leave the Colony or 
Protectorate. 

(h) Any person being a passenger in or serving on any vessel 
calling at any port in the Colony or Protectorate who, not 
having received a free pardon, has been convicted in the 
Colony or Protectorate of murder, or any offence for which 
a sentence of imprisonment has been passed for any term.

may, if he thinks fit, make an order requiring such ferson 
to leave the Colony or Protectorate within a time fixed 
by the Order, and thereafter to remain out of the Colony 
or Protectorate.

(dj For the charging of fees in respect of any ticences issued or 
inspection or treatment carried out by or under regulations 
under the Ordinance. 

The Diseascs of Plants Prevention Regulations 1919. No coffee 
plant, whether living cr dead and no coffee beans nor coffee (except 
roasted beans and ground coffee) sha!! be imported into the Protectorate 
or Colony except with the permiss'on in writing of the Director of 
Agriculture. 


Poll Tax. 


The Non-Niative Poll-Tax Ordinance, 1912. 

(No. 312 Official Gazette. November 1, 1912, p. 735). 

Each male person cf the age of 18 years and over shall pay every. 
year and within the 15th of January at the District or Resident 
Commissioner's Office the Poll-tax, Shs. 80. For persons arriving in 
the Colony or Protectorate after June 30th, the Tax shall be Shs. 15. 


The Native Hut and Poll-Tax Ordinance, 1910, (Amendment) 1921.

CUSTOMS FORMALITIES. 


* A form of Baggage Declaration will be provided on board ship- 
and, in order to avoid delay, this should be completed and handed to 
the Purser prior to disembarkation at Mombasa. As the Tanff and 
Currency are subject to variation these declarations are not up to 
date, and full explanation should be asked for at the Customs Baggage 
Room before they are signed. 


On arrival Baggage Declarations will be collected by the. 
Customs Officials and will form the basis for assessment of duty, but 
personal attendance of the passenger or an agent appointed by him 
is necessary when baggage is being passed. It is highly desirable 
that all invoices and other documentary evidence in support of a 
passenger’s declaration of values should be readily available for: . 
production tu the Customs Officer at the time of importation. 


ARMS AND AMMUNITION. 


All arins (including revolvers) and ammunition should be packed 
in such a manner as to be easily accessible for full examination on 
arrival as, in addition to the assessment and collection of Customs 
duty thereon. they must be produced for registration by the- 
Administration Officials, for which purpose a Gun Registration Clerk 
is detailed for attendance at Kilindini Customs Baggage Room when 
required. 

The importation into Kenya of arms and ammunition is. 
regulated by the East Africa Arms Ordinance, 1906. By Proclamation 
dated 13th December, 1918, the importation of all ‘‘ automatic ’’ and 
‘* silenced "’ rifles is prohibited. : 

A tax of 6s. in respect of each firearm and ls. on each separate 
consignment of ammunition ig leviable on registration. 

Government Officials are permitted to import into the country 
one rifle, one shot gun, one revolver, and 300 rounds of ammunition, 
. the one revolver being also free of registration. 

If on arrival in Uganda the importer of any arms takes out a 
Game Licence in that Protectorate he is entitled to a refund of 6s. 
in respect of each firearm registered in Mombasa. The holder of a 
Bird Licence in Uganda is entitled to a refund of 6s. in respect of 
anv one smooth bore shot gun. 


EXPORT OF TROPHIES. 


Game trophies may be exported free of duty on production at 
the Custom House of a certificate signed by the Game Warden, 
Senior Commissioner, or other authorised Officer. 

A sportsman on return to Nairobi usually places his trophies 
in the hands of one of the outfitting firms or forwarding agents. The 
trophies are then inspected by an "Officer of the Game Department 
and Customs Department respectively, packed, wired and officially 
sealed. They are then forwarded to Mombasa together with the 
certificate mentioned above. 
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Ivory when shot legally may be exported under a Permit 
evtained from the Game Warden provided that at the time of 
exportation it ig entered on ‘Export Entry, produced for numbering 
and registration and that duty at the rate of 30 per cent. ad valorem 
is paid. 

Ivory which is underweight or has been confiscated can only 
' be bought at the periodical Customs eales of Ivory and is exported 
under a permit from the Commissioner of Customs. 

No game trophies may be exported for sale with the exception 
of elephant ivory, rhinoceros horns, hippopotamus teeth and zebra 
skins which have been legally obtained.

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UGANDA PROTECTORATE. ~ 


_. ‘Phe Uganda Protectorate covers an area estimated at 109,119 
square miles, including 16,377 square miles of water. Pending the 
complete survey of the country it is not possible to give the correct 
area. 

The Protectorate is bounded on the East by Kenya, as far xorth 
as the 4th degree of north latitude on the south by the Tanganyika 
boundary on the West by the Belgian Congo and on the North by the 
Sudan. . 

The Protectorate ig divided into five Provinces, Easter, 
Northern, Western, Buganda and Rudolf. 

The climate, when compared with that of some tropical countries, 
is not unpleasant, but cannot be described as healthy. The Nile 
Valley, 2U00 feet above sea level, is hot and is considerably more 
unhea!thy than the higher regions between Lakes Victoria and Albert. 

‘The nearest point to the sea is about 490 miles. levations 
above sea level vary from 1,500 feet to 16,794 feet, the highest point 
of the Ruwenzori. / 

The average temperature at Entebbe, (seat of Government) 1s 
maximum 79.4 degrees; minimum 62.9 degrees. The average rainfall 
at 52 stations is 37 inches. 

Communication with the Med'terranean is possible down the 
Nile Valley by road, rail and steamer. The main route for occan 
traftic is, however, across Lake Victoria and down the Uganda 
Railway, the whole of which line now lies in Kenya, to the Indian 
Ocean (Mombasa). | 

Two short railways lie within the Potectorate itself. ‘ These 
are the Kioga Railway (62 miles) from Jinja to Namasagali, and @ 
short fine of 72 miles runs from Port Bell on Lake Victoria to Kampala 
the principal commercial centre. The Protectorate possesses good 
roads, and all important centres are connected by telegraph and some by 
telephone.

The Uganda Police, which is commanded by the Commissioner, 
assisted by the Assistant Commissioner, is an armed, semi-military 
police force, the rank and file of which is composed of locally enlisted 
natives with European officers, Inspectors, and Assistant Inspectors ;. 
Officers being appointed by the Secretary of State for the Colonies, and 
Inspectors and Assistant Inspectors, by either the Secretary of State 
or the Governor. : 7 

The chief duties of the Police are the preservation of the peace, 
the prevention and detection of crime, the garrisoning of out-districts, 
patrolling being undertaken by the several units within the limits of 
their jurisdiction; while the force is further’ liable to serve with the 
regular troops for the defence of the Protectorate. 

The African ranks of the force are composed chiefly of Baganda, 
miscellaneous Bantu tribes Kavirondo Nilotic races, with a small 
proportion of Waswahili, Wanyamwezi, and Wanyema. 

- The force is constituted under the Uganda Police Ordinance, 
No. 1 of 1908, and its jurisdiction extends throughout the Protectorate.

BUGANDA PROVINCE. 





The Buganda Province, otherwise known as the Kingdom of 
Buganda, which giveg the name to the whole Protectorate, has an 
area of 22,370 square miles. 

The headquarters are at Kampala, the native capital, and the 
Province is divided into four districts: Mengo, Busiro, Masaka, and 
Mubendi. 


MENGO DISTRICT. - 


The district, which is the largest one in Buganda, is divided 
into the following ten Counties or Sazas:

The administrative centre of the Mengo District igs Kampala, 
which is the oldest station in the Protectorate, having been established 
by Lugard in 1890. It was subsequently taken over by the Govern- 
ment in 1893. 

The name Kampala is derived from the Luganda word Mpala, 
as the hil] was formerly used by the Kabakas of Buganda to keep the 
antelopes the natives eall by that name. A fort was built on this hill 
by Capt. Lugard, which has now been abandoned, but which, at that 
tame, was found very necessary for defence during the numerous wars, 
and, subsequently, during the Sudanese mutiny. On 14th July, 1905, 
ahd Government station was moved to the present site on Nakasero 

Kampala was declared a township in June, 1906, and the 
boundaries extended to include the following additional five hills: 
Mengo, the Kabaka’s (King’s) Hill, where the Kabaka and Chiefs live 
and where the Native Council assembles; Nakasero, where the 
Government offices are situated; Namirembe, the Church Missionary 
Society’s headquarters; Rubaga, the White Fathers’ Mission Hill; 
and Nsambya, the Mill Hill Mission’s headquarters. Kampala is the 
largest town of Buganda. It is situated 24 miles from Entebbe, the 
Government headquarters, with which it is connected by a motor 
service. It has a good port, seven miles distant, which is joined to the 
town by the Kampala-Port Bell Railway. 

There is in Kampala a Chamber of Commerce, two hotels, a 
club, and a good golf course. 


-BUSIRO DISTRICT. 


This district is dividual into three ‘Counties or Sazas:

The Administrative Centre of the District is Entebbe, which is

Entebbe was established in 1893 by Sir Gerald Portal ae a 
military post and the pr‘ncipal port on the Lake Victoria and beeame 
‘the Capital of the Protectorate in 1894. The town is beautifully 
situated on the shores of the Victoria Nyanza, and possess a very good 
port. There is a golf course, a club, and a very interesting botanical 


‘garden. 
MASAKA DISTRICT.

Trade is increasing rapidly in the district 
and Masaka, will become a centre of eonsiderab'e eommercial impertance 
Most of the 'arge firms in Kamnela. have representatives there. The 
nearest port is Bukakata on the Victoria Nyanza, 23 miles from the 
‘township., Near Masaka is Villa Maria, the headquarters of the White 
Fathers’ M'ssion. 


MUBENDI DISTRICT. 


The Distzict is divided into the following three Counties or

district.

NATIVE GOVERNMENT OF BUGANDA. 


The ruling Chief of Buganda is the Kabaka (King), whe is 
‘assisted by a native par:'iament, the Lukiko. 

The Lukiko is pres'ded over by three Native Min'sters. the 
Prime Minister or Kat'kiro, the Ciief Justice or Omulamuzi, and the 
Treasurer or Omwanika, and is composed of representatives of each 
‘County or Saza and certain representatives which the Kabaka or 
‘Native King can nominate. The functions of the Lukiko arc to dimeuss 
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all matters concerning the native administration of Buganda and to 
forward to the Kabaka resolutions which may be passed by a majority 
regarding measures it is proposed to adopt. The Governor’s sanction 
is necessary before effect is given to such resolutions. 

The Court of the Lukiko consists of a committee of any eeven 
or more members of the Lukiko presided over by the Kabaka or one of 
the tnoree Native Officers of State, and it meets in the ** Bulange ”’ or 
Lukiko Buildings at Mengo. Besides this Principal Court there are 
the Courts of the Abamasaza or County Chiefs and the Courte of the 
Sub-Chiefs with varying powers of jurisdiction over natives of the 
country; each of these Courts is called “* Lukiko.’’ 

Kach Saza is ruled by a Saza Chief and is divided into districts, 
-and each district has a Court called a ‘‘ Gombolola.’’ These vary in 
number according to the size of the Saza. 

The Head Gombolo:a Chief is the ‘‘ Mumyuka,’’ who is the 
‘Saza Chief’s deputy when necessary. The other Chiefs (and districts) 
are called the Sabadu. the Sabagabo, and the Sabawali; lastly there 
is the Musale. All Sazas have the above five chieftainships. The 
larger one have one, two, or even more ‘‘ Mutubas ’’ or Sub-Chiefs. 
‘Thus in Kiadondo, the County in which Kampala and Mengo area 
situated, there are three Mutuba Chiefs and the order is: 


Owesaza (the Kago). 
Mumyuka. 

Sabadu. 

Sabagabo. 

Sabawali. 

Mutuba I. 

Mutubsa II. 

Mutuba III. 
Musale. 


Each.of the Gombolola Chiefs has the same titled posts under 
him. ‘Thus the Kago’s Mumyuka has his own Mumvuka, Sabadu, 
Sabagabo, Sabawa'i, etc., and these again have their subordinates; 
hence every peasant is d'rectly responsibie to a chief, who is responsible 
to a greater one, who aga‘n is responsible to a still greater one, and so 
“On. 


THE KING OF UGANDA. 


The present King (Kabaka) of Buganda is reckoned by the 
Baganda to be the'r thirty second Kabaka from the time of Kintu. 
Kintu is said to have been the first Kabaka of Buganda. His ongin 
1, mythical but the Baganda believe that he came from the north, 
atout a thousand years ago (reckoning by the Kabakas who have ruled 
‘since). and that he founded the present dynasty.

THE EASTERN PROVINCE. 


The Eastern Province, the southern borders of which are on the 
Victoria Nyanza, is the largest Province of the Protectorate. The 
average height of the Province is about 3,400 feet above the sea, level, 
rising to a maximum cf 14,200 feet on the summit of Mount Elgon. 

For administrative purposes the Province is divided into six 
-districts: Busoga, Bukedi, Teso, Lango, Karamojo, and Lobor. 

The headquarters of the Province are at Jinja, close to the 
Ripon Falls, which constitutes the source of the Nile.

BUSOGA DISTRICT. 
The District is divided intc the 10 following Counties or Sazas:

The Government station in Busoga was first established at 
Luba’s in 1892. After the Sudanese mutiny it was moved to Iganga, 
and remained there till 1900, when it was finally transferred to Jinja. 

The district contains two townships: Jinja and Iganga, an 
important trading centre situated on the Jinja-Mbale main road, 28 
miles north-east of Jinja. 

Other important trade centres are Kamuli for the northern,. 
and Kaliro for the eastern portion of the district. 

A new port, Mjanji, which will soon develop into a trade centre 
of the first importance has been opened at the mouth of the Sio River 
in Busoga-Kavirondo and already serves as an outlet for much produce. 

These trade centres consist of a row of mud or corrugated iron — 
shops, the plots on which the buildings are erected being rented by the 
trader from the Government. The traders are a motlev crowd of 
Indians, Arabs, Baluchis, Swahilis, and Somalis, the Indians 
predominating. | | 


BUKEDI DISTRICT. 


The Bukedi District is divided into the following eight Counties 
or Sazas:

The Administrative Centre is at Mbale, which was opened in 
1903 and was declared a township in 1908. Other important trade 
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centres in the district are Palissa, Budaka, Butaleja, Nagongera, 


Mulando, and Tororo. 
TESO DISTRICT. 


(The Teso District is divided into the following five Counties or 

Sagas: 

Kumi, Bukedea, Soroti, Serere. 

The Administrative Centre of the District is at Soroti. 

A Government station in the district wag established at Kumi, 
35 miles from Mbale, in 1909, as being the most centrally-situated 
spot for the administration of the district. It has since been decided 
to move headquarters to Soroti, 30 miles to the north-west, as being 
in a more healthy position and nearer to Lake Kioga. 

The Teso District has a lengthy coast line on Lake Kioga, 
stretching from Chulu to Ngora Port. From this latter point a large 
marsh connects Lake Kioga with Lakes Salisbury and Gedge. Lake 
Salisbury is a long and narrow lake about 15 miles by 3 miles broad. 
Juake Gedge is smaller and broader and is really a continuation of Lake 
Salisbury, though the passage is blocked by papyrus. 

Owing to the density of the population there is very little game 
in the district. Roads ave very good for light traffic. 


LANGO DISTRICT. 


The Lango District is divided into the following six Counties 
or Sazas: 

Kioga, Dokolo, Mavuzi, Kwania, Koli, Eruti. 

The Lango district ig generally flat. 

The country is covered with spear grass averaging six feet high 
‘in the wet season. All this is burnt during the dry season, which 
iasts from December to March. 

There are two lakes: Lake Kwania, with an area of about 150 
square miles, which is wholly within the district, and Lake Kioga, 
which washes the southern coast for 60 miles. The Nile flows for 
70 miles along the western boundary. : 

Game is found in considerab!e quantities throughout the district, 
and chiefly consists of elephant, giraffe, rhinoceros, waterbuck, oribi, 
ete. 

The administration cf the Lango Distirct was commenced in 
1907 and is now fully unde: control. 

Nabieso, which is situated on the northern shore of Lake 
Kwania, was established as temporary station fcr the district in 1911, 
but at present the Administrative Centre is at Lira, 25 miles north-east 
of Nabieso.. 


KARAMOJO DISTRICT. 


The District of Karamojo, until lately, remained unadministered, 
‘but at present there is a District Commissioner, the headquarters being 
-at Moroto. 

The Karamcjo occupies the N.E. portion of Uganda bordering on 
the Sudan and Kenya. The Karamojan are a nomadic people of 
“Nilotic descent and are somewhat similar to the Kenya Masai. 

The area of the district is 7110 square miles. 


LOBOR DISTRICT. 


It is at present unadministered. 
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THE WESTERN PROVINCE. 


The Western Province is formed by the south-western part of 
the Protectorate and includes the Ruwenzori Range, which attains @ 
height of 16,794 feet, the highest point being Margherita Peak. The 
south-western boundary crosses the Mfumbiro Range from Mount 
Sabinio to Muhavura, the heights cf which are respectively 11,990 feet 
and 18,493 feet. While Ruwenzori is covered with perpetual snow, 
Mfumbiro, which is only about 120 miles distant, is an active volcano 
in frequent eruption. 


The headquarters of the Province are at Fort Portal, which is 
the only township in the Province. 


Fort Portal is an important Mission Station for both Protestanta 
and Catholics, and there are twenty-one European missionaries in the 
township. _. The Church Missionary Society have a large and 
well-equipped hospital. 


The Mukama and all the more important chiefs have residences 
at Fort Portal, and there is a considerable native population. 


There is an Asiatic bazaar. 


TORO DISTRICT. 
The Toro District is divided into the following ten Counties or

(The soil in the greater part of Toro is very productive, and yields 
heavy crops of beans, sweet potatoes, maize, millet, and other native 
foods. In certain parts wheat is also cultivated, but this igs grown for 
sale, and is not consumed by the natives. 


The Administrative Centre of the Protectorate is at Fort Portal. 


NATIVE GOVERNMENT. 


The King or Toro (Mukama) is Daudi Kyebambe, and assisted 
by the Lukiko or Native Council, consisting of the Saza Chiefs and 
Sub-Chiefs, constitute the Native Government. They assemble daily 
in the Mukama’s Court House 0 Baraza, to discuss matters pertaining 
to the country and to announce to the representatives from the various 
sub-districts alterations in laws or regulations and any instructions they 
may receive from Administrative Officers. They also hear and try 
cases and appeals from the Courts of the County and Sub-Chiefs. 


ANKOLE DISTRICT. 
The Ankole District is divided into 14 Counties or Sazas:

For the most part, and chiefly throughout the north-east and 
east, wide undulating plains of short-grassg pasture land studded sparsely 
with low-lying acacia trees are mainly characteristic. 


The general level of Ankole is well over 4,000 feet, the hills 
rising in places to over 6,000 feet. 


The principal crops are beans, potatoes, peas, ground nuts, 
Indian corn, ete. 
The Administrative centre of the District is Mbarara, commenced 


in 1898, and declared a township in 1906. Mbarara takes the name 
from the hill on which the town is situated. Itis about 90 miles by 
road from Masaka and Mubendi respectively, and is in the middle of 
a wide undulating plain covered with short grass. 


KIGEZI DISTRICT. 


There are not yet defined Counties in the District; the temporary 
divisions are: Kivumbo, Butumbi, Rusumburo, Chinchizi, Kavonsa, 
Rukiga, and Ruanda. | 

The Administrative Centre of the District is at Kabale. 

Provincial Commissicner: P. W, Coopsr, 0.B.E. 


NATIVE GOVERNMENT. 


The ruler of Ankole is Kahaya with the title of Mugabe (King). 
Some twelve predecessors of Kahaya ave recorded by the Ankole. 


The Mugabe is assisted by a Lukiko composed of some 40 
members. These are drawn proportionally from “amongst the 
principal chiefs of each individual county by a process of nomination 
by the Saza Chiefs of each and selection and ratification by the 
Mugabe, Katikiro, and Saza Chiefs, and alee to the approval of the 
Government. 

TheKatikiro is chief adviser to the Aiaekbe and is ex-officio Vice- 
President of the Lukiko. This latter body has the same functions, 
executive and legislative, as has the Lukiko of Buganda.

A quorum of seven members constitutes the Supreme Native 

hah Judicial functions are exercised by two lower grades of Court, 

, those of the Sazas (or chiefs of countries) and of the second-class 
Gombaiola chiefs (or chiefs of sub-divisions of countries). In either 
case they are assisted by a quorum of lesser chiefs. 

The Saza chiefs, and in a lesser degree under them, the Gombolola 
chiefs, are responsible for the collection of taxes, the administration of 
justice between natives, and the maintenance of good order as well as 
the general scheme of development initiated by the Government. 


THE NORTHERN PROVINCE. 


The Northern Province’is the second in extension of the 
Provinces in the Protectorate. 
For administrative purposes the Province is divided into the 
following districts: Bunyoro, Gulu, and Chua. | 
The headquarters of the Province are at Masindi. 


The historical associations connected with Masindi date back to 
1864, when Mr. Baker (later Sir S. Baker) and Mrs. Baker paid their 
first visit to Bunyoro in their search for Lake Albert. Baker was 
kept, however, under st:ict surveillance by Kamrasi, who imagined him 
to entertain designs on his native kingdom. The party were allowed 
to depart after considerable delay, and then only at the urgent request 
of the peop'e of the country who feared the ‘‘ Muleju’’ (the man 
with the beard). 

The site of Sir S. Baker’s camp at Masindi is preserved; o'd 
natives assert they can yet point out the stump of the sacred fig iree 
under which he caryped, also the trenches which surrounded the 
encampment of the force which accompanied him. 


A new station has been laid out and surveyed in which 
consideration has been devoted to future possibilities of development. 


The Native Government previously established at Hoima fotiowed 
the Gove:nment to Masindi. 


Masindi Port is only a station on the Lake Kioga with godown «and 
pier built in 1910. A god motor read connects this place with 
Masindi. | 


BUNYORO DISTRICT.

GULU DISTRICT. 


The country is undulating with prominent outcrops of rock, 
and comprises three distinct types: rolling plains, thick bush, and 
#wamp regions. 

The Administrative Centre of the District is Gulu, established 


in 1911. 
CHUA DISTRICT. 


The country consists of low-lying undulating plains, lightly 
covered with thorn bush. The plains rise slightly ag they approach 
the hilly regions surrounding Mount Agoro, 9,4C0 feet, on the northern 
soundary of the district. 


WEST NILE DISTRICT. 


The District lies to the west of the river Nile (Bar-el-Jebel) and 
stretches from the point of the river’s exit from Lake Albert at 
Koba to the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan border. On the west the district 
adjoins the Belgian Congo. 

The Administrative centre of the district is at Arua. 

The Acting Provincial Commissioner is A. H. Watson. 


NATIVE GOVERNMENT. 


The Mukama, or King, is the ruler of Bunyoro, and he is assisted 
by the chiefs of the Counties responsible to the Lukiko. The office of 
the Mukama is hereditary. 

Once in every week throughout the year the greater number of 
native Chiefs assemble in Council or Lukiko, at the seat of the native 
Headquarter Government, Masindi. Here the affairs of the distvict are 
discussed and framed into shape sufficiently comp:ehensive to lay 
before the District Commissioner next day. The Mukama presides at 
the native Lukiko, and accompanies it to the District Baraza house with 
any Chiefs or sub-chiefs who may be present. A large number of 
the people attend these meetings. It is customary for the District 
Officer to take the opportunity afforded by them to explain new laws, to 
enter into the economic conditions and requirements of the district, to 
look into the question of local taxes, to arrange for labour and food 
supplies, to settle disputes, and listen to the sometimes intricate 
arguments of native politics. 

Chiefs, who for various reasons are unable to attend the 
headquarter Lukiko, hold their own meetings in the different parts 
of the district in which they reside. 


In addition to the general business of the country, the Lukikos 
sit during the week ag native courte with verv clearly-defined powers, 
und administer elementary law to the peasantry. As Courts of Law 
they conform with such procedure, practice, and rules as may from 
time to time be laid down by the High Court of the Protectorate; they 
are subject, moreover, to supervision from the Supervisory (District) 
Courts in the district, which have power to revise their sentences, 
decisions, or orders. Native Courts are prohibited from trying cases 
of crime committed within a township, or cases in which Government 
servants or dependants are implicated. Nor mav they try offences 
which are punishable by law with death, or with transportation for life. 
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RUDOLF PROVINCE, 





No permanent Government stations have been opened in the 
Rudolf Province, which lies to the north-east of the Protectorate, 
bordering the Anglo- Kgyptian Sudan and Ethiopia. 

Thig province has an area of 14,130 square miles, of which 1,150 
ig the area of Lake Rudolf only. 

The country is gently undulating and is covered with short 
grass and thorn scrub with hardly any trées and generally reminds 
‘one of the bare plains of Kenya. 

The natives are pastoral and nomadic, answering rarely to 
authority. The rainfall ig most uncertain in this country. 
| Elephant, rhino, greater and lesser kudu are found in good 
numbers. 


The Province is divided into three districts: Turkwell, Turkana, 
-and Dabossa.

PRODUCE OF UGANDA. 


BOTANY. 


The flora of the Uganda Protectorate may be divided into three 
main divisions, namely, the humid, the arid, and the Alpine regions, 
with transitionary forms merging into these. The humid region 
embraces roughly the country lying between and including Busoga, in 
the north-east, to Buddu, in the south, and involving Toro in the 
south-east. A sub-division may be said to exist with a flora akin to 
that of the Congo, Cameroons, and Southern Nigeria. This flora is 
again evident in the forests of West Toro and Bunyoro. The arid 
region includes the ‘Rudolf Province, where generally the vegetation 
consists of scrub and short grass merging into an almost desert 
eountry. It also includes parts of the Nile Province. The Alpine 
regions are represented by Ruwenzori and Mount Elgon. The generak 
character of the country is usdulating, resulting in the humid regions 
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in numerous swamps in which acquatic or semi-acquatic vegetation 
prevails, consisting mainly in the lake regions of papyrus. The 
flora of Uganda presents a wide and interesting field to both the 
phanerogamic and the cryptogamic botanist. Many parts are still 


unexplored. 
AGRICULTURE. 


In the early days no crops were cultivated for export, but 
simply for food. Ivory, wild rubber, and hides later on became the 
principal exports, whilst at the present time such exports are of 
secondary importance and various crops are being successfully produced 
for export 

COTTON. 


The cotton industry is by far the most important in the 
Protectorate, and the exports of lint have steadily risen from 180 
ewts., valued at £236 in 1904-05, to 186,381 cwts. valued at £3,919,453 
for the year ended December 31st, 1920. During the year 1920 47,232 
cwts. of cotton seed were exported valued at £10,873. For the year 
1921 the amount of lint exported will be considerably larger than the 
previous year, but owing to the fall in prices the value will be very 
much lower. The estimated acreage planted in 1921 was 165,000. 
An output of 75,000 bales of 400 lbs. each is estimated as being the 
crop from the 1920-21 season. All the cotton is ginned and baled 
in the country and about 80 ginneries are now working. 

At the present the value of cotton exports exceeds the total 
of all other exports added together and the industry promises to 
extend steadily in the future as in past years. Work is still going 
on acclimatising and grading up a suitable cotton. Uganda probably 
possesses three species of indigenous cottons, whilst various seeds 
have been imported. 

The seed supply is controlled by the Government and only 
seed authorised by the (rovernment may be planted. Government 
seed farms are established in the Eastern Province and Buganda, 
where seed selection is continually being carried on and from which 
sources selected seed ig sown in certain outside areas and watched 
and the seed resulting is obtained and used for more extended 
propagation. Cotton growing in Uganda is purely a native industry. 
Although a few hundred acres have been planted in recent yeare on 
European and Asiatic estates as a catch crop, the large exports are 
due to the thousands of peasant cultivators throughout the country. 

Sowing takes place from May onwards, but is seldom planted 
after the end of September. July is usuallv the chief planting month 
in the main cotton areas. 

The Eastern Province is the largest producing area, and 
Buganda Province has increased its production very much in recent 
years. Some cotton is also grown in the Northern Province and to 
n lesser extent in the Western. Yield varies greatly according to 
the district and season. Buganda Province gives a higher average 
vield than the Eastern, and in Bulemezi county 800 to 900 lbs. seed 
cotton. per acre can be obtained. 350-400 Ibs. per acre is a fair 
average yield in the Eastern Province, but higher figures are obtained 
in many parts of the Province, especially in Serere county of Teso, 
which often gives well over 600 lbs. per acre. Large numberg of 
native instructors are at work throughout the Protectorate teaching 
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natives how to cultivate and handle the crops. Cotton pests and 
diseases are fairly numerous and include gtainerg and boll-worm and 
bol anthraenose, but they have done comparatively little damage up 
to the present. 


COFFEE. 


Coffee may be said to be indigenous to Uganda. These so- 
called indigenous coffee treeg are scattered throughout the Buganda 
Province in small lofg which receive practically no attention. This 
is coffea robusta. Later coffea, arabica var. Nyasa (introduced from 
Nyasaland) and Bourdon was introduced and largely planted. As 
far back as 1902-03 coffee to the value of £892 was exported, grown 
mainly in the Sese Islands, but the export diminished, and in 1906-07 
coffee to the value of £129 only was exported. The export figures 
for 1920 were as follows: 


Husked coffee, 36,808 cwts value £129,901. 
Coffee in parchment, 4,385; cwts.; value £8,009. 


The rapid increase in coffee production has been mainly due 
to the large influx of European planters, and this was. their most 
popular crop. Natives also planted to a considerable extent, but only 
very small areas are now being planted by them. In the more humid 
parts of the Protectorate the life of Arabian coffee is comparatively 
short, so that ‘Robusta cotiee, which is indigenous, may probably be 
more largely cultivated in future, as its yield is both large and sure, 
although the quality is not such as to please the home market. 
Hxperiments are being made with coffees from all parts of the world. 
The estiinated area under coffee is 19,000 acres European, 12,804 
Native, and 1,790 Asiatic. Much of the coffee is interplanted with 
Para rubber and is being gradually cut out and so the acreage tends 
to diminish, and some areas have also been abandoned during the 
present year. Yields and prices of coffee have proved a 
disappointment to natives and numbers of plantations have been 
neglected, and in many cases cultivation has stopped entirely. 
Insect pests are serious and coffee leaf diseases also are present. 


RUBBER. 


Wild rubber hag been collected and exported for many years. 
but the exports of wild rubber are decreasing. Exports of cultivated 
rubber started in 1910-11, and the exportg have rapidly risen from 
552Ibs., valued at £147, in that year, to 446.427lbs., valued at 
£82,521 in 1920. 

Various kinds of rubbers have been planted by both Furopeans 
and natives, but Para ig the only one now receiving any attention. 
Uganda has approximately 17,500 acres of Para under European 
management, of which some 12,000 are interplanted with coffee 
arabica. Natives have grown above 900 acres. Of the above acreage 
about 9,280 is under 5 years, and the bulk is in the Buganda Province. 
Para is urdoubtedly the best from every point of view. Planters 
generally are taking a very keen interest in its growth, and cultivation 
Is rapidly extending. An ample supply of seed is obtained locally, 
and the voung plants are usually grown with coffee as a catch crop. 
Tapninzg results on the oldest trees in the country in the Botanioa 


Gardens, Entebbe, have proved satisfactory, while under estate 
conditions it has been shown that Para can be looked upon as a 
permazent and satisfactory crop for Uganda. Insect pests are 
seldom met with, but bark diseases have become rather prevalent. 


COCOA. 


The area under cocoa ut first extended rapidly, and in 1919 the 
estamated acreage was 1,383 under five years and 2,644 over five 
—all under European management. This crop has, however, failed 
to come up to expectations and has in recent years been neglected and 
in many cases abandoned entirely and the acreage is decreasing. 
Exports started in 1915-16 with 164 cwts. valued at £405, and 
reached 1,235 cwts., valued at “4,933 in 1920. Experiments are being 
continued to try to evelve a type of Cocoa which will give an 
- economic return. Diseases are numerous, but unlike ooffee, no 
machinery is needed for trentirg the crop for export. 


CHILLIBS. 


The chillis is indigenous to the country and grown in large 
quantities in a semi-wild condition in Busoga, in which district 
practically the whole of the exports originate. Thig variety bears a 
small pod of great pungency. An exotic chillie has been introduced, 
but ig grown only to a small extent. The exports in 1916-17 amounted 
to 18,317 cwts.. valued at £27,328; in 1917-18 to 9,287 cwts., valued 
at £18,586: and in 1920, 4,535 ewts., valued at £14,176. 


GROUND NUTS. 


Two varieties of ground nuts are grown in the country, and it 
ig hoped to get steadily increasing exports of this crop, especially from 
the Eastern Province as its cultivation makes a_ splendid rotation 
crop with cotton. 


SIMSIM. 


Simsim is an important ctop in the Lango and Teeo Districts, 
where ite cultivation should rapidly increase. Hitherto it has been of 
smal? importance in the Buganda Province. Kavirondo seed has been 
introduced to improve the quality of the local product. The exports 
amounted to 42,992 cwts., valued at £69,365 in 1920. 


SUGAR. 


This crop grows well in nearly all parte of the Prot«ctorate, 
and the acreage is extending rapidly. Jaggree (unrefined sugar) is 
manufactured for local consumption and it is anticipated that sugar 
cane will play an important part in the industrial development of tha 
country. 

New varieties of cane have been introduced from various parts 
of the world, and a few planters are beginning to show interest in the 
crop, as there ik no reason why the local demands for sugar should 
not be met by local product. There are several small mills in 
operation and more are contemplated. 
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* Kuropeans cultivate about 210, Asiatic 572, and natives ‘some 
2,000 acres. In 1920 777 cwts. of jaggree, valued at Al, 226, were 
‘exported. 

TEA. 


Tea is also established at: the Government Plantation at 
Kakumiro and some interest has been shown in the cultivation of the 
crop. by one or two European planters. The locally prepared product, 
made without any machinery, finds ready sale. Diseases and pests 
have so far given little trouble. | 


TOBACCO. 


Tobacco grows extremely well and large quantities are grown 
throughout the Protectorate by natives for their own use. | 
Experiments on a small scale are being tried in suitable places and 
the production is considered to be well worth the attention ‘of the 
planters in the drier zones. 


WHEAT. 


Wheat was started many years ago in Toro, where there are now 
three water power mills for flour production. Approximately 800 
acres have been cultivated by natives, but there is ample scope for a 
much larger production, as fou sells well in the Congo. Transport 
difficulties at present prevent flour being used throughout the 
Protectorate. 
RICE. 


Rice hag been tried all over the country, but as the native do 
not eat it readily, progress ig slow. The Hastern Province is producing 
more, particularly in Bukedi, but much more remains to be done ta 
satisfy local requirements. 


FIBRES. 


Many indigenous fibres are found throughout the country which 
are utilised to a great extent for many purposes by the native 
population. Exotic fibres, like sisal and Mauritius hemps, have been 
tried and grow remarkably well, but ‘it is doubtful whether fibreg will 
prove much of a commercial success in Uganda. Paper making 
might ultimately be started on a small scale for the utilisation of some 
of the fibrous grasses which grow very luxuriantly in many parte of 
the Protectorate: Elephant grass has been successfully used. 


VARIOUS PRODUCTS. 


Linseed has been tried both for seed and fibre, but the results 
are inconclusive. Furthér attempts to produce fibre are being made. 

Plaujtains and bananas are the most extensively cultivated 
crop in the Buganda Province and are the staple food of the Buganda. 
Improved varieties for table purposes have been introduced, and the 
manufacture of banana flour is thought to be worthy of consideration. 

Sweet potatoes are grown all over the Protectorate as a staple 
food crop. 

Millet of various kinds is largely grown and provides an 
important food supply, to the Nilotic tribes in particular. 
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Maize is not such an important food crop as the prevailing 
conditiong would lead one to expect; but its cultivation is extending 
rapidl 

. ‘Chava 18 fargely grown. Its extended cultivation has been 
encouraged in districts hable to shortage of food. 

Castor oil plants are grown in every native garden for the sake 
of their straight poles, but the seed is not utilised. 

Peas and beans of many varieties are cultivated, forming en 
important item in the people’s food supply. 

Beeswax production has fallen far short of expectations in 
spite of strenuous efforts to make it a thriving industry. Exports are 
still small and are likely to remain so for some time. 


FRUITS. 


There is a shortage of fruits in the country, but mango, 
pineapple, orange, pawpaw, bread fruit, sour-sop, custard apple, 
passion fruit, guava, pomegranate, rose apple, tree tomato, Cape 
gooseberry, strawberry, banana, lemon, lime, and sapodilla grow well 
and are all worthy of more attention, whilst clove and nutmeg have 
fruited in the country. 

The success which attends the «uitivation of English vegetables 
and flowers does not extend to the cultivation of English fruits. This 
ig explained by the fact that English fruits are temperate plante, 
whereas many English vegetables and flowers are not really indigenous 
to England but are ultra-tropical. The cultivation of English fruits, 
therefore, can only be experimental unless undertaken at the greater 
elevations, where the climate approaches that of their native habitat. 


VEGETABLES. 


The majority of the most favoured vegetables ean be grown with 
such success as to allow of a supply at all times of the year. 


LIVE STOCK. 


The livestock in the Protectorate is estimated as follows: 
Cattle, 739,821; sheep, 307,429; goats, 974,304; horses, 2; mules, 38; 
donkeys, 230. In the Rudolf Province, which ig not included in the 
above estimate, there are gaid to be nearly 500,000 head of cattle and 
about 3,000,000 sheep and goats. Turkhana possesses herds of 
camels and a considerable number of donkevs.  Ostriches are 
occasionally kept by Teso and Karamojan tribes. 

Over the greater part of the Protectorate the dominant type of 
cattle belongs “to. he Tumped short-horned breeds, and those bred in 
the northern counties of the Teso District approximate somewhat 
closely .to the Indian Zebu breed. In the Buganda Province the 
cattle are of a type intermediate between the humped cattle of the 
Eastern-Province and the long-horned cattle of Amkola, and are 
evjdently derived from many crossings. “Slieep are all of the fat- 
tailed species and breed vary but little throughout the Protectorate. 
Goats ate of the usual small African type. 

The livestock of the Protectorate is responsible for a very large 
+rade in. hides and skins. The following were the export figures for 
1920: Hides, 20,528 ewts.. value, £118 184: goat skins, 2,618 cwits., 
value, £33,337. . 
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HOSPITALS. 


There are Government hospitals for ‘Kuropean patients at 
Entebbe, Jinja, and Kampala. 

The Government also provides facilities for medical treatment 
of natives and Asiatics at Arua, Bombo, Butiaba, ‘Kmtebbe, Gulu, 
Hoima, Jinja. Kampala, Lira, Masaka, Masindi, Mbale, Mbarara, 
Namasagali, and foroti. | 

Branch dispensaries exist at different places of the 
Protectorate.

MEDICAL STAFF.

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TANGANYIKA. 


GENERAL DESCRIPTION. 


Tanganyika Territo:y .the former ‘‘ German Kast Africa,’’ is an 
area of some 385,000 square miles, including Ruanda, and Urundi, 
20,000 square miles, which was provisionally added to Belgium, lying 
between the Indian Ocean, Kenya Colony, Lake Victoria, Uganda, 
The Belgian Congo, Rhodesia, Lake Tanganyika, Nyasaland, and 
Portuguese Fast Africa. It has a coast line to the Indian ocean of 
500 miles. On its borders u:e three great lakes, Victoria, Nyasa, and 
Tanganyika. 

The coast strip consists of a maritime plain varying in width from 
10 to 40 miles, from which the plateau which forms the greater part 
of the hinterland rises. ‘The average height of the plateau is between 
3,000 and 4,000 fect. The great Rift Valley of Africa crosses the more 
Westerly portion of the territory. The Territory has one recently 
active volcanc Ol Doinyo Sengai (God’s mountain) which was active 
in 1917. The Highest Peak of the highest in Africa is the extinct 
volcano Kilimanjaro (19,720 feet). The inland plateau falls sharply 
from a general level of 4,000 fcet to the level of the great lakes 
(Tanganyika 2,590 feet and Nvesa 1,67 feet). 


The rivers fall mainly into these which drain to the Indian Ocean 
and those flowing to the Great Lakes. Of the former are the Pangani, 
the Wami, the Kingani, the Rufiji, the Rovuma. the Ulanga, and the 
Lukuledi. The second class comprises among others, the Mon, Mara, 
the Songwe, the Rukwa, the Saisi and the Kojera, 400 miles long, the 
headwaters of the Nile, and navigable for 70 miles from its mouth. 


The chief ports are the modern Dar-es-Salaam, the seat of 
Governmert, Pangani, Bagamoyo, Tanga, Kilwa, and Lindi. 


The rainfall is relatively low, and the te:mtory is subject to 
great droughts. Frosts occur in the higher altitudes. 


The territory is served by two railways, the Central Railway 
from Dar-es-Salaam, to Kigoma (780 miles) and the Tanga Railway 
from {Tanga to Moshi (222 miles) with a temporary line from Kahe 
Station, linking up with the Uganda Railway in Kenya at Voi. Motor 
transport it at present possible only on a few gcod roads. 


By article 119 of the Treaty of Peace with Germany, signed at 
Versailles on June 28, 1919. Germany renounced in favour cf the 
Principal Allied and Associated Powe:s all her rights over her cverseas 
possession, including German East Africa; and the Principal Allied 
and Associated Powers, in virtue of their rights of sovereignty over 
the territories which formerly constituted German East Africa, have 
agreed that His Britannic Majesty shall exercise, in conformity with 
Article 22, Part 1 (Covenant of the League of Nations) of the above- 
mentioned Treaty of Peace, a mandate to administer a portion of the 
said territories.

DAR-ES-SALAAM DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: DAR-ES-SALAAM. 


The District of Dar-es-Salaam is bounded on the North by the 
District of Bagamoyo, on the East by the Indian Ocean, on the West 
by the District of Morogoro, and on the South by the District of 
Rufiji. It is formed by a plain which is traversed from North-East 
to South-West by a narrow chain of heights ranging from 800 to 1,150 
feet on the line Pugu, Maneromango, Kissangire. The nature of the 
plain country which is of a sandy soil, is mostly steppe and grassland 
with more or less thick bush and sparse foliaceous vegetation. The 
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hills ara almost entirely wooded. The most important rivers are the 
Ruvu, Mpiji, Mbezi, Msimbazi, Mzinga, and Luhute all flowing into 
the Indian Ocean. Wtih the exception of the Ruvu and Luhute these 
rivers mostly dry up during the dry season. 

The climate is of the type ordinarily found on the East African 
Coast. The lesser rains fall in the months of November, December, 
up to the middle of January; the greater rains are in March, April, 
and May. 

Malania is prevalent throughtout the District, and recurrent | 
fever on the caravan roads. 

-Tse-tse are prevalent throughout the District, as are also coast 
fever and horse sickness. 

The main roads are from Dar-es-Salaam to Mohoro going south, 
and to Bagamoyo going north. The railway to lake Tanganyika starts 
from Dar-es-Salaam and crosses the District almost due west. 

Cotton, sisal, coconuts, maize, millet, cassava, ground nuts, and 
. the usual native crops grow in varying quantities according to the 
nature of the soil in the various parts of the District. 

The native population, exclusive of the town of Tarde: elastin. 
ig about 125,000, made up of the following tribes: Wazaramo, Wa- 
swahili, Wandergereko, Warufiji, Wakami, and Wakutu. 

Dar-es-Salaam (the ‘‘ Harbour of Peace ’’) is a modern town. 
It was founded by Seyid Majid bin Said, Sultan of Zanzibar, in 1862, 
but it was deserted on his death in 1870, and it was not till 1887 that 
‘it was occupied by the Germans, who established a factory there. It 
became the seat of the Government in 1891; it is also the capital of 
the Protectorate and is one of the chief ports on the Kast Coast of 
Africa. It has a well sheltered deep water harbour which is invisible 
from outside either from land or sea. The usual wharfage, Customs, 
and storage accommodation are to be found. All cargo from ships 
is placed on lighters or boats, and then man handled on quay or shore. 

There are metalled roads throughout the town, which ig well 
laid out round the residential and business quarters, behind which 
lies the native quarter and bazaar. The town is lighted throughout 
with electric light. The water supply is good. 

The population, according to the 1921 Census. numbers 139,595, 
of whom about 500 are Europeans.

TANGA DISTRICT 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: TANGA. 


Tanga District may roughly be divided into two areas viz., 
the coastal zone and the hill country on the western half of the 
District. There are numerous sisal and cocoanut plantations on the 
lower levels and some coffee is grown in the hills. 

The Biological Institute is situated at Amani and is reached 
by railway from Tanga via Tengeni and Sigi. 

There are fair roads throughout the District. which are suitable 
for light motor traffic in the dry season. 

The population of Tanga Tistrict is approximately as under:

Tanga—the Administrative Headquarters of the District—lIs 
situated 186 miles north of Dar-es-Salaam, 73 miles from Zanzibar,

‘Tatiganyika Territory and the terminus of the Usambara Railway, 
which connects, via Moshi, with the Uganda Railway, at Voi. 

Hotels in Tanga: The Grand and the Afrika. 

Estimated value of exports from Tanga in 1913, £750,000. 

Tanga was unsucessfully attacked by the British on November 
4th, 1914. The town was eventually occupied on July 7th, 1916, 
its fall completing the British occupation of the Usambara Railway.

PANGANI DISTRIOT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: PANGANI. 


The relief of this district shows, in general, a gradual tise from 
the coast towards the interior. The coast strip is flat and is succeeded 
by hilly country which begins near the Bondei Hills and goes west, 
increasing in height till it reaches its highest summits in the 
Handeni mountains (2,280 feet) and then continues southward. 
The most westerly terrace is finally formed by the mountain land of 
Nguru, whose maximum height is 6,500 ft. This is the southernmost 
corner of the Masai steppe, which here reaches into Pangani district. 

The two chief rivers are the Pangani and the Msangazi. The 
former rises in Kilimanjaro, is 180 miles in length, and is navigable 
by dhows to a point (26 miles from the mouth) close below the falls 
(700 feet in height). Above the falls the Pangani is crossed by @& 
stone bridge. 

Climate, generally speaking, is the same as that of other 
coastal regions of the Territory: among the hills it is cooler and in 
the Nguru mountains very cold. Average vearly rainfall on the coast 
47 inches approx.; at Handeni (70 miles inland—the gub-station of 
the district), 84 inches approx. The malaria rate in 1921 was only 
240 per mille for Europeans. 

The town of Pangani, situated 29 miles south of Tanga and 96 
miles ‘north of Dar-es-! Salaam, has a native population of 5,000 
approx. The harbour is approachable by vessels of shallow draught, 
and has been recently re-buoyed. Spring tides rise to 15 feet. There 
is a considerable traffic by dhows with Zanzibar and Tanga, the main 
native exports being copra, :nolasses, hides, and beeswax. 

An excellent trunk road, joining the Usambara Railway at 
Korogwe to the Central Railway at Kilossa, traverses Pangani district 
from north to south, via Handeni, and is passable for motor traffic at 
most times of the year. 

On the coast are many sisal plantations, the principal being 
Bushiri (Bird and Co. T.td.) and Kigombe and the Mwera group 
(Anglo-Swiss Estates Ltd.). South of the Masai steppe are two or 
three ex-German coffee estates, the remainder being rubber plantations. 

Of tribes indigenous to this district the three largest are the 
Waziguha, Wabondei, and the Wanguu. In addition, many other 
tribes, such as the Wanyamwezi, Wassangu and Wabena are 
represented: these form better workmen than the indigenous tribes 
and come from the interior as labourers: on the sisal and eoconut 
plantations. All the natives are law-abiding and docile.

BAGAMOYO DISTRIOT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: BAGAMOYO. 


The Bagamoye district is divided into two regions (a) a flat strip 
‘of coast land 6 to 10 miles wide sparsely populated, and (b) the hilly 
eountry of Udohe, Ukwere and Uzeguha, also a portion of Uzaramu, to 
the West of the coast strip. The average altitude of the hills is about 
500—650 ft. The mountain of Pongwe has an altitude of over 2,000 ft. 
and forms a prominent landma:k. 

The chief products of the district are Copra, Rice, Mohogo, Gum 
copal, Maize ,Matama, Sugar Cane, Sweet Potatces, Cotton, Sem-Sem 
and Ground Nuts. 

Before the Dar-ces-Salaam-Tabora railway was built, Bagamoyo 
was one of the principal t:ading centres on the Coast. Owing to its 
proximity to Zanzibar, it was the starting point for the many trading 
caravans which penetrated to the interior of this and the neighbouring 
territories. Since the completion of the railway it has lost its 
importence in this respect with the result that the majority of the 
wholesale and more important business houses have closed down. 

The Census taken in 1921 shows the following population :— 
Europeans, 29; Asiatics, 1,043; Natives, 57,114. 

The p: incipal tribes are: "Wakwere, 16,000; Wazaramu, 14,000; 
Waziguha, 9,000; Wadohe, 5,000. 


ROADS AND COMMUNICATIONS. 


Ferries.—Two over the Wami_ River. One on the 
Bagameoyo-Sadani main road, the second near Mandera Catholic 
Mission. ‘Iwo over the Kingani (known 2!so as Ruvu River). These 
ferries are known as the Mteni ferry and Kingani ferry. The craft 
used at the ferries ae native dug-out canoes. _Crocediles are reported 
at all the crossings and attack live stock which have to swim. 

Roads.—The whole district is inte: sected with good native made 
roads und paths. passable for foot passengers and light vehicles during 
the dry season, but during the period of heavy rains, usually in April 
and May, the Bagamoyo Sadani road is in many places under water, 
and in consequence makes travelling very dithicult, and somctimes 
impossible. 

There are three Roman Catholic Mission staticns: Bagamoyo, 
Mandera, and Lugoba. 

The heavy rains, known locally as Masika, commence about 
the end of March and last until June. ‘The lesser rains usually fall 
in October and November. Owing to the low altitude of the district as 
‘a whole, the heat is everywhere oppvessive.

RUFIJI DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: UTETE. 
Area about 5,000 square miles. Population about 64,000. 
Low lying, flat country, very swampy in rainy season, with two smal! 


hilly areas, one in North and one in South. The Rufiji River. traverses 
-the District from West to East, and flows into the Indian Oecan. It 
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is navigable for small steamcrs for about 25 miles up the river, andi 
for smaller boats much further, especially during: the floods. Rich 
agricultural country, soil suitable for cotton, rice and foodstuffs. 
generally, which are exported. Mangrove Forests in the River Delta 
area are an important feature. Game plentiful, including elephant 
and lion. Hippopotamus and crocodile infest the rivers. 

Eastern boundary of the District is the Indian Ocean. Utete is. 
situated 102 miles from Dar-es-Salaam in a S.W. direction. 

Mohoro (Township and site of a Political sub-station) is 16 
miles from the coast, situated on the main Dar-es-Salaam-Kilwa road, 
and. the Mohoro River. Mohoro is about 30 miles E., 8.E. of 
Utete. | 

Coconut plantations flourish on the coast at Mbwera, Jaya and 
elsewhere. 

Roads generally not fit for motors, except py in the dry: 
season, on the main roads.

KILWA DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KILWA. 


The Kilwa district is bounded on the north by the Utete and 
Mohoro Districts, on the scuth by the Lindi District, and on the west 
by the Songea and Mahenge Districts. The area is approximately 
13,500 square miles and contains a population of 90,000 inhabitants. 
The chief harbours on the coast are Samanga, Kilwa, Kisiwani and 
Kiswere. The district is divided into eight sub-districts, Kilwa, Liwale 
and Kibata where there are Assistant Political Officers, and Mariwe, 
Mavudji, Madaba, Kiswere and Nakihu. The hinterland gradually 
slopes up from the. sea level to a tree steppe plateau varying in height 
from 800 to 1,500 feet, excepting in the north where the Matumbe 
Hills rise to a height of 2,000 feet. This country is very hilly and 
a possible source of minerals. [he vemainder of the district is purely 
agricultural owing to the prevalence of tsetse, although a few hundred 
head of cattle as an aggregate are kept at Kivinji (headquarters) and 
in the island of Kisiwani. 

The bulk of the trade is in the hands of Indians, who exchange 
agricultural products fcr piece goods. The trade ig mainly with 
Zanzibar. The chief items of export and import for the year 1921 in 
Florins are :—

LINDI DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: LINDI. 


Lindi District is divided into five sub-districts (each in charge 
am Assistant Political Officc:); Lindi, Mikindani, Masasi, Newala, 
d@ Tunduru. | 

Lindi is a flourishing port, with steamers from north and south 
calling several times » month, ships being most frequent during) the 
busy months—July to December. 

Mikindani is smaller, with only occasional steamer calls, A 
considerable dhow trafic also exists. 

The District consists of the Coyst region—fertile, thickly 
populated, hot. and unhealthy; the wide river valleys of the 
Mbwemkuru, Lukuledi. and Rovuma—very fertile but very unhealthy ; 
the table lands between the valleys, such as the Makonde plateau— 
cooler and healthier but handicapped by lack of water ; and the Tunduru 
area, mostly fairly healthy and fertile, but suffering from very nume’ous 
tsetse, and handicapped by the remote situation. 

No considerable mountain exists in the district ; the Rovuma (the 
boundary with the Portuguese) is the largest river, but is not navigable. 

Principal products; millet, ground nuts, simsim, and native 
grown cotton. Owing to tsetse fly and disease, practically no cattle 
exist in the district. and meat, milk and butter have all to be 
imported. 

Game is scarce fo: about one hundred miles from the coast; 
beyond that, a certain amount of game can be got, including elephant ; 
the latter, however, nearly all carry very small tusks. . 

Considerab!e prospecting was done by the Germans, and also by 
a few British parties; indications of Graphite, lignite, and mica, and 
other useful minerals huve been found, but not in paying form so far. 

The Universities Mission have numerous centres up-country and 
the Benedictine White Fathers have also a few stations. 

The former Ge: man aisal plantations at the Coast have not been 
re-started, and have largely reverted to bush. 

The Standard Bank of South Africa has a branch at Lindi. The 
branch of the National Bank of South Africa has been closed. 

Rainy season, December to Apyil: Average annual rainfall (from 
10 years’ German records) about 33 inches.

BUKOBA DISTRIOT (Including Ussumi and Western Kagera). 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: BUKOBA. 


This district ix boundcd by Uganda on the North, by Lake 
Victoria on the Fast. by Mwanza, Tabora, Kigoma and Urundi Districts 
on the South, and by Ruanda and Urundi on the West. 

Bukoba District proper contains the Sultanates of Kianja, 
Ihangiro, Kiziba, Karagwe. Kibumbiro, Bugabo, Kiamtala and 
Kanyangeriko, alsa the islands which lie off the western coast of the 
Lake, the most important of these is Bumbiri. 

Ussuwi—Sub- Districet—which was taken over from the Belgiang 
in March, [821, comprises the Sultanates of Busubi, Kjmwani, 
Busambiro and Rusubi. 
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Western Kagera, which, at the time of writing, is in process of 
‘being taken over from the Belgians, consists of a strip of territory 
approximately 25 miles wide on the west of the river Kagera running 
from the Uganda border southwards as far ag Lake Sake, then the 
boundary proceeds Fast till the county of Bugufi (Urundi) is reached, 
which is also included in this district. 

The population according to the recent Census are as follows :—® 
Kuropeans: Bukoba, 70; Ussuwi, 9. Indians, Arabs, Goans, etc.: 
Bukoba, 377; Ussuwi, 18. Natives: Bukoba, 225,720; Ussuwi, 72,589. 

The chief imports are cotton piece goods, provisions, salt, and 
iron and copper wire. The most important exports are coffee and 
Groundnuts, both native grown, of which 2,601 and 926 tons 
respectively were exported in 1921, compared with 12,269 and 428 tons 
in 1920. Chillies are being grown this year, but Cotton is not very 
successful. Hides in large quantities are obtainable, and if a market 
is forthcoming, should furnish a considerable item for export bud at 
present there is no demand. 

Communication.—Some 300 miles of road are fit for ight motor 
traffic, including the one to the Uganda border. Telegraphic 
communication is maintained with Uganda and Kenya Colony via 
Masaka. The Round the Lake Steamers of the Uganda Railway 
Marine call every fortnight, alternately via North and South ports. 

Rainfall.—1921, 65.83 inches. 1920, 92.09 inches. Average 
for 10 years, 70.28 inches. 

Education.—A Government Boarding School wag opened for 
the sons of Chiefs at Bukoba in May,. 1921, and there ave nine other 
Government Day Schools in the District. 

Missions.—There are five Missions of the Whit2 Fathers in 
Bukoba District, two in Ussuwi and ond in Western Kagera, where 
educational and medical work is carried on. The Chureh Missionary 
Socicty has a station at Bukoba. |

MWANZA DISTRICT. 
. ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: MWANZA. 


This district embraces an area of approximateiy 35,000 square 
miles with a population of 150 Europeans and Goans, 690 Indians, 183 
Arabs and Baluchis, and 702,345 natives—a total of 703,368. 

The headquarters are at Mwanza situated on Mwanza Gulf and 
possessing a good and protected harbour. The districé for 
‘Administrative purposes consists of the Mwanza and Musoma divisions, 
the latter having as its centre Musoma sub-station situated on Mara 
Bay. 

The only township is Mwanza with a population of some 5,000 
people, and it is the main centre of trade and commerce. 

The largest tribes are Wasukuma and Wazinza, the former 
numbering some 450,000 natives. Actually the former tribe 1s more 
accurately described as Bagwe (Northern Wanyamwezi) divisible into 
two sections namely the Banakiya of the highlands to the east and 
south-east of Wwanza and the Banamwezi of the lowlands bordering 
Iaake Nyanza. $ Other tribes are Wakerewe, Wandorobo, Masai, 
Woakeia, ete. , 
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Missions having stations in the district are White Fathers, Africa. 
Inland, and Seventh Day Adventists. , 

Mahomedan influence is strong at Mwanza and in Indian and 
Swahili settlements. 

The district is very vich in cattle, sheep and goats. The main 
exportable products consist of ox-hides, goat skins, rice, cotton, sim-sim 
and millet. 

Native cotton cultivation is being extended mainly in the 
Mwanza division and on Ukerewe Island. ‘There are two ginneries, 
one at Mwanza, the other on Ukerewe Island. There is a rice mill 
at Mwanza. 

The district as a whole offers good prospects of agricultural 
expansion. Considerable prcspecting activity is in progress, and 
Various supposed gold and diamond claims have been pegged and are 
being worked. Sisal was grown by Europeans before the war and 
certain areas seem suitable fo: its cultivation. 

There are two rainy seasons, but these have been somewhat 
variable in recent years. Mwanza itself has an average annual rainfall 
of about forty inches. Uke:ewe Island has a wetter climate. 

Mwanza and much cf the distvict may be described as 
unhealthy, malavia, spirillum fever, blackwater fever, and other 
diseases of the tropics al] being met with. 

EBlephantiasis seems scmewhat common amongst the native 
population. 

There is a service of steamers between Mwanza, Musoma and 
lake ports in Kenya and Uganda. 

Game, including rhinceercs, hippopotamus and gi-affe is plentiful 
in certain portions of the district. A herd of clephants exists on 
Ukerewe Island but is strictly preserved. 

Belts of tsetse flv, both G. Palpalis and G. Morsitans exist, and 
eases of sleeping sickness have just been, found in the Ntussu area. 
It is possible that othe: foci of the disease may be located. 


ARUSHA DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: ARUSHA. 


The Arusha District is one of three districts, continguous with the 
Territorial boundary which once formed the boundary line between 
Kenya and German East Africa; it ig a large distvict with very 
interesting geographical features. 

The headquarters station Arusha is situated on the Southern 
slopes of Mount Meru, an extinct volcano of some 14,960 feet in 
height. There are othcy mountains in the district of varying altitudes 
from 6,000 to 12,000 ft., and the wonderful great Rift Valley traverses 
the district from Noth to South. There are also the interesting and 
large Salt Lakes of Manyana and Exassi and several smalle~ lakes, 
both fresh and salt and the Soda Lake Natron. The district has a: 
varying inhabited elevation of from 3,300 ft. to 7,000 ft. and there 
are extensive f>rests in the higher altitudes both on Mount Meru and 
in the Highland country around Mbulu where there is a Government 
Station subordinate to Arusha. 

The climate of Mt. Meru is cocl and pleasant excer+ in the 
months of January and February. In the Mbulu region: similar 
conditions obtain, but in the Rift Valley and Masailand the country 
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is dry and arid, and the climate hot and in portions of the Raft, 
malarious. : 

There is a considerable European settler population on the 
South, East, North and West slopes of Meru Mountain, those on the 
South are coffee planters and in the other regions mixed farming is 
carried on. A census revealed the fact that there were 387 Kuropeans 
in the district and that the population was therefore second only to 
Dar-es-Salaam. The sale of ex-enemy property will certainly largely 
add to the European population. There 1s a native population of 
38,000 in and around Mt. Meru, in Masailand 10,000 and in the Mbulu 
sub-district are some 50,000 natives. These are all agriculturalists 
except the Masai and a nomad native tribe in the S.W. of Mbulu. 

Communications.—A road capable of being traversed by moto- 
transport in the dry weather runs from Moshi to Arusha, 50 miles, and 
extensive improvements to this road are contemplated this year. 
A road travevsable by motors proceeds from Arusha to Mbigwe in the 
Rift Valley, 80 miles, and from there to Ufuirie and Kondoa Irangi, 80 
miles, and thence to the Central Railway at Dodoma, 160 miles. 

Shooting.—There is good shooting in the district and already 
several parties have done well. 

Trade.—The trade of the district igs in Livestock, hides, 
ghee, and Cereals such as Maize, Wheat, Beans, Potatoes, ete. Good 
‘Coffee is grown on 8. Meru. The township of Arusha has two hotels 
and several European stores where necessary commodities of life can 
be obtained. | 

This district, with Moshi, was first entered by our troops in 
March, 1916, being invaded from the Kajiedo Railway and Longido 
Mountain; and General Van Deventcy made his famous march to 
Kondoa I-angi and the Central Railway in the height of the rainy 
season of 1916, capturing a large ‘portion of a German company at 
Lolmisalle Mountain, 40 miles south cf Arusha. 

Given improved communications, there is a promising outlook 
for the future of this component part of a vast territory.

MOSHI DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: MOSHI. 


Moshi, forme’ly known as Ncw Moshi, situated at the foot of 
Kilimanjaro and cn the terminus cf the Tanga Railway with Voi. It 
is a customs station and official p'ace of entry for the Trritory. 

The District includes the whole of Mt. Kilimanjaro and the 
North Pare Hills. Between these two mountain masses flows the 
Ruvu River which receives all the off-flow from Kilimanjaro. 

The European population numbers some 250, mostly Greeks. 
There are about the same number of Indian traders in the district. 

The Native population numbers 158,000 according to census 
taken in last year and consists of Waohagga, Wapare, Masai, Wakahe, 
Waarusha and settlements of aliens. The most important of these 
are the Wachagga, who number 124.0C0. Thev inhabit the Eastern, 
Western and Souther flanks of Kilimanjaro, while the North side of 
the mountain is barren and uninhabited, 

The European Plantations ae for the most part situated on the 
South-Western slopes of Kilimanjaro, roughly speaking between the 
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‘altitudes of 3,000 and %.500 feeb. They are almost all coffee 
plantations; in the plains are also a few Sisal Plantations. Rubber 
Plantations are also to be found, but none have been worked since the 
war. Cotton is also cultivated by a few planters. 

The Natives produce Maize, Beans, Rice. and Sugar Cane. 
"Their staple food is, however, the banana. 

Labour wage at the present time is usually 12 shillingg per 
month. 

With the exception of the Masai, the natives are not rich in 
‘stock and the breed is exceedingly poor in the mountains. 

European Stock Farms are situated on the plains to the 
North-West of Kilimanjaro, but are at present not occupied or stocked 
-excepting for those of some 70 Dutch settlers on the Ngare Nairobi 
River. 

The Congregation of the Holy Ghost have five Mission stations 
on Kilimanjaro and one in Pare. A German Lutheran Mission Society 
had six stations in the district. 

The Railway runs from Tanga to Moshi. At Kahe, seme 16 
“miles South of Moshi it branches off to Voi. Mail trains run once pcr 
week. 

‘There is a@ motor road from Moshi to Arusha (54 miles) and a 
passable road from Moshi to Taveta and thence to Voi. 

The distzict has a variety of game, but hunting is somewhat 
dificult owing to tne thick bush. The game area of the mountain, is 
“@& reserve in which clephants are numerous.

USAMBARA DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: LUSHOTO. 


Area of District, 6,298 square miles. The p:incipal township, 
Lushoto, situated in the hills at an altitude of 4,600 feet enjoys a mild 
and pleasant climate and is regarded as the health resort for the 
northern territory. The Dist:ict adjoins Kenya Colcny and the 
‘Tanga-Moshi Railway line passes through the length of the district 
from East to West along the foot of the Usambara range of Mountains. 
This line connects with the Uganda Railway at Voi. The district is 
well supplied with good roads suitable during the d“y season for motor 
t-affie. There are two wet scasons, the heavy rains falling between 
March and June and the light rains in November and December. 

(he average annual fajl is 389 inches. According to a census 
taken in April, 1921, the European population was 90 Eu:opeans, 
331 Asiatics and 167,666 natives. Of the latter the principal tnbes 
are Washamba, 55,800; Wapare, 28,800; Wazigua 7,560; and 
Wambugu, 5,000. 

The principal native products are maize, sweet potatoes, 
“bananas, rice and matama and in a lesser degree, beans. 


The European plantations p'oduce mainly coffec and sisal. 
Large rubber estates were wo:ked prior to the war, but these have now 
been abandoned. There are 137,500 acres of Fovest Reicrve in which 
timber of great. utility such as Cedar, Pcrlocarpus and Mvule grows.

| TABORA DISTRICT. 
- ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: ‘TABORA. 


The Tabora District is probably the largest in the Territory, 
covering as it does, an area of forty thousand square miles, and. 
calries a population of over half a million natives, the principal tribes 
being Wanyamwezi, who largely predominate, Wasukuma, and 
Wasumbwa. 

The District Headquarters is Tabora Township, situated on the 
Central Railway Line five hundred miles from Dar-es-Salaam, 
practically in the centre of the District. 

Tabora is the largest town in the Territory with a population of 
some 19,000 natives, while the non-native population consists of 160: 
Europeans, 44 Goans, 700 Indians, and 500 of other races. It ig wel! 
equipped with shops and. an hotel, and it is the Headquarters of the 
2nd Battalion King’s African Rifles. 

The town is of historic interest in that it was the original inland 
centre of the old Arab activity and Slave Trading. 

Full facilities for the following recreations ave provided by the 
Tabora Sports Club:—Tennis, Cricket, Golf and Football. 

There are two sub-stations at Kahama, ninety miles North-West 
of Tabora and. Shinyanga, hundred and twenty miles North, each in 
charge of an Agsistant Political Officer. 

The following are estimated statistics of the district :— 

Total area, 24,500,000 acres; Area under cultivation, 550,000- 
acres; Pasture land, 7,350,000 acres; Forest and Waste Land, 
16,600,000 acres; Produce from: cultivation, 235,000 tons. 

The chief products are in the order mentioned: Sorgum, Maize, 
Casava, Groundnuts (of which some 6,000 tons were exported. during 
1921) Rice and Beans. The district igs suitable for cotton growing, — 
which is being started on sound lines. 

The Native-owned stock in the district is: Cattle, 650,000; 
Goats, 250,000; Sheep, 200,000. 

The following missionary institution are represented : White 
Fathers, 6 stations; Moravian, 4 stations; African Inland, 1 station. 

The district is well linked up by roads some 1,500 miles of which- 
may be tvavelled by light car in the dry season (June to December). 
The principal road is that. from Tabora to Mwanza (Lake Victoria) which. 
travels via Kahama and Shinyanga, a distance of 250 miles. 

Game and game birds are, though scattered, fairly plentiful.

DODOMA DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: DODOMA. 


Dodoma includes the Sub-districts of Mpapua, Kilimantinde and 
Singida. 

The whole district lies above an altitude of 3,000 feet and forms: 
part of the great. Rift Valley with its escarpments. 

The average rainfall ove> the whole area is roughly 25 inches 
peranmnum. The dry season, May to November, is very marked—most 
of the 500,000 head of cattle have to be hand watered during this. 
period of the year. 
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The 1921 census shewed a population of 270,690 natives and 715 
non-natives. 

The area of the district ig roughly 33,000 square miles, and 242 
miles of the (Tanganyika Railway lie within its boundaries from 
East to West. There are machine shops and engine changing stations 
at Dodoma and Itigi. ‘ 

There are declared townships with markets at Dodoma, Mpapua, 
Kilimatinde, Singida, Saranda, Itigi, Kikombo and Bahi. The 
townships and ma:kets along thc railway line act as collecting centres 
for ghee, groundnuts, rice, wax, hides, grain, and other native produce. 

At Mpapua the veterinary serum institute is rapidly approaching 
completion. With its stock farms, dipping tanks, abattoirs, 
laboratories, incinerators, etc., it will bear comparison with any other 
like institution in the world. Veterinary Officials are a'so posted at 
Singida and Dodoma with Government dipping tanks and abattoirs at 
each place. The wealth of Dodoma District lies in its cattle and 
small stock and no effort is being spared to conserve this wealth. 
Rinderpest has been the great trouble in the past. 


Dodoma, even under the German administration, was a great 
field for missionary effort by the C.M.S. They have missions at 
Buigiri, Kongwa, Mvumi, Mahalala and Mpapua. Roman Catholio 
missions exist at Saint Leo in Singida, Bahi, Behewana, Pandegana, 
Kibakwe, and the Moravians have a mission at Kiwere. 

These missions all do a certain amount of medical work and 
there are Government hospitals at Dodoma, Kilimatinde, and Singida. 

Government schools have been set up at Dodoma, Mpapua, 
Kilimatinde and Singida. Each Chief has to send in one son and 
one other to these schools, and in this way 500 boys are being educated. 
Attached to the schools are large experimental shambas and the lesson 
of the hoe is a vital part of the school curriculum. Economic crops— 
wheat, muhogo, groundnuts, and better varieties of maize, beans, ete.— 
are grown in these shambas, and after the harvest the boys return with 
highly valued geed for distribution at their homes. 

The railway cvosses the district from east to west and a great 
military road through Dodoma crosses from north to south. 

The two chief tribes are the Wagogo and the Wanyaturu; Maeai, 
Wasagara, Wahehe, Wanyamwezi and Wataturu also inhabit parts 
of the District. 

The Wagogo were formerly famed as caravan robbers. They 
have adopted Masai customs very largely. They are now pastoral 
and agricultural people with great herds of cattle and large areas under 
cultivation. The same applies to the Wanyaturu. Both Wagogo 
and Wanyaturu practise circumcision of both sexes at a rather eorlier 
age than other tribes. Dowry ranges from ten to thirty head of 
cattle with a like number of goats amongst the Wagoge. The dowry 
is usually much less amongst the Wanyaturu, whilst the Wataturu or 
(atoga around Itigi have their own custom as regards marriage. The 
prospective bridegroom, by stratagem, places a beast amongst the herd 
of his lady’s father. This opens the father’s mouth, and if negotiations 
prove successful and his suit be favoured, the bridegroom's next step 
is to procure the blue gaily decorated wedding dress peculiar to this 
tribe. The bride de rigueur, refuses twice and only accepts the gown 
on the third time of asking—after her father has promised her twenty 
head of cattle as her marriage portion. A kind of ancesto> worship 
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is the only religion found amongst these tribes. Their dead they sew 
up in a hide and bury in the cattle kraal. All Wagogo are branded 
in early youth between the eyes as a prophylactic against loss of 
sight. The efficacy of this operation is largely overestimated, but it 
serves as a tribal mark. They cut and distend their ears after the 
Masai fashion. The distended lobe of the ear is often torn in marital 
squabbles, and. wife pays husband, ov husband pays wife the usual goat 
at a peace offering. Slight hurt amongst the tribesmen is always 
compounded by this payment of a goat-‘‘ ndessa ’’ and more grievous 
hurt by the payment of a goat-‘‘ kilema.’’ The tribal codes are 
efficient with a well-known set-penalty for every class of offence. The 
Wagogo and Wanyaturu are pastoral peoples oviginally and their -ode 
is chiefly interesting in relation to their cattle. The man pumuing 
grass pays @ beast to be slaughtered and eaten by his neighbours and a 
goat to his chief. The man who wilfully defiled a water hole was 
expelled from the tribe and the vuga ruga who effected his expulsion 
received a beast and the chief four. Every eattle thief returns two 
for one etalon and if the stolen beast is killed and eaten, every man 
eating the meat pays one beast. Homicide was punished by a fine 
of 10 to 30 head of cattle. In every way the code aimed at preserving 
the tribal wealth in cattle without losing tribal strength in sy:ears.

KONDOA-IRANGI DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KONDOA-IRANGI. 


The Kondoa-Irangi district is 18,600 square miles in extent and 
contains 182 non-native and 196,659 native inhabitants. The 
headquarters of the dist:ict is at the town of Kondoa Irangi, 100 miles 
north of Dodoma on the Centra] railway. The only other township is 
at, Mkalama, which is 120 miles north-west of Kondoa Irangi, and 120 
miles north of Saranda Station on the Centra! Railway. Political 
Officers are gtationed at Kondoa Irangi and Mkalama, and at the former 
place are Medical, Police and Veterinary Officers. Theze ave no railways 
or telegraphs within the district, but good roads radiate from the town- 
ships to the railway and also to Arusha, Handeni, ete. Thi ty-five 
miles South-West of Mkalama lies the gold-beazing area containing the 
Sekenke mine, which, with its valuable machinery, has been lying 
derelict since abandoned by the Germans  ‘Ihere are three Roman 
Catholic and Lutheran Missions in the district, the latte’ having been 
derelict since 1917. The natives of the district are rich in livestock, 
owning 500,000 cattle, 700,000 sheep and goats and 15,000 donkeys. 
Food ig plentiful] and cheap, and pciters are obtainable readily in any 
number at 50 cents (of a shilling) a day, or 40 cents if fed by their 
employer. Game, including elephant, is plentiful ‘in parts of the 
district. The district is mountaincus in. parts, the highest points 
being the mountain known ag Hanang or Ngurue (10,600 feet) and 
Ufiomi (8,000 feet). Most of the inhabited area is over 4,000 feet 
above seu level and the climate is never unpleasantly hot and is usually 
caol. Sickness need not be feared by Europeans who take care of 
themscives.

| MOROGORO DISTRIOT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: MOROGORO. 


Morvgoro District is situated approximately 100 miles west of 
Dar-es-Salaam, and is traversed from west to east by the Central 
Railway. The chief towns are Kilossa and Morogovo, both on the 
railway, and both served by post and telegraphs. 

The main portion of the land is suitable for cotton and sisal 
cultivation. ine Neeru and Uliguru mountains, in the north and 
central portions of the District, are suitable for coffee planting and 
contain several valuable forest reserves. 

The genezal climate of the District is semi- coastal, and the 
seasons of the monsoon type. 

There are indications of impo:tant mineral deposits distributed 
throughout the district, mica being already worked, and active 
prosgecting for coal is now being carried on. 

The roads are, generally speaking, passable for motor traffic in 
the dry season. The Government stutions are at Morozoro, Kilosa, 
und Kigaki (Kassanga). 

There ae approximately twenty mission stations in the District, 
of varying denominations, including the C.M.S. 

There are only two Furopean planters in the District at present, 
the majority of the ex-enemy plantations being in the hands of 
Indians, and Goans, ete.

| UJIJI DISTRICT. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KIGOMA. 

The District of Ujiji, which is administered from Kigoma, is 
divided into two sub-distriets, Ujgi and Kasulo with a Gove nment 
Station at each of these places. ‘The Non-Native population of the 
District is Europeans, 93; Indians, 298, Arabs, 163. 

/ The sub-district of Kasulo is inhabited by the Tribe known ag 
Wa-Ha, about 114,331 in number owning some 27,630 head of cattle 
and 16,678 head of small stock. 

Their country is mountainous (5,000 feet) and well watered. 
Staple products, Matama, Maize, Banana and Sweet potatovs. 

The remainder of the District is muah by the Wa-Vinza, 
5,516; Wa-Karangn, 2,219; and Wa-Tongwe, 6,278; Tribes who live 
in fly infested areas and own no cattle. aan products, Matama, 
Maize, Ground nuts. The country is mountainous (7,000 feet) and 
well watered: 

The native town of Ujiji, with a Swahili population of 10,845, 
is situated five miles distant from Kigoma. 

Principal products: Rice, Manioc, Beans and Tropical fruits. 

Industries: Brine We'ls at Nyanza (Station Uvinza).

UFIPA DISTRICT. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: KASANGA. 


The Ufipa District is composed of three distinct areas :—The 
Littoral of Lake Tanganyika, the mh Plateau of Ufipa and the 


Rukwa Valley. 
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The first is composed of an arid and inhospitable coast-line along 
which at intervals are bays which give access to valleys or basins in 
the hills, usually watered by some stream which drains the western 
edge of the plateau. These basins are in general very fertile. 


The high Plateau, extends, from the hills overlooking Utinta in 
the North, southwards along the line of the Lake into Northern 
Rhodesia; its northern limits are the Katavi plain, which is in reality. 
more an extension of the Rukwa. The Eagtery boundary is the Rukwa 
Kscarpment. This high-lying area is on the whole not fertile, the 
soil being sandy, while vast areag are rendered swampy and unfit for 
cultivation by the presence, at no great depth, of a stratum of dark, 
ferruginous rock which prevents proper drainage. : 

The Rukwa Valley consists of a central strip of absolutely flat 
and featureless country which is very little above the level of Lake 
Ikwa. Itis very fertile, and is watered by frequent streams which 
rise in the escarpment. This great plain stretches away to the North 
as far as the Tabora Plains. 

The native population of the entire district consists of some 
93,600 persons. The chief tribes are: Wafipa, Wapimbwe, Warungwa, 
Warungu, Wakimbu, Wanyika and Wabende. The density per sq. 
kilometer is 0.9. 

The European population numbers about 50, and is chiefly. 
Missionary. The total area is approximately 32,500 sq. miles. Its 
boundaries are-as follows: North, the Districts of Ujiji and Tabora; 
South, Northern Rhodesia and the district of Rungwa; East, the 
Districts of Iranga and Dodoma; West, Lake Tanganyika. 

Government Stations.—Kasuanga, the District Headquarters, is 
situated at the Southern end of Lake Tanganyika. It has a good 
harbour and is at an altitude cf 2,606 feet above sea level. 

Namanyere, the sub-station, on the Ufipa Plateau, is situated. 
about 65 miles to the north of Kasanga and about 30 miles inland. 
from its port Kirando. It lies at an altitude of just under 5,000 feet 
and possesses one of the most perfect types of climate to be found in 
this territory. 

There are 10 Mission Stations belonging to the White Fathers’ 
Society. Kate, the seat of the Bishop of Tanganyika Diocese, Mwazye, 
Kirando, Chala, Karema, Utinta, Kala, Zimba, Mamba and Urwira.. 
These Mission Stations are well-built and there are imposing churches 
at each one of them. 

Communications. There a‘e no really good roads in the district 
and none which could be used for Motor traffic. There are Post 
Offices at Kasanga and Namanyere and telephonic communication 
between these two stations and also between Kasanga and Abercorn in 
Northern Rhodesia. At present the only direct method of reaching- 
Kasanga is by the small Government mail-steamer. ‘‘ Fifi.’’ which runs 
fortnightly from Kigoma. : 

There is a smal] Government school at Kasanga and hospitals at 
both the stations. | 

The rainfall is approximately 40 inches per annum. Ihe chief 
native crops are Millet, Maize, Beans, Rice, Groundnuts, Cassava. and 
sweet Potatoes. The chief export is Beeswax. 

In spite of the good pasturage on the plateau, Ufipa can hardly 
be termed a Cattle district owing to the presence of Fly.. The natives 
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only have some 2,000 head altogether and about 37,000 sheep and 
goats. 

Coal and Mica have been found in the district, but are not being 
worked at present owing to transport difficulties. From a sportsman’s 
point of view, Namanyere sub-district is all that could be desired. 
There is a large variety of game spread over the whole area, and the 
Rukwa, at certain seasons of the year, is a veritable ‘‘ Sportnman’s 
Paradise.’’

RUNGWE DISTRICT. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: TUKUYU. 


The Rungwe District lies to the North and North-West of Lake 
Nyassa, the Lake shore boundary runs from Lumbila (Old Langenburg) 
on the East of the Lake to the mouth of the River Songwe on the West 
corner of the Lake. 

The Eastern section of the District comprise the Mountains of 
Ukinga, Mbwanji (Elton Plateau) and is of elevation 5,600 feet to 9,200 
feet, average inhabited areas about 6,500 feet. In the extreme 
North-East corner the country falls to 4,000/5,000 feet. and is 
inhabited by a section of the Wabena tribe. This area is inhabited 
by the following tribes—Wakinga (19,000); Wamahanzi (10,500); 
Wamagoma (4,000); Wawanji (13,500); Wabena (8,000) Wasangu 
(1,500). 

The mountain areas are well-watered all the year round, but the 
plains suffer during the long dry season, and are badly watered. 

Central Area.—This is inhabited by the various sections of 
Wanyakyusa Tnbe. About 400 square miles of area along Lake Nyasa 
is not more than 50 feet above lake level, is wonderfully well-watered, 
is a good cattle country and affords unlimited scope for rice cultivation, 
is traversed by broad, permanent and deep rivers, Songwe, Kawira, 
Mbasi, Mbaka and Lufirio. The banks cf these rivers, for a distance 
of about 12 to 15 miles up stream are closely dotted with native 
huts without any break; the population number 35,000. This area is 
surrounded by uplands gradually rising to a height of 5,500 feet and is 
still traversed by the permanent rivers named above, a belt of about 
16 miles width of lower level rain forest is entirely uninhabited and 
‘would be suitable for European cultivation of crops varying from 
Cotton, Tobacco, Coffee, and poseibly tea where the belt cacass 4,000 
feet. The inhabited areas are about 5,000 to 5,500 fect high, sare 
wel]-watered with permanent streams, has very little timber, but has 
large giant banana and plantain plantations belonging to the natives. 
Surrounding this area in the form of a semicircle are the Ukinga and 
Mbwanji Mountains, Poroto Hills (7,500 feet), Malila Mountains 
(8,000 feet) and Undali Mountains (9,200 fect) with Mt. Rungwe 
(10,500 feet) set out m the North central comer. There are two 
toads over these ranges to the North and West, the Poroto Road 
(highest point 7,800 feet) and the new road constructed during the past 
three years through a pase discovered by the Political Officer in 1919 
(highest point about 6,000 feet) this is slightly north of the old German 
Tgale pass, it has been named the “‘ Eclipse Pags,’’ as it was. finally 
pegged to plans to North-West on day of eclipse of sun, it also 
‘** eclipses the old German pass.”’ 20,000 natives live in the Undali 
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Mountain and are of Wanyakusa Tribe (sub-tribe Wandali) have very 
large herds of cattle. A peculiarity of the Wanyakyusa tribe is the fact 
that they only consider cattle worth keeping, very few goats or sheep 
are kept, they are a sign of poverty. The watershed of the ranges of 
mountains named is the boundary of the Sub-District known as Mbeya, 
this District runs West to the Kasanga Distvict and to the North to 
border of Iranga District. The southern areas are 4,500 feet high on 
an average of 20 miles from the Rhodesian border falling away to the 
Noth to the level of Lake Rukwa where the country is sparcely 
inhabited owing to the extreme shortage of water. Total populaton 
of the Sub-District 6,400, mainly mhabiting the higher levels. Mbeya 
Mountain is to the East of Rukwa and rises to about 9,000 fect, has 
small population as Tsetse fly has gradually surrounded it to the 
North from North of Lake Rukwa. | Natives are not rich in cattle, but 
run to large sheep and goat herds. Food is entirely dependant on 
rainfall. — _ 

(iame.—Only along the Novthern area of Mbeya sub-district 
aro there large herds of game, a herd cf about 1,000. buffalo north of 
Mbcyu Mountain, near Taneramali has been seen. In this particular 
area game and tsetse are plentiful. 

Tukuyu is the chef Township of the District and is distant 36 
miles from Lake Nyasa and six miles from Rungwe Mountain, is 5,300 
feet high and has an annual rainfall of over 100 inches, has been twice 
destroyed by earthquakes, in 1910 and 1919. Headquarters of 
Administration and of Police and Prisons. Ships anchorage has been 
moved from Mwaya to Kajunumele owing to shifting sands. 

Roads.—The main Road runs from Kajunjumele through 
Tukuyu thence past Mbeya Boma (through Eclipse Pass) and round 
North-Fast towards Tinga, it branches to the West six miles from 
Mbeya and follows old German Road to Kasanga. A good road joins 
Tukuyit with the Masoke Garrison, the present Headquarters of 2/1st 
K.A.R. 7 

Missions.—The Church of Scotland Mission of Livingstonia, 
Nyasaland are at present looking after the Mission wo-k formerly 
earned aut by Moravians. There is a French Roman Catholic Mission 
in the Mbeva area, they have two stations. 

‘Hospital.—The Govermmicnt carry on the work of the large Native 
Hospital erected by the late German Administration at Tukuyu. 

Education.—Government native schools ate available in 
Tukuyu and Mbeya and are popular.

IRINGA DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: IRINGA. 


Tringa (Altitude, 5,365 feet). The Headquarters of the Iringa 
District, ix situated centrally to the whole Territory, 140 miles $.S.W. 
of Kilosa on the Central Railway, at which station travellers leave 
the train and proceed by safari. A motor road, however, has lately 
been constructed and may be used during the dry season. The 
Station was first established by the Germans in 1896: there ix a 
Post and Telegraph Office. The district hus one Sub-Station at 
Malangali, 88.miles S.S.W. of TIranga, where an Assistant Political’ 
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Officer is stutioned, there is also a Post and Telegraph Office there. 
The area of the district is approximately 38,000 square miles, of which 
the central portion consists of cool, healthy and_ we!l-watered 
highlands. The main river system is that of the Greater Ruaha or 
Mpangali River. Game of all sorts is plentiful on the hot low lying 
piains along that river and its tributaries. There are several Mission 
Stations, both Protestant and Roman Catholic.

MAHENGE DISTRICT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: MAHENGE. 


The Mahenge District lies roughly in the south central position 
of the Territory. Mahenge is the Headquarters and is situated on a 
plateau overlooking the rest of the district which is low-lying and 
swampy during the rainy season. It is on the main cavavan route 
from Kilosa, on the Central Railway to Songea in the South. The road 
from Kilosa can be negotiated by motor cars in the dry season, but 
in the rains considerable stretches are under water. The distance 
from Kilosa is 158 miles. 

The principal native products are rice and dried fish. The 
latter is caught in the many riverg running through the plains, 
principally the Ruaha and the Kilombero, is then dried and taken 
for sale to Kilosa and Morogoro, some 250 miles distant. 

Game is very numerous in this District and it is well known 
to hunters for the elephant shooting it affords—that somewhat rarc 
antelope, the puku, is fairly plentiful in the swamp areas. 

Mahenge is garrisoned by a detachment of K.A.R., and has 
a telegraph and post office. Two Missions are now occupied by 
Missionaries of the Capuchin Order. 

The Sub-Station named Mkasu comprises the South-West 
portion of the District. The only other centre of any imovo tance is 
Ifakara on the main road to Kilosa. One feature of special interest 
is an extensive petrified: forest which is to be found some 60 miles 
South-East of Mahenge station.

SONGEA DISTRIOT. 
ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE: SONGEA. 


Songea is the principal town of the district of the same name, 
which lies between Lindi and the lake Nyasa. The Matengo 
Mountains near Songea have sand which is rich in magnetic iron. 

The District is divided in the Hill country of Ungoni, the 
Mountain region of Uberra, Upangwa, Matengo and the bush-covered 
country of Matumbi. The Matagoro Mountains are close to Songea 
end the Rovuma nises there. 

The natives of this district are generally good and diligent 
cultivators. 

The European population, according to the 1921 Census, was 
23, the Asiatic 38, and the Native 90.000.

EDUCATION. 


Buropean education is limited to Dar-es-Salaam, where a private - 
Preparatory Schec] ic conducted by Miss MacDonald. Instruction in 
English is also given by the Siste:s at the Convent School.. 


A number of Asiatic Schools are maintained in connexion with 
the several Indian Jamats. 


Governiient Education is at present limited to Africans for 
whom there are 50 Elementary Schols distributed throughout the 
Territory. A small beginning has been made in primary education 
in Dar-es-Salaain. Industries are to be a feature of the Government 
Edueation Scheme. 
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RESOURCES OF TANGANYIKA. 


AGRICULTURE. 
Sisal Hemp. 


Although in most instances the enemy-owned plantations- 
had been leased yet the lack of ocean tonnage did considerable 
harm to the industry. ‘Ihe export of this produce for the four years 
ended 31st Macrh, 1921, amounted to over 39,000 tons. 


Cotton. 


An effort has been made to encourage the natives in the 
cultivation of cotton and 100 tons of seed were imported from Uganda 
for distribution amongst natives. 1,147,912 lbs. of cotton were 
exported in 1921. 

Copra. 


The export of this produce has increased during the past vear 
although a large amount is used locally for oil and the manufactu'e of — 
soap. -69,834 cwts. of copra was exported during 1921. 


Coffee. 


Owing to very poor crops and prices bad during the year, only 
33,086 cwts. of coffee was exported against 78,500 cwts. the previous 
year. The crops this year are said to be better and the prices are much 
more satisfactory. Coffee is mainly produced in the Bukoba, Moshi 
and Arusha Districts. 

Groundnuts. 


The planting of this produce is on the increase and very large 
exports are anticipated this year, in 1921 67,377 cwts were exported. 


Grain. 


Maize. millet, rice, pulse and various other grains are bcing 
grown in ever-increasing quantitics, large maikets for these grains 
existing om the Arabian coast and Zanzibar. In 1921 the export 
amounted to 227.476 cwts. 


Sim-Sim. 


France is the principal market for this oil producing seed. 
17,912 cwts were exported last vear. 


LIVESTOCK. 


There are nearly three million head of cattle and five million 
head of sheep and goats scattered over the territory. That such 
numbers should exist in spite of the numerous diseases in the country 
is a proof, if any were needed, of the wealth in the stock industry. . 


At present stock raising is almost entirely in the hands of the 
native tribes and therefore is not carried out on scientific ov modern 
lines. . ‘ 


It is certain that remedies should be applied at once and that 
thus the stock diseases can be dealt with and provided the necessary 
funds and staff can be secured, the problem of at least reducing them, 
if not eliminating them altogether, is well within the powers of the 
Government. | 


Contagious bovine pleuro-pneumonia exists in two districts, 
Arusha and Mwanza. Rinderpest and East Coast fever have been 
the cause of serious losses amongst stock, but it has been conclusive} 
proved that East Coast Fever can be eradicated through regular an 
systematic dipping, and Rinderpest can be controlled to such an extent 
that the losses resulting from it have been nominal. 


HIDES AND SKINS. 


In the past the territory had a very large export of Hides and 

Skins, but the low amount of 17,464 cwts. in 1921 as against 83,787 

ewts. the previous year, was especially due to the stagnation; in the 
home markets and therefore the low prices obtained. 


MINERALS. 


Very little regular prospecting has been done in Tanganyika, and 
there is little doubt that in a country surrounded by so many places 
rich in minerals, same day good finds will be made. 


Coal. 


Coal-bearing Karoo strata occur in the north cf Lake Nyasa, 
besides these strata are perhaps worth investigating to see if cil-shales 
occur amongst them. There is an outcrop of coai south of Manda. 
on Lake Nyasa. 


Soda. 


In the Rift Valley region and to the east of Victoria Nyanza, 
considerable areas are occupied by volcanic rocks, including alkaii 
types, mostly rich in soda. Lake Natron is one of the soda lakes of 
the Rift Valley, rich in trona (sodium carbonate). 


Potash. 


Leucite-bearing rocks occur in the Rift valley and may become 
a commercial source of potash. 


Mica. 


Miea mines in the Uluguru Mountains are the oldest workings in 
the eountry. Mica of good quality has been found, also in the West 
Usambara and Pare Hills. 


Graphite. 


Graphite is found in the Uluguru Mountains, it has also been 
found in the neighbourhood cf Handeni, where a rock has been 
discovered. Where graphite wag free from Mica, the ratio of graphite 
found was 11 per cent. 

Asbestos. 


Asbestos was found in 1919 in the course cf Mica mining in 
Ulugulu. 
Tron. 


Iron ores are widely distributed throughout the country, but 
owing to the lack of coal and t:ansport difficulties, they have, at 
present, no eommercial value. The Matengo Mountaing in Songea, 
Mahenge and Engare Nairobi, have a sand rich in magnetic iron 
(magnetite). 

Copper. 


Copper ores have repeatedly been found in many parts of the 
country, but up to now not in workable form. The best known field 
is at Ujiji, unfortunately only a few small samples reached Amani, the 
proportion of metallic copper was found to be 42 per cent. 


Cobalt and Nicket. 


Cobalt und Nickel have often been found in the Ulugu 
Mountains, in West Usambaru, and in the sand of a stream of North 
Unguru. : 

Gold. 


The best known gold deposits are the Kironda mines at Sekenke 
and at koma. 


Besides the above, other mineral discoveries iaclude: Braunite, 
bitumen, amethysts in small quantities in the Pare and Ulugulu 
Mountains, pitchblend, rutite, and finally marble in the neighbourhood 
of Handeni. 

Forestry. 


The most important timber forests exist in the Usambara and 
along the lower course of the Rufigi. 

Forest reserves were established by the Germans and these are 
now ‘under the control the Government Forestry Department. These 
reserves comprise an area of nearly two million acres and contain the 
following valuable woods: Ceda:, podocarpus, juniper, Black wattle, 
camphor, teak and mangrove. 

Cinchoena was grown on a few Eu:opean plantations and also at 
the Amani Institute, unfortunately, in 1915 the Germans cut down 
most of the trees to supply their troops with quinine, a few however, 
still flourish and the Imperial Institute send in 1919 very good reports 
on the samples sent. The firm of quinine manufacturers to whom 
tha samples were submitted report that one sample, the hybrid from 
C. ledgeriana and C. succirubra ia one of the highest quinine yielding: 
barks they have examined.

ZANZIBAR. 


The Zanzibar Dominiong comprise the Islands of Zanzibar and 
Pemba, a ten-mile coast line from Wangs to Kipini, the islands of 
Lamu, 'Manda, and Patta, together with the port of Kismayu, with 
a radiug of ten miles. As far as the mouth of the Juba, the 
Zanzibar Dominions on the mainland are leased to His Majesty’s 
Government for a rental of £11,000 a year, and are entirely under 
British Administration, through the Governor of Kenya Protectorate. 
The fultan’s jurisdiction is now confined to the Islands of Zanzibar 
and Pemba, which have been a British Protectorate since 1890. 
| The island ig 54 miles long( 23 broad at the widest part, and 
‘hag an area of 625 square miles. It is separated from the mainland, 
by a channel 224 miles across at its narrowest part. | 

To the north-east of Zanzibar, 274 miles from land to land, 
lies the Island of Pemba. It is 48 miles long with an extreme 
width of 14 miles and has an area of 369 miles. 

The Government is administered by a First Minister, whose 
nomination ig subject to the approval of the Foreign Office and a 
staff of Eluropean officials. The British’ Resident under the High 
Commissioner (the Governor of Kenya) exercises a general supervision 
over the Government, both executive and administrative. 

British and foreign subjects are governed in the manner 
provided by the Zanzibar Order in Council, 1914, which extends to. 
such subjects the Decrees of H.H. the Sultan if countersigned by 
the British Resident. 

Persons not subject to the Order in Council are governed by 
‘the general law of Islam and the Decrees of H.H. the Sultan. 


ZANZIBAR TOWN. 


Zanzibar is the largest and most important of the many 
coralline islands bordering the East Coast, and ig the seat of most 
of the trade between the East Africa Coast and the Arabian and 
Indian ports by sea as well as that with the central parts of Africa by 
land, though a considerable portion of this trade ig becoming diverted 
by way of Mombasa. The 6th parallel of South Latitude runs. 
through the Island. The Island is 440 feet high and undulating, the 
principal ridges running north and south, with plains between, which, 
in several instances, show a coralline surface. 

The town itself, of which the native name is Unguja, is built 
chiefly on low land projecting slightly from the general coast line of 
the island and terminating in the rounded sandy Shangani point. 
Kutering by steamer from either northward or southward, it is very 
conspicuous as the houses are of a dazzling white and can be seen 
for many miles before anchorage is reached. The largest houses 
are built on the shore facing the north, though many large buildings 
have of late years been constructed to the southward. 


An Educational Museum and with it an Institute of Native- 
Development is being established as the Zanzibar Peace Memonial. 
A handsome building in the Saracenic style from the design of Mr. 
J. H. Sinclair is nearing completion, the site chosen for it being at: 
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the beginning of the Mnazi-’moja road. Besides provision for the 
Museum exhibits the Memorial contains a large and lofty hall for 
lectures and lantern demonstrations. It is hoped, in time, to collect 
in the Museum inany things of great interest bearing on the history 
of the Zanzibar Islands and in connection with the peoples of 
Zanzibar, both resident and seasonal visiting, also to show by 
representative collections contributed by Departments the Islands’ 
different industries, the geology, fauna, flora, fossils, etc. 

There will be a Bureau of information for the Natives, a 
Reference and a Technical Jibrary; and so far as can be provided, 
actual instruction on many useful subjects, and help given towards 
preserving and developing Native industries worth rescuing from 
decay. Contributions to the Museum and Institute are received by 
the Peace Memorial Committee, Zanzibar.

ZANZIBAR COASTAL SERVICE. 





Last year a regular service between Zanzibar, Kokotoni, 
Mi’Koani, Chaki-Chaki, and Weti, by the Zanzibar Government. 
steamers was established. Four services each way are maintained 
every month. Allowing for stoppages at the intermediate ports, the 
passage from Zanzibar to Weti (Pemba) takes 36 hours. The time 
and dates of departure ure notified at the Custom House and in the 
‘* Official Gazette. "’ 

A regular service between Zanzibar and the above Pemba 
Ports has been established for fifteen years. The only alterations 
have been in the days of sailing, and the time-tables for the different 
ports. According to the present time-table the steamer leaves 
Zanzibar every Monday night at ten o'clock, calling at all Pemba 
ports and arriving at Weti a 3 p.m. the following day, or in 17 hours. 
(Calling at Kokotoni on Thursday on the return journey only.) 

In addition to the above, a Government steamer hag left every 
Friday at 10 a.m. for Dar-es-Salaam, returning to Zanzibar every 
Saturday afternoon (during the past year). On the first Friday in 
every month a Government steamer has gone to Mombasa, returning 
to Zanzibar on the following Thursday. 


ZANZIBAR PRODUCTS. 


— 


Cloves tuke the first place, providing a chief source of revenue 
to the Government and the principal source of the Arabs’ former 
prosperity. They were introduced about 1818, a few seeds being 
brought from Reunion; und Zanzibar and Pemba, as the producers 
of over 90 per cent. of the world’s cloves, possesg an importance 
which would never have been theirs had the Arabs listened to 
Huropean advice, and substituted the cultivation of other crops for 
that of cloves. 

The harvest may commence as early as July, and may continue 
as late as March. Seasonal yields are therefore calculated from the 
deliveries at the Customs from July 1 of one year to June 30 of the 
following vear. 

Pemba has rather more than two-thirds of the total clove area, 
with 35,000 to 49,000 acres, and there are in both islands probably 
between five and six million trees in_ bearing. 

The coconut comes next in order of precedence, though its. 
importance is of modern origin. 

Only a rough estimate can be given of the number of trees 
in the two islands, but there are rrobably about 2,500,000 covering 
an area of about 45,000 acres. Under white supervision the tree 
ylelds 80 or 90 nuts per annum on good soil. In the inland 
plantations the yield is less and the trees come into bearing later. 
Five varieties of nuts are recognised three names according to their 
colour—white, black, and red—and two varieties of Pemba coconut. 

The copra is either sun-dried or smoke-dried, the latter 
process vielding a black product of very inferior quality. Most of the 
copra goes to Marseilles

RAILWAYS IN EAST AFRICA. 


UGANDA RAILWAY. 


The Uganda Railway, extending from Mombasa on the Coast to- 
Kisumu on Lake Victoria, is 584 miles in length. The line ig metre 
gauge. The rolling stock is similar to that in use on the Indian 
Railway, and all passenger vehicles are fitted with the Westinghouse 
brake. For working purposes, the system is divided into five sectiong 
of nearly equal length, where the engine staff and train guards are 
changed and time is allowed for meals.

From Kisumu to Ratebbe: the headquarters of the Uganda 
Government, the steamer runs across Lake Victoria is 175 miles. The 
system is worked under the rules applicable to all Indian Railways, 
viz.: ‘‘ The Indian Railway Act,’’ ‘‘ General Rules and Regulations, ’” 
and ‘‘ The Indian Telegraph Act,’’ while the staff is almost entirely 
drawn from Indian railways. 

The speed of passenger and goods trains varies greatly according 
to the grades, which are in places heavy and are generally prevalent 
throughout the system. 

Roughly speaking, the journey from the Coast to the Lake and 
vice versa, including stoppages, at present takes 40 hours, but later 
on it is hoped that the through journey will be made in shorter time. 
The maximum scheduled speed is 25 miles per hour. 

Mombasa terminus is close to the fort, and is within easy reach 
of the town and all the Government offices. . 

Shortly after leaving Mombasa terminus the train passes. 
through Kilindini. 

On reaching the mainland, the line at one rises up a steep grade 
through the shambas and groves of cocoanut palms _ between 
Changamwe and Mazeras (mile 16) which is at an elevation of 550 feet 
above sea level. The scenery betweerr Mombasa and Mazeras is 
consideved extremely pretty, while glimpses of the sea can be had from 
as far up as mile 20. Around Mazeras there are large missions, and 
the native population is considerable. 
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On leaving Mazeras, the railway runs through almost 
uncultivated country all the way to Voi (mile 102), the only exception 
to this being in the Waduruma country round Samburu (mile 24), 
where a fair amount of maize and grain is grown. F:0m Samburu to 
Voi, the whole country is a vast scrub jungle with small trees, known 
as the Taru Desert. 

Voi is situated on a stream of the same name lying under the 
Ndara hills. 

The second section between Voi and Makindu is a good game 
country and there is very little cultivation, the jungle resembling the 
Taru Desert ; as at Voi, Makindu has a Dak Bungalow and refreshment 
room. The snow-clad peaks of Kilimanjaro can be seen from here. 

On the third section, Makindu to Nairobi, the country is more 
or less open throughout and game is very plentiful, mcre especially 
from mile 280 into Nairobi, where the line crosses the famous Athi 
Plains, which are inhabited by a section of the great Masai tribe. 

Around Makindu and up to Machakos Road, at mile 276 (the 
railway station for the civil station of that name, 18 milcs distant from 
the railway), the Wakamba inhabit the country, and in the hills some 
distance from the line a considerable amount of cultivation is carried 
on. 

In Nairobi are the headquarters of the Railway and also the 
locomotive and carriage department workshops. 

After leaving Nairobi the railway at once begins to climb the 
Kikuyu range and up to mile 360 the grade is 24 practically the whole 
distance, and the elevation at the above mileage is 7-8,000 feet. 
Kikuyu station is at mile 340. 

At mile 390 stands the Government headqua:ters of the Naivasha 
Provinee on a lovely lake of the same name, The Government stock 
farm is a few miles distant, while in the neighbouring fertile hilfs 
close by, white settlers are gradually acquiring land. The climate 
of Naivasha is excellent. 

From Naivasha the railway runs along the valley up to Nakuru, 
mife 448, the railway headquarters of the district, situated close by 
Lake Nakuru. Nakuru is the nearest starting point by road for Lake 
Baringo. 

The railway leaves the Rift Valley at Nakuru and rapidly 
ascends the slopes of the Mau range: During the ascent it passes 
through most fertile open lands and forests of large and valuable 
timber, and at mile 460, the highest summit level, an altitude of 8,300 
feet is reached. From this point the railway rapidly descends through 
similar country through the Nyando Valley and on to Muhoroni, when 
it falls into the Kavirondo Valley, a comparatively flat country. 


From Muhoroni the railway runs along the valley under the 
huge hills of the beautiful Nandi Escarpment right up to Kisumu on 
the lake shore. Close by is the pier, where the railway steamers he 
and the railway carriages go alongside. 

Kisumu is the headquarters of the Nyanza Province. F:om the 
hill the surrounding scenery both on the lake and on land is very 
fine. : 

Working in connection with the railway there is a flect of 
well-equipped passenger steamers, the s.s. ‘‘ Clement Hill ’’ of 860 
tons, the ‘‘ Rusinga,’’ ‘‘ Winifred,’ ‘‘ Sybil,’’ Usoga,’” etc., and uals 
one eargo steamer of 1,000 fons (s.s. Nyanza ’’). 
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The passenger boats are fitted with electric light and are very 
comfortable. One steamer plies weekly betweeu Kisumu and Entebbe 
and Port Bell (for Kampala) and Jinja, while the other goes round 
the lake, calling at the ports of Shirati, Muanza, and Bukoba, and 
e'sewheve where traffic offers. Jinja ig the Covernment civil station 
for the Province of Busoga and close by the station are the Ripon 
Falls, which are 400 yards wide. 

The run from Kisumu across to Entebbe can be done in 17 hours, 
while the entire trip round the lake occupies about nine days. 


BRANCH LINES. 


THE VOI-MOSH1 RAILWAY.—This line, which has been 
most urgently needed for a considerable number of years, owes its 
existence to the war. It taps the rich Kilimanjaro district and will 
prove of immense value to the country. 

THE MAGADI RAILWAY.—This line was constructed by the 
Magadi Soda Company to bring to the main line, at Magadi Junction, 
mile 282, the soda from the lake, some 95 miles away. During the 
war this line proved of the g’eatest use in the transport of men and 
supplies to the Longido district. 

THE THIKA TRAMWAY.—This line—wrongly called a 
tramway—is of the same gauge as the Uganda Railway, using the 
same rolling stock, and has been constructed to tap the rich Thika 
district. Itis of about 30 miles in length and wil] no doubt eventually 
reach Fort Hall and the Kenia district. This line has al-eady proved 
its need, as the daily trains reaching the capital bring huge quantities 
cf produce, end the deve'opment of the district promises a large 
increase of goods and revenue from this line. 

THE BUSOGA RAILWAY.—Although not actually a branch 
‘line of the Uganda Railway, this line is under the management of 
the main line. It wag opened in 1912 and runs from Jinja to Busoga 
on the Lake Kioga, tapping a very rich district. The steamers on 
Lake Kioga bring also to the line large amounts of produce from the 
district on the other sides of the lake. 

The Lake Kioga fictilla consists of the fo'lowing vessels :— 
** Stanley,’’ ste-n-wheeler, cargo capacity, 100 tons; ‘* Speke,’’ 
stern-wheeler, cargo capacity, 50 tons; ‘‘ Victoria,’’ launch, cargo 
capacity, 5 tons; 12 stecl lighters from 50 to 120 tons. Also a number 
of small lichters. dredgers, punts and cannes, 

PORT BELL—KAMPALA RAILWAY.—Thig very short line 
is only constricted to carry goods and passengers from the Innding at 
Port Boll to Kampala, half a dozen miles away. 

Trains run to connect with Lake stesmers, and the passenger 
accommodation consists of Ist and 8rd class only. 

The first class fare is Shgs. 2.16.

UASIN GISHU RAILWAY. 


Preliminary reconnaisance surveys were begun early in 1914 and 
more detailed surveys cartied on until September, 1915, on the 
scompletion of which work was stopped owing to the war. 

Early in 1920 negotiations with Messrs. Griffiths and Co., Ltd., 
‘Railway Contractors, of Nairobi, Kenya Colony, were opened. which 
resulted in that firm obtaining the contract for the re-survey which was 
started in July. From this Survey, which was carried on under the 
-direction of the Resident Engineer, Colonel J. K. Robertson, a much 
lighter and less cost!y route was obtained. Estimates were prepared 
in Kenya and finally approved in London and the contract for the 
«construction by the same firm was signed on September 15th, 1921. 

Construction was sta:ted early in December, and has been 
“vigorously pushed forward ever gince. 

Local labour has come out voluntarily in a most satisfactory 
‘way and permission has been obtained from the Tanganyika 
‘Government to augment the supply by 4,500 men from that 
Territory. 

The Extension takes off about five miles on the Kisumu side 
of Nakuru, crosses the Lower Molo at Mile 20, then over E'dalat 
Saddle and leaves Ravine Government Station some four miles to the 
‘North, touches Lake Narasha and crosses the Equator several times 
yDdetween Miles 43 and 70, at an altitude of 9,000 fect. 

Earthwo:k is heavy between Eldalat and Mile 90, from which 
point the Uasin Gishu Plateau is reached, with light work and easy 
gradients through Eldcaret to Turbo Valley, the present terminus. 
There are only a few small bridges. 

The maximum gradient is 1.5 per cent. and minimum curve 10 
‘degrees or a radius of 573 feet. 

At the time of writing earthworks are complete to Mile 30 and 
‘rails have reached the Rongai River, Mile 18. Ground is broken and 
‘much of it ready for platelaving up to Mile 78, and there are between 
twelve and thirteen thousand natives at work. 

Two Ruston Steam Navvies, which were braught out as a form 
“of insurance against a possible shortage of labour, have fu'ly justified 
‘their introduction and are operating in hard mwtrum and soft rock 
eutting with complete success. Should the Contractors be faced, at 
-any future time, with any serious reduction in the labour supply, which 
appears improbable at the moment, further orde TS for this useful plant 
-will be cabled immediately. 

The personnel! has been almost entrely ‘made up locally and at 
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the present time the Railway is giving employment to, roughly, 100 
men, besides 45 sub-contractors and their employees. 

Should the present satisfactory rate of progress be maintained, 
it ig anticipated that a considerable amount of the estimated time 
for construction will be saved and that the 150 miles to Turbo Valley 
- will be completed early in 1924. 


TANGANYIKA RAILWAYS. 


THE CENTRAL RAILWAY.—This is the main trunk line 
which connects the port of Dar-es-Salaam on the Indian Ocean with 
Lake Tanganyika (terminus Kigoma), and so with the Eastern part 
of the Congo Basin. It is 1,244 kilometres long. Much of this 
railway, which, on the whole, follows the line cf least resistance runs 
through barren and sparsely popu:ated country, but its cen‘~al position 
' should facilitate the collection of traffic from the more fertile snd 
thickly populated districts by the construction of feeder lines on: 
either side. 

The Central Railway is well surveyed and substantially built. 
The permanent way, with the exception of about 150 kilometres between 
Dar-es-Salaam and Morogoro, consists of 56 lbs. rails of heavy steel 
sleepers, and is therefore of the heaviest. type used on metre gauge: - 
railways for ordinary traffic. The rails from Dar-es-Salaam to 
Morogoro are 42 lb. per lineal yard. The steepest grade is 1 in 50, and 
the sharpest curve of 300 metres radius. The line reached Kigoma 
early in 1914, but much work in connection with the extension yards 
and wharves in the last section remained incomplete. The total 
number of vehicles on the Central Railway is 465. From 
Dar-es-Salaam to kilometre 1,000 the railway is under British 
‘Administration: thence to Kigoma it is worked by the Belgians. A 
short line (six kilometres long) branches from the main line at Ngeta, 
65 kilometres from Dar-es-Salaam, and serves a quarry. 


THE TANGA RAILWAY.—The northern line known as the 
Tanga Railway, which connects the port of Tanga with New Moshi has 
a total length of 351.7 kilometres. The first 150 kilometres of the 
line gerve the rich district of the Usambara Mountains and their 
foot-hills. Then follow 180 kilometres through arid country along the 
1uct of the Pare Mountains, and the last 20 kilometres belong to the 
fertile region of the lower slopes of Kilimanjaro. The steepest grade 
is one in 40 both ways, and the sharpest curve has a radius of 300 
metres. The rails are 33 lb., 42 lb. and 50 lb. per lineal yard in 9 and 
10 metre lengths and are laid on steel sleepers. The relaying of the 
light rail section from Tanga to Mombo will have to be considered in the 
near future. 


THE VOI-KAHE RAILWAY.—(See Voi-Mosht Ry.—U.R).— 
This line leaves the Tanga Railway 20 kilometres east of Moshi. It 
was built by the British troops during the war to connect the Uganda 
and, Tanga Railways. From the junction with the Tanga Railway the 
line runs in an easterly direction to Voi Camp Station (12 kilometres 
from Voi), where it joins the Uganda Railway. The total length of 
the line is 149 kilometres and it lies, almost entirely within Kenya 
Colony. It has the characteristics of a military railway and was built 
for purposes differing largely from the purposes for which it is now 
used, namely, ordinary open line traffic working on a commercial basisi 
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THE SIGI RAILWAY.—This is a narrow gauge line (75 
centimetres), 23 kilometres in length, which, starting from Tengenf 
Station at kilometre 44 on the Tanga Railway, runs through the - 
foot-hills of Eastern Usambara to Sigi, where it serves a saw mill. 
The steepest grade is 1 in 18, and he sharpest curve has a radius of 30 
meres. Rails of 15 lb. per yard are used for the first 17 kilometres 
and 25 lb. per yard for the remaining 6 kilometres. Passengers can 
be carried in timber trucks when accommodation is available. Only 
two small girder bridges were destroyed by the Germans and these 
were rebuilt at a cost of about £500. 


THE SHUME ROPE WAY.—This is nine kilometres long and 
leads from Mkumbara station on the Northern Railway up the steep 
cliff of Western Usambara, where it taps the rich timber district of 
the Shume Forest. This line, which is private property, was partly 
dismantled by the Germans, but no real damage was done. I is not 
at present in use. 

THE LINDI LINE.—This narrow gauge line (60 centimetres} 
originally ran from Mingoyo to Mtua (about 18 miles). During the 
war the following extensions were made: (1) 44 miles towards Lindi 
from Mingoyo, and (2) from Ntua through Ndanda to Masasi, making 
a total length cf about 85 miles. The rails used vary between 12 and 
20 lb. to the yard. The steepest grade is 1 in 50 up from the coast 
and 1 in 33 down to the coast. The sharpest curve has a radius of 
150 feet. This line runs through a rich and well-populated country 
and might become a paying proposition. At present it is not in 
use, but the track is there, and there are sufficient locomotives, 
tractors and wagons to run a useful service if the line were repaired. 


The following railways were projected by the Germans: 

(1). FROM MOSHI TO ARUSHA.—This line was surveyed by 
the Germans, and some 20 miles of rails were laid by the British force 
in 1917 from a point about 6 miles east of Moshi towardg Arusha. © The 
line was subsequently removed, but the earthwork still remains in 
part. 

(2). TABORA TO KAGERA ELBOW.—In 1914 the Germans 
had commenced work on this line, which ran in a northerly direction 
from Tabora and was designed to open up the Ruanda and Urundi 
districts, and also probably later to connect up with Mwanza on Lake 
Victoria Nyanza. The formation was completed for about 150 
kilometres, and 49 kilometres of permanent way had been laid at the 
time of occupation. Twenty-nine kilometres of this line were picked! 
up in 1917, the rails being handed over to the Belgians for their 
Congo Railway and the sleepers stacked at Tabora. A short branch of 
11 kilometres into a fuel area North of Tabora remains.

Two other vessels (the s.s. ‘‘ Vengeur,’’ 35 tons, and the 
s.s. ‘* Tanganyika,’’ 35 tons) leave Albertville once a month for the 
Southern Belgian Coast and also serve Karema, Kirando and 
Bismarkburg on the British Coast, when required. Both carry 
passengers, if required, but have no regular passenger accommodation. 
This service is somewhat irregular at present. 


The building of a sister ship to the s.s. ‘‘ Baron Dhanis ’’ is 
nearing completion at Albertville and is expected to be launched in a 
few months. She will be fitted on similar lines to the 
s.s. “‘ Baron Dhanis ’’ as regards accommodation, capacity, etc. 


In addition to the service detailed above, the s.s. “‘ Fifi 
(British Government Packet) of 24 tons capacity, plies between Kigoma 
end Kasanga, serving the intermediate ports, when required. She 
leaves Kigoma every alternate Monday, returning the following 
Monday. She has no cabin accommodation and is primarily intended 
for Transport of Government officials, baggage and mails.

POSTAL AND TELEGRAPHIC 
INFORMATION. 





KENYA AND UGANDA. 


The postal and telegraph systems of Kenya Colony and Uganda 
Protectorate were amalgamated some years ago and are now one entity, 
the headquarters of which are at Nairobi. An Assistant Postmaster- 
General is usually stationed in Uganda in executive charge of the 
Post Offices in that Protectorate and has his headquarters at Entebbe. 
The combined Postal Administration has adhered to the Universal 
Postal Union Convention. 

Oversea mails for Kenya and Uganda from Kurope and America 
are despatched weekly but, there being no Steamship Line under 
contract to sail to a time table from Aden (at which point they are 
transhipped), onwards, arrivals at Mombasa, the principa] local Office 
of exchange, are somewhat irregular. The average interval of time 
between arrivals of these mails at Nairobi is 11 days and the average 
time taken in transit from London to Nairobi is 25 days. Similar 
conditions apply to the outward despatches. Regular exchanges of 
mails take place between this Colony, South Africa and India twice 
monthly and the sailing of intermediate or non-regular vessels to jorts 
in these countries give a fairly frequent service. 


KENYA. 


In addition to the majl service on the Uganda Railway, the 
Thika Tramway and the Magadi Railway, mails are exchanged regularly 
with such out'ying stations as Eldama Ravine, Kericho, Kisii, Kitui, 
Nyeri, Rumuruti, Suguroi, Meru, Narro Morru, Nanyuki, Ndare, 
Embu, Kipsonoi and Machakos by means of mail runners; with Fort 
Hall by mail cart; with Eldoret Hoey’s Bridge, and Kitale by motor 
vans and by regular Coastal Steamers with Kismayu and Lamu. 

A postal sorting carriage is run between Naircbi and Kisumu by 
each mail train and provides a more expeditious exchange of mails 
between the less important stations.. Small supplies of stamps can 
be purchased from these carriages. 

A late fee letter box in which letters, etc., bearing an additional 
fee may be posted is attached to all mail trains between Mombasa and 
Kisumu. 

The steamer clerk on the s.s. ‘‘ William Mackinnon,’’ which 
plies on Lake Victoria, is furnished with a stock of postage stamps and 
performs the duties cf a postal agent at certain minor ports of call. 

The private box system is in force at Mombasa, Nairobi, Nakuru 
and Kisumu Post Offices. 

The Post Offices at Mombasa, Nairobi, Nakuru, Kisumu Eldoret 
and Voi are in charge of trained European Officers; those at certain 
other stations are conducted on the contvact system by European 
storekeepers, etc.; and the remaining Post Offices are in charge of 
Indian sub-postmasters (departmental employees) some representative 
of another Government department such as the local District 
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Commissioners or the local Indian Stationmaster, according to. the 
gize and importance of the stations. 

The Posta] Insurance system has heen extended to Lamu, 
Mombasa, Nairobi, Nakuru, and Kisumu as. regards letters and 
parcels. 

The Kenya Post Office Sing Bank System has been extended 
to Mombasa, Nairobi, Nakuru and Kisuunu. Deposits can, however. 
be forwarded by post to the head office at Nairobi or one or other of 
the Post Offices enumerated above; and facilities are given for the 
cashing of departmental warrants at Departmental Post Offices other 
than those specified in this paragraph. 

_ There are 42 postal telegraph offices in the Colony and private 
telegrams can also be despatched from railway telegraph offices. 

There are Wireless Stations open for public business at Mombasa 
and Kismayu, through the intermediary of which communications can 
be exchanged with ships at sea within 300 to 400 mile radius of these 
points. 

Telephone Exchanges have been installed at Post Offices at 
Nairobi, Mombasa and Kisumu. Public call boxes have been erected 
at various points in Mombasa and Nairobi. 


UGANDA. 


The means of postal communication in this Protectorate are 
very varied, use being made of the steamers on Lakes Victoria, Albert, 
and Kioga, the Busoga and Port Bell Railways, the various motor 
services maintained by the Uganda Government, andi relayed runner 
services. 

The Post Offices at Entebbe, Kampala, and Jinja, are in charge 
of trained European officers. In addition to the facilities afforded 
by the Departmental Post Offices, those conducted by 
representatives of other Government Departments, and the postal 
agencies situate on the Busoga Railway, the steamer clerks on the 
Government vessels plying on the Lake Kioga are supplied with stocks 
cf postage stamps and perform the duties of postal agents. 

The private box system has been extended to the Post Offices at 
Entebbe, Kampala, and Jinja.

TELEGRAPHS. 


Uganda has some 23 public telegraph offices situated at the 
following places: Bomba, Bugondo, Butiaba, Entebbe, Fort Portal, 
Hoima, Iganga, Jinja, Kabale, Kampala, Luzinga, Masaka, Masindi, 
Masindi Port, Mbale, Mbarara, Mityana, Myjanji, Mubendi, Mutir, 
Namasagali, Port Bell, and Soroti. (In addition to 23 telegraph 
stations—telegrams are received at Mutir and Masaka and transmitted 
by telephone to Nimule and Bukakata respectively). The Protectorate 
is well served so far as telegraph lines are concerned. There are 
two lines to Kisumu and the principal Uganda Offices are able te work 
through direct to Nairobi. The lines branch out in all directions and 
in most cases radiate from Kampala. A telegraphic line connects 
Port Bell with Kampala. From Kampala one line runs through 
Mityana and Mubendi to Fort Portal in the Toro District. Another 
line runs from Kampala through Hoima to Masindi. Branch lines 
connect Masindi with Masindi Port, Masindi with Mutir and. alsa 
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Hoima with Butiaba on Lake Albert. A third line from Kampala 
runs to Masaka and thence to Mbarara and Kabale. From Masaka 
a line runs to Bukoba in Tanganyika Territory. A short line connects 
Kampala wtih Bcmbo. From Jinja two lines run to Namasagali, 
one is direct and the other is used for train signalling and is made use 
-of at Mutai, Luzinga, and Mbulumiti stations. From Mbale one line 
runs through Soroti to Bugondo the centre of the Teso cotton district, 
and another to Mjanji, a port on Lake Victoria. 


TELEPHONES. 

Uganda is well-equipped with telephonic communications. 
Entebbe, Kampala and Jinja have telephone exchanges, the number 
of subscnbers being as follows :— 

Entebbe: Government, 47; Public, 4. 

Kampala: Government, 35; Public, 56. 

Jinja: Government, 17; Public, 2. 

In addition to these exchanges there are three trunk lines 
connecting Entebbe with Kampala, and conversation between the 
two places is rendered simple and satisfactory. There is a telephone 
line from Masaka to Bukakata on Lake Victoria, and also one from 
Mutir to Nimule on Soudan Frontier. 

A trunk line between Kampala and Jinja is in course of 
construction and also a public telegraph station at Mukono on the 
Jinja-Kampala road is being opened in a near future. |

The minimum size of a parcel is 3 ins. in length by 2 ine. in

The sender of a parcel can obtain a receipt for it at the time 
of posting by filling in the address upon a form which is provided by the 
Post Office for this purpose, or upon a piece of paper or in a book 
provided by himself. No parcel may contain a written communication 
of the nature of a letter or having the character of a personal 
communication. Parcels may have invoices of their contents enclosed. 


RULES AS TO POSTING. 


Letters should be posted in the letter boxes provided, and 
ative messengers should be particularly instructed in this regard. 
Correspondence left by native messengers on the Post Office counter 
is liable to be delayed. 

Letters or other articles intended to be registered or insured must 
be presented at the Post Office at least half an hour before the time 
fixed for the closing of any particultr mail. 


LATE LETTER FEES. 


After the letter box has been closed for a mail, any articles of 
‘the letter mail will be received at the Post Office counter for despatch 
by that mail, if presented within 15 minutes after the time advertised 
for the closing of the letter box for the mail, and if stamped both with 
the postage due and with the amount of the late letter fee. The 
amount of the ordinary late letter fee is 12 cents. 


CERTIFICATES OF POSTINGS. 


The object in granting certificates of posting is to afforg the 
public an assurance that ordinary correspondence entrusted to servants 
and messengers for posting have actually been posted: Such 
certificates may be obtained in respect of any postal article for whieh a 
‘reeeipt ig not given by the Post Office.

Persons desiring to obtain a certificate of posting should present 
or send to the Post Office, a slip of paper with an exact copy of the 
addresses of the articles for which the certificate is required written 
in ink upon it. This must bear a stamp in payment of the fee and. 
be presented at the Post Office counter, at least half an hour before: 
the closing of the mail, together with the articles to which it refers.

Certificates of posting may be written in a book and postage 
gtamps in payment of the fees may be placed against the entries.

RE-DIRECTED CORRESPONDENCE’ 


Letters, postcards, book and sample packets and newspapers 
re-directed to any place served by the inland poet, either directed by 
an officer of the Post Office or by an agent of the addressee after 
delivezy, will be transmitted by post free of charge in respect of such 
further transmission. Re-directed parcels are liable to additional 
postage at the prepaid rate fur every-re-direction, except where the 
original and corrected addresses are both within the delivery of one Post 
Offiee. 

POSTE RESTANTE. 


There is a Poste Restante at every Post Office where 
correspondence to be called for can be obtained. ll articles. 
superscribed “‘ To be kept till called for,’’ ‘‘ To await arrival,’’ or in 
any similar way, and also articles addressed ‘‘ Post Office,’’ are held to 
fall under the head of ‘‘ Poste Restante.’’ There is no Post Restante 
at the Post Office agencies conducted by station masters of the Uganda 
Railway. Articles addressed to the Post Office agencies will be 
detained there for one week only and will then be sent to the Post 
Offiee of the district in which the agency is situated. 


SUPFLEMENTAL SERVIOES. 
REGISTRATION. 


Letters, postcrads, books, pattern and sample packets may be 
registered at any Post Office for transmission by the inland post. In 
addition to the postage a further fee of 30 cents will be charged for- 
the registration of gosta] articles. The prepayment of the postage and 
registration fee is compulsory in the case of all registered articles. 
Articles intended for registration must be presented at the counter to 
an official cf the Post Office: they should on nc account be dropped 
into 4 letter box. 

Norr.—The sender of a registered article is recommended to 
write hia name and address on the cover, in the lower 
left-hand corner, so that in case of non-delivery it may 
he returned to him unopened and without delay. 

A receipt will be given to the person who presents an article 

for. registration at the Post Office counter during hours prescribed for 
posting registered articles. 
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ACKNOWLEDGMENTS OF DELIVERY. 


The sender of a registered article may obtain an acknowledge- 
‘ment of its delivery signed by the addressee upon paying a fee of 
24 cents in addition to the postage and registration fee. The sender 
of the article must enter his own name and address and those of the 
addressee of the article upon the acknowledgment form provided by 
the Post Office. Applications for acknowledgments of delivery of 
‘registered articles may be made at the time of posting or subsequently. 


ENQUIRIES REGARDING REGISTERED ARTICLES. 


Requests for investigation by the Post Office regarding the 
disposal of registered articles are subject to the payment of the fee of 
24 cents. In any case where a registered letter has been delayed 
or has not been delivered owing to the fault of the Post Office, the 
amount of such enquiry fee is refunded. 


COMPENSATION FOR TOTAL LOSS. 


The o:dinasy Postal Union regulations regarding compensation 
for the total loss of registered articles apply to the Inland Service, 
«the gum of Shgs. 40 being taken as the equivalent of the Postal Union 
indemnity of 50 francs. The indemnity is not given in case of 
damage or partial loss. The enclosure of coin, gold, silver, or precious 
stones in a registered article is a disqualification for indemnity as these 
are only transmissible in insured parcels, and. to the places to which 
the insurance system applies. 


INSURANCE OF INLAND LETTERS AND PARCELS. 


Inland letters and parcels may be insured in respect of their 
transmission between Entebbe, Jinja, Kampala, Kisumu, Lamu, 
Mombasa, Nairobi, and Nakuru. 

No injand letter or parcel can be accepted for insurance unless 
both the posting and delivery offices are included in the list given above. 

The limit of insurance is Shgs. 3,600, and the insurance fee 
is 50 cents for every Shgs. 200 of value insured. 

Compensation will nct be given for damage, but only for the 
total or partial loss or its contents. 


PRIVATE LETTER BOXES. 


Arrangements may be made for private letter boxes to be 
provided and !et by the Postmaster-General at the principal Post Offices 
‘in the two Colonies. 


CHARGES FOR RENTAL. 


The annual rent is Shgs. 30 for a small box and Shgs. 45 for a 
larpe box. The rent is payable in advance, and calculated to 
31st Deecmber in each year, any portion of a quarter to be considered 
as a full quarter. 

When a box is let two keys are supplied and a deposit of 
“Shgs. 7/50 is taken therefor. When the box is given up this amount 
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-will be refunded to the renter by the Pcetmester, provided that the 
-weceipt for Shgs. 7/50 is produced, that box and lock are in good order, 
‘and that two keys for the bux are returned. 


CONDITIONS OF RENTAL. 


Delivery into a private box is in all respects equivalent to 
‘personal delivery to the addressee. 

Persons may not rent a private box under a fictitious name, or 
‘for improper purposes. 

The business or private address of the renter must be furnished. 

Persons c firms trading under two or more designations may be 
‘required to rent a box for each designation. Under this reyvulation 
any group of companies having a joint management may be required 
to rent a separate box for each company. 

Letters will be placed in a box only when addressed to the 
renters or to their care, or specially addressed to the number of the 
box. In towns which have a delivery by postmen, letters may be 
-delivered as addressed. 


JOINT USES OF BOXES. 


Any person who, with the written consent of the renter, hag his 
letters addressed to a box, can have his name placed on the list of 
box-renters on payment of a fee of Shgs. 15 a year. 


LOSS OF KEY. 


In exceptional circumstances—such as the loss of a key— 
«correspondence f:om any private box may temporarily be delivered at 
the counter, When the keys of a box are lost, or the lock is broken. 
‘on receipt of Shgs. 11/24 in cash, for a new lock and keys, the 
Postmaster may deliver the correspondence. If a key or keys be lost 


it is essential for the security of the correspondence that a new lock 
be fitted to the box. 


PRIVATE LETTER BAGS. 


The accommodation of a private letter bag, to be conveyed by 
‘mail carrier, mail cart, or other means, or to be used in conjunction 
‘with a private letter box, may be granted by the Postmaster-General, 
and all applications to rent such bags should be made to him in 
writing. A bag may be used for cocrespondence addressed to several 
persons residing in the same neighbourhood provided that the person 
‘becomes responsible for such correspondence. 

The bag must be provided and kept in repair at the cost of the 
person or persons requiring the accommodation. 


CONVEYANCE OF BAGS. 


Renters of private post bags living on or near a mail route, are 
permitted to have the bags conveyed by the mail carriers whetever 
this can be conveniently arranged. 

The fee, which will be levied acco:ding to the following scale, 
must be paid yearly in advance, the year being taken as from the Ist 
January to the 31st December.

SUPPLEMENTAL SERVICES. 
REGISTRATION. 


In addition to the postage a further fee of 30 cents will be 
charged for registration of postal articles. 


INSURANCE. 


Letters and parcels may be insured at thePost Offices of Nairebi, 
Mombasa, Nakuru, Lamu, Kisumu, Entebbe, Kampala, and Jinja 
The limit of insurance is £120. 
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The insurance fees, both for letters and parcels, for countries - 
abroad, to which the system of insurance extends, are as follows: 90 
cents for every Sh. 240 (£12) or fraction of that amount of the sum 
assured. 

The fee must be prepaid in addition to the full postage. 

As few stamps as possible should be used to prepay the postage 
and insurance fee. They must not be folded over the edge of the 
cover, and when more stamps than one are used, they must be 
affixed with spaces between them. 

The letter must be sealed. 


TELEGRAPHS. 


The telegraphs now open to public for communication within 
Kenya and Uganda comprises: 

(a) <A single line fram Mombasa to Lamu. 

(b) <A triple line from Mombasa to Kisumu, via Nairobi. 

(ec) A double line from Entebbe to Masindi, via Kampala. 

(ce) A single line f-om Kampala to Fort Portal. 

(f) A single line from Kampala to Kabale via Masaka and 

Mbarara. 

There are also branch lines giving communication with Eldama 
Ravine, Kencho, Butiaba, Fort Hall, Nyeri, Rumu:uti, Narromcru, 
Meru, Machakos Eldoret Sergoit, Kiambu, Chania Bridge, Ruiru, 
Gazi, Hoey’s Bridge, and Kitale. 


INLAND TELEGRAMS. 


Communications with Kenva and Uganda are known as Inland 
Telegrams, other communications as Foreign Telegrams. 

Inland telegrams may be in plain language or in code cypher 
language. 

CHARGES. 

The charge for inland telegrams in plain language is Sh. 2/- 
for 10 words and 20 cents for every additional word. The minimum 
charge is two shillings. 

The charge for inland code or cypher telegram is Sh. 3/- for 10 
words and 30 cents for each additional word. The minimum charge 
is Shgs. 3/-. 

Urgent telegrams are accepted at double rates. 

Every word transmitted, including names and addresses, is 
charged for as above. 

Pain language telegrams are charged for according to the 
number of words to be transmitted irrespective of the number of letters 
of which such words may be composed, if written in accordance with 
the current usage of one of the authorised languages. 

In cypher language each gioup of letters or figures ig counted at 
the rate of five lette:s or figures to the word, any fraction of five being 
counted a3 a word. 


PREPAYMENT OF REPLIES. 


The sender of a telegram may prepay a reply at the time the 
telegram is tendered for transmission, but the amount deposited for 
this purpose must not be less than the minimum charge for a telegram 
ef the same class as the original message. | 
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WIRELESS TELEGRAMS TO KISMAYU. 


Inland telegrams are accepted for transmission between 
Mombasa and Kismayu. The charge for such radiog:ams is Sh. 2/- 
per word to or from any station in tbe E 4 or Uganda Protectorates. 
If it is desired to forward cableg‘ams to Kismayu these must be 
redirected loca'ly. The radio service is only opened, provisionally for 
inland traffic and may be suspended at any moment. 


DELIVERY OF TELEGRAMS. 


Telegrams are delivered f-ee of charge within a three-mile 
radius of the telegraph office of delivery. 

Telegrams addressed to p'aces situated at a greater distance 
(measured radially) from the te minal telegraph office than three miles, 
but not at. a greater distance than five miles, will be delivered by a 
messenger of the Post Office in cases where the sender has prepaid, or 
the addressee has intimated bis willingness to pay upon delivery of the 
teleg’am, a fee in accordance with the fol'owing scale :—

When a telegram cannot be deliverad, the office of destination 
sends a service i ies to the office of origin and the sender is 
informed. 

'f the messenger finds no one at the address given who will 
consent to reccive a telegram fo: the addressee, a notice is left at the 
address indicated and the televram is brought back to the telegraph 
office to be de'ivered to the addressee on his application. 


REGISTERED ABBREVIATED ADDRESSES. 


Subject to its being regarded by the Postmaster-Gen-ral as 
suitable for the purpose, any person may register an abbreviated or 
avbitrarv address on payment in advance of a registration fee of 
Shes. 40;- per annum. ‘I‘he address must be registered until an 
following 81st December. ‘Any part of a quarter is charged for as 
full quarte”.

Desirous of having a communication forwarded hv post. to @ 
place abroad. from a postal telecraph office at which it could be 
posted later than at their local office, may have it transmitted as an

anland telegram to such office, and posted here. In this case the 
sender must write ‘‘ post ’’ (which will be charged for) before the 
addressee’s name and the name of the terminal telegraph office at the 
end of the address (also charged for). For example: ‘‘ Post Jackson, 
-812 Cheapside London, Mombasa.’’ Thus a plain jJanguage telegram 
of 10 words to be sent by post from Mombasa to the United Kingdom 
or to any place to which the same postage applies should be prepaid 
Shgs. 2/20. For telegrams addressed to other countries the post is 
30 cents and the inclusive charge for a plain language message of 10 
words is therefore Shgs. 2/80. 

Telegrams posted in accordance with the foregoing paragraph 
amay be forwarded as registered letters on payment of the registration 
fee of 30 cents, in addition to the postage, and this course is 
recommended. 

In the case of telegrams to be so treated the words ‘°* post 
registered ’’ (which will be charged for) should be written before the 
address. | 

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL TELEGRAMS. | 


CHARGES. 


The charges for foreign telegrams will be found on the following 
table. Urgent foreign telegrams pay triple rates. 

In plain language the maximum number of letters al'owed to 
pass at the charge for a single word is 15, any excess being charged for 
‘at the rate of 15 letters to a word. 


PREPAID REPLIES. 
A reply of any length can be prepaid, but the minimum payment 
is for two words.

DEFERRED CABLEGRAMS. 





Cablegrams to ce:tain places may be transmitted ab 
approximately half the ordinary rates on condition: 

(a) that they are in p'ain language without figures; and 

(b) that for a period of 24 hours they are liable to be delayed 

to permit of the pressing of fully paid t-affic. 

The sender of a deferred telegram at reduced rater must insert 
before the address the supplementary instruction L.C. This ingtruotion 
is counted as one word in the number of words charged for. 

According as the lancuaze employed is. sav, French, a language 
-of the county of origin, or a language of the country of destination, 
the supplementary ‘‘ T.C.”’ is comp'eted and becomes * T.C.F.,”’ 
“ £L.C.0. °’ or “ 1..C.D..” as the case may be. The use of two or 
more lencuages in the same telegram is not allowed. 

Deferred telecrams can he forwarded only to those countries 
for which the charves are notified in the columns for deferred rates on 
the following table.

minimum charge of 4d. In cases where the service from London is 
indirect a further deduction is made.

Money may be remitted by means of Telegraph Money Orders 
from any Money Order Office in Kenya and Uganda, which is also a 
despatching office for telegrams, and may be made payable at any other 
Money Order office which is also a Telegraph deliyery Office. 

At thdse Money Order Offices which forward but do not deliver 
telegrams, Telegraph Money Orders can be issued but cannot be paid.

Savings bank deposits are received and repayments made at 
those Post Offices in Kenya Colony authorised by the Postmaster- 
General to receive deposits and to pay depositors money withdrawn, and 
such offices shall be open for these purposes during the hours appointed 
for the transaction of money order business. 

Direct savings bank business is at present confined to Nairobi. 
Mombasa, Nakuru and Kisumu, but deposits are received and 
repayments made (through the G.P.O., Nairobi) by all Kenyan money 
order offices. These transactions a*e made by money orders in respect 
of which no charge for commission is made to the depositor. 

A savings bank is conducted by the Uganda Treasu’y and has 
a number of branches in that Protectorate. Full information can 
be obtained on application to the T-easurer, Entebbe. 

Interest calculated yearly at the rate of 2} per cent. per annum.

The C.M.S., founded in 1799 for “‘ Africa and the East,’’ was 
' vestablished in B.E.A. in 1844, and works within the area ‘of the 
Mombasa Diocese. 

The personnel is composed of 31 clergymen, 2 Game, and 35 
‘women. The Stations are 15, the principal being situated at 
‘Mombasa, Frere Town, Rabai, Sagalla, Nairobi, Mbale, Kabete, 
Weithaga, Embu, etc. Other stations exist in Tanganyika Territory. 

There are five Churches: St. Stepehen’s, Nairobi; Emanuel, 
Frere Town; St. Paul, Rabai; All Saints’, Mbale; Emmanuel,

: The Mission has one High school, the Buxton High School at 
| Mombasa, but schools both for boys and girls, and; night schools for 
adults are maintained practically in all stations. 
ne There is also a Divinity School at Frere Town. Normal schools 
for the training of teachers are at Mombasa, Kahuhia, near Fort Hall, 
and .at Maseno in Kavirondo. There are-industrial Schools at Maseno 
and Butere, Kavirondo and other Industrial Schools are being started

CHURCH OF SCOTLAND—PRESBYTERIAN. 
ST. ANDREW’S CHURCH, NAIROBI 


St. Andrew’s Church was erected in 1910, previous to which 
Scots services were held, first in the school and later, by courtesy of 
the late Bishop Peel and of the congregation of St. Stephen’ 8, im Bt. 
Stephen’s Church. 

The foundation of the church was mainly due to the efforte of 
the late Rev. Dr. Henry Scott, Head of the Kikuyu Mission. MThe 
church was dependent for pulpit supply upon the Mission until 1918, 
when the first resident minister, Mr. Soutter, was appoinied: 

Minister of the Church: Rev. James F. G. a B.A., B.D. 
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The church, which is situated at the junction of Kirk Road and 
Tenth Avenue, is of stone. It is seated to accommodate about 120 
persons. 

The Manse, in Hospital Road, was erected in 1916. 

The church is not as yet financially independent, as if receives 
an annual grant of £200 from the Church of: Scotland Colonial 
Committee tawards the minister’s stipend. 

Services are held every Sunday at 10-30 and 5. The sacrament 
of Communion is celebrated on the first Sunday of each quarter. 


THE CHUROH OF SCOTLAND MISSION. 


The Mission was established at Kibwezi in 1891, at Kikuyu in 
1898, ab Tumutumu, Nyeri, in 1909, and at Chuka in 1914, and 
covers roughly the total area of 500 square miles. 

Its personnel! is composed of three ministers, two doctors, two 
lay, three artisans, one male teacher, two lady teachers, three 
lady workers, four nurses, and eight married ladics. 

The Mission’s work j is divided up in four heads : 

(1) Evangelistic. The evangelistic aim runs through all the 
branches of the work. (2) Educational. The educational work 
primarily aims at teaching all to read in their own language. To those, 
especially the young, who are able to take advantage of it, education is 
continued first in Kiswahili and then in English. This prepares the 
younger generation for taking their places as teachers, clerks, typists, 
telegraphists, interpraters, etc. (3) Industrial. ~ Believing that 
heart and mind and hand must go together to make an all-round man, 
all scholars in the boarding schools do a certain amount of manual 
work. To the young men, not educated in youth, training in trades 
such as carpentry, masonry, etc., and also education in agricultural 
work is given, which, with simple literary education, supplies a class of 
trained artisans who are readily employed. (4). Medical. The 
medical work is a necessary adjunct to mission work. ‘Training of 
hospital assistants and nurses is part of the medical work.

ALLIANCE OF MISSIONARY SOCIETIES IN E.A. 


The Alliance of Missionary Societies in East Africa has been 
formed between the Church Missionary Society, the Church of Scotland 
Mission, theAfrica Inland Mission, and the United Methodist Church 
Mission, as the result of several conferences, prominent among which 
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-wag the famous conference at Kikuyu in 1913. The actual alliance 
was consummated at the conference at Kikuyu in July, 1918. A 
further Conference was held in January, 1922, when proposals were 
_put forward for a joint Native Ministry of the adhering Communions. 

The hope of the Alliance is to co-ordinate the work of the 
Protestant Missions in Kenya so far as ig possible in order that they 
may present a unity of purpose and aim. not only in dealing with the 
‘Government and the unofficial community, but in addition before the 
natives of the Colony. 

The ultimate aim of the Alliance ic that there shall be formed 
-a@ united Church of Kenya. ‘To this end the Alliance have adopted a 
‘common form of service for frequent use in their churches, a common 
period of probation, a common syllabus for teaching of their 
catechumens for baptism, and a common education eode for use in all 
-schools. 

Further, it is suggested that there shall be at Kikuyu in 
connection with the Alliance a united training institution for the 
purposes of carrying on higher education in theology, normal, medieal, 
and industrial training. 

The executive body of the Alliance is the Rep~esentative Counal, 
‘which meets at least twice a year and is composed of representatives 
‘from the four societies in proportion to. the number of missionaries 
‘working in thir respective fields.

R.O. MISSION OF THE HOLY GHOST. 


The Roman Catholic Missionary Society of the Holy Ghost, 
-a French Order, was established in Paris in 1703 and has organised 
and dependent Provinces in other countries. 

The Mission was established in Zanzibar in 1862 and in East 
Africa in 1892. The Vicariate Apostolic of Zanzibar includes the 
islands of Zanzibar and Pemba and great part of Kenya Colony, 
“viz., the Province of Seyidie, Tanaland, Jubaland, and Ukamba. 

Personnel : 22 Priests and Lav-Brothers and 20 Nuns. 

Stations: 14, the princival being Zanzibar, the see of the 
Bishop; Pemba, Mombasa, Mwabaya Nvondo (Giriama), Bura (Taita), 
Kilungu, Nairobi, St. Austin (near Nairobi), Iruta, Kyambu, Lyoki, 
and Mangu. In each station is one or more Fathers aided by native 
teachers and Catechists, and when possible, by European lay- 
brothers and sisters. 

The object of the Mics‘on ig to civilise the native through the 
medium of Christianity and literary and industrial instruction. There 
are numerous schools attached to the various Mission etations, and 
‘there is a Convert Boarding Schonl for white children attached to 
the station of Simonisdale or St. Austin, near Nairobi. 

At every station there is a hospital or a dispensary where the 
natives are atten’ed gratu'tously. 

Five lancuaces, evelvsive of Erglish, are used in the Vicariate : 
Kiswahili, Kiciriama, Kitaita, Kikuvu, and Kikamba. 

- The Fathers of St. Austin’s are the pioneer coffee planterg in 
‘the country. 
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The Vicar-Apostolic of Zanzibar is the Right Rev. John

WHITE FATHERS’ MISSION. 


The Vicariate Apostolic of Uganda is entrusted to the White 
Fathers, a society founded by Cardinal Lavigerie, exclusively for the 
evangelisation of the heathen of Africa. The society ig recruited 
from all countries of the world, but the majority of its pnests are 
French. The first station in Uganda was founded at Rubaga, near 
Kampala, in February, 1879. 

The area covered by the Mission comprises the Kingdoms of 
Buganda, Bunyoro, Toro, and Ankole, and the zone of Lake Albert 
(Belgian Congo), with Kilo as the centre. 

The personnel consiste of 128 Priests, 16 Lay-Brothers, and 
43 ‘Sisters, of whom 30 belong to the Congregation of the White 
Sisters, and 13 to the Congrezation of Marie Reparatrice. 

The Fathers and Brothers occupy 33 stations, of which 21 are 
in Uganda, four in Ankole, two in Bunyoro, and four on the western 
shore of Lake Albert. The White Sisters have five stations: two at 
Villa Maria, one at Rubaga, one at Kisubi, and one in Toro. 

The Cathol'e population under the care of the White Fathers 
in the Uganda Protectorate is over 243,000 souls; of these 189,204 are 
baptised Christians. 

The churches number 1,094, of which 833 are in the immediate 
charge of the missionaries and 1,061 are looked after by 1,341 native 
‘teachers. 

The following figures give an idea of the widespread character 
of the White Fathers’ educational and industrial work: 

One School of Theology and Philosophy (Major Seminary) at 
Katigondo, Villa Maria. 


One Secondary School (Minor Seminary) at Bukalasa, Villa 
Maria. | 


Two Normal Schools, one for youths, the other for young 
‘women, both at Villa Maria. 

One English Colleve at Rubaga with about 150 pupils. 

827 Primary schools with an average attendance of 21,568 
children, i.e., 13,336 boys and 8,282 girls. 

A printing press at Bukalasa, which publishes a monthly 
magazine, ‘* Munno.”’ 

One Industrial School at Kisubi, near Entebbe, with brick-fields 
and kilns, where tiles are also made: blacksmith work is also taught 
there as well as bootmaking. In every etation oecupied by the 
Fathers or Sicters, there is a dispensary where care and medicine is 
given cratuityu:ly to the natives, whether heathen or Christians. 
The White Fathers have two larze coffee and rubber plantations, one 
at Kishi, the other at Nandere. Rulemezi.

ITALIAN CATHOLIC MISSION. 


The Italian Catholic Mission was established at Turin, Italy, 
where its headquarters are situated. 

; The first missionaries came to EK.A. in 1902, and the Vicariate 
Apostolic of Kenya was instituted in 1905 and covers the Province 
of Kenya. 

The personnel of the: Mission’ is’ composed of Priests, Lay- 
Brothers, and Nuns. The Mission has 15 stations, the principal 
being Nyeri, the see of the Bishop; Fort Hall, Meru, Wambogo, 
Mogoiri, Katanga, etc. At every station there are dispensaries where 
the natives are tended gratuitously. The average of the cases 
treated are about 200,000 yearly. 

Schools for natives are attached to every station, a college of 
chiefs’ sons at Fort Hall, a college for native teachers of Mogoiri, an 
orphanage at Nyeri, industrial and agricultural schools at Tusu and. 
Nyeri. There is a printing press at Nyeri, where books in the Kikuyu 
language are published, and a paper, the ‘‘ Wasiomo Mokinyu,’’ is. 
issued monthly, being distributed free to the natives. 

_ The Italian Mission has given 45 of its members for voluntary 
service in the Carriers’ Hospitals, being attached to the B.A.M.S. 
as honorary lieutenants and honorary nurses. Some of them have 
been mentioned in dispatches for meritorious service in the field, and 
others received the Royal Red Cross: Medal. — .

ST. JOSEPH’S FOREIGN SOCIETY.

St. Joseph’ s Foreign Missionary Society (Mill -Hill Massion), 
founded in 1866. by His Eminence the late Cardinal Vaughan, is a 
Congregation of Secular Priests, established to propagate the Gospel 
among unevangelised races. beyond Europe. Its headquarters are. 
at Mill Hill, London, N.W. 

The Vicariate Apostolic of the Upper Nile, which sabiaess 
part.of Uganda and of the Colony of Kenya from Kampala to the 
Kikuvu Escarpment, was entrusted to St. Joseph’s Society in 1894 
bv His Holiness the late Pope eo XIII. - Bishop: Hanlon, who was. 
appointed as its first Bishop, arrived in Mengo on September 6, 1895. 

The Head Station of the Mission is at Nsambya, Kampala, 
where. the Bishop, the Right Rev. J. Biermans, Titular Bishop of 
Gargara and Vicar-Apostolic of the Upper Nile, usually resides. 

The Secretarv is the Rev. J. Minderop, Nsambya, Kampala P.O. 

The staff of the Mission consists of 69 European Priests, 16 
Sisters. of the Franciscan Order from St. Mary’s Abbey, Mill Hill, 
London, N.W.. one lady doctor, one -ladv: nurse, 3 Laymen as: 
Instructors for the Technical College at Buluba, Usoga, 8 Native 
Sisters, and 1,083 Native Teachers and Catechists. 
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Mission, Stations: In Uganda proper: Neambya, Nagalama, 
Nkokonjeru, Namilyangoi, Nazigo, and Nyenga. 

In the Eastern Province: Jinja, Iganga, Kamuli, Budini, 
Budaka, Ngola, Soroti, Nagongera, Nyondo, Lwala, and Dabanni. 

In Kenya Colony the stations are at Kisumu, Mumias, 
Kakamega, Eregi, Aluor, Rangala, Kisii, and Asumbi. 

There are three Convents of Sisters from St. Mary's Abbey at 
Nsambva, Nagalama, and Kamuli; Convefits of Nutive Sisters st 
Nkokonjeru, and Namilvango. | 

At Namilyango there is a Boarding School (under J. Toner), 
where more advanced pupils are taught higher subjects, including 
English, Typewriting, Bookkeeping, etc. Physical exercise is also 
attended to. 

At Nsambya High School (under Rev. J. McCabe) the same 
higher education is given to extern pupils; while in Nazigo Normal 
School (under Rev. W. Wheatley), native teachers and Catechists are 
being trained. 

Technical Colleges are at Buluba (under Rev. G. Ram) in 
Usoga, and at Kakamega (under Rev. J. Mentinck). 

In connection with the Franciscan Convent at Nsambya, 
Kampala (Superior, Rev. Mother M. Kevin, M.B.E..) there is a 
Maternity Training School for Native Women. 

In the Hospital at Neambya also in connection with the above 
Convent) last year 642 in-patients and 385,000 out-patients were 
treated. 

At Nagalama Convent Hospital, the number of in-patients was 
464, and of out-patients 11,700. 

At Kamuli Convent Hospital, the number of out-patients was 
9.684, while many were treated in their homes, especially during the 
outbreak of plague in that district. 

Besided these three well-equipped Hospitals. there are 
Dispensaries in each of the 25 Mission Stations, where the ordinary 
ailments of the-natives are attended to. 

The number of Christians according to the latest returns 
available, wag 43,417. while the Catechumens numbered 41.143. 

Bach of the Mission Stations has a Central School. A simpler 
grade of teaching ia given in the village schools. In 1621 more than 
6,730 pupils attended the Central Schools and 19,967 bovs were in 
the village schools. Every Station is also a small Training School, 
where apprentices receive practical instruction — in carpentry, brick- 
laving. pasterer’s work, ete. 

At Nsambya Franciscan Convent the Sisters. under Rev. 
Mother M. Kevin. M.B.K., conduct classes in embroidery, pottery, 
knitting, etc.. as well as the ordinary day school. — They also have a 
school for giving a higher education to native girls, and to this muet 
be added their very extensive Hospital work. 


THE VICARIATE APOSTOLIC OF KILIMANJARO. 
(SOCTETY OF THE HOLY GHOST.)

THE TREATIES. 


The Convention of St-Germain-en-Laye. 


The General Act of Berlin, February 26, 1886, and the Gencral 
Act and the Declaration of Brussels, July 2, 1890, which governed 
the Conventional Basin of the Congo, were revised after the war 
by the Convention of St-Germain-en-Laye, September 10, 1919. - 

The Conventional Basin of Congo includes Kenya, Uganda. 
Tanganyika, and Zanzibar. 

By the Convention of St-Germain-en-Laye fiscal freedom was 
granted to these Colonies, und thev retained the principles of full 
commercial equality without any difference of treatment for the 
subjects of the Powers who have signed this international agreement. 


The Treaties of Zanzibar. 


The Powers: having treaties with the Sultan of Zanzibar are 
the following: U.f. of America, 1833; France, 1844; Portugal, 1879; 
Italy, 1885; Great Britain, 1886; Belgium, 1886. 

The main principles common to all the treaties aré: Full 
freedom of commerce and navigation, no monopoly or exclusive 
privilege of trade within the Sultan’s dominions.

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ROUTES TO BELGIAN CONGO. 


There ae three recognised ways of reaching the Belgian Congo. 
from Uganda. The principai route, however, is via Masindi Port and 
Lake Albert. From Jinja the passenger proceeds to Namasagali by 
rail, and croxses Lake Kioga by steamer to Masindi Port, from which 
motor-vans connect with Butiaba on Lake Albert. The Lake is crossed 
by steamer, the ports on the opposite side to Butiaba being in Belgian 
territory. A second route consists of a 180-mile safari from Kampala 
through Hoima to Butiaba. The third route is via Toro. The 
passenger is conveyed from Kampala to Matere, a distance of 160 
miles, by motor-van, and must then safa:i another 47 miles to Fort 
Portal. Thence the route is to Bulinda on the River Semliki, which 
joins Lake Albert with Lake Edward, and is within the Belgidn 
boundary.

KING’S AFRICAN RIFLES. 


BRIEF HISTORY OF THE KING’S AFRICAN RIFLES IN 
KENYA COLONY. 


In July, 1895 the Imperial British East Africa Company was 
taken over by the Imperial, Government and the territory governed by 
that Oompany administered as a Protecturate under the name of the- 
Fast Africa Protectornte. The armed forces which consisted at that 
time of Soudanese, Swahili and Arab mercenaries, amounting to 866: 
men, were commanded by the various Civil Officials who administered 
the provinces of Seyidic, Ukambani, Tanaland and Jubaland. 


During the yeurs 1895—96 Major G. P. Hatch was appointed 
to organise these forces into a battalion which was given the title of 
East Africa Rifles and administered by the Foreign Office. 
Unfortunately, just as the organisation wag about to take place the 
Mobaruk rebellion broke out and all available troops were engaged on 
service or split up in small detachments so that a prope: organisation 
could not then be undertaken. During the latter part of 1896 this 


matter was taken in hand and the headquarters were established in the 
old Portuguese Fort at Mombasa. 

In May, 1896, owing to a massacre in the Kedong Valley by the 
Masai and the general unsettled state of the Ukambani Provinee, 
‘Captain Harrison, with one Company, was ordered to Machakos. 


In October, 1897 the Soudanese mutiny in Uganda broke out 
and the East ‘Africa Protectorate was called upon for assistance. 
The Company at Machakos was ordered to proceed to Uganda and 
made a rapid march to Lumbwa, a distance of 380 miles in 19 days, 
thus showing the excellent marching powers of properly trained African 
soldiers. Further detachments were sent from the Coast and the 
whole fovce under Captain Harrison fought in most of the actions 
which took place, and helped to quell the mutiny successfully. 


During 1899-1900 the battalion was further increased bv 350 
Soudanese, recruited in the Soudan by Major Harrison, from the 
remnants of the Khalifa Forces. Many of these men fought against 
us at Omdu:man and years afterwardg would appear at Orderly Room 
‘demanding Egyptian Medals. After careful investigation and 
application to Khartoum it would be found that they had, fought 
against us during the Nile Campaign and were much disappointed when 
‘they were refused the medals. 


In September 1901 Brevet Lieut. Colonel W. H. Manning (now 
Sir William Manning) Indian Army, was appointed the first Inspector 
.General, and the troops in British Central Africa, Uganda, Somali'and 
and East Africa formed into one Regiment with the title of King’s 
African Rifles. The East Africa Rifles becoming the 3rd Battalion. 
‘This amalgamation taking effect from January Ist, 1902. 


In March, 1902, the Inspector General made his first inspection 
of the battalion when recommendations were made bringing the 3rd 
King’s African Rifles into the hne with other battalions of the 
Regiment. 

At this time a detachment, consisting of two Companies, was 
stationed at Nairobi and encamped at Parklands on ridge where Mr. 
.Jeevanjee’s house stands to-day. Owing to an outbreak of bubonic 
plague these lincs were destroyed and the troops moved to the site now 
occupied by the K.A.R. lines. The headquarters were brought up from 
Mombasa. 

From now onwards various expeditions were undertaken both in 
East Africa and Somaliland and the battalion took a large share in 
the opening up of the Protectorate and establishing: various stations 
throughout the country. 


In October, 1902, part of the battalion was sent to Somaliland 
for service against the Mullah. P 


The outbreak of the Great War found the battalion split up inte 
_ detachments throughout the Protectorate. Most of these detachments 
weve brought back at once to Nairobi and were despatched: to various 
vulnerab'e points on the Anglo-German boundary. The battalion was 
suvsequently embodied in the various columns operating through 
German East Africa and Portuguese East Africa, and during the 
campaign marched practically the whole way from the Uganda Railway 
to the Zambesi River, taking part in every big engazvement. It was 
responsible in no small way for the protection of the Uganda Railway 
and British East Africa. 


During the course of the War four other battalions were raised 
-out of the original 3rd K.A.R., the latter having to find the nyeleus of 
‘Officers, N.C.O.’s, and Men for the new battalicns. oO 

Lieut.-Colonel B. R. Graham, who was in command of the 
dattalion, and had gone home on leave about a month before the war 
broke out, returned immediately. Unfortunately this Officer was 
killed when gallantly leading hig men in the attack on the Reata— 
Latema Ridge on the evening of the 11th Macch, 1916. He was 
succeeded by Lieut.-Colonel T. O. Fitzgerald, M.C. | 

At the cenclusicn cf hestilitics the various battalions were 
Drought back to Nairchi and disbanded, leaving the 3rd and 5th 
Battalicns for garrison duty in British East Africa.

KENYA VOLUNTEERS. 


Rhe Volunteer movement in the East Africa Protectorate was 
first intreduced ‘a the Volunteer Reserve Ordinance of 1905, with 
amendments in 1907, and finally of 1910, under the provisions of 
which members were enlisted for service when called upon for the. 
defence a pacification of the Country. 

‘Phe members so enlisted were required to pass a Modified 
Musketry Course in every year to become efficient, and every member 
thus becoming efficient easned a Capitation Grant of Rs. 15/-; this. 
money was devoted to the up-keep of Rifle Ranges, and the provision 
of Shooting Prizes. 

Under the Volunteer Reserve Amendment Ordinance, 1911, the. 
formation of a Legion of Frontiersmen Unit of the Volunteer Reserve 
was sanctioned, the members being liable to the provisions of the same 
Ordinance as the Voluntecr Reserve. 

The last Official Return published before the Great War shows: 
the numbers as follows :— 

Volunteer Reserve se ies sag os ... B57 

Legion of Frontiersmen ... 150 

Both Fovces were armed with M.T:. E, Rifles (Mark I) with short 
sword Bayonets 1903 pattern. 

‘  m the outbreak of war an Ordinance No. 7 of 1915 was passed, 
giving the Governot power to raise such Volunteer Corps and Units. 
as he might think fit. 

Certain of the local Corps were largely recruited from without 
the Colony, for instance the Military Labour Corps was reccuited from 
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practically all the African Colonies South of the Equator and the 
Seychelles Islands. 

At the conclusion of hostilities the local Corps weve disbanded 
with the least possible delay and only certain technical Units were 
retained for winding up purposes such as the Pay Corps and Record 
Section. 

Before the Ordinance Corps finally disposed of its stocks and 
closed down, the Government took the necessary steps to obtain ce:tain 
Military Stores with the intention of re-constructing the pre-war 
‘* Volunteer Reserve.”’ 

Defence schemes were drafted and submitted by Government 
to the Legislative Council with the result that at the end of 1921 an 
enactment was passed to make provision for the establishment of a 
V'erritorial Force (No. 49 of 1921) and regulations made thereunder 
were published in the Official Gazette of 12th April, 1922. 


GAME IN'EAST AFRICA. 


Kenya Colony, the Teritory of Tanganyika, and Uganda, all 
contain Hunting Grounds unrivalled anywhere else in the world, not 
only for the quantity, but a!so for the variety of big game. Elephant, 
Lion, Buffalo, Rhino, and Hippopotami abound, to say nothing of the 
long list of antelope and birds referred to elsewhere. 


By one of the British India, Union Castle, Messageries 
Maritimes, or Italian steamec:s, the sportsman gets an interesting 
voyage through the Suez Canal to Mombasa (about three weeks’ 
jowney from }’ngland) where he books his effects by train to Nairobi. 
At Nairobi (the capital of Kenya Colony) the train arrives after a 
trip accupying 234 hours, and the passenger en route has tantalizing 
glimpses of antelope, giraffe, and on rare occasions the ‘‘ King of 
Beasts.’’ 


BEST SHOOTING SEASONS. 


The rains are divided into two seasons, known respectively as 
the ‘‘ Long ’’ and the ‘‘ Short ’’ Rains, The former usually commence 
towards the end of March, and last as late as mid-June. The latter 
are apt to break at the end of Octcber or beginning November, and 
continue for about a month to six weeks. Both vary from year to 
year, both in date of commencement and length of continuity. While 
shooting can be got at any timc, the ‘‘ Long Rains ’’ render many of 
the rivers impassable, the roadg and veldt are too heavy for wheeled 
transport, and the expense and difficulties of ‘‘ safari ’’ (as travelling 
here is called) are greatly increased, while comfort svffers. From 
about May to the beginning of August. the grass has become so long 
as to lessen the chance of bagging lion, and in seasons when the 
‘* Short Rains ’’ are good, the grass is also troublesome. But 
broadly speaking, any time between mid-August and March is good to 
the sportsman, and for a representative bag, if is recommended that 
not less than two months in the field be arranged.

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FEATHERED GAME. 


Geese, Duck, Snipe, Guinea Fowl, Francolin, Sand Grouse, 
Pigeon, etc., of great variety swarm at various centres and many lovely 
birds such as Flamingo, Ibis, various Storks, Cranes, Coot, etc., and 
lesser birds of all the hues of the rainbow, provide a wonderful field 
to the Collector Naturalist. 

CLIMATE. 


Climate varies with the altitude, and includes tropical fever areas, 
and atmospheres so bracing and healthy as to recall the Alps. But 
the main big game haunts are betwixt and between—a gentle, balmy 
climate, hot in the day, cold at night, and accompanied by entrancing 
scenery | 


FISHING. 


Heavy fish at the coast, of the Tuna, Tarpon type well stocked 
Trout streams on the Aberdare Mountains and elsewhere, and a large 
variety of indigenecus fish, poor eating but good sport, make the 
addition of a rod and tackle desirable to fol!owers of Sir Isaac Walton. 


HINTS TO SPORTSMEN. 


At Naivobi, numerous well-equipped stores can provide the 


visitor with everything needful, from the latest thing in heavy double 


or light single Cordite Rifles (wtih adequate and suitable sup: livs of 
ammunition), to tents, outfit, clothing, ete. The ‘‘od hand ’’ will 
know what to brinz, but to thoss less conversant with Af-ican travel, 
the following epitomizes s the collective advice from various quarters :— 
‘* Bing suitable hunting kit, of light, -s'rong, neutral 
*“caloured material, good warm undsrelothing, stout 
beots (ine'vding a pair of mosquito boeot:), a compass, 
poir of nrismatica fie'd glasses (X8, ¢ n‘ra! foe ssing 
far the host) two pairs of wan. blankets, pl -nty of 
““ soekg, a good green Willesden Canvas Vatise. a Ictter 
of eredit, and a ecod camera.

TROPICAL DISEASES. 


Short notes on the preliminary treatment of the best 
known tropical diseases :-— 


MALARIA. 


Symptoms: only slightly variable. A severe attack consists of 
a period of off-colour followed by an abrupt out-break of fever, 
accompanied by shivering, intense headache, pains about the limbs 
‘rapidly passing into mind-wandering. Temperature rising to 102—105, 
then occasionally vomiting, especially in children, and lastly: 
perspiration as the temperature subsides. A period of a few hours 
comparative freedom is followed by another equally abrupt attack, and’ 
so on for a varyihg number jof days, the faver either subsides 
spontaneously or by treatment; or passes into a chronic low fever 
type; or subsides to recur later. Each rise of temperature starts at 
a definite time and recurs at periods which are multiples of 12 hours... 


TREATMENT. 


Consists in killing or attempting to kill the malarial parasite at 
its most vulnerable time, and that is the period just before and during 
the actual rise of temperature. Therefore, get in the bulk of quinine 
before and during the rise of temperature. 20 to 30 grains a day for 
adults for the period of the temperature; 15 to 20 grains daily for 14 
days after; and 10 to 15 grains daily for a month. Chronic Malaria- 
requires most assiduous treatment. In taking quinine it is better to 
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take 5 grains every two to three hours than to take a lump at a time. 
All malarial subjects lose a part of their blood at each rise af 
temperature, therefore they require a good real iron tonio to assist 
the re-building of the blood. 


A FEW DON’TS. 


Don’t call all illnesses in a malarial district, malaria, it is apt 
to be dangerous. 


Don't pile on the blankets; keep the patient cool. Perspiration 
ig Nature’s effort to cool the patient; don’t try to cook him; if he 
want’s a drink of water don’t say no. 


BLACKWATER FEVER. 


True blackwater is fortunately a rare disease found almost 
solely in malarial districts and requires urgent medical help. It is 
better to bring the patient in; it is waste of valuable time to send 
for the doctor. Do not give quinine except under medical advice. 
Give calomel grains two twice daily for an adult, and large quantities 
of fluids, milk and barley water included. Blackwater is unmistakable; 
it looks like bad port-wine. 


SUNSTROKE AND HEATSTROKE. 


Beware of calling pneumonia, malaria, typhoid, typhus and a 
thousand and one other diseases sunstroke. True sunstroke is not 
‘common, but when it occurs it is always serious. Symptoms: 
Blurring of sight, even actual blindness, sudden rise of temperature 
to a high degree, semi-consciousness, or total unconsciousness. The 
whole complaint under treatment lasts only a few days. 


Heatstroke is where atmospheric conditions are such that the 
body cannot cool itself sufficiently to keep the temperature normal. 
The temperatura rises very high, and there is a great collapse. 
Heatstroke is the usual condition in the Red Sea, and is most common 
In infants. 


Treatment: Cool the body by cold baths, cold douches, and 
fanning. Keep the patient absolutely quiet and still. 


JIGGERS OR CHIGOK. 


The presence of these imply an infected shamba or house. and 
it will be found that either the shamba boys or the house boys are the 
greatest source of infection, sometimes animals. To prevent them, 
therefore, attend to the cleanliness of the quarters and person of the 
“boys. To treat them, first clean the foot thoroughly, then wash the 
‘hands, and don’t put all the blame of subsequent trouble on the 
needle. Remove the top skin covering the animal and prise out of 
the bag; cut away the top skin, flap or nail, and leave the wound 
absolutely wide open; clean it with the weakest antiseptic solution, 
cover it with a dry, clean bit of gauze or linen. Don’t use «ntments 
‘before or after, only keep the foot and sock clean. 
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DYSENTERY. 


There are two kinds; Tropical and Bacterial. 
TROPICAL DYSENTERY is most deceptive, it may be violent, 
40 to 50 stools a day with great pain, containing blood, mucus, 

and water, or it may be only one or two painless stools with a little. 
mucus. Hither type is serious, because tropical dysentery has an 
unpleasant habit of recurring at intervals of months or. years after, for - 
only a day or two at a time, and also gives rise to other serious 
complications. The first type is also serious in the first attack. 
There is only one useful treatment, and that is enormous doses of 
ipecacuanha or emetine its extract, but it must be done under medical 
supervision ; if not available, treat as below :— 

BACILLARY DYSENTERY may be ordinary diarrhoea, or it 
' may be a violent disease stich as above. 


Treatment: Object to wash the intestine out, and at the same 
time to make the contents an unpleasant medium for the bacteria that 
are causing the trouble. 


Small doses (a flat teaspoonful) of Epsom or any Salts given. 
every two hours with copious draughts of boiled water, or lemon 
squash. Five drops of Chlorodyne added to cach dose alleviates the 
pain; also give } grain of calomel or grey powder three times daily. 
As the condition improves reduce the doses of all the medicines. 
Don’t let matters get too bad without consulting a medical: man. 


INFANTILE DYSENTERY OR DIARRHGA. 


Very unusual in purely breast-fed children ; if it does occur, see 
if there is a sore on the nipples, which, if present, treat by keeping: 
elean and washing with half methylated spirit and water, draw the 
milk off, but do not put infant to worst breast until a little better. 
If the nipples are healthy, the mother may have taken too strong au 
aperient, or some thoughtless person has been putting some dirty 
material into the childs mouth, e.g., dirty fingers, dirty dummy, dirty 
or unboiled water, dirty milk and so on. 


It is very common in artificially fed children, and is due to 
mistakes in the care of the child. First get rid of the idea that the 
teeth have anything to do with it, secondly, don’t fly to the thousand 
and one patent knic-knacs to crowd into the unfortunate child’s 
stomach, it is not an ostrich. 


TREATMENT.—If slight, weak aperient, not castor oil, the 
best is 10 drops to 4 teaspoon of any syrup of figs; or, grey powders 
(one sixth for two months’ old to + for 1 year old) twice to three 
times daily for a day or two. If severe and persistent ; remember the. 
child is losing fluid in large quantities, give medicines as above, but 
also boiled water every half hour in a clean spoon, as much ag it 
wil] take for the firstday. On the second day add milk which has 
been scalded (i.c., nearly boiling} merely to flavour water, and then 
each day add more and more milk. Use milk sugar to sweeten while- 
trouble is on. Hot flannels to its stomach will relieve gripings.

CURRENCY IN EAST AFRICA. 


KENYA AND UGANDA. 


At the earliest days of the British occupation of Kenya and 
Uganda the token coin was the Indian rupee, worth one-fifteenth of 
the pound sterling and this remained the currency until the war, when 
the rupee note was added fo the silver Indian rupee. Later, during 
the war, the value of the rupee fluctuated, and in 1920 the Government 
established a fixed value to the rupee of one-tenth of a pound sterling. 
On January Ist, 1921, the British’ Government recalled the silver 
Indian rupee in these countries and replaced them with florin currency, 
inaking the florin worth one rupee or one-tenth of a pound sterling. 
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On January Ist, 1922 the florin currency was replaced by the shilling 

currency, the shilling being equal in value to tke English shilling, 

but with a different token coin. The shilling is «livided into 100 cents. 
For the Currency in circulation see page 107. 


TANGANYIKA. 


The currency of this territory is on the same basis as that of 
Kenya and Uganda and has also followed the game repeated changes. 

The German silver rupee is still in circulation and has the value 
of one-tenth of a pound as the florin. It is now in course of being 


called in. 
ZANZIBAR. 


Zanzibar still retains, as the standard coin, the Indian silver 
rupee with its value of one-fifteenth of the pound sterling, but following 
the fluctuation of the Indian exchange.
